that famous and moſt happie king, Don Manuel pour Fa- 
ther, Ind although the fame de welkknotwne and ſpꝛead as 
bꝛoad cuer all fhe woꝛlde, vet it cannot be fo perfectipe 
publiched vnleſle it bee ſet forth in wziting. Foz by this 
mianes the memoꝛie theresf will indure foz euer, becauſa 
that the weitings will atwayes ſhew the fang to ber pꝛe⸗ 
Cent Like as it Doth continue thole attes of the Oreks,and 
of the Romades the which long fico is path te many 
peares. And therefore they luke wile men, perceining the 
fame to be tines did trauaile all that was pollible to leaus 
the memoꝛie theteof by wꝛiting, and noting that the woꝛ⸗ 
thinelle of the lame did confit much in the eloquence of 
the loꝛiter, did therefore chwie luch excellent learned men 
as thoſe were that wꝛote the lame, being thereto aided 
with much fauour and helpe, of others that were nothing 
inferioz vnto theyꝛ own, R pollible were far greater, but foz 
that the (ame did not remaine in wꝛiting, there is no mies 
moꝛie thereok, suen as thole ok the Aſfyrians ok the Mes 
des, OF the perten; of the Affricans againſt the Romanes, 
df the Swen vans againtt Iulmus Cæſar, of the spaniards ae 
gainſt the Bares in the recouerye of their Countrep of 
Spayne , Wrintipallpe ok thoſe iutucible and Golpe 
Ringes of Portingale pour’ atinceftours 5 the Ring Don 
Alonfo Henriques, ‘the Bing Don Sancho bis ſonne, the 
Ring Don Alonfo 4 the which did gettte the Ningdome 
ok Fortingale, and of the Algarues, in the which ton⸗ 
quett there was wonderful greate aces done, and that 
by force of Armes. DE all the which almok there bath, 
remapned no memozie ot that there choulde haue berne⸗ 
via y thole matters of the Indyss, the which was done 
but pelterdape, there is no man that bath the fame in 
memoꝛye moꝛe then foúre perlonnes , fo. that if they ban. 
dped, all the lame hadde ended with them, the which 
ie biene ümputed to ther? rate Mame and, 
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Ring of Portingale. 

And J hauing a regarde, and partlye a remdꝛſe to fé this 
loſſe, did therefore determine my ſelfe to note af thole nos 
table actes, the which pour ſubiecs bath vons in the dilco⸗ 
uerie and Conqueſt ofthe Indias, of whole valiauntneſſe 
tyere is none of theyꝛ pꝛogenitonrs ok any age z antiquis 
tie that euer did excerde them mo, hoz pet were equal 
with them. Ifoz leauing a ſide the Conquett of the Semyo 
rianof Cyro; Pitrhus, and of other barbarous, all (the 
which was nothing in compariſon of this) and take amon⸗ 
geſt them allo that great Alexander the which was fo feas 
red and wandꝛed at theoughout all the woꝛld, finte that the 
Indias is freauenten hy the Portingales: theyꝛ dwings are 
no moze meruailed at, then a dead Lyon in reſpect of one 
aline; for the Conqneſt of Alexander was all by lande, 
and againſt people that were ſmallie accuſtomed a2 fray⸗ 
nedin the feates of wartes, bee al wapes going in his roi⸗ 
all perſon⸗ but this of the Indias was done by ſea and that 
by pour Captaines, being vpon the fame a whole peare, 
and eight monethes; and at the leaſt fixe monethes not as 
long oe ndere any. reall; but by the bottomeleſſe and great 
Occeau Sea; and departing from the lymites ol the Oc⸗ 
cident , and bearing ſayle alwayes towarde the Cape De 
das Playas, 02 ſuch lyke, without diſcouering 03 ſeeing a» 
ny olher thing, but onelye the heauens and water, going 
round about all the Spheare, a matter neuer before ate 
fempted by anye moꝛtall man, nod pet almoft imagined 
by anpe, to put the fame in pꝛadiſe, and they hauing pat 
greate hunger, thirſt and other infirmityes, befives that 
euerye day with thoſe furious ſtoꝛmes and raines, in daun⸗ 
ger a thouland times of their lines. And as 3 fay, they bas 
uing patt thoſe feares and daungerous troubles by lea, pet 
alter theyꝛ arrinall into the Indias, found thẽſelues in great 
and cruell battelis, (not with men that did fight onely with 
their Bowes, Arrowes, and Speares,) as they didde in 
Alexanders time, but with ſuch as were ſtout ¢ of a hauty 
Tomacke,and with men that were ai the wars, 
nne Mo of

af the which inde of people there is not onelp in the In⸗ 
dias; but as farre as we can vnderſtand there is of the like 
in Aſia, and beſides theyꝛ accuſtomed weapons (the which 
are many and god) vet they haue Oꝛdinaunte, Caler⸗ 
uers, and many füre-workes mode plentie then the por- - 
tingales had; lo that the power of thele men was altbaies 
fo greate, that the loꝛte ot king Poro with whome Alex- 
ander did fight, was not camparable, vet not withſtanding 
the portingales did giue them continnally the ouctthzow, 
although theyꝛ ſtrength was but mall, vet they neuer left 
the warres as Alexander did, And leauing off to de⸗ 
clave ok the Grákes and ol they aces; and now to come 
to the Romanes; Who with theyꝛ huge armpe , and with 
theyꝛ greate Slate, the which ſcemed to touer the whole 
ea, thought to conquefé the whole Woꝛlde vet they nee 
ner durſt aduenture by Dea further then the rede Sea, 
neyther vet the greateſt or their famdus victoꝛves, did 02 
was euer Ike onto the lealk of thote battayles that was 
done by dur men in the Indy as, in the which it is fe well 
knowne, moſt innincible prince; the greats pꝛoſperitye of 
the king vour Father and vou, to that without nim 
uing of pour (elfo out of pour pallaite was difconerto and 
conquered by your Captaines, the which neuer Princes 
could by themlelues canquere oz dilcauer „lo that there 
was neuer Conqueſt of the Barbarous, no: of the Greci⸗ 
ans, noꝛ ot the Latyniſts, the which was of tyke difficul⸗ 
tie as this bath bene, neyther vet Ringes noz Captaintss 
of none of all thefe ations; was fo equall in fezce noz 
pet in valpauntneſſe as thole of your Father, and of yours, 
the which is manifeltly declared by the dilcourte of the bio 
ſtoꝛie following. G Oni? e: Dag pitty 
And touching theyꝛ groate actes which thep dydde 
woꝛthelpe fulfill and bꝛing to pale; wer mul verelpe bes 
léue that it was Gods god will and pleaſure, that 
thole Barbarous, being diſcouered with theyz vaine 
Idolls, and with the falo tect of Mahomet, ſhoulde iopne

themſelues with the Catholike faith, and to be as it wer in 
one Coꝛall, and Onder one Paſtour oꝛ Shepheard, as at 
this pelent, the great multitude that hereby are in⸗ 
create to the Chꝛiſtian Religion, is a manikeſt teſtimo⸗ 
hig and wit nelle thereof. After which great exploptes, 
pour Highnes gaue commandement that the Chꝛiſfian doc ⸗ 
trine of the ꝛotherhod ol the company ol Zelus ſhould be 
there inſtruded e taught them, ol the which your Highneſſe 
hath had fo ſpeciall a care like a moſt godlye and Chꝛiſtian 
Peince, that not onely vou were the :firk that commaunded 
the lame to be bꝛought from Rome, foz that they might ber 
the better inſtructed in all their a ingdomes but alſo doeth 
maintaine vpon vour olone charges in this holy companye 
the multitudes that doeth daylye ſubmit themſelues to the 
fame, As we dog, fein the ſumptuaus Colledge of Coim- 
bro, where to ennoble and augment the honoꝛ ol vour king⸗ 
domes, vou hauc erented and founded an Uninerſſtie: where, 
with the charges that is daylye done there; and with pour 
countenaunce together, it is hoped, that the fame may be ace 
counted amongik the floziſhing Giniuerfities of all Europe: 
whereas there is maintained allo vpon your charges manye 
Colledges ok the oꝛder of poꝛe begging Friers, and others 
of like pꝛoleſſion, foꝛ like as the refoꝛmation that was there 
made was pꝛofitable to them all: fo be commaunded, that 
there ſhould be many Dinines foz ta declare the Euangelp⸗ 
tall law, which pour Bighnes is not onely at this charges 
with religious men, but alſo with fempozall men, koz as 
there is many of pour ſubiects that doth delend p tate Re⸗ 
publike oz Common welth, and doth inlarge the fame with 
their armour, ſo ther are others that noth beautiſte the fame 
with learning.

knights. fo Portingale. In this voyage, he gaue to the Ports, ers 
bours, and Riuers, where he toke in frety water, theyꝛ 
names, which at this pꝛeſent they doe retaine, Likewiſe, 
he erected there certaine markes with Croſſes, and with the 
roiall Armes of Portingale, ànd the laſt that he erected, was 
in a Nocke, the which they named, El pennol de la ctus, 
which ſtandeth fiftene leagues on this fine the fozefayde 
Riuer. And from thence he retourned without hearing any 
newes, oꝛ vet hauing any further intelligente ok that India, 
by realon all the Inhabitaunts along thole Coats bee al⸗

This vopage and intelligente, being intimated and 
reuealed to the Ring Don Ioan, he ſeoꝛthwith minded to dil 
couer that India by land, albeit befoze that time he had oil 
patched and fent fo2 the fame diſcouerie intended „a Frper 
of the oꝛder of Saint Fraunces, called Fryer Antonio de 
Lixboua, by land, in the company of a tempoꝛall man, which

uer by lande as well the Countrey of Presbiter Joan, 
as alſo that, from whence the Dꝛugges and Spices 
come to Venice: Giuing them in charge, and that ear⸗ 
neftlpe to make dilpgent enguirpe, and gather certaine 
knowledge whether that from the Cape of Buena Efpe- 
ransa fozwarde there were ative Manigatton to the Caff 
India, and that they ſhoulde ſet downe all thinges 
they founde necefiarye fo bes knowen, o2 that they 
coulde by anpe pollible meane learne 02 gather of the 
fame foz cortaintpe ; Commaunding allo a Dea Carde 
to ber giuen them, Which was taken out of a Pappe 
of the whole woꝛlde, by a Paiſter of Arte, called 
Calſadilla, Biſhoppe of Vyſeu, who was a god Aſtro⸗ 
nomer. 

Moꝛeouer, her gaue them a Letter of credite, where⸗ 
by they might ber ſuccoured and protected from, and in, 
daungers of dealh, and in cafes of neceflitie and want 
of money, in whatſoeuer KRingdomes and Countrepes 
they2 happe ſhoulde be to trauaple. And foz theyꝛ char⸗ 
ges „ hie commaunded fo giue them foure hundꝛeth 
Crownes out of the Chet of the Decherd ok Almeryn: 
Ot which ſumme, they toke as much as they dermed would 
ſuffice foz they? expence, vntill they came to Valencia in 
Aragon , putting the refipue in the Bancke of Bartelme 
Florentine to be deliuered them there: and fobe gane them 
the bleffing of Cod and his, in the pꝛeſente of the B55 
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Don Manuel, tubo at that time was Duke of Vela, 

After this they departed from the Village of Santaxen 
fhe ſeauenth day of Map, in the peare of our Loꝛd, à thou⸗ 
ſand koure hundꝛed foure ſcoꝛe and ſeanen, and came to Na- 
ples bpon Saint lolins pave the fame veare, from whence 
they were let koꝛ ward an their wap, by Coſmo de Medicis 
ſonnes, and lo went they from thence to the Rhoodes, of 
which Religion, wer then none other but Portingales And 
from the Rhoodes thep went to Alexandria , from thence 
to the Cayro, as Perchaunts and from thence in the conv 
pantie of certaine Moores of Feez, and Fremencen , they 
came to Toro, which is a plate that hath his harbour in 
the Straights of the red Sea in the Coalt of Atabia, at the 
fote of the Pountaine Smay, Where they vnderſtod manie 
matters of the Indies, and of the trade thofe places had out 
ok the Straightes to Calicut: and therevpon they trauailed 
to another place in the ſelke fame Sraightes of the 
Nedde Sea , duer the Coaſte of Acthiopia -, from 
whence they went to Edin: And foz that it was out of 
the wape to the Indies, they parted companye and ſeuered 
themlelues: Alonſo de Payua remained to go ouer by land 

Presbiter to the Emperour of Aetluopia, which is he, tobom we be⸗ 
Ioan by fore haue named vpon erreur Presbiter Ioan; fo2 fhe cer⸗ 
errour, is faintie is, this is he of whom Marco Paulo maketh menti⸗ 
the verye 32 q * RSP 
Emperour SU his bake, who gouerneth all the Indies, and whoſe 
of Acthi- Countrep iopneth into the great cam of Catayo, Where in 
opia. a battaile betwerne them koughe, the fave Preſter Ioan 
was vanquiched and dyed. And fo thencefmatb finally en⸗ 
ned his Ringdome, fo that in thele aves, there is in trueth 
none of that name oꝛ race that raigneth oꝛ gouerneth. It 
is to be bnderſtwde, that Alonfo de payus did verely be⸗ 
lceue, that this Emperour of Acthiopia, was this ſuppo⸗ 
fey Presbiter Joan , by reaton he Was inkozmed and 
had intelligente that the lame Emperdur was a Ebal 
lian , and the People of his Ringdome were alſo 
Chꝛiſtians, as hetreaſter 3 fall declare, when occaſion fail 
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Foz which cauſe, J am in opinion,» Alonſo did separt toy 
Wards his Court, taking oꝛder and determining with Pe- 
dro de Couillian, that at a time appointed they ſhuld meet 
in the great Cayro: This conference and determination 
betwerne them fo had and accoꝛded Spon, Pedro de Couil- 
lian went towards the Indies in a ſhippe of the Moores of 
Cananor, and beeing come to the Indies, he went to the 
tone of Calicut, and to the lands of Goa, where hee gaz 
tyered perfect information ¢ intelligence of the ſpices which 
they haue in the Indies, and of the commodities which 
come from offer places, and of the lyke foste of Townes 
which were ther in the Indies, of all which he ſet downe the 
names in the Card he carried with him, albeit ill written. 
And after he had fence thole places, he went to So fala, where 
he gathered knowledge of the great Aland of San Lauren- 
co, which the Moores doe call La ylla de la Luna: And fee 
ing the people of Sofala, to be blacke as thoſe of Guynee 
are, he there bpon ſurmiſed that all that coal was lubdued, 
and that they might gos by Dea to the Indias , and theres 
foꝛe returning thence, he went to Ormuſe, and ſo to Cay- 
ro, where her vnderſtode that Alonſo de Payua was 
dead: And being deſtrous fo returne to Portingale , by 
chaunte hee mette with two gewes of Spaine, the one calo 
ded Raby Abraham, boone in Vela, the other Ioſeph, 
boꝛne in Lamego:Thele after the departure of Pedro Co- 
villian and Alonſo de Payua, from Portingale, tolde the 
Bing Don Joan, that they had berne in the Cayro,¢ vnder⸗ 
ſtode there much newes of Ormuſe, and of theyꝛ tract had 
With and into the Indies: Mherevpon the Ring ſent let⸗ 
ters by Raby Abraham fo Pedro Couillhan, and fo Alon- 
ſo de Payua, declaring that his pleaſure was, they ſhoulde 
retourne in the compante of thoſe Jewes, il they had ſeene 
all thole thinges, whereok be gaue them charge and 
tommaundement, at their departure: if not, that then they 
thoulde ſende by thole Jewes a declaration, and true res 
porte what they had lerne, and had intelligence of: And 
mozeouer that they ſhoulde procure to atteine to the ſight 
V. iii. of 
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of Presbiter Ioan, and alto fheine and infdꝛme what they 

toulde concerning Ormufe to Raby Abraham foz that he 

had [woꝛne by his lawe neuer to retourne to Portingales 

vnlolſe hee firſt (atue the lame: Uppon receipte of which 

letters and meſlage, Pedro de Couillian his purpoſe of res 
tourning to Portingale Was then ſtayed: And therefoze be 
foꝛthwith diſpatched loſeph with letters to the Ring, his 

Mode and Maiſter, wherein hee related and fully declared 

in eatery reſpect what bee had ſerne in the Indias,and of So- 

fala: and lykewiſe bee tent the Carde in which all the 
Townes names were put downe, that hee had feene > In⸗ 

koꝛming allo the Ring Don loan, that the Emperdur of 
Aethiopia is hee tubo is fuppofeo to bee + presbiter Ioan: 

Wut J am of opinion, that in Portingale remaineth this 

name of Emperour of Aethiopia, foz that in his kingdome 

hee is not called by the name of prefter loan, às 3 will 
hereafter declare: hen Ioſeph was departed, pedro de 
Couillian, with Raby Abraham, went towards Ormuſe, 

and thente to the ſkraights ol the red ſea, and hauing ſhew⸗ 

ed to the ſame Raby thofe places and ſcituation therok, Pe- 

dro Couillian then ſent him to Portingale, with letters to 

the king, impoꝛting what her ſhewed him, and how that her 

himſelle was determined to make his vopage to Presbiter 

Ioan, and after this purſuing that his intent accozdinglpe, 

he came to the pꝛelence of f Emperour, that then ther reig⸗ 

ned and gouerned, whole name was Ale xander,of whome 

The king DE Was verye well receiued , and when he had pꝛeſented 
of Ponin nto him the letters of the king Don Ioan, he actepted 
gales let» the fame verve topfully, in that they came krom a Chaiftis 
ema E an Pꝛince fo karre dillaunt from his Countrie: Howbeit 
he wakes hee gaue to the lame little credite, and pet neuerthelelle hee 
oir nee gaue onto Pedro de Couillian, great honour and gits: and 
Acthiopia When her was in a readyneſſe to departe thence, and expec⸗ 
ted liſence foz the ſame, Which her had requeſted, and ſhould 
haue bane graunted him, the Emperour then deteaſed:al⸗ 
ter whome lucceeded in the Empire another named Nahu, 
her contos not by him bee lycenſed to depart thence, neither 
pet 
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pet of bis forme Dauid , who was Cmperour alſo, and 
ſucceeded Nahu: fo that Pedro de Couillian, remapned in 
that Countrie, and neuer after returned into portingale, 
neyther vet the Bing Don loan euer hearde 02 vnderſtode 
moꝛe of him, and therefore ſuppoſed him to be dead. One⸗ 
ly there remaineth the infoꝛmation of his trauailes, which 
hee had fetto downe and wzitten in the letters which the 
Jewes tarryed; After this came to Lilhbornea Frier out 
of the Countrie of Presbiter Ioan, to wWhome the king ſhew⸗ 
ed great curteſie, and tpon whole repoꝛte, and great relati⸗ 
on made of that countrie, the king then determined to pros 
ccede in, and follow the diſcouering of the Indias by Sea, 
and therefore hee commaunded two little Shippes to bee 
made, committing the charge of that pꝛeparation, and aps 
pointing foz ouerſcer oꝛ ſurueiour of the Timber then cut 
foz that purpoſe, one Ioan de Braganca his ſeruaunt boꝛne 
in the woes, in a village called Daluor, and was bꝛought 
to Liſhborne fo the houſe of the Myna, in the peare of our 
Loꝛd a thouſande foure hundꝛed nintie five, the fiue and 
twentie Daye of October in the fame peare: and afterward 
did ſucctede in that Ringdome, the moſt high king of gloꝛi⸗ 
dus memoꝛye Don Manuel , by whome allo it appeared 
that he was there elected by diuine pꝛouidence foz difcouerp 
of thoſe Countries and Pꝛouinces, whereby the Chꝛiſtian 
faith is fo greatly increaſed and inlarged, x the ropall boule 
of Portingale fo mightely honoured, and the ſubiectes of the 
fame fo plenteouſiꝑ enriched , 
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@ How King Don Manuel the firſt of that name, 
prepared after the deceafe of King Don Ioan , to 
difcouer the Indias by one Vaſco de la Gama, 
and by other Captaines, and howe they departed 
from Ly ſhborne. 
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mma 19 king Don Ioan beeing dead, Don 
mY Manuel then Cueceeded him, in whome aps 

El peared à higher ſtomacke, and more valy⸗ 

a untneſlle of minde ( loꝛ atteining of things 

SEA impꝛegnable € making triall, and exetuting 

(aa matters that pafled common capatitie ot 
man, and aboue the retch ok naturall knowledge) then was 
in Alexander the qreate, Don Manuel now come to the 
crowone, and earnefily minded + bent to profecute that which 
his predecetiour Don loan had begun, foꝛ diſcouering of the 
Indias,and being therein greatly furthered by luch matter, 
oꝛder, and intelligence⸗ as he kound, and were left by the late 
king foz Hauigation to thole karre countries: he then com⸗ 
maunded that Fernan Lorenfo, Trealurer of the boufe of 
the Myna, ſhould cante to be made and prepared of the tims 
ber Which was bought in king Iohns time, two ſhippes, 
wherebnto after they Were finifhen, he gaue the names, to 
the one, the Angel Gabri el, being of an hundꝛed and twen⸗ 
tie tunne: and to the other Saint Raph sela ſhippe of one 
hundꝛed tunne. And to que in the compar ic of theſe ſhips, 
the Ring then bought of a Pilot that was bowie in Lagus, 
called Berrio,a Carnell of fiktie tunne, which had and bare 
fhe lelke name of the Pilot: Moꝛeduer he bought a ſhip of 
two hundꝛed tunne, or one Ayres Correa, Diyele Shippes 
thus made readie and pꝛepared, and the king then being in 
Monte mayor the new, with his frit wile the Queene, Do- 
na IZabel, in the peate à thoufand fonts hundzeth nintie ſe⸗ 
uen, he then gaue the chiele Captaine ſhippe ol this voyage 
onto the Indias fo Vaſco de la Gama his ſeruaunt, who al⸗ 
fo before was fernaunt fo Don Ioan, bogne in the folone 
of Synis, a harbour towne in the fields of Dorricke The 
fame was a man experimented in matters of the Sea, and 
of Nauigation, wherein he had done to this kingdome great 
ſeruite. And foꝛalmuch as be Was a man of greate courage 
and valure, and therefoꝛe very apt and likely to atteine and 
atchieue the end, y was by the king defired,the king then ats 
cozdingly in pꝛelẽte of man noble perlonages, to his great 
pale, 
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pꝛaile, and no “feito incouiragement, commaunded hin when 
he gaue him the charge ol that iournep, ear neſtly alſo reaui⸗ 
ring him, to aunlwere and latiſlie the expectation and credit 
be had conte iued of him and repoled in him, which ik he did, 
he would then very largely reward that his indeauour, and 
temell,ano fo liberally deale towardes him, as he ſhoulde 
finde himſelke fatiftico foz that his dilligence and lertice im⸗ 
ploped: and foꝛ fome pꝛofe of thoſe pꝛincely and louing 
ſpeaches, be then beganne to make per ousiaunce of parte 
thereof, at that verye inſtant, giuing him an Encom- 
menda, with money to put hinfelfe in a readinelle foz that 
voiage: And foz to goe with him, the king alts dilpatched 
one Paulo de la Gama, bꝛother to the Captaine Generall, 
and one Nicholas Coello, both of them the! kin as fer uidtite, 
and men mete and apt for tnbatfocuer matter of diga 
oz caule of valiauntneſſe: Woseoter he appointed one Bar- 
tholome Dyas, to goe with fr ci in a Ca rell to the My- 
nk And fo? that in the ſhiys of warre, ſurkicient vicknalls 
foꝛ the people in tho fame, could not be carried kurther then 
to à place called aint nt Blaze, where the E muſt of courte 
ake in fret Water, the! it & ane commaundement that the 
ſhippe of Ayres Correa (ould gee leaden with bictuals vn⸗ 
to that plate in the comp ate of th je Fleet, and there to take 
out the Kante, atin keen to burne the lud Ship. The Cap⸗ 
taine General thus informed, and dit ſpalched, departed with 
the other Capkaines krom the Rings courts towardes l. 115 
borne, tuber e the fhips being in areadineld, h e imbarked his Tu. num⸗ 
companie, being one hundred fortie and eight perlons „in er of per- 
Beleg, one league from Lifhborne,tpon the Saturday being (os in this 
the eight day of Zulye ; in the peare-of Zan five God, A voyage. 
fhonfand foure hundred nintie and leauen. At Which imbar⸗ 
king all the religious men of our Ladie Church in Belen, 
which is a Poneſtarie of Saint Hicrome, went in Pꝛotel⸗ 
fion bare foted,and in their cowles with ware Candles in 
their hands bꝛateng, and the moſt part of the people of Liſh- 
borne with them, al of them iweping and pitieng thole that 
ſo imbarked Pa teats pre ſhuld all die in that 
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fo aduentrous and daungerous voiage, as in derde the pꝛe⸗ 
ſumption and common opinion thereok was greate, and 
no leſle to beadiudged of. The Generall and other his Cap⸗ 
taines with their people fo imbarked, and by the multitude 
and companie then pꝛelent, commended to God and god foꝛ⸗ 
tune, they foꝛtywith made faile and departed: The Captaine 
Generalt went in the Ship called Saint Gabriel, hauing 
3ailoé foz h fame, one Pedro de Alanquer, which was Pilot 
with Bartholome Dyas, when he went to diſcouer p riner 
called Elryo del ynfante: The brother of the Captaine aes 
nerall; went in the (hip talled dd. Raphael: Nicholas Coel- 
lo went in the Caruell Bertio, & one Gonſalo Gomes, fers 
uatint to the Captaine generall, went for Captaine of the 
ſhip that carried their victuals. Thus being let foꝛ ward and 
vnder laile, the Captaine generall commaunded, that if by 
any happe Whatlocuer, they chould bee leuered and Jofe 
each other, they ſhuld cuerp one make, and kerpe, their rote 
si courte to Cabo Verde, Where they would ioyne them⸗ 
(clues together againe. And fo following their voiage, they 
came within eight paves after to the ſight of the Jlandes 
of thr Canaries , from whente going ouer againſt the Mto 
uer called Ryo de Oro, the night did growe fo Darke, and 
fuch great tempeſt and ſtoꝛme rofe as they loft cach other, 
and thereloꝛe they rekourned their courſe towardes Cabo 
Verde, and Paulo de la Gama, Nicholas Coello, Bartholo- 
me Dyas, and Gonfalo Gomes, hauing niet, and after eight 
vaies lailing together, they came to ſight of. their Captaine 


Generall, vpon the wedneldape in the Euening, and lalu⸗ 
ting him with many thot of o ꝛdinaunce, and wilh found of 
Trumpets, they ſpake bnto him, each ol them heartelp res 
iopling, and thanking God far their lale mieting, and god 
koꝛtune in this their Gri bꝛunt of daunger and perill: The 
nert dap beeing the twenteth day of July, the Capta ne ge⸗ 
neral with all his Fleet attained vnto the lands of Sancty 
Ago: wher ching to anker in b play de santa Marie, they 
remained there lcuen daies, taking in ſuch water as they 
had nerd oh k repaiting the yards of their ſhips ald other 
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harmes they had receined in the ſkoꝛme palt. Telulday be⸗ 
ing the third day of Augull,the Captaine General depar⸗ 
ted thence, following his courte to the Caſt, but fick beloꝛe 
his deparkure be toke his leaue ol Bartholome Dyas, Who parcholo- 
returned into Portingale: And going towarde the Tape me Dyas 
of Buena Efperansa, With all the ting of his compante, hee returneth 
entered the goulfe into the Sea, and from thence failed ali ee. er 
Augutt, September, and October, in which time they luftei⸗ 
ned many and great tempeſts, oz rather toꝛments of out: 
ragious windes and raine, lo that they erpecked nothing but 
pꝛeſent death, which Mil twas ropꝛeſented before them by 
view of the mantfolde daungers and perills, they pꝛeſently 
then fatve,and whereol they were foꝛced to abide the euen⸗ 
ture: Bieing thus perplexed , God of his diuine godneſſe 
recomfoꝛted them, foꝛ pon the ſaturdape, being the fourty 
dap of Pouember at nine of the clocke in the foje- none, 
they ſawe land, whereat they greatly reiopſed, and all the 
Captaines being together, they then faluted the General, 
all of them apparelled in their beit araie, and hauing decked 
and garniſhed their ſhippes with Flagges accoꝛdingly, they 
dew neve the land as the generall had commaunded, tubo 
was Defirous to haue landed: Dotubsit foz that they did 
not know the land, he commaunded them to caſt about a 
fea bœꝛd, and lo they paſſed along by the fame patil tetui: 
“Date following „at what time they came to perfect viewe 
and fight of tye land, perceiuing the lame to Ipe lowe, and 
that there Was a great bay, which as it was a connentent 
place fo2 the chips, ſo he commanded them to fall to an an⸗ 
ker there, of purpoſe to take in water: And alter ward they 
named té the Jland of Sancta Helena. The people of the Deſcripti 
countrio within the laid Jland, as our men alter ward koun d on of the 
the lame: ber lyttie men, ill fauoured in the kace, and ol co⸗ people oe 
lour blatãe : and when they did ſpeake, it was in hich 5 aR 
manner as though they did alivaves ſigh, theyꝛ apparell is Helens 
of beaſtes ſkinnes made after the manner of the ſrench lland, 
Cloakes , they true vp and hide theyꝛ members in cere 
keine Cales made ol fume berpe well wꝛought, 
is Cit, They 
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They haue for armes oz Weapons cortaine ſtaues of an 
Ons tree bathed oꝛ toalted with fire, at the endes tnbereof 
are hoꝛnes of peaſts, ſomwhat burnt 02 hardened with fire, 
alfa leruing them foz lwoꝛds and where with they do hurt 
their enimie . Theſe people doe mainteine themlelues with 
rotes of hearbes, with Sea Toulfes, and Whale fich; of 
which the countrie there hath great plentic,and like wiſe of 
fea crowes, and fea mewes: Ao they doe cafe of beaſtes, 
which they call Gaze las, and of doues, and other beaſts and 
pirds Which they haue in the land: They keepe allo dogs as 
thole ben of Portin gale, barking alter the fame manner: The 
Generall thus lpeng at Anker, commaunded to goe rounde 
about the Jlande, to for ik there were ante riuet of (bete 
water, and finding none, he then ſent Nicholas Coello in 
bis boate along the coaſt to ſecke out water, which he lound 
kowꝛe leagues of from thence, the which he named Sancty 
Ago, from whence the whole Kleete pꝛouided themleines of 
kreſh water. The next Dar the Generall and the olher Cap⸗ 
taines, and fome of their conpanie went a ſhoꝛe, intending 
fo fig and viele what männer of people they were, that in⸗ 
habited that countrie o land, and Whether they coulde in⸗ 
koꝛme him how karte krem thence the Cape of Buena EG 
peransa was, which be knew not either was the head 02 
chiefe Pilot of that Vopage of any terteintie which it was, 
foꝛ that in the vovage, Wherein hee went befoꝛe with Bar- 
tholome Dyas, he Departed in the moꝛning from the Cape 
into the Sea, and palt the (ame in the night, with a ſoꝛe⸗ 
winde, and at his firſt going, came not nere the Shoe: 
By reafon tuberof he did not know the land, notwithſtan⸗ 
ding, hes coniectured and pected it not aboue thirtie leagues 
diſtaunt fram thence at the bttermoſt: The Generall being 
diſimbacked and come fo land, and walking there he ouer⸗ 
toke a man, one of the inhahitaunts ol the lame, who was 
going to gather honnv at the fote of à puty, where the Wes 
made the fame without anie hiue, with this man, d general 
returned vnto his chip, right well content ed, thinking he had 
gotten by himan interpꝛeter, but it happened not fo,fo2 ther

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was not amy nf that company could vnderſtand him: The 
„Generall conungunded to cine him meate, and be did both 
eate and dzinke of all that Was giuen him, and when they 
aw he vnder ltd none of their languages, noꝛ any of them 
had any vrderſtanding of his, be was the next dave ſet vp⸗ 
pon the ſhoze well apparelled, krom whence he went as it

The Captaine General! being come to this 
Porte: Bape, and lieng ate Auker there, cauled the wippes 
which carried their victualls, to be diſcharged thereok, and 
beſtowed the ſame in the others, commaunding thoſe Get 
fells to bo then burned, as it was oꝛdained and commaun⸗ 
ded by the Bing in that pehalke, In doing Whereot, x other 
things allo which were necellarxe and nerdkull to be Inked 
vnto, and loꝛelerne, fo? their moꝛe laletie in the reſt of their 
voyage, thev remained ten daves in that plate, lohere, vpon 
the Friday next alter the Captaine general and the ref had 
ariued, ther appeared onto them, about che number offoure 
{core and ten mon of that Countrev, ſome along vppon the 
landes, and ſome vpon the top of their Monntaineg, Which 
when the Generall ſawe, he and other tye Captaines went 
to the ſhoꝛe ward and all the compare of the thippes went 
armed in their boates, carrieng ozdinaunte with them as 
fearing 
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fearing the lyke chaunce p happened to them in the zlande 
of Sancta Helena, the Boates then dꝛawing nerre to the 
ſhoꝛe, the Generali thꝛew on lande little belles, which the 
Negroes take vp, and ſome ok them came fo ncere Lito. 
him, that he gaue them the bells into their owne handes, 
Whereat he Wonderkullp meruailed, foz that Bgartholome 
Dyas had infoꝛmed befoze, that when he was there, they did 
run awap, and told not be allured to come fo ncere view. 
The Generall therfore finding k perceiuing contrary to bis 
rpoctation, the gentleneſſe of thoſe blacke people, hee then 
leapt out on lande with his men, mak: ng exchaunge of cers 
taine red night caps with the Negroes foz Bꝛacelcts of J⸗ 
uoꝛy which they had, and fo for that time departed. The 
Saterday next after came to the number of two hundzeth 
blacke men: and moꝛe, ſome little, fone great, bꝛinging with 
them twelue Drew and foure ſherpe, and as our men went 
on ſhoꝛe they began to play vpon foure Flutes accoꝛding⸗ 
ly with foure ſundꝛp vopces, the Puſicke tubercof ſounded 
verp weltz which the Generall hearing, commaunded the 
trumpets to ſound, and fo thep daunced with our men. In 
this paltime and feaſting, and in buying their Dren and 
ſheepe, that dave paſſed ouer, and in the ſelle fame ſoꝛt, vpon 
the Sunday kollo wing, ſundꝛp ok the fame, and manp moe 
with them as well men as women, came againe bꝛinging 
with them many Kine, and hauing ſolde one Dre, our men 
faím certaine little Nigroes, which were hidden in certayne 
buſhes, who had with them the weapons ol the greater 
ſoꝛt ol men: wherein our men coniectured, that fome trea⸗ 
ſon was ment to them, and tberloꝛe the Generall comman⸗ 
ded gur people to retire to another place, which was of 
mos ſeturitie, and thole blacke men went all along the 
ſhoze directipe againſt our boates, vntill they came to the 
place where ours diſimbarked themſelues, and went vppon 
the lande in armour. The Nigroes then ioyned themſelues 
as though they intended to fight, which the Gonerall pers 
ceiuing, and not willpng to doe them anye harme, did then 
retpꝛe,imbarking him ſelle, and em feare them, comman⸗ 
g D. ço 
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bed two bꝛalſe perces of Oꝛdinaunce to be ſhot off, where⸗ 
The little at they were amazed, and ranne away without any oꝛder, 
Nigtoes leauing their weapons behinde them. after this, the Caps 
moe . faine gentrall, cauíco to be carried on the thoze, a certaine 
feard then marke 02 Piller, with the Bing of Portingales Armes, and 
hurt a Crofle, which being there ſet and erected, the Nigroes pul⸗ 
led Downe the fame our men pet being there. Thele dayes 
thus paſſod oucr,the Captaine generall with the reſt of the 
Fette departed thence towards the Riuer called, Ryo del 
infante, bpon the Friday being the eight day of Nouember, 
which was the Feaſt vape ot the conception ok our Ladp, 
and in (ailing kaꝛward on their bopage, ther aroſe fo great 
a ſtoꝛme with a foꝛe winde, vpon the pape of Saint Luke, 
that our whole Flerte did runne with there fmali faples , 
and that allo verye low. In this courſe they loſt the com⸗ 
pany of Nicholas Coello, howbeit the next night after ther 
all met, and ioyned together againe. Pow hauing pall and 
failed through this great ſtozm, oꝛ rather toꝛment of wind, 
which then was cealed, the Captaine Generall, vppon the 
ſixteenth daye of December did dilcouer lande, which were 
certaine (mall Nockes, being diſtaunt front the Marbour of 
Saint Blaze thꝛeſcoze leagues, and fiue leagues alfo from 
the other part of the Nocke called De la cruze, where Bar- 
tholome Dyas did erect his laſt marke: from which place 
to the “iver Del Infante are fiftceno leagues. This Couns 
trey is very plealant and fightip in vie we, and in the fame 
is great ſtoꝛe of Cattell, and the kurther our Flerte fapled 
on that Coatk, the better and higher the res were, all 
which things our men might woll perceiue and diſterne, by 
reaſon they went fo neere the ſhoꝛe with their ſhips. And 
vpon the Saterday they paf hard by, and within fight of the 
Nocke De la cruze, and foz that they were then come fo far. 
foꝛward as the Winer Del infante, they were loath to palſe 
the lame, and thereof taking counſell all the next night, 
they went ſome what wide from the Coaſt, with a foꝛe⸗ 
winde, until Cuenfong time, and then the linde came 
to the Café, which was right againſt them, twherefo2e the 
Captaine 
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Captaine generall made to Seawarde, going in ſuch 

ſoꝛt, as ſometime he kept the Sea, and ſometime dꝛoue to⸗ 

Wards the lande, vntill the Tueldap being the twentith of 
December, at the ſetting of the Sunne, the winde then com⸗ 

ming to the Well, which was a foze winde, and whether 
to at tayne to haue knowledge of the Lande they conſulted 

all that night, which were belt to doe. The next dayr at 

tenne of the Clocke in the koꝛe none, they came to the 

Nocke aloꝛeſapde, which is thee ſcoꝛe leagues a ſtearne the 

place, wherevnto they minded to goe. 

This Nocke, is the cauſe of the great Currents that 
are there, and the felfe ſame Daye the Flecte thꝛough pal⸗ 
fed the lame Courſe, with a great kloꝛewinde, which had 
alſo indured them thee oꝛ loure dapes, and where with they 
ranne thꝛough thole Currents, which areatipe; they feaz 
red, and were in doubt to haue done. Thele daungerous They fafe 
Currents, thus fafelye and happelpe palſed without loſle . 
oꝛ damage, they all were very glad andiopfull, that thepz rous cuz 
god goꝛtune was to haue palico the fame in manner as rens 
Bartholome Dyas before that time had accoꝛbinglye done. 
Mhereloꝛe the Captaine generall, being animated and 
encouraged with this his great god lucke and Foꝛtune, 

and after thankes giuen to God foz the lame, did then 

faye, that her verelpe belícuço , that it was Gods god 

Will and pleafure that the bastion fhould' be founds, - 


Hor, the Captaine generall came to the Lande, 
called, La terra de la! bucha gente, and after 
went to the Riuer, called, Nyo “de Jas buenas fen- 
nales: how “bee brought theyr ſhippes on 
grounde, and of the great fickneíle our people 
had aer Kut arriued there, Chap. 4. 
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tus following their voyage, they perceiued 
Kk Z~ that vpon Edꝛilkmas dave, they had diſto⸗ 
e Nuered along the Coaſt, thꝛee ſtoꝛe and ferns 
. leagues to the Caſtward, which was the 
Ne 3) {wave he carrped with him in his Regiſter, 
Sa: and wherein the Indias are: And here 

the Flirte went along vpon the Dea, without taking land, 

fo farre, that they began to want, and haue lacke of water 

fo? to dꝛinke, and were inkoꝛted to dꝛeſſe their meate with 

falt water, lo that no man of that Flerte had then allow⸗ 

aunco of water to dꝛinke, more then one pinte a day. How⸗ 

beit vpon the Friday being the eleuenth dax ol January, in 

the peare of our Loꝛd God. 1498. dꝛawing neere the lande, 

they went out in their boates along the Coaſt to take view 

thereof, and fo palling by the ſame, they ſaw many Nigroes 

with a great company of women, all of them ol great ſta⸗ 

ture, which went along the Sea ſide, and when the Captain 

generall ſaw and perceiued, that they ſhowed themſelues 

to bee a people, flexible to cinilitie, and of a quiet diſpoſiti⸗ 

on, hee commaunded one of dur men called Martin Alon- 

fo, Who coutve ſpeake manpe languages of the Nigroes, 

and one other with him, to leape out on Lande, and to 

coe to them, Which immediatelye thole two perlons did: 

and at theyꝛ comming to the fame blacke People, they 

were of them verye well receyued, and eſpeciallye of the 

chicfe perfor oꝛ Gouerndur of the fame , to whome, our 

A revvard Cenerall viewing his and theys manner ol courkeſie, 
fent neh forthwith ſent a Jacket y a payee of Hoſe, and a Cappe, 
General bring all redde „ ald a Bꝛdtelet of Copper, of which 
oro, things he was very glad, and rendered great thankes to the 
Generall fo the lame, laieng v that with a verxe gcd 
will, har ſhoulde haue of quite; anxe thing he would des 

ſire oꝛ had node off, that was to be had in his Countrep. 

All which, Martin Alonfo , vnderſlanding theyz lane 

guage tolde to the OGeneräll, who was verre iopkull that 

by 
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by his inter pretation, thote people an ours might of each 
other haue vnderſtanding, giuing allo at that inſtant licenle 
to p fame Alonſo ¢ one moe of our men to que with thole 

people foz one night to their Towne, at the requeſt of the 
lame gouernour, who verie earneſtly required the lame 
The gouernour then apparelled himlelle with thoſe Gar⸗ 
ments which the Generall gaue him, and with great pteas 
fure gaue commaundement to many ok his chiele men to 
goe befoze and receiue him when he came to their towne: 
The people as they went viewed and beheld with greate 
pleaſure and admiration thole veſtures Which out General 
had giuen him, clapping their hands fo2 tor thereof, which 
manner of gladlome reio ping, they vled thꝛce oz foure 
times, before they came to their fone: And after their en⸗ 
trauuce therein, they went round about the lame, to the end 
all the people and inhabitants thereof,mt abt ſer and behold 
thole giuen garments and ſtraunge arraie: Mhich bering 
done, the gouernour entered into his houſe where he cont 
maunded Alonto and his companion to be well lodged, and 
gaue to them fo; their ſupper a Hen euen luch as ours bee, 
and Pap made of Mylyo, which is a kinde ok graine of a 
peolow coulour, wheredk alfo they make bꝛead: This night 
repaired many Nigrces fo their lodging to fee them: And 
the next dai alter che gouerndur (ent them to their ſhips 
with certaine Nibibes of bis loden with heus los the Cap? 
faine General, Who rendered thanks fo2 the late, and re⸗ 
quired by his interpꝛetonr, thole Nieroes to ſaie vnto their 
Gouernour, that he now fato and perceiued him to be a no⸗ 
ble man, 62 king of that countrie x kloꝛalmuch as the Des 
a the reſt of gur men in thoſe ſiue rates wherein 
hey had houered pon and vie wed that Cor ſt had no man⸗ 
ner damage done oz offered them:and fato both many quis 
et and gentle people there, E allo many noble men, he gaue 
to. this land an apt name, calling it, The Land of ; good 
people, in the Towne where Marty n Alontfo was, theyꝛ 
Houtes be made all of ratos”, and verie well kurnilhed 
‘Within: The women be moꝛe in number, then the men: 
D. ii. 4 foz 
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for in the companie of foztie women there are no moꝛe but 
twentie men They carrie with them long bowes with ar⸗ 
rowes and darts of vꝛon, and tpon their armes and legges 
they weare many bꝛacelcets of Copper, and fome pecces of 
them in their haires. Allo they carrie daggars, the hats 0% 
handles ol Peſwter, and the ſheathes ol Juoꝛie, ſo that it is 
manikeſt. that they haue in that Countrie plentie of copper 
and tinne: Poꝛcouer thephane great ſtoꝛc of Salt, which 
they make of Salt water, carrieng the ſame from the Sea 
ſide in gourds , and putting it into certeine Canes Where 
they make the Salt: Thele kinde of people were ſo gladde 
of the linnen that our men carried with them, and bꝛought 
with them thether, that they gaue for one thirt much Cope 
per. They allo were fo; quiet amongell our men, that they 
pꝛaught them water to their boates krom a riner which 
was two Crol bowe Motte from the plate where our men 
toke in the fame , which riuer thep call Ryo de Cobio : 
From. this place our Flete. departed, the fiftenth pape 


Anevr of Januarie, and going onder faile, did dileouer land of an 


land diſco 


andor other countrie which lpeth very lowe, wherein were frees 
curteous berie high and thicke, and ſo proceeding foꝛ ward they diſco⸗ 
Moores tered og found a river, Which Was verie open at the entes 
ring of the lame: And foꝛ that the Generall thought it ne⸗ 

celſarie to rekno wledge 02 haue notice of that Cauntrie, x 

there to learne whether ther might heare anpe newes 02 
intelligence of the Indias, he commaunded to come to am 

Ankoꝛ, which was. dpon the Thurfoay,beitig ſeauen daies 

peloꝛe the end of Januarie, and the fame night he with his 

bꝛother Nicholas Coello entered the riuer, and at the daw⸗ 

ning ol the dave did well perceiue the lande ta bee lowe 

and coucred with Water, hauing frees of great height, and 

thicke loaden with lundie fortes of fruites: Dur men then 
peholding the land, which was verie pleafannt, they ſawe 

allo certeine boates at that pꝛelent comming towardes 

them, with men in the ſame, whereok the Generall was ve⸗ 

ry glad, ſuppoſing vppon fight of thofe people and view of 

their countrie, in that manner, Which argued they ber 9 

know⸗ 
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Rivtoledae and experience of the Sea, that fheretese they 
were not farre of fromthe Indias, oz at leaſtwiſe could not 
then goe far, but they ſhould heare newes of the lame: when 
the people with their boates came neere to our Fleete, our 
men perceiued they were all blacke people, of god Lature, 
howbeit all naked, ſauing their pꝛiuie members, which wer 
couered, with little peeres of linnen made of Bomebaſt oz 
Cotten, they came nere and entered into our ſhips without 
anp feare, and in ſuch ſoꝛte vled themſelues towardes our 
men, as though they had ben cf long acquaintance and fas 
miliaritie with them: They were very well receiued of dur 
people of the Flert, the Captaine Generall commanded the 
lame, and alſo that there ſhuld be giuen vnto them certeine 
little Wels & other things, x he talked with them by ſignes, 
foꝛ they did not vnderſtand any ol Martin Alonſo his lan⸗ 
guages, noꝛ any other interpꝛetour pour men tht had: alter 
this their god interteinment they departed and as it ſermed 
well liking ofthe lame, they and many others with them 
after ward returned in their boates to our ſhips , bꝛinging 
vnto them luch victuals as their countrie veeldeth: They 
in appearance ſhewed themſelues verie well contented with 
our men, x as they came by water, ſo alſo did manp others 
of thoſe people repaire thether by land, c amongſt them wo⸗ 
men ol inditferent god beautie, eſpecially Prong. maides s 
which goe after the fame ſoꝛt, that the men dod: They haue 
in their lips thꝛct holes, and in euerp hole a petce of tinne, 
which they eſterme as a thing very gallant and gaye: They 
foke with them cerfeine of our men to make merrie at a 
countrie totune there neere hand, and where they let water: 
fo) our ſhips. And after the thoce dates {pace that our Ge⸗ 
nerall was in that riuer, there tame of curteſie two noble Tke curte 
men Of that countrie to viſit him in their boates; whole ap⸗ a ore Pa 
parell was none other, then of the reſt, fauing the partes no ble ne 
of lynnen wherewith they couered their members, were of this 
farre greater, then thoſe the common ſoꝛte bled, and one of Counttic, 
them ware vpon his head a tucke oꝛ kerchiele wꝛought 
with lilke, and the other had a night cap of arene Satten. 
| The 
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The Captaine Generall ſceing thoſe men ſome what addic⸗ 
ted to cleanlineſſe was verie glad thereol, receiued them in 
curtedus manner and commaunded to giue them meate, 
and moꝛcouer he gaue them appareil and certeine other 
gings, but it appeared by their countinaunces they ſmal⸗ 
we oz nothing at all eſteemed thereof: Howbeit while 
they remained in our Dhippes, the Generall perceiued 
by tokens and ſignes which a young man that came with 
them then ſhewed that their countrie was karre ok thence, 
aud that they had ſerne as great ſhips as gurs were, wher⸗ 
of ho greatly reioyſed and all our people in like manner as 
then verely hoping and thereby toniecturing, that the Indi- 
4g Were nere to that place: Which their hope and coniec⸗ 
ture, was allo farre the moꝛe augmented and confirmed, 
foꝛ that after thole noble men were gone to ſhoꝛe they ſent 
to the Flkete, certeine linnen cloth to ſell, which was made 
ol Cotten; vpon Which alſo Were torteine marks of Phar, 
in roſpett of which good nales, and intelligence here foundy 
and likely to enſue, the Captaine Generall gaue to this ri⸗ 
ner a name, calling it, The River of the good tokens or 
markes and rauſed there a marke fo be erected , calling the 
ſame San Raphael, accdzding with the name of the hippe 
fueron Dá was, aud went that voyage. And foꝛalmuch as 
ho porteiured by the ſignes of the young man, that thole no⸗ 
Ble men inhabited a Countries karre thence: 5 and that they 
han fere ſhippes as greate as ours. her thereby and vppon 
other corſiectures gathered, that their Countric was neere to 
the Iadias, and ſo conſequently that the Indias was farre ot 
rom that riuer where dur chips then lap: wherefaze ronſul⸗ 


ting heereol⸗ it was by him and the other Captaints then 
determined vpon, that all the chippes ſhould be bꝛought on 

ground, which determination was extcuted atcoꝛdinglye, 
the lame chips repaired dꝛelled, and trimmed in all points 

nerdkull and neteſſarie: In doing whereok they ſpent and 

This fick palted otter fino and thirtie daies , in which time dur men 
led 1 ar luſbeined and pated ouer great troubles and toꝛmentes of 
ine made, by occaſion of a (chuckle there happened amongeſt 
them, 
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them, which was thought to growe bp meanes of the aire 
of that countrie, foꝛ that the hands and fete of fo many of 
them, and alſo their gums in ſuch loꝛte did well, that they 
conto not eate, and the fame (o rotted, that the ſtinke which 
came out of their mouthes was fo great and peſtiferous, 
that none could abide the ſauour therof, with this peſtilent 
infection ¢ ficknes our men were greatly dilcomiited, x mas 
ny of them dyed thereof, which allo put the reſt of the com⸗ 
panie in greate feare and perplexitie of minde: Vea, and 
further would haue increaſed and aggrauated their aviefes 
of bodye and ſoꝛrowes of minde, were it not that one De 
Gama a man of god nature and condition had taken ſpe⸗ 
ciall care and bico greate dilligence, foz the recouerye of 
their healths, and putting them in comfoꝛt: who continu⸗ 2 
ally viſited the ſicke, and liberally departed vnto them ſuch 
wholeſome and medicinable things, as fo2 bis owne bodye 
her had pꝛouided, and carried with him, thꝛough whole god 
counſell giuen, great pains taken, and kranke diſtribution of 
that he had, many. ol our men were recouerd, which would 
other wile haue died, and all the reſt thereby were greatly 
recomfoꝛted. | 0

land that was, they anlwered that it apperteined to a great 
king which was befo2e,¢ how that land was called MO- The land 
ſambicke, and the towns there full of Perchantes, which of Non 
haue traficke with the Bares of the Indias, who bring the⸗ pi sha 
ther ſiluer, linnen cloth, pepper, ginger, Gluer ringes, many en. 
pearles, and rubie ſtones, and that out ok another Cauntrie, chandiſe. 
which remained behinde, thep doe bꝛing them golde: De⸗ 
tlaring further that ik our men would enter into the are 
hour there, they would bꝛing them thether, and they ſhuld 
perteiue and fe the truth, and moze at large, touching 
thofe thinges they then gaue inkoꝛmation cf: The Gene⸗ 
rall hearing this, entered into counéell with the other Cape 
taines, debating the matter thereof, and argued whether 
it were god to enter the Harbour, and ſee ik thole things 
were of truth, which thoſe Mares had impar ted to them, 
and alſo there ta take ſome Pilottes to carrpe them 
further, ſince they were nowe deſtitute of ſuch:

enterante and founding of the barre, by reafon his Mip was 
the leaſt of the Flerte: which accoꝛdingly he koꝛthwith did.

the barre was god to enter, and therfoꝛe be came to an an 
ker, two croſbo u ſhot from the to wne ſcituated in that J⸗ 
land, which is in fifteene degrers towards p South, it hath a 
very quo harbour, and alfo great plentie of the victuals of 

. that countric,the houles of that towne be made of ſtrawe, 
and the dwellers therein are Moores, which trade to Sofala 


Cayte fi in great chips, that haue no decks noz nailes, but are ſowed 


geen te with Cay ro, and their fatles are of mats made of the leafe 
or rind of Of a palme tre: fome of them doe carrie with them tompal⸗ 


a nut les of Geane by which they doe gouerne, x they be ſquare, 
they haue they haue allo Seacards: with theſe Moores, the Moores of 
ar jace Indias haue traficke, and with thofe from the red ſea, by 
co and kralon of the golde they haue there. 
vrich the. Vhen they ſawe our men, they ſuppoſed them to be 
ſame Turks, by reafon of the knowledge they had of the Turks 
tbeſe countrie, thꝛough intelligence ol the Moores which dwel in 
ade the red ſea, they which were firſt in our ſhips went ¢ tolde 
their Xeque (foꝛ fo they call him alwaies that is gouernour 
of the towne) which was there foz the king ol Quiloa, vn⸗ 
der whole obeiſance this Jland Was. 


G How the Captaine Generall entered into the harbour 
of Monſambicke, and how the gouernour there, came 
to vifit him at his ſhips, making peace with him , and 
gaue him two Pilottes to carry him to Calicut,verely 
{uppofing our people to be Turkes,

The 
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He Xeque Hy Gouernoꝛ having knowledge 
ol our comming, and that Nicholas Coello 
was come to an Anker in the Harbour, he 
verelpe beleued that they were Turkes 
02 Moes of fome other place, and therfore 
foꝛthwith he tame and viſited him in his 
chips, accompanied with many apparelled in ſuke, whome 
Nicholas Coello reteiued with great courteſie: but foꝛal⸗ 
much as be noz any of his ſhip could ſpeake their language, 
the Gouernour tarried not long, howbeit Coello vnder⸗ 
fone very well, that the Gouernour deemed them to ber 
Moꝛes, and therefoze he gaue him a red Cappe, whereol her 
made no atcompt, he gaue him allfo tertaine blacke beades, 
which he carried away in his handes, both which were gi⸗ 
uen and taken foz token of allurance bet werne them: and 
when he Mould depart from our chip, he required by ſignes 
of Nicholas Coello to haue his boat to carrie him to lande, 
Who gladly graunted the fame, and ſent therewith certaine 
of our men, which the Gouernour at bis returne to lande, 
carried with him to his houle, keaſting and banketting them 
with Dates and other things, and lent by them to Nicho- 
las Coello:a pot ol Dates preferucd, wherewith he feaſted 
the Captaine Generall and his bꝛother, alter they had ente⸗ 
red the Harbour. ö 
The Gouernour now perceiuing the reſt of our ſhippes o ur men 
arriued in the Harbour, immediately tent to vilite them, be⸗ taken for 
laving they were Turkes, and pꝛelented them with many 20 
pleafant x delicate meates,demaunding alfo licenſe to come rete 
and viſite them himſelfe. The Captaine generall retourned fambicke 
fo2 pꝛeſents to him againe, certaine red hats, ſhoꝛt gownes, 
cozrall, batons of bꝛalle, little hawkes bells, and mange other 
things all which (as the mellenger reported 5 that carryed 
the lame) he nothing eſteꝛmed, al king foz what purpofe thofe 
things were god, and demaunding why the Captaine ſent 
him not Starlet, as the thing which he chicfip deſired. pots 
withſtanding be came and viſited the Captaine Generall 
Who hauing knowledge of his comming, commaunded the 
E. iij. ſhips 
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chips ko put out their ttagges; and to toll the fame, Likes, 
wile he oꝛdered, that all our ſicke and diſeaſed men, ſhoulde 
be hid and not come in ſight, and that to his ſhippe ſhoulde 
be fent from the reit ot the ſhippes all thole that were not 
ficle} whom he cauled lecretly ta be put in armour, of pure 
pole to be in a readines i the Moes offered anpe foste, oꝛ 
The Go. fought to betrave them. This pꝛeperation made, the Dos, 
uernor cõ pernour came accompanied wilh manie men, all very well 
mira 2 apparelled in filke, bꝛinging with them many trumpets of. 
de arc Judzie, and allo other inſtruments, fill plaieng Dppon the 
cnprio of lame: he was a man ot a god ſtature and leane, he bꝛought 
his perfon vpon him as it were a ſhirt of linnen cloath, which came 
and attire done to his heeles, and vpon the fame „ the lpke of veluet 
ok Meca;bauina vpon his head à cappe of filke of many co⸗ 
lours ; and trimmed with golos , at his girdle, be ware a, 
ſoꝛd and dagger, and vpon his fete Macs of filke The 
Captaine generall receined him at the entrance of the ſhip, 
tarrieng him from thente, in that part of the ſhip, where the 
fame was couered ouer and trimmed in the belt manner it 
might then be, and many of his people with him, the relé res 
maining that tame with him in their boates. The Gouer⸗ 
nour thus being receiued into the bip, the Generall deſired 
him to take no offence in that he ſent to him no Scarlet, 
fice in truth he bꝛought none with him: onely he declared 
that he had in his ſhips, but luch Merchaundiſe, as he would 
cine and beſtow foz vickualls, when his men ſhauld want 
the ſame: and that he went in this oꝛder, only of intent to 
find out + dilcouer the Indias,by commandement of a great 
€ mightie Ming whole ſeruaunt he was. All which things 
the Generall tolde him by the mouth of Fernan Martin, 
who was the Interpꝛetour betwerne thein: and then com⸗ 
maunded fo gine them ſuch banketting meates, and wine 
as were carried in the ſhippe, whereok he did both eate and 
zinke verye well, and fo in lpke manner did the other 
who came with him, all which were likewiſe keaſted. 
And as the Gouernour remapned after this, a very friend 
to the Generall, (o allo did his people make much, and ex⸗ 
tende 
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tende great krindchip kd our men. He al ked ol our Ges 
nerall, whether they came from the Turkes Countrey 5 
for that as he had heard ſaye, the people ol the lame are 
white as ours were, requeſting allo to haue a fight of 
theit Countrey bowes, and of the bakes of theyꝛ alves: 
Wherevnto our Genetall aunt wered, that he and his 
Companpe were not of the Turkes Countrep, but that 
they were of a great Hinagvome, which confined vppom the 
À fame, and as touching theyꝛ bowes and Weaponnes, her 
choulde with verve god will fe them: But as foz the 
Bohkes of theyz Lawes, they had none thera with them, 
À foz to tarrpe the fame, were to no purpoſe, ſince vp⸗ 
pon the Sea, they needed not the vie thereok, Then 
were brought befo2e him certaine Croſſebowes, which als 
ſo in his pꝛeſence were bent and ſhot ok, whereat hee 
greatly meruapled. They allo pꝛoduced to fight and viewe 
of him tertaine harnelles 03 armours, whereat he allo mer⸗ 
uͤailed much: en e 
By occation ok this meeting and featting, the Captaine 
Generali had notice and intellygence, that from “thence 
fo Calycut were nine hundꝛed leagues, and that it was 
verpe nerdekull and nereſlarve foz him to take a Pilot 
ok this Countrey 5 to conduct him and his Companye, by 
realon they ſhoulde finde manpe ſchoells in thevꝛ Courſe 
thether: and allo that along the Coaſt there are manye 
Eities: Mojconer her vnderſtode then, that Presbiter 
Ioan was farre from thence within the Countrey «: 
À Pow ſinte it was fo expedient to haue a Pilot, the Ge⸗ 
nerall then requeſted to haue two ſuch of the Gouernour, 
who graunted and made pꝛomiſe ol the ſame, vppon condi⸗ 
tion thin dur men choulde well ble and content them: Ok 
theſe Jsilots fo pꝛomiſed, our men were glad, foz that if 
one of them ſhoulde happe to dre, the other vet might 
remayne and ferue theyꝛ purpoſe, and foz that conſide⸗ 
ration, out Generall required a couple , Akter this time, 
the Gouernour once moze tame to viſit the General, bꝛing⸗ 
ing with him both the Pilottes he had made pꝛomiſe 5 
J 0 
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to tach of which was giuen thirtie Cranes and a coate, 
euery Crowne worth in nioney, fine thillings , with this 
tondition, and from that day foꝛ ward, that when the one of 
them would goe to ſhoꝛe, the other thould remaine in Hip, 
foz that our men would alwaies haue one of them on ſhip⸗ 
boo, Whileſt they remained in Harbour. ‘

rall, who fearing leaſt thofe Infidells ſhould ſodainlpe ins 

daunger him and his, for that they were manie in number, 

and with him were but a [mall companye, did therefoze Des 

termine to remaine no longer in that harbour. And fo vpon 

the Saterday, being the tenth dave of March, x ſeuen da yes 

akter his arriuall there, he departed thence, and went with 

his chips into the Sea, and came to an Anko: harde ve an 

Ilande 
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Jlande in the fame: , which was one league from that of 
Monſambicke, and this was done, to purpoſe, that vppon 
Sunday, they would heare Palle on lande, confelle them⸗ 
ſelues, and receiue the Sacrament’, which fince their come 
ming from Lixborne they had not done. After our ſhippes 
wer thus at an Anker, the Captain general then perceiuing 
the fame to be in place of aſſurance fo as the oꝛes ſhould 
not burne them, (tobereof befoze he was greatly akrapde) 
which now by their remwue was pꝛeuented and put out of 
doubt, he then determined to refourne to Monfambicke in 
bis boate, to demaund the other Pilot that remayned on 
lande at their comming thence: and lo leauing his bꝛother 
with the Fleete in oꝛder and readineſſe to come and ſuccour 
him, ik he ſhould fee him in daunger, he departed towardes 
Monfambicke carrieng with him Nicholas Coello in his 
boate and the other Pilot More, Going in this fort 5 they 
ſaw how there came bearing right with his boate, fire 
boates with many armed Dares, hauing long bowes ¢ ars 
rowes, and alio ſhieldes and ſpeares, who when they ſawe 
our men, beganne then to calt vnto them, willing them to 
tome to the harbour of their Tobone. The Pilot Pore 
tolde the Generall what they meant by their ſignes and 
tokens they made, and gaue him counfell to retourne the⸗ 
ther, foꝛ that otherwiſe the Gouernour woulde not delpuer 
the other Pilot which remained on the ſhoꝛe, at which his 
ſpeach, the General was very angry, luppoling he gaue that 
counſell, to the ende at their comming neve the ſhoꝛe, be 
might cicape and runne away, and therefore commaunded 
him to pꝛiſon, and cauſed fwꝛthwith to hate at theyꝛ boats 
with their Oꝛdinaunce, which ſhot when Paulo de la Ga- 
ma heard, and beltæuing it had bene fome further matter of 
daungers to the General, then the cante thereof was inderd, 
he immediately came foꝛwarde with the ſhip called Berro 
vnder fatle, which when the Nigroes perteiued, they fico, € 
made away with great haft, and ſo falk that the Captaine gee 
nerall could not ouertake them e therfore he returned with 
his bꝛother to the other ſhips where they lay at Ankoꝛ.

Ulherevpon taking the Pilot with him, he departed about 
midnight to goe thether, hauing Nicholas Coello in his cõs 
panp, and leauing Paulo de la gama in charge of the ſhips 
Being tome to the place Where the Pilot informed the wa⸗ 
ter fo be, it tould not fo-be found, foz he no doubt, went 
moꝛe to make efcape ano runne alvaye , then to perfourme 
what befoze he pꝛon tifed, but whether that he was amazed 
with imagination of elcape, and ſo could not finde it, oꝛ that 
of maltite(fince he could not run awap) be would not finde 
it, he caufed them to ſpend that night Without attaining the 
purpoſe of their repaire thether, wherefoꝛe the dap light aps

The Captaine Generall perceiuing how ſmall acs 
count they made of him, remembzing alſo the iniurp done 
him in not deliuering the Pilot, and ther with hauing freth 
in memoꝛie the loſſe and running away of the Nigroe, his 
Pilots ſeruant, did there bpon gro into fome cholar, and 
fo determined fo fhote of the oꝛdinaunce of his ſhips, into 
the towne ok his enimies, thereby to be reuenged vpon the 
(ame foz the iniuries done him, by the inhabitants thereof, 
and this his determination, he imparted to his Captaines, 
who hauing liking of the lame, peloed there vnto, and im⸗

indrede, that they moꝛe ſoꝛrowed their milling and palling 
by the Jland where they informed to be Chꝛiſtians, then 
did our Captaine Generall: Foz they were verely in hope 
to haue ben reuenged ther, vpon out men by death of them 
all: But GWD beholding the daunger and perill meant to⸗ 
wards them, ok his diuine godnelle and mercye deliuered 
them from the lame, and that by a great miracle: oꝛ it our 
men had gone thether , not one ok them had eſcaped with 
pke, ſince the Generali hauing luch a beliefe E opinion, that 
there were Chꝛiſtians in that land (as the Pilot had tolde 
him) would no doubt haue gone pꝛeſently on land at his are 
riuall there, and lo thereby runne headlong into a place 
where he and his people hould haue bene put to ſlaughter: 
The Generall thus ſozrowing the mille of that Jland, foz 
that he ſuppoled there to haue found Chꝛiſtians, and the 
Pilots Dares in chafe with themſelues foz that they had 
miffed their courte thether foz purpofe afoꝛe ſaid, it was then 
> on each part determined, to gos back and aſlaie to finde the 
ſame:neuerthelelle although they earneſtly bent themlelues 
to attaine vnto that deſired Jlande, and {pent that daye in 
trauell to winne their purpoſe therein, vet coulde they not 
pꝛeuaile thereto:oꝛ fill the winde was fo contrarie, and 
the currents fo great, as doe what they could, they fatlen ol 
their wills, and were put off from arriuall there, which no 
doubte was done by Gods pꝛouidente, and of his meere 
faudur and godneſſe towards our men:as not willing they 
ſhould receiue anie daunger, oz ſuſteine crueltie, oꝛ loſſe of

two Tobones, peopled and inhabited as well with Barres ee a 

as Chꝛiſtians: (which inſtructions thele Pilots gane, to the co denvoy 

intent to deteiue our men, and to traine them thether „ol our men 

purpoſe there to kill them , foz that in dede that Jlande vvithsll 

was altogether and whollpe inhabited by Bazes, as in 

ivke manner all that Coalle is,) and thereloꝛe vnder⸗ 

ſtanding that from thence to Mombaſſa are ſeauentie ſea⸗ 

tien leagues, they made way to goe thether, and being then 

towards Euening, they faire a great Z lande ſcituated to⸗ 

wards the Noꝛth, in which the Mares Pilots ſapde there 

were two Townes, one of Chꝛiſtians, and the other of 

Moꝛes, as afoꝛeſayd.

ter did obbe, the Generall was me uailous glad thereof, foꝛ 

then he well knew, that at the nert loud the hip would be 

afloate againe, ſo that now he loft the frare and iealouſie he 

hav conceiued, vpon the daubt he had that ſhe was loft, 

Thus recomfarten with the certaintie thoy fato of p ſaletie 

of the ſhip, they forthwith layed into the lea many ankers.

ſhould fears an xe damage that coulde enſue to the hippe 
dn grounde, foz that when it were full Sea, the woulde 
then be on lloate agayne, do as at will and plealure the

which ſpeaches the Generall was very glad not onclpe-foz 


the god comkozt they gaue him, but alto in that they came 


in fo god lealon and time opportune, and therefoꝛe he gaue

growen and fat, chiellp their ſherpe, Which be all without 
fayles. Alſo they haue mays Hennes. Pozeauer, the J⸗ 
lande is ver pe plenſaunt, hauing many Oechards, wherein 
are planted and are growing, great ſtoꝛe ol hearbes, mae 
np forts of kruites: that is to ſave, Nomegranets, Figges 
ok the Indias, Ozenges both [werte and lower „Uvmons, 
and Cidꝛons; and in the ſame are manye excellent gd 
waters. In this Giane thers is a Citic, hearing the, welts 
ſame name or the Jlande, being in loure degrees on the 
South tides it is a berye great Citie, placed and ſcikualed 
vppon an Mill, which alſo is a Nocke, where vpon the Dia 
path’ beate, fo that it cannot ber vndermined. 
At the entering into the Portes o: Hauen there is a 
Marke: and at the enteraunce vppon the Barre, there is 
planted oꝛ buildeda lyttle Jfort, owe and neste. to the wa⸗ 
ter. The moſt parte ol the houles in this Citie, are burl 
ped with lyme and ſtone, with the loktes thereof wꝛought 
with fine knottes of Plaiſter of Paris, the ſtretes therein 
are berye fayꝛe. They haue a Ring ok themſelues, and the 
diwellers 02 inhabitaunts of the fame are Dazes,, Where,

They goe gallantly araped, eſpetially the women, which go 
apparelled in gownes of ffike, and be decked and garniſhed 
with Jewells of golde and precious ſtones. In this Citie is. 

great trade of all kindes of Marchandize . There is alſo a 

god Warbour, where alwapes we manye ſhippes lieng at 

Road, and from the firme land commeth thether great plen⸗ 
tie of Bonnie, Tiare and Juozie, the Captaine Generall 

thus come to the Barre of this Citie, did not then enter 
kwꝛthwith, foꝛ that it was almoſt night when he tame to 

an Ankoꝛ. But he commaunded to put forth the flagges, 

and to toll their ſhippes reioycing and making great mirth 

for that their god fortune, and hope they concepucd-, that 
in that Jlande there dwelled manye Chꝛiſtians, and that 

fhe next nave they chould heare Malle on the ſhoꝛe. Poꝛeo⸗ 
uct they were greatly comfoꝛted , as hauing luch confis 
dence, that in this place they might and woulde cure and 
beale all ſuch as wers then ficke amongeſt them, as in 
truth were, almoſt all that were there pꝛelent, albeit in 

number but ke we, foꝛ all the others were dead. Pet luch as 
remayned and had efcaped the ficknefle and dileaſes pals 
and were not dead of the great infirmities and troubles 
before in this bovage chaunced vnto them. Weing thus at 

an Anko and the night almoſt appꝛoched, gur men fato q 
bout an hundꝛed men in a great Barcke, euery one ol them 
hauing a Swoꝛde and à Target, who at their tomming to 
dur ſhippes, woulde haue entered therein with all they2 
weapons: botubeit the Generall would not conſent there⸗ 
to , neither permitted he anye moꝛe to enter then foure of 

them, and thofe allo without weapon, declaring to them in 

Cettaine their language that they chounde ‘pardon him fince he was 
Sethe in- à ſtraunger, and therekoze conte not tell whom he might 
babitants krüſt, and vnta thoſe whom he gaue litenle to enter abate 
of this his ſhip, he gaue god and gentle entertainment, banketting 
pr kane with fach Contetues as they bad; (whereof thote 
che hip $0288 pid well cate’) willing them not to dame cuill of. 
him, fo) bis denpall ok they: enteraunce in manner dr 
kazelapde » where-vnto they aunlwered „ that ther 
comming 
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tomming then was fo ler him as a rare and meto thing in 
that their tountrie, and that he ſhoulde not meruaile to fz 
them bꝛing theyꝛ weapons, ſince it was the cuſtome q bie 
of the lame to carrie them as well in peace as in the time of 
warre:alſo they further declared vnto the generall, that the 
king of Mombaſſa did vnderſtand of his comming, and foz 
that it was fo neere night, he had not then ſent to visit him, 
holwbett the next day he would, and that he was as glad of 
his arriuall there, ſo alſo would he be moze glad to fee him, 
ved, and to giue him (pices to load his ſhips, furthermoꝛe, 
they informem him that there were many Chꝛiſtians, which 
liued by themſelues in that Jland: where vpon the General 
was not onelp iopfull, but allo fullye perl waded that their 
repozt thereof was true and vnkeined, ſince the fame was 
agrerable, and accoꝛded with the inkoꝛmation and talke of 
the two Pilottes, neuertheleſle ho carried fome ſparke of 
iealouſie in his head and foz all their faire ſpeaches and ſu⸗ 
gured talke, he wiſely imagined p thoſe Poꝛes, came to fee 
whether they might, by ante traine take one ok our chips, 
wherein he geſſed vpon the truth, foz terteinly their com⸗ 
ming then was onelp foz that purpole, as after ward it was 
made apparant. Joꝛ moſt true it was p the king of Mom- 
bafla did knom and had perfect intelligence that we were 
Chꝛiſtians, and alſo what we had done in Monſambicke, 
therefore he pꝛactiſed meanes to be reuenged of vs, by faz Sete 
king our (hips and killing of vs, wherekoꝛe pꝛoſecuting his praaites 
wicked intent therein, the next daie following, Which tas. offowre 
Palme fundaio , he fent to our Generall certeine lohtte treafon. 
Moes, which declared to him b their king was very glad 
ol his comming thether, and that if he wold come into his 
harbour, he would liberally gine him all things he ſtode in 
nedde olf, and foz aſſurance of the fame he ſent him a ring, 
a ſheepe, and many [werte Pꝛenges, Cidꝛons, and Sugar 
canes, giuing alfo thoſe Moes inſtructions fo tell him fur⸗ 
kher, that they were Chꝛiſtians, and that in the Jland were 
many chꝛiſtened people: All which thep did in ſuch ſoꝛte 
counterkaite, and with fo great and deepe dillimulation, (hat 
G. ili. ur 
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gur men thought verely they were Chꝛiſtians: wherekoꝛe 
the Generall receined them very well, and gaue them cer 
teine giltes „lending to the Bing greate thankes loꝛ his 
gentle and liberal otter, faieng further, that the next dax 
be woulde come nrerer in: Ve font alſo to the Ring a 
bꝛaunch o Coꝛall berve fine, and koꝛ moze aſſuraunce 
to conlirme the fames he leut with thole Dares, two ol 
dur men, which were baniſhed perfons , and were cars 
ricd or purpole to her aduentured in ſuch lilie reſpect ol 
daunger, 02 to be lekte and putte on ſhoꝛe in ſuch places, 
where it ſhoulde be thought gad to vnderſtande ſome⸗ 
ſohat, and then to returne and be taken in againe, when 
cur men and the two Wares Were gone: and come to the 
ſhoꝛe, there met them a multitude of people to fe them, all 
which went with them and viewed them, euen to the kings 
Pallace, where our men being entered, they paſſed thꝛough 
tou nozes beroꝛe they came where the king was, at each 
ok which there was a Porter attending, hauing euer ve 
one of them a lwonde in his hand. They found the Ring 
but in (mall eſtate, neuerthelelle her receiued them verpe 
well, and commaunded that in the felfe fame companie ot 
the Does with whome they tame, they ſhould be ſhew⸗ 
ed the Citie, and carried about the fame in going and vie w⸗ 
ing whereok, they lawe in the ſtrertes many mengpꝛiſo⸗ 
ners ¢ in vꝛons, but becauſe our men vnderſtode not their 
language, noꝛ they had any vnderſtanding of ours „ there 
Was no queſtion demaunded by our two meſſengers, what 
Pyꝛiloners thole were, polubeit they belaued the fame to 
há Chrittians, fo2 that our Generall was infoꝛmed by the 
two Pilottes, and the Binges mellengers, (as vou baus 
before hearde) that there were in that Jlande ſuch Chꝛi⸗ 
ftians, which allo had warres with the Dares, 
{ Mareouer they carrped our men to the Perchauntes 
2 bonfe of the Indias, which were Chꝛiſtians, who hauing 
dias n infogmation that ours alfa were people Chꝛiſtened, ſhew⸗ 
yvhich ed themſelues fo be iopfull thereof , both imbꝛacing and 
are Chri- banketting them, ſhewing them painted in a Paper, the fiz, 
ſtians gur e 
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gure of the holy Opolt,the which they did woꝛthippe ard 
before them made their Papers vppon they2 knees, and 
that with luch a counteuaunce, and ſhew of greate devo: 
tion, as though they were ſuch men inwardlye ind ede, as 
in appearaunce outwardlpe they then pꝛetented, and made 
ſhewe of: Furthermoꝛe, the Bars then tolde our men 
by ſignes, that manye other Chꝛiſtians as thote tere, did 
dell in another place farre from thence, and therefore 
they would not carrie them thether: howbeit they layde, 
that after our Capfaine Generall were come into the 
Posto oꝛ Parbour, they chouide goe and fe them 

All theſe thinges thoſe wilie people, ſhewed and imparted 
to our men, of purpoſe to deceiue them and to allure them 
o come within that Poꝛte, where they were determined 
to deſtroy and kill them all. 

Alter they had fene the Citie, they were then bꝛought 
to the pꝛeſence of the Bing, who commaunded to ſhew them 
Pepper, Ginger, Cloaues, and Wibheate, giuing them of 
euerpe forte thereof fome poꝛtion to be carryed and ſhew⸗ 
ed the Generall, and (ent him worde by his meſlenger; 
that of all thoſe commodities he hadde greate ftoꝛe, and 
woulde gine him his loading if that her woulde . Alſo that 
he had Golde, and Siluer, Amber, Ware, Judꝛpe, and 
other riches», in ſo greate plentie, that her ſhoulde haue 
and finde there when her woulde foz leſſe valour and pꝛi⸗ 
ſes, then in anie other place. | 7 
This Peſſage was brought to our Captaine Gene⸗ 
rall vppon Pundape, who hauing (rene the Spices, and 
hearing of the Kinges promife, to furnithe him the lame, 
and to lade him therewith, was meruatlous gladde of 
that offer, and ſo much the rather, was her confirmed in 
opinion of quo lucke, foz that our tho baniſhed men, 
hadde gathered fuch intelligence, and made him fo full 
und god declaration cf the People, Citie, and Lande 
there, and chiekelpe of the two Cheiſtians, they 
0 fa in the Poule ok the Perchauntes of the Ins 
Hias langen nao ets at 118 fic 4 
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amtherefore be € bis Captaines immediatly aduiſed theme 
ſelues thereof,and fo entering into counfel fo2 the lame, it 
was by them thought god, to come within the port, and to 
accept the offer of Spices, and alter warde to goe on thevz 
voiage to Calicut, where tf they could not haue the like, 
they would remaine content, with that they ſhould haue in 
this place, and fous gauing concluded dppon thefe pointes, 
they determined to enter into the harbour the next daie:in 
this meane while came certeine Bares to our ſhips with 
(o great quietneſſe, and humilitie, and with luch ſhew and 
appearance of friendlineſſe and loue, as though they had ben 
of long acquaintance and familiaritie with our men: The 
next dap following in the moꝛning, p floud being come, the 
Generall commanded to take vp their Ankoꝛs, minding to 
enter the harbour, but God not willing that he and the reſt 
God fent ſhould enter into that pꝛeſent mifcbicie > noꝛ to ende theyꝛ 
chem fa- liues in that plate (as the Dares bad determined they ſhuld 
therly haue done,) did therefoꝛe cauſe and pꝛouide the meane that 
checks to pꝛeuented that perill, and wꝛought their fafetie: fox when 
e the Generalls ſhip had waved her Anko, and was going 
teâruaio to enter the pozt, che ſtrake vpon a thocl that Was aſterne 
the fame, which hap when he perceiued » and fearing her 
ſhould caſt himſelke a wap, he then fo zthwith commanded, 
to let fall his Anko2,€ in like loꝛt did the other Captaines 
allo: which chance when the Pores that were in the chips 
ſawe, x that the Generall was come to an ankoꝛ, they then 
imagined that during that dae, they ſhoulde not gette the 
Fleete into the harbour, and therefo2e! they ran to theyꝛ 
poate, which they had on the ſhips ſide to goe to the Citie, 
at which inſtant alto the Pilots of Monfambicke, falling 
a ſtearne the Admirall, toke the water, and thoſe of the 
boate toe them in and carried them away with them, al⸗ 
though the General called vnto them, requiring them to 
bꝛing backe, and deliuer them to him againe: But when he 
fave they would not fo doe, then he apparantipe perceiued 
that ther was an euill meaning in their Ring and them, to⸗ 
wards him and his, and that it Was his great godneſſe and 
Er fauour 
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faudur to gitie him tauſe ol Rape, by happening vppon that 
choell, thereby to pꝛelerue him froin their trealon imagi⸗ 
ned, and put in pꝛactiſe: Thus hauing declared tow ally his 
company, the opinion he conceiued of that luhich then bes 
fore their eyes Was done, and appeared to be deimnſed and 
twdught againſt them he then commaunded the night beer 
ing come, to giue fonte toꝛments oꝛ torture y to twalof the 
‘Mazes, Which he brought captiues with them fiom Mon- 
lambicke, thereby to ſer whether they had pzaciten arp tre⸗ 
fon, and to inſoꝛce them to open and dilclole the lame: 
Which commaundement being obferucd, and put in exern⸗ 
tion, dy heating and dꝛopping of bacon.’ Dppen their fieis 
they immediately confelled, they had conſpired trealon, and 
that the Pilots twee the Bea, as fearing the fame had ben 
diſtlofed: Wherebpon the Generall, altogether altercd his 
minde and purpofe ol going into that Marbour. Peuerthe⸗ 
leſſe being dnguiet and greatly grreued at their falſhod he 
Was Defirous to vie lpke torture to another More captiune 
Alto : to make trpall Whether ho were of connlell and in 
confort with the reſt E ede f 
But this Pie perceiving preperation made for that 
purpole, did cat himſelle his hands being bound, into the 
‘fea, as in lyke manner another ol khem did, bbroꝛs it was 
dape light. The ſetrecie oF the milchiele pꝛepared, being 
thus tome to apparaunt bist jane fo diſcouered hs Gene⸗ 
rall gaue great thankes to God, by whole only gwd nelle, he 
and his company were delpuered from imminont death and 
flatighter amongſt thofe Inß dells, and therefoꝛe in contom⸗ 
platlon and thankes gining for the lame he and his come 
‘pany being aboozd the Admiral, fay the salür Regina 
After this being mindfull or their lalette and fearing lealt

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them as then were icke, (which inngde were many) began 
then prefently to be whole: fo that in this time of thevꝛ 
great neceſſitie, and daunger, they felt and found themſelues 
ſound and ſtrong, which as it was paſt all hope and expec⸗ 
tation ot man and darre abone the common courte of spac 
ture, and operation of the ſame, ſo theme linely it appea⸗ 
red fo be the meruailaus and ſuperngturall wozke of God, 
and therefaꝛe miratulouliy done at this inttant time of hee 
ceftittes when his diuine power was to be ſeene and exten⸗ 
posto? the pꝛeſeruation ol that hee diltrelled number , 
Which then had their onely akiaunte in him The watt 
thus pꝛepared and ſet foz that night. it loz tuned that tho 
which watched in the ſhippe Berrid, falf, the gabell ol the 
fare Wagging, whereat an Anko? lap into the Sea, and at 
the ſirſt they adiudged that the gabell had bene wagged 02 
Tunnie haken by akinde of Fifty, called a Tunnie whereof ma, 


good my were there about which be very great and gad.ineate, 
meer & vut giuing better and mee attentine care thereto, they then 
klebe perceiuen that their eninties were at the tame, Udo in truth 
cost of did [wimme about the gabell, and Were cutting ok it With 
Möbaſſa. their wodkniues 02 kawchings, and hoping oꝛ rather vere⸗ 
dy knowing, that erkourming their enterpꝛiſe thereof the 

hippe wald runne a choꝛe, and lo both ſhe and dur men in 

the lame hee talt awap and taken: Faz by any other deuile 
they contos not acromplich their willes, and therckoze they 
pꝛactiſed this meane Howbeit our men hauing diſcrved 

whereabaut they were, pꝛeuented them, by trieng out and 
calling to the other ſhippes, chawing what was in dwing, 
ard Willing them allo ko betware and lake fo the ſame, 
where vpon they of the chippe Raphael, came pꝛeſentlxe fo 

their ſuccour and reſcew, firing fone of their enimies a 
mongſt the cheines ol the tacklings of their format , who 

perceiuing how ther dusts diikouered, lodainlp kalt them ⸗ 
kelues under water, and with the others that were cutting 
othe gabell of the ſhipge Ber rio ſiedde aay wn ci 
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atertaine boatesz which they bad leis ſame wat fare. 6 


wherein (as gur men afterward Underſtode) were malte 
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zes who kaking them in, rowed fak alvape and ſo re⸗ 
tourned to the Citie. The WMenldap and Abu fray fellow 
ing; our Flerte ſtill remained there, about which in ö night 
time tame the enimies in boates; which alwaxes lap harde 
by the ſhoꝛe, from which ſame of them did ſwimms of pur⸗ 
pole to eſpie, i bp any meane they couldicut a funder the 
gabells of the Ankoꝛs, but our men obſerued and kept ſuch 
diligent and warie watch, that they could not pꝛeuaile, ne⸗ 1 
uerthelelle our men were greatlye troubled, aud put in 
feare of burning their ſhippes. Foz truly it was to be mers, 
uapled at, that the Moꝛes came not about the fame in ſuch 
ſhippes as: they had, which ik they had done, it had bene 
then lpkelp by all ronterture of man, that they ſhould haue 
deſtroyed and killed vs all. It was conioctured that they 
being in frare of the Oꝛdinaunce in our ſhippes, durſt. 
not giue attempt to ſet vppon the fame by loꝛce, but what⸗ 
ſouer cauſe appeared in gur fightes to ber a lette in that 
reſpec to them; It Was moſt certapne in DADE»: that. it 
was Gad his god will and faudur „ to put tl heir hearts. 
int’ feare ta deale with vs in auxe fozccable manner 
whereby we mat b a eens Frog aher anale tene 
ded ee sa 3 nan Her oth} dio)

farce dur Pilots had no und wledze of that Countrey. But 
when he lawe he coulde not haue anye there, he departed 
thente vpon Friday in the morning with a fall winde 
and at the comming ouer the Barre, he lefte behinde him 
one or his Ankoꝛs, foꝛ his men were fo Wweartrd with bets | 
ging ano hailing vp the reſt, that they taulde not waye vp 
tho lame; which alter ward being found ther by the Mores, 
Was karried to the Citie, and placed harde by the Rings 
Pallaice, and remained there at what time Don Franco 
de Almeyda was the ſirſt Loꝛd Pꝛelident of the Indias: 
who when he take the fumo towne krom the Poꝛes, found 
this Ankoꝛ there, as J Mall declare in the ſerond Boke of 
this preſent Treatiſe. Being thus departed from Mombaſ- 
{4 and paint on their vovage, eight leagues beyonde the 
ſamez the Generall and his Ferte, through lacke ol winde, 
came to an Aukoꝛ hard by the land in the night, and in the 
dätwring ok the dape; they diſtouered two Sambucos (which 
are little Pinnacies) vnder the ly, thꝛie leagues tom the 
Flecte la Sea bojo, which when the Generall ſabbe, and 
being deſirous to haue fome Pilots to cartic him to Caly-: 
cuts he ſuppoſed he might be (peu of {uth to ſerue his turne, 
if he could take thofe {mall boates 02 Pinnaties, and ther⸗ 
fore waping his Ankoꝛs, he and the other Captaines went 
towards them, and purlued the fame vntil Euenſong time, 
at which inſtant the Generall toke one ok them, but the 
other ranne alande, from whente beloze it came In this 
Pinnate which was To taken „Were ſeauenteene Pwees, 
amongſt which was one olde Moe, who {ered to he Ma⸗ 
ſter ok the reſt, hauing with him a young woman that 
Among was his wife: In the lame alfo was found great ſtoze of 
RE 77 filuer and golde, and fome victualles. The Captaine nat 
men vie ſtapeng Bppott this oceafion ; fwꝛthwith went for warde; 
co matrie AND in the ſelke lame dave with his Whole Flerte tame 
yoũg vvo harde by Mylynde, which is eighteene leagues from Mom- 
men» Baila, and in thre vearas to the Southwarde it hath na 
gd Barbour, for that it is aimolt an open Ronde but 
there is a certain Piere dz recife wheron the fea doth as 
Which 
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which is the caule why the ſhips doe ride far from poros. 
This Citie Manveth in a bꝛoad field along the Dea lde, 
round about the ſame are many Palme frees, with num 
other {orks of tries, which all the peare grow rane : Allo 
many Gardens and Oꝛchards, repleniſhed with all kind of The beau 
hearbes and fruits, and very faire fountaines of god twa: en 
ters in the lame: Wut pꝛincipallytheir Ozenges excel, which „ ei 
are not onely very great, but allo very (eect and plealant til Shes 
in taſt: They haue alſo great ſtoꝛe and plentie of victuals, pleafant- 
as Myho and Ryſe, Cattell both greate and finall, alſo nes of the 
great ſtoꝛe of Hennes, which bee very fat and gwd cheape. bee 
The Citie is great, hauing in the fame faire ſtreets, ⁊ ma⸗ N 
| pp faire houles of lime and ſtone , builded with many lofts, 
With their windowes and fartifis made ol Lime ¢ carth: 
The natural! people of that Countrie are blacke, and of 
gad proportion of bodie, with curled hatre, the ſtraungers 
{which reſoꝛt thether x make their above there, are Moꝛes : 
bol Arabia which doe gauerne themſelues very well € coma; 
mendablp, eſpecially the Gentlemen, tubo from the girdle 
vpward goe naked, and from the ſame downeward doe co⸗ 
uer themfelucs with ſilke, and with bery fine cotten cloth, 
and others with (hot Cloakes made of Cotten after the 
olde fachion, the whlch they doe weare to couer their arme 
pitatano vpon their heads, they weare a certeine manner 
of Cloth wꝛought with filke and golde. They weare alſo 
rich Daggers with great taſſels ok ſilke, of many colours, 
and cwwꝛds very well garniſhed : They be all left handed, 
and carrie with them alwaies botws and arrowes, fo they 
die the pactime of hutings¢ be great god Archers. Poveo⸗ 
ner, they attount themſelues to be qua hoꝛſemen although 
there beia common fateng oꝛ ſpeach vſed by the inhabitants 
in the coalts thereaboutes: Ihe men on horſebacke of 
Mombafla:and the women of Mylynde: fog ag in Mom- 
bafla be very qua hoꝛſemen, ſo in Mylynde are very faire, 
women, which goe richly apparelled: In this Citie allo 
dwel manp Gentiles ofthe kingdome of Cambaya, Which 
is in the Indias:and thoſe are greate Wan bling tract 
Po : UL 0) 
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ox tesficke fod golde, wbered! there is fame in that Coun⸗ 

trie as in like manner ther is Amber greace, Juozp, Pitch, 

and Ware’, all which they mine in eychaunge to ſuch as 

come krom Cambaya foz Copper, Auickliluer, and Cloth 
‘of Cotten, and that che ons and the other hath gaines ther⸗ 

ok: The king ok this Citie is à Mode; and is ſerued wilh 

8 karte greater eſtate then the other kings which remaine 
Mylynde behinde. The Senerall being come ouer againſt this Citie 
Leen city did reid yee in his heart very much and fo like wile did all 
17 0 the reft'of the Flerle, foo that they now ſawe, a Citie lyke 
zue nto thote dE Porting le sand thereloꝛe they rendered mot 

peattié and hümble thankes to God, koꝛ their god and ſafe 

arrttnall'there: And being delürdus to haue ſome Pilottes 

to carrit them to Calicut, the Generalt commaunded to 

come fo an Anklor;? minding to adap if he toulde by anxe 

meanes obleine luch there as might ſerue foz that purpoſe: 

ros vntill this time he could not knom of the Poꝛes hes 

had taken, whelher amongeſt them were any Pilots, who. 


albeit they wers otfered topments, (hilt antmered and Mid, 
thete wers none oF them llilkull in that reſpect .. 


ow the Captame Generall fent a Moore in meſſige 
ei Mm Capa cee Cet sim © nord del 10 
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in halfe a league ofthe Citie. But from thence there cams 
na bodie to gur slecte,fo2 they feared and were in doubt 
that our men would kale them captive, and beioes they 
knew by the Pinnace which the Generall twke, that woc 
were Chziſtians belckuing allo that our, Shippes were 
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was defirond to know where the Citie of Calicut fave, ¢ 
had fent him to finde out and diſcouer the lame, commaun⸗ 
ding him allo, to make peace with all kings and Peintes, 
vpon whoſe territozies in his Waie, he ſhould bap to come 
and arriue, which would be willing to haue the fame with 
him: and further tolde them that it was moto too veares 
fince he came from his Countrie „ and that the king his 
Maiſter was ſuch a woꝛthy and puiſfaunt Pꝛince, as the 
king their Maiſter would be gladde to knowe him foꝛ his 
friend: Thus hauing talked and difcourfer with them to 
effect aloꝛtſaid, her then dilmiſling them, fending by the 
tame for a Pꝛelent a Hat, (Which in that time was vled) 
and tivo bꝛaunthes of Cozall, three bafons of Weatle,: cer⸗ 
teine little Bells, and two Star ffes to the king. Che next 
pate after, being the letond after Eater daie, the Captaine 
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Generall came nerre ta the Citie, whereot the king hauing 
knowledge, did immediatſy lend to difite him, in moze bos 
nourable fozte:fo2 hearing how farre of he was come, and 


What he lought, he adiudged the king ok Pottingale to bee 
à Pꝛinte DÊ a great fdmack and the Stneral to be a noz» 
thy fabicd in obepeng to hazard himſelfe, in fo daumge⸗ 
rong and long a iourney Alko ber conceined greate pleakure 


in his heart that he Mouth lie uch people, as bad fo long 


fine trauailed vpon the lea, and lo defirons to fee our men, 
he kent woꝛd to the Generall that the next day following, 
he would in his own perlon bifite him, and that their mee 
ting ould be vpon the water, and there with fent him fixe 
ſherpe, and ſtoꝛe of Cloues, Ginger, Pepper, and Nutmegs. 
This meflage thus declared; the Captaine Cenerall veel⸗ 
ned to the kings determination, and therevpon did enter 
nerrer, and tame to an Ankoz, harde to the foure ſhippes of 
the Indias, (wheredk the olde Pare tolde him befoꝛe,) The 
Diners then hauing knowledge that tur chippes came 
kram a Chꝛiſtjan Countrie, and that we were Ehpiſtians, 
id immediatly como to viltte our Generall, tubo at that 
inſtant was in the ſhip of Paulo de la Gama: Thele men 
are bowie or couldur, but they are cf quo ffature & well 
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proportioned : They gos apparelled in long thi fe gehen es The de- 


made of cotten, they haue great beato ds, é the hayꝛe of their aS of

heades is long lake Gute doomens, and pleited Onder theyꝛ oon; and 
tockes Which thep weare on thepꝛ heades. The General attire that 
at thepꝛ repaire to him, received them verpe well, al king inhabite 
them Ark whether they were Chꝛiſtiane, by an Interpꝛe⸗ his cou. 
tour he had that could ſpeake the Alge rauia tongue, it, N 
ok they had fome vnderſtanding, ſateng that it was not 
their proper language, howbeit they pet bad ſome know⸗ 
ledge thereof, by occaſion of the trade and talke they vſu⸗ 
ally haue with P Poꝛes, of whom they aduiled him to bes 
ware, and not haue ouer farre truſt and confidence in thofe 
of Mylynde, leaſt that the ſequell of their inwarde mea⸗ 
ning, were karre contrarie to their out warde ſhewe. The 
Generall determining of himſelke to make krpall, whether 
they were Chꝛiſtians oꝛ not, oꝛ had anpe knowledge of 
God, commaunded to being forth a Table, wherein was 
painted the picture of our Ladie at what time ſhe wept, in 
which allo were the pictures ol fome ol the Apoſtles, and 
ſhewed the fame to the Indians, not telling them what it 
was: which when they ſawe, they fell pꝛeſently downe 
vpon the ground, woꝛſhipping that Repꝛeſentation, and 
prayed a while, whereof our Generall was ver pe iopkull, 
and then demaunded whether they were of the Citic of 
Calycut, wherevnto thep aunfivered, Po: hoiwbeit they 
ſayd they were of another Citic, further off called Granga- 
lor, but of Calicut they could not fay oꝛ inloꝛme amp thing. 
And from this time, fo long as our Flerte remapned 
there, they dayly came to the ſhippe of Paulo de la gama ; 
to make their prayers befoze that Table, and did 
offer to the Images in the ſame, Pepper, and 
other things. Thoſe Indians did eate 
no Bere, as we were inkoꝛmed of 
them 
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€ How the King of Mylynde viſited the Captaine 
generall, and made peace with him,giuing hima 
Pilot to carry him to Calycut, Cap. 12. | 
He laſt day of the eight alter Caffer, dinner 
being done, the Bing of Mylynde came in 
5 1 great doate hard to our lecte, apparelled 
in a Caſocke of Crimſon Damaſ ke, lined 
(9) C with gráne latten, hauing vpon his head a 
rich to well. Be was fitting in a chaire, ſuch 
as was vſed in olde time, very well made and wꝛought 
with wire, being in ſight very faire, and in the ſame was 
a cuſhion of ſilke, and another like vnto that hard by him, 
which was couered with a hat of Crimfon fatten , There 
ſtod hard by him as his Page, an olde man, who carried a 
very rich l woꝛd, the ſcaberd wherol was ſiluer: he brought 
with him manye Sdagbuts , and two Flutes of Juozie, 
which wers eight ſpans of length each of them, they were 
very well wꝛought, and vppon the fame they played by a 
little hole that is in the midſt thereof, agreeing and accoꝛ⸗ 
ving well with the ſhagbuts. There came with the Bing, 
about the number of twentie Mazes Gentlemen all richly 
apparelied. The Bing noto being come nere to the ſhips, 
the Captaine generall came foꝛth to mecte him in his boat 
well trimmed and ſet out with all his flagges, and he him⸗ 
felfe comely arated, withall his beſt apparell, carrieng with 
him twelue of the moſt pꝛintipall men of his ſhippes, his 
brother onely ertept, whom he left with charge of p fame, 
The mee- The boates of each part being come nerre together, and the 
g of one making countenance of friendly ſalutation ¢ entertain⸗ 
heking ment to the other, the Bing then ſaid to the Generall, that 
nac ge would ſpeake with him in his owne boat, of purpoſe to 
er r vicw him the better, wher vpon ſoꝛthwith be receiued 
him into his boat, the Bing then giuing to the Generall as 
great honour curteſie as though he had alſo ben a Bing: 
he very earneſtly noted ¢ beheld him ¢ his men, as a ſtrange 
fight and matter to him and his people: he required the Ore 
nerall to tell him the name of his Bing, and being tolde, he 
coma 
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tommaunded the fame to be then pꝛeſentlp tusitten:bo als 
fo inquired matter perticularly of him,¢ of bis power, wher⸗ 
vnto the Senerall gunſwered, and in euer xe point fatiffico 
his demaund, declaring alſo foz what cauſe p king his mas 
ſter had ſent him to diſtouer Calicut , Which wag to haue 
front thence ſpices, Whereok in his dominion ¢ country was 
none. And after he had thus talked with the Ring e inkoz⸗ 
med him fometobat of the fame ¢ of the ſtraights of p red 
Sea, the Ling then pꝛomiſed to him a pilot to carry hum to 
Calicut, ⁊ alſo verp earneſtly deũred him to goe with him 
into his Citie, there to take his pleafure,z ſolace himſelt in 
his Pallaice, ſaieng it was needfull ¢ neceſſarp, after fo mas 
ny troubles, in fo long a vopage ſuſtained, to vie fome ces 
treation, and take fome reſt: further then pꝛomiſing, that it 
he would fo do, that after ward he in like manner would go 
with him to fe his ſhips e make merry in the fame, wher⸗ 
vnto the Generall aunſwered, that he had no litenſe of the 
King his Maſter to go a ſhoꝛe, æ therefore tf he ſhuld varie 
from his Princes wil & commaundement therein, he hulp 
then give an cuill acconpt of himſelle, to which crente the 
Bing replied, ſaieng, that if he ſhuld go to ler his hips, what 
atcompt ſhould be then make to thoſe of his Citic, oꝛ what 
might they deeme € adiudge of him therein : pet notinifh- 
ſtanding he laid, ÿ it was a griefe to him p he refufen to go 
with him to his Citie, which was 4 ſhuld be at b comman⸗ 

demtt of him ¢ of p king his maſter, to tubom he wold lend 
bis Embaſſadoꝛ 02 els tte, if he wold come p wap at his 
returne from Calicut. The General peelding thanks to the 
Ning, pꝛomiſed him to returno p wap. & tohilelt they were 
thus talking there, did feno foz thoſe Bares, which he had 
taken captiues, and gaue them to the Ring, ſaieng that if 
he could do him any further pleaſure, he would gladly doe 
the ſame: with which gilt the Ring was fo content, t oat be 
laid, he did moꝛe — ok the ſame, then if he had given 

him luch another Citie as that of Mylynde was. 

Now hauing ended their talke and confirm ed the friendſhip 
betwerne them, the King then rotving amongſt our ſyips, 
J. ij. and 
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and behelde the lame. with great pleaſure and admiration. 
out of which great ſtoꝛe of thot ol Ozdinaumte paſſed, 
wherewith they were grratlye delypghted, all which time 
our Generall went with him, to whom he derlared, that he 
neuer law any men of whom he toke fo great pleaſure, as 
he did of thofe of Portingall; whereof he woulde gladlye 
haue fome with him, to helpe him in bis warres, which 
he hath lometime With his enimies: foz it well appeared 
they were men apt to offend their enimie, and fo abide and 
ſufter any trauell oꝛ paine, that chould happen onto them. 
To which bis lpeaches the Generall auntwered, that if be 
had experience ok their doings, he woulde then a great 
deale better lyke of them, and further that they would helpe 
him, ik the King his spatter would ſende his ſhips of warre 
to Cal cut, as be doubted not but he would, if it wer Gods 
god pleafure to permit the fame to be difcouered, After the 
Ning had in this fort folaced himlelle, be then defired the 
General, that ſince he would not go with him to his Citie, 
he ſhuld then let him haue two of his men to go and fer his 
Pallaice, and foꝛ pledge of the fame, he would gine him bis 
konne, and one of his chiele Chaplaines, the Which they call 
Cacis, wherevnto the Generall peelded and appointed two of 
our men to go with the Bing, tobe at his departure, reque⸗ 
ſtod the Generall that the next day he would goe along in 
his boate hard by the ſhoꝛe, where he ſhuld fer bis bozfmen 
running, x fo they departed foz that time, the next day being 
Thurldap, the Captaine generall & Nicholas Coello, went 
in their boates armed along the ſhoꝛe, the one lome what dis 
ſtant from the other, betweene whom vpon the choꝛe were 
many men on bozfebacke ſkirmiſhing, z as our boats appꝛo⸗ 
ched nave the ſhoꝛe, there tame certaine fwtemen downe 
certaine ſtapꝛes of fone from the Rings boule, which was 
in ſight, where they toe the Hing vp in a chaire, and cã⸗ 
ried him verve náre to the Woate of the Generall, to 
whom he ſpake Serve louing wozdes, and oute moze re⸗ 
queſted him to enter vpon land, and go to his Citie, koꝛ that 
his kather being a lame man, was veficous to fee him, and 
that 
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that whileſt be Gould remaine on ſhoare, both he and his 
childꝛen would enter and abide in his chips. Wut our Dos The Ge- 
nerall, fearing leaſt onder {uch lugred fpeach fome bitter ou 
baite might lie couered, did therfore ſtill excuſe himlelf foz not con- 
going on land, alleadging hee muff obey his Prince, who Lent io go 
gaue him no licenfe 02 commiſſion (o to do at ante time . on lader 
And lo taking his leaue of the king, her went a while hard ade 
by the ſhips of the Indias, hating off much Dedinaunce, 
Who when they lawe bs paſſe bp lifted vp their hands, ſai⸗ 
eng: Chriſte, Chriſte, and that night with the kings licente 
dur men made them a great feaſt, with much paſtime alſo 
of Squibs, Gunne ſhot, and great and lowde erpes, The 
Flert thus lyeng in p harbour, there came bpon p ſundaie 
beeing the. 2r. day of Apꝛill, from the king, a man that was 
in great credit with him, to viſite the Captaine Generall, 
who at that inſtant was very fad and beante:fo2 that it 
was then two dates ſince any man came to the Fleet from 
the Citie, by reafon whereok he feared leaſt that the king 
Were offended with him, as taking occafion of offence, foz 
that he refufed to go on ſhoare, ſuppoſing allo that be wold 
therevppon, bꝛeake the peace and league made betwerne 
them, loꝛ which he was fozrotofull, eſpeciallp ſince as vet 
he had no Pilots. And when he ſawe, that he which was 
ſo great with the king, did being him no Pilots, he then 
began to haue fome iealouſie, and ſuſpition of the king, who 
being inſoꝛmed therof,and knowing the Generall remate 
ned there foz that caule, did therefoze foꝛthwith fend him 
a Pilot, a Gentile (called in their language Golarate) 
whoſe name was Canaca, making excuſe that be had not 
ſent him foner,and fo the king and the Generall remained 
friends, and continued the peace bekoꝛe concluded vpon bea 
fivene them.

raine, which fell as they made towards land, p they Were 
on the coatt of d Indias,fo2 p̊ at # pꝛeſent time ok ö vere, 
b winter is euer in thofe Indias, The funday, being p xx. day 
of Bay the Pilot catue certeine bias hils, Which were ouer, 
the Citie of Calicut, and came fo nere to land, that he did 
reknowledge the ſame, and with great ioy and plealure, de⸗ 
maunded of the Oenerall Albrycias, faieng that this was 
the land, which he and his companie fo greatly deſired ta 
ſer and come to. The General repleniſhed with toy ol that 
god foꝛtune, gaue Canaca his demaund, ? forthwith went 
to pꝛaier, ſaieng the Salucstobercin they gaue Gop greate 
thanks, 
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thanks,fo2 this their happie and fafe arriuall bppen that 
toaſt, and in fight of the place, which they (o carne tip tons 
ged foz to fee when pꝛaier was done they made great top, 
and feaſted on ſhipboꝛd, and the felfe fame daic in the eue⸗ 
ning, the Generall came to an Ankoꝛ (wo leagues from 
Calicut,and immediatly came certeine people of that land The Fleet 
in fowꝛe boates called Almaydyas,to our Fliete, to vn⸗ e 
derſtand what ſhips thele were, hauing neuer before fene & che ma 
any of that making, come to that coaſt: Thele people came ner ot the 
all naked, ſauing that their members were couered, with people 
little peeces of linnen cloath: they are bꝛowne people. At bere 
their comming to vs fome of them entered into the Des 
neralls ſhippe, and albeit the Pilot Goſe rate, tolde him that 
they were Fichermen, a poze kinde of people ( foz fo they 
call all Such as ber poze men in the Indias) pet her recep⸗ 
ued them all well, and commaunded his men to bupe of 
their Fiſh, which they bꝛought with them: And hauing 
fome talke with them, he did vnderſtand that, that towne 
was not calicut, foz it was they fato further off, x offered 
to carrrie our Fltete thether : Mherevpon the Senerall res 
quired them fo to doe, and therewith departed thence, and 
were brought by thoſe Fiſhermen to Calicut , which is a 
Citie ſcituated on the Coalk of Malabar, which is à 32205 
uince of the ſecond Indias, that hath his beginning in the 
Mount Dely, and endeth at the end ol comory, Which is 
in lentgh thꝛeeſcoze leagues and one, and fiftene in 
bꝛeadth: All the Countrie lyeth lowe, and is apt to be 
| covered with water; Ther be many Jlandes in the fame, é 
it doth enter into the Sea Indico + There ts a berie high 
hill which diuideth the limits betweene them, and a great 
kingdome called Narſinga: The Indians do repoꝛt that this 
Land of Malabar in olde time was maine Sea, and ran as 
far as 5ᷣ hill where now the Jlands of Maldiua ate, Which 
were then firme land, x did couer q dilcouer p other of Ma- 
Alabarzin which are many and pleaſaunt Cities, ⁊ tho'calia 
very rich, by reſon ol ß trade they haue pꝛincipaly with thé 
Of Calicut, which in riches x vice doth excel al in our time,

This Wreutnce of 

Malabar was in the olde time gouerned altogether by one 

king, oho made his aboade in the Citie of Conlan, and in 

he laſt kings daies of this lend ( whoſe name was Sarana- 

perimal, and died fixe hundzeth -peares agone) the Bares 

ot Meca diſcouered the luclias, and came to the Pꝛouinte 

of Malabar,the inhabitaunts hero then were Gentiles, 

and the king himlelle Was a Gentile + From the time of 

the comming of thele Moꝛes, they beganne fo account, the 

peares as we account, from p birth of dur Loꝛd God: And 

alter they came khether, ther grew into fuch kamilparitie 

with this king, and hes entered into ſuch conference e god 

opinion of their la wes, that be renounced the manner ok re⸗ 

ligion of his otune Countrie, and minded thence foꝛth to 

imbꝛace theirs, and the loue and liking he had of this fect 

of Mahomet fo derpely tobe rate 5 and entered into his 

heart, that be determined to goe and ende his lyfe, in the 

houſe of Meca: Thus beeing reſolued, foz the loue he bare 

to that led, to abandon and leaue his kingdome koz euer, 

l and goe with them, bekoꝛe bis departure he imparted to 
The gra his kinred, and diuided amongeſt them all his Loꝛdſhips, 
& ſtrange and territoꝛies, and hauing diſtributed and giuen the ſame 
i ſo karre forth, that there remained to him no moꝛe but fit. 
Lingase leagues ol his Countries which lape nerre to the fhoare, 
of Cali. where he meant to imbarke himſelfe, the which was neuer 
cut. bekoꝛe inhabited, x therfore he then gaue p ſame to à coſin 
of his, which then ſerued him as his Page: tommaunding 

p the fame circuit ſhold be inhabited in perpetuall memo⸗ 

rie, ot his imbarking there: To the fame his kinſman her 

alfa gaue, his (Word, d a towell after the Moriſco ſozt, as 

things apperteining and incident to the eſtate / gaue conv 
maundement to all the Gentlemen to whom he had giuen 

all the reſt of his lands, that they ſhould be obedient t true 

ſubiecs onto him, and to take him foz theyꝛ Emperaur, 

(the kings ol Con lan and Canamor onely except) whome 

allo he tommaunded and charged, like wiſe al the others, 

that they noz no other Loꝛdes ſhoulde coine money in the 
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Pꝛouince of Malabar,but onely the Ring of Calycut. So 
hauing thus beltowed and giuen his lands, polſelſions and 
dignities, as he thought god, and fet every netellarp thing 
in oꝛder, foʒ eſtabliching his determinate will and pleafure, 
he then imbarked himlelke there, wher now Calicut is buil⸗ 
bed and lcituated, and faz that the Ring did there imbarke 
himſelf fo go towards p boule of Meca,p Moes then tok 
uch deuotion towards that place, that they and all their po⸗ 
Kkeritie euer ſince that time hetherto would not, noz vet 
will take any lading but out of that Poet. And from that 
time after ward, they came no moze to the oot ol Coulan, 
as bſuallp they did befoꝛe, by meane and occafion whereof, 
the lame grew to ruine, and was deſtroped, elpecially when 
Calicut was once builded, and that many Pozes came and 
inhabited the fame, Foꝛ as they were erchaunts of great 
dealings, ſo came they thether, and made there the greateſt 
and richeſt Faire oz Marte of all the Indias , finding there 
all the Spices, Dongs, utmegs, and all other things that 
could be wilhed, as all kindes of precious tones, pearles, x 
fede of pearle, Puſ ke, Saunders, Aguila , fine Diſhes of Laker is 2 
earth, Laker, gylted Cofkers, and all the fine things of the kinde of 
Chyna, Gold, amber, Ware, Zuoꝛie, fine and courte cotten, zum thae 
as well White as dyed in colours, much rawe filke, & filho Peer 
twiſted, and all kinde of linnen cloth of ſilke, and golde, and Ant. 
cloth of golde, and cloth of tidew, chamlets, graine, fcarlets, 
carpets of filke, Copper, Tuickſiluer, Mermilion, Allome, co⸗ 
ralls, Noſe waters, and all kinde of Conſerues, ſo that ther 
is no kinde or Merchandiſe of all the woꝛld, which coulde 
be demaunded, but it Mono be found there. Poꝛeouer, it 
was very quiet, fo: that it was ſcituated along the Coat, 
the which licth almolt open, and very daungerdus: it is in⸗ 
, uironed c let round about with many Oꝛchards, in which 
are manp forts ol fruits of that lande, and many hearbes, 
and excellent waters. Allo they haue many Palme trees, 
and other forts of tres , In this lande there is but [mall 
(foe of Rice, which is ther a peincipall victuall, as amongſt 
vs gur Uheate is, but there commeth From other places 
B. great 
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great aboundaunce fhereof,ag in like manner there doeth ol 
other victualls. The Citie is great, and all the boufes be of 
ſtraw, (onelp the houſes of their Idolls, Chappels, and tha - 
Bings houſes except) which are of lpme and ſtene, and cor 
uered with tyle, foz none but they are permitted by thepz 
lawes to baue anye other manner of building then with 
ſtrawe. It was inhabited by Gentiles of lundzy ſects, and 
by Mares which Were great Perchaunts, and ſo rich, that 
fome of them had fiftic thtps. There is no fuch ſeaſon of 
Minter, but that there max Ipe in that Barbour fire hun⸗ 
dꝛed ſhippes. They haue there a ſhoꝛe whether they do ca⸗ 
ry them with (mall trauaile, foꝛ that they be made without 
nailes, ſowed with ropes of Cayro, and pilched vpon, ther 
haue no quiell, but are flat bottomed. 


GOf what great power the King of Calicut is, and 

of his vſe and cuftome : likewife of the other 
Kings of Malabar, and how the Nayres do liue, 
Chapter.14. 


On that this Citie was of fo great a trade, 
3 (Za. and allo the Countrey round about, (o in⸗ 
2 ö habited, which increafed fo largelye the 

R Wings rents, it came fo pafic, that he grew 

to be fo rich of money» and fo mightie in 

power by multitude of people, that in one 

daye he was able to leauie and make in a readineſſe thirtie 
thouland fighting men, and in thzé dapes ſpate, one bum 
dꝛed thouſand. They called him Samoryn, which in theyꝛz 
tongue is Emperour , foz fo he was among the Rings of 
Malabar, and there were no moe but two beſide him: that 
is fo fay the ing of Coulan and the Bing of Canauor : 
Fo2 albeit the others Were called Rings, vet were they 
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This Bina of Calycut was a Bramenes ag others his The elec- 
Pꝛedeceſſours alfo were, which amongt the Malabars are ton and 
Pꝛieſts, and foz that it is a cuſtome and anncient oder ob⸗ ete 
ferued, that all the things doe dye in one Pagode, Which is pinos of 
the houſe of pꝛaiers to their Idolls, he is elected foz that Calicut. 
caufe, foz alwapes in the fame houſe there muit be and is, 
a Ring to ſerue thofe Idolles, and when he that feructh 
there doeth dye, then mult the Ring that then rapgneth 
and gouerneth, leaue his Empire, and goe ſerue in that 
place as the other did, and into his place and Ringdome, 
thep elect and put an other „ that Mall fo lucceede 
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And if anpe ok them chat is in poſlellion of the Rings 
dome, refufe to goe into the Pagode , (the Ring that then 
ſerueth in the fame beeing dead) they will then infozce him 
thereto which fo rekuleth, although it be again his will. 
hele Rings of Malabar be bꝛowne men, and goe naked 
from the gyꝛdell vpwarde, and from thence downewarde, 
they be couered with cloath of filke and of Cotten: ſome⸗ 
time tbep put vppon them ſhoꝛte gotunes , which they doe 
call Baſus of ſilke 02 cloath of golde, and of ſcarlet with 
bery rich ſtones: and eſpeciallpe the Ring of Calycut ex⸗ 
celleth in thoſe attires and Jewells. They be ſhauen, 
leauing vpon the vpper lip as the Turkes vle, the hapꝛe 
vnſhauen. They be ſerued but with {mall eſtate, eſpeci⸗ 
allye at they2 meate, whereof they haue but lpttle: 
But the Ring of Calycut is ſerued, with greater Cs 
ſtate 

Theſe Rings doe not marrie, noz obfcrue the Lawe 
of marriage, but vet they mape haue a Lemman ok the the Linos 
houſe of the Nayres, which amongeſt the Malsbars are Lemman 
Gentlemen, and Me bath hir houle by hir lelfe, neere vvith hir 
to fhe Wallaice, They doe allowe hir fo tyberallpe date and 
for hir charges and maintenaunce, that he mape haue lovvace 
plentifullpe of all thinges to hir contentation, bppon 
that Stypende afftaned hyꝛ. 

And when any dilliking is had of hir by them, they map 

B. ii. alwapes 
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alwapes leaue hir and luch childꝛen as they haue by hir, be 
not taken 02 accompted foz thevas, neither doe they inhe⸗ 
rite the Bingdome, no? ande thing of thevas. 

after they be men, they are had in no moꝛe eſtimation, 
then that is incident vnto them from the mothers bloud and 
parentage. Their bꝛothers doe inherite ik they haue anp, it 
not, then their fitters childꝛen (hall, who doe not marry, nei⸗ 
ther vet haue any certaintie of their hul bands. They bie 
very fre and at üibertie, to chole thofe of whom they lyke, 
ann be luch as are beſt elteemed of, They haue berpe great 
rents allowed them: and when anpe of them come to the 
age ot ten veares, (foz at that time they are fo be knowen 
of men) their kinred then doe ſende forth out ok this king⸗ 
dome, foz a poung man Nayre, and pꝛeſenting him with 
gits, earneltly requeſt the fame to fake hir virginitie, who 
then reteiueth hir with great iox, and alter fhe is thus vled, 
pot) tye about hir necke a Jewell, which the doth carry and 
weare alwapes during hir like, as à thing in great eſtima⸗ 
tion, fo2 a token of the übertie giuen hir by that act, to DO 
{with hir bodie alter ward foz euer, what fhe will: foꝛ {with 
out this manner of ceremonie, they max not know any ma, 
Thele Rings ſometimes haue warres one with another, € 
they in their owne perſons goe into the fieldes, pea, and té 
nerd fo require, thep allo fight: when they die, they be caried 
out from their pallaice into a plain field, wher they be bur⸗ 
ned with great quantitie of foco ok ſanders ¢ a ſwert wood 
called Acuila, At this burning are alwaies pꝛeſent all his 
bꝛothers, & neeretl kinred, and al the noble men of the coun⸗ 
trep. And they make Laye of him from burning alter his 
death thre daies, that they all may repaire thether q come 
together, to fic and vie bor tobether he came to his death nas 
turallpe, oz Whether he were killed: for if he dyed by . 
force of anye mans bande, then ate they bounde to 
fake reuenge thereok. 

After bee is burned, and all the athes buryed, they 
doe all Shaue themfelues without leaning any hapze, yea, 
euen of the leaſt childe that is a Gentile. A 
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All of them i in generall doe then teaſe krom eating of Be. 
tele, during the ſpace of thirteene daies, and he that noth 
eate the (ame inkringeth their law, and therefo2e they wil 
cut his lips, and that by iuſtice: In all this time, the pꝛince 
which fhall fucced doth not command noz gonerne, which 
is done of purpofe, fo {ee whether in that time anve man 
will come to fate oꝛ obiect any thing againſt him. Thele 
things and daies, thus done and pat, the noble men of the 
Countrie doe caule him to bee [woꝛne, to all thoſe laines t 
cuſtoms, which were made by his pꝛedeceſſour, and to pay 
all his debts: Allo that her ſhall trauaile to recouer what⸗ 
ſoeuer things of his kingdome befoze were loſt: This oath 
he taketh hauing his fom2de in his lefte hande, and in the 
right hande a Candle burning, which bath a ring of golde 
vppon it, which he toucheth with two of his fingers, and to 
faketh his oath, This being done, they thꝛowe oz potvze 
vpon him a feio graines of Rice, with many luch other ces 
remonies, in Baits tebereof they fap many prayers , and 
he woꝛſhippeth then the Sunne, the times, which fo done, 
the Caymayles, that be Loꝛds by parentage doe immediat⸗ 
ly holding the feite ſame Candle, l weare to be true ſubiects 
vnto him. 
The thirteene daies beeing ended, they all then doe 
eate Betele againe, and fleſh and fith as befoze , the king 
onely except, who then taketh thought and ſoꝛroweth foz 
the death of his pꝛedetellour: whole manner of mourning 
is thus: He mult not by the ſpace of one whole veare, eate 
any flech 02 fich, oꝛ pet Betele, neither muit he ſhaue his 
beard, noꝛ cut his nailes, no; eate but once in a daie, and 
mutſt wath himſelfe all his bodie ouer, before be doe rate, 
amo prate certeine houres in the baye : after the yeare is 
pat and ended, he then bleth a certeine ceremonie foz the 
ſoule of the king his pꝛedeceſſour, which is much like to our 
Dirge, whereat are aGembled an hundꝛeth thoufand pera 
fons, at Which time he ginelh great almes, lrhen this coz 
remonie is ſiniſhed, they then confirme the Wꝛince foz ins 
beritour of the kingdome, and fo all the people do depart. 
N. tit, The 
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Tho king of Calicut and all the other kings of Malabar, 
haue one efpeciall man that bath the charge foz adminiſtra⸗ 
tion of iuſtice, and doth command € is obeped in all other 
Naires & Matters ok gouernement as amplie as the king bimtfelfe , 
weng The men of warre Which the king of Calicut ¢ the other 
theyr kings haue, are Nayres, which be all Gentlemen, and are 
degree, appointed to no other office oꝛ affaires, but to fight when 
office, nerde requireth . Ther be all Oentiles and carrie their are 
calling is. sour where with they fight themlelnes, which is bowes, 
arrowes, ſpeares, daggers made like a hole, and targets, 
and march with them very honourably and gallantly but 
they goe naked, carrieng onely certeine linnen cloth of cote 
ten painted, with the which they couer themfelues from 
the girdle to the knee, they are bare foted:and weare vppon 
their heads certeine to wels. They all line by the king, and 
by the noblemen of the tountrie, ok whome they haue oꝛdi⸗ 
narie ſtipends and allowaunce foz their maintenaunce: 
Whey doe fo greatly eſtchme and make account of thepz 
gentrie, and of their cleanlinelle, that they will not toucheas 
ny huſbandman, neither pormit any of them to come into 
their houſes. The huſbandmen are bound when they gos 
in the ſtrertes to crie with a lowde vopte, and ſaye, Hoo 
they goe, loꝛ ik theſe Gentlemen doe come, and bid them 
gos out of the way, and they doe not obey their commaun⸗ 
dement therein:then map they kill them: The king cannot 
make Gentlemen, except they be of the ſtocke of Gentle⸗ 
men. They ſerue very well and faithfully, with them of 
whome they haue their interteinment, and onder Whole 
obeyſaunce they liue, not ſparing by night noz daie, anye 
oppoꝛtunitie of time foz ſhewe of their bef indeauour in 
feruico of the fame , noꝛ making anye account of meat 
oꝛ of theyꝛ perfor oꝛ of fléepe, whenſoeuer their trauell 02 
dilligente, map take effect oꝛ purpoſe of well doing. They 
haue lo lmall charge and occaſton of expence, that with 
halle a crotone a pete (which is their oꝛdinarie allowance 
for one moneth) they may very well and fuffictentlp, main⸗ 
teine themlelues, and each of them a bope to ſerue him.

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The Nayres by the law ol the country, tanndt marry,and 
| foz that cauſe they haue no childꝛen certain, but thoſe which 
they haue are begotten of Lemmans, with which thee o2 
fotnze. of them do lie, by accoꝛd ¢ agreement had and deters 
mined amongeſt themſelues, bauing one woman onelpe to 
ſerue that purpofe, vnlelle any cauſe oꝛ quarrell growe as 
mongeſt them, and cuerpe one ok them thall be with her a 
whole date, accompting from the one halle of the daye pꝛe⸗ 
ſent wherein he commeth, to the other halle of the day next 
following, at which time he departeth from bers, and then 
dcommeth another, who continueth the lpke time: Thus 
they paſſe ouer and {pend their life time without care and 
trouble of wife and childzen: They mainteine their lem⸗ 
mans verie well accoꝛding to their degrees and birth. And 
it any of them will at any time leaue and foꝛſake her, they 
map at their pleafure doe it, and likewile the maye refute 
anpe of them at her will. Theſe women are all Gentle⸗ 
women oz the Nayres mape not take anye Countrie wo⸗ 
men, and they allo doe not marrie: And foz that there ber 
fo many men to one woman, they take not them foz theyz 
childꝛen which bee begotten of her, although the fame be 
à ipke vnto them: and therefore tbepz bꝛothers childꝛen, doe 
inherit their lande and haue their gods: This lawe that 
theſe Gentlemen ſhoulde not marrie, the king oꝛdeined and 
made, foꝛ that they hauing no wiues noꝛ childꝛen, on whom 
they ſhould haue care and fixe their loue, might the better 
| td the Warres, and line at moze libertie to ſerue in the 
fame. 
And becauſe they are Gentlemen, and that thep ſhould 
he the moze animated and incouraged to liue in that oꝛder, 
and to ferne well, they be fo pꝛiuiledged, that none of them Ike Cali- 
¶ can be impꝛiſoned foz any cauſe, noꝛ be put to death by az app 
ny meane of ozdinarie iuſtice: Howbeit when one of them for they 
dothſkill another,o2 elſe doth kill a Coive, (which among vvormip 
them is taken foz a greate ſinne, foz that they worchippe them. 
them) oꝛ Ape 02 cate with a countrie woman , 02 ſpeake 
euill of the king. 
The 
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Then will the king, hauing true infoꝛmatian af any of theſe 
offentea, giue out bis warrant in wꝛiting vnder his owne 
hand, directed to one Nayre, commaunding him herby, that 
he with two 02 thre other, voc forthinity kill che Nayres 
that bath fo offended and ſinned contrario to the Law: 255 
bertue of which warrant, they bein and cut him with their 
cwoꝛds, whereſoeuer they doe finde him, and when he is 
dead, they hang vpon him the kings wꝛiting⸗ to the end that 
all men may know and vnderſtand wherefore they killed 
him: Thele Nayres cannot fake their Weapons, nos enter 
into any combat, before they be armed knights: when thee 
atteine to the age of ſeauen peares,tyey ba kozthwith let to 
learne to play at all weapons, x to the ende they chauld bes 
very perlect, their Paiſters doe bale and welt fhe iopntes 
of their armes, and alter ward they teache them their dente | 
{uch as bee apt foz the lame: The weaponnes cha us 
moſt bico amongeſt them be Swozds and Targets 
The Maiſters which teach them, be graduate in the teed 
pons which they teach, and they ber called in their tania 
age Panycaes. They be reuerenced amongeſt the Nayres,€ 
euery (choller of theirs {whatfoeucr, although he ‘he olde, oz 
if he be a great noble man, chall at all times when he leeth 
him, doe to him reuerence and woꝛchip, ard this by lawe is 
ozdeined:and further all of them are bound to take at their 
hands a leſſon two monthes in cucry veare, during theyꝛ 
liueg: By realon whereot they be bery perfect and ilkul 
in theyꝛ weapons, and foz that caule they greatly elias 
of themſelues. dy E 
Vlhen any of them will bean armed knight, her then 
goeth well accompanied with all his kinred and kriends, f 
pꝛeſenteth himlelfe befoze the king, to whome he firſt off¢- 
reth thꝛerſcoꝛe Fannons of golde, which isla certeine kin 
of money amounting to the value of fhode crotunes, MUher⸗ 
vpon the king doth immediatly acke him, whether he will 
keeps and oblerue the oꝛder and cuſtome of the Nayres 2 
here vnto he aunſwereth and faith, ea. Then he com» 
maundeth to put about him a lwœoꝛde, and laieng his tii 
ano 
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hand vpon his head, faith certaine woꝛds as though he wold 
pray ouer him, which he vttereth lo ſoftly, as none can heare 
the lame. After ward be imbꝛaceth him, ſaieng in his lan⸗ 
guage thefe woꝛds folowing, which in our tongue, doth fig; 
nific 02 meane: Haue a regard to keepe’ theſe Bramenes 
and ther Kine. This being done, the Nayre doth fall down 
and tuozhip the Bing, and from thence forth he remaineth 
made knight. Theſe Nayres When they pelve themſelues 
to liue and ſerue any King oꝛ Noble man, they binde theme 
ſelues to dye with him, and foꝛ him: which bond they doe 
ſo well obſerue and inuiolably keepe,that ik their Maſter in 
an warre 02 other wiſe be llaine, they will light vntill they 
are killed, which bath done the fame acte, and tf at that in⸗ 
ſtant they cannot accompliſh their wills, foz that thep were 
not pꝛeſent at the deede doing, then will they oe after ward 
and (eke them out, and neuer leaue them till they be killed 
by fome manner ok deuiſe. They be great ſouthſapers, they 
haue god vapes and bad dapes, they woꝛſhip the Sun, the 
Mone, the fire, and the Kine, and the Arlt that they do meet 
in going forth of their houſe in the moꝛning: they doe ea⸗ 
| ~ filpbelene whatſoeuer vanitie. The Diuell is oftentimes 
in them, but they fay it is one of their Gods 02 Pagodes,fo2 1! their god 
fo they call him: but wholoeuer 02 whatfoeuce té be, it in⸗ orthe di- 
koꝛteth them fo biter terrible woꝛds € ſpeaches, which the us lis ma 
King doth belceue.

There be other 
linages of people of p Malabars, which are of diuers fects & 
cuſtomes, whereof to ſpeake were ouer tedious, é to long 
fo declare: all which doe obaye thoſe Bings, (the Poꝛes 
onelp except) which by reaſon of the great cuſtomes they

to make tryall how we ſhould be reteiued, becauſe we wer 
Chꝛiſtiaus, belceuing allo p the people there wer chꝛiſtened: 

€ whenthis baniſhed man was landed, ther came immedi⸗ 

atly a great number of people fo fe him as à ftrancer:thep 

af ked or the Malabars which Went with him, what be was; 

ho aunliwered, that they deemed him to be a Poꝛe, and 

that he came with thoſe which are in the thee ſhippes they 

doe fé without the Barre at Anko2. Mhereok they of Ca- 

lycut greatly meruailed, foz that his apparrell was far dik⸗ 

ferent from that which the Vozes v come from v fratgbis, 

doe ble to weare. Thus flocked about him much people, € 

fome that had the Algarauia tongue, ſpake onto him, but he 

bauing no vnderſtanding thereof conto not noz did make as 

ny aunt were oꝛ ſpeaches vnto them at which alſo they in 
like manner greatly meruailed, foz that being a Daze (as 

they deemed) he did not vnderſtand the Algarauia language: 

Heuerthelelſe going with him in this manner, and verelyve 

pet belccuing he was a Mane, (hey caried him to the houſe 
Pontaybo ng tipo Does , which were naturally boꝛne in Tanys in 
=p Barbarie, and were then come to dwell in Calicut. To 
avveltino Whem being brought, one of them whole name was Bon- 
io Calicut taybo could ſpeakè the Spanich tongue ¢ did Well knewe 
the 
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fhe Portingals us he fain  aftertuaro 5 hauing lerne them in 
Tunys in the time of d Ring Don Ioan in the thip called 
Lareyna which the fume Ring ſent thether manpe times 
to feeke for ſuch things as he and bis fubicas hadde nave 
of, And as lone as the baniſhed man was entered into 
their houle;the Dare ſpake Onto him and ſard: Igwe thee 
to the Diuell, who bronghtthee hether, Which woꝛds was 
vttered in d Spanich tongus. And after he al ked him what 
way he had gone and trauailed, that he was come to this 
place: wherevnto the baniched man aunſwered e told him, 
ſhewing allo, how many ſhips the Generall had ther, wher⸗ 
at Bontaybo meruailed, and wondꝛed hom they could come 
by Sea thether. Then he al ked him what they fought fo 
farto off? And he aunſwered that they came to lecke Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians and ſpicca Moꝛeouer Bontarbo aſked hy p Kings 
of Ftsunce and Spames the Duke cf Venice did not alia 
ſende thether? Nhereto the baniſhed man made auntivers, 
thatzb Ming ok Portingale wauld not giue his conſent they 
ſhould fo dos: Bontaybo replieng thereto, ſayde, that he did 
Well ¢ wiſelp therein. Thus hauing talked a while, he gaue 
him very quo entertainment, and commaunded to gue him 
certaine Cakes, made of the flower of Mheate, which the 
Malabars do call Apes, and with the lame bonnie, After be 
had well eaten, sont aybo abuifer him to ga to the ſhips, ¢ 
{aid he would goe with him, (as impede he did to fiz Cap⸗ 
taine generall. And being come to the Admirall which was 
then entered, gontaybo then began to fap te the General in 
Spanish: God lucke, god lucke, man BMubies many Cites 
raulos : thou art bound to giue great thankes to God, foz 
that he bath bꝛought the whers there is all kinde and fozts 
of ſpices; tones, and all the riches ol the woꝛlde. 

When they hearde him fo lape, they all meruapled 
greatlpe thereat’, for they befoze woulde not haue bes 
Licueo that there hadde biene anye men fo karre off 
from Vortingale „ that toulde vnderſtande they, lan⸗ 
guage . | 
BWiyerclore with werping teares which they then plentikul⸗ 
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tp ched foz ioye and pleaſure they had conteiued, as well 
fo2 the ſame, as allo foz their fafe and bappic arriuall there, 

hey then gaue to God moſt humble and heartie thankes 
through whole onely fausur, god will, and pleaſure, that 
god lucke and great god benefite, had happened to them. 
And then the Generall imbꝛaced Bontay bo, and cauſed him 
to fit do tone by him, al king him ik he were a Chꝛiſtian, and 
how he came to Calicut 2 Jor aunſwere whereto b Poze 
told him of whence he was, and what he was, and how be 
came to Calicut by the way of Cay ro, alſo he ſhewed him 
by what meanes he came to knowledge of Portinga's; and 
that alwaies he had bene a friend to them, foz that in all 
reſpects t at all times, their doings x manners appeared to 
him to be god and woꝛthy of kriendſhip. Finally he fayde, 
that as he had in time paſt bene a friend to them, fo would 
he noto at this pꝛeſent continue his god will, and was reas 
dy and would be to doe all that in him was fo plealure € 
further them, and the effect of their purpole in tomming the⸗ 
ther. The Captaine generall gaue him great thankes, and 
pꝛomiſed to recompente him very liberally in refpect of that 
his god will, and foz any pleafure oꝛ friendſhip he ſhoulde 
thenceforth ſhew to him and his company, be chuld be wel 
allured to be thankfullp confidered of. Declaring alſo that 
he was the moſt iopfull man ok all the woꝛld to finde him 
there, and to haue him foz a friend and an ayde, verelp beler⸗ 
uing that God had fent him thether, to giue an ende to the 
enterpꝛile of the voyage, which he fo deſired in diſcouering 
of thofe Indias, and had entered into, and paſſed through fo 
many daungers by long tract of time to attaine onto the 
ſame, and noto notwithſtanding his arriual ther, he thought 
to haue but ſmall fruite of his trauaile, without his helpe ¢ 
friendly furtheraunce. 

Then he requetted him to declare, what manner ak 
man the Ring of Calycut was, and whether he thaught he 
would receive. him with god wil as an Embaſſadour from 
the ing of Portingale, 

HBontay bo aunt wered, that the Bing of Calycut,

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was a very god man and of an honourable difpofitionyana 1 
that he no doubt would recetus him gladly, foꝛ Emballa⸗ ee 
dour, from a ſtraunge king, eſpecially if his comming were

to ſettle and intreate foz eſtabliſhment of tract oꝛ trade of tet reuc- 
merchaundiſe in Calicut, and had brought with him anpe nue rifeth 
kinde of Perchaundiſe foz that purpote: Fo; (Said Bontai- o Wess 
bo)as there doth grow great aduauntage and profit by cu: Handi. 
ſtome thereof to the king, ſo is the fame inderde the ver pe 
pincipall rents 02 reuenewes he bath foz his maintep⸗ 


naunce: Moꝛeouer he infoꝛmed the Generall that the king 
at that inſtant was in a certaine village fine leagues from 
Calicut, ſcituated along the coaſt, named Panane, whether 
he aduiled him to fend bate him, E to declare of his arri⸗ 
unuall and comming thether. The Generall very well liking 
ol the ſpeaches and aduiſe ol Bontaybo, did therefore giue 
vnto him certeine gifts, and (ent with him two of his men 
in melſage to the king of Calicut, requeſting Bontaybo Certeine 
fo direct them on their wape to Panane, which he accoꝛ⸗ a 1 
dingly did. Theſe mellengers being nowe tome before the . 
king, one of them whole name was Fernan Martyn by an generall 
| interpretou: which he had, declared onto him, that he came ro; king 
} from his Captaine who is arriued in the port of Calicut of Calicut 
with certeine ſhippes, and is come thether from the king 2? 
ol Portingale,of purpoſe to boing him letters, which the » 
ſame Captaine is readie to come and pꝛeſent vn⸗ 7? 
to him, ik it ſo ſtode with his god liking and pleaſure, ?? 
whereof to vnderſtand he then had (ent him, and his fel⸗ » 
lowe there pꝛelent. The king hearing this moſſage, coms ?? 
maunded befoze he would make aunſwere thereto, to giue ** 
fo each of them a certeine perce of lynnen cloth made of ” 
Cotten, and two ok filke whith were very god, and even ” 
ſuch wherewith be was accuſtomed to girdle bimfelfe : 
And alter theſe paces were fo giuen them, he then deman⸗ 
É Den of Fernan Martyn, what king that was Which hadde 
ſent him thofe letters, and how karre from thence his king⸗ 
dome was, where vnto Fernan aumſwered and fullp infoze 
med him touching that demaund, declaring alfo that he was 
AL ttt, a 
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a Chrittian prince, x that all thoſe whom he had. ſent were 
chꝛiſtians, hauing paſt many troubles and daungers bpon 
the ſea, beloꝛe their arriuall there at Calicut. The king hea⸗ 
ring all the diſcourle of their voiage (where Fernan Mar- 
tynes fomtobat at large inkoꝛmed him ) did greatly maruell 
at the ſare, e ſhewed himſelſe to be right glad, j a Wine’ 
of fa great a power as the king of Portingale Was, x being 
allo a chꝛiſtian, would lend an Ambaſſadour to him: And 
therefore he ſent woꝛd to the Generall that he and his cõ⸗ 
panic were hartelye welcome into his Countrie, requiring 
him to bing his Hips to an ankoꝛ niere, fo a village tras 
med Padarane (which is ſomwhat beneath the place wherd 
they firſt came to an anko2) being afar better harbour then 
that of Calicut, which is an open roade é very dangerous 
foz the ſhips: And appointed that from thence, the General 
chuld go by land to Calicut, wher he wold be to ſpeak with 
hün: and therdd he {ent a Pilot, who conuated the ſhips to 
the port of the fame village, howbeit when he had conduc⸗ 
ted them to the bar thercot, the Generali woulde not enter 
10 far within the fame, as 5 3Bilof would gladly haue had 
him to haue done, fear ing indeed that fome thing might afs 
terward happen to his pꝛeiudite, it he ſhuld giue ouer farre 
tredit to thofe people, & came within the compatte of anye 
their forces, wherin he dealt very aduiſedip and wilelp, pꝛe⸗ 
vented fuch iniury as was offered him. |

- men, koꝛ to beare him company Unto Cali- 
cut, and therefoze he might at all tines When pit ſhould 
pleaſe 
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feafe hint,diftimbarke himſell: Wut foz p the day was paft 
Captaine General excuſed himſelle as at é pꝛeſent, x alfa 
p he would firſt take counſell of his Captaines, æ other the 
pꝛincipall of his Fleet, touching bis landing, who being all 
ioyned logether, ſaid vnto them, v he minded to go to fé p 
king of Calicut, æ to ſettle there a trade, and a perpetuall 
kriendſhip Againſt the which his going, his brother repug⸗ 
ned, alleadging p it was not conuenient p he hula fo doe. 
| 02 albeit y they were chziſtians, vet v ther were amongſt Moores 
À them many Mars, which were to be feared leaſt thy wold mortal

enimies 3702 when that thep doe remember how thole of ans 
Monſambicke and Mombaſſa, fo onely paffing by theyꝛ 
poꝛts, would haue killed them all: Mlhat Mould they loke 
ko, ot thoſe of Calicut, knowing that they will mixture 
themſelues with vou ¢ vours:quoth he, vou ſceking to haue 
the trade ſohere they haue the fame, ¢ fo to diminiſh this 
their pꝛoũt and gaine : Be tolde him therefore that it is the 
ſcner to be belceued, that ther wold procure with all their 
À force poflible to deikray him, yea, although they knew that 
the beginning and end of the fame did depend vppon his 
death, and that therefore there woulde not lacke wapes 
to put the lame deuice in execution, who being once dead, 
kfoꝛ all the ariefe the king ſhoulde fake therewith, vet be 
could not raiſe him againe to lpfe.

fuch great necellitie, that they toulde not otherwile ertuſe 
themlelnes. Ok this minde were all the reſt of the compas 
nie, vnto whome the Captaine Generall aunſwered, that 
although he knew oꝛ did vnderſtand y by his comming it 
were pꝛelent death vntd him, vet he woulde not let but goe 
and vifit the Ring of Calicut,and the rather to fe whether 
he would fettle a kriendſhip and trade there, and to haue 
out ok his Citic, Spices and other commodities, foz that 
the lame (at our arriuall in Portingale) might repꝛeſent às 
a witneſte the dilcouerie of Calicut . Foz tf fo be that at 
the end ok fo long a time God did returne vs thether with⸗ 
dut:then fain he, it would be hard to be beleucd that wer 
had dilcouered Calscut: And our credit and honour woulde 
ſtand in luſpente 02 ballante, vntill ſuch time there ſhould 
come perfons of credit from thence, that ſhoulde declare 
that to bee true which we had affirmed. Therefoꝛe doe you" 
not thinke but 5 J had rather die then ſuffer fo long time, 
as we haue ſpent, and are lpke fo ſpend, and others shall 
tome to dilcouer p truth of our ſeruite:ſo that in the meane 
while, thole that are enuigus, ſhould iudge our trauaile as 
it chuld pleale them, certeinly 3 had rather die then to tar⸗ 
rie vpon the lame: Puch moze friends J doe not aduen⸗ 
ture my felfe to fo great a daunger ok death as pou do ſur⸗ 
mile, neither pet that they ſhould remaine in fo great dan⸗ 
ger, as you doe pꝛeluppoſe, foz I goe toa Countrie where 
there are Chꝛiſtians and to talke with a king, which is de⸗ 
ſirdus that vnto his Citie ſhauld come many Merchants, 
for the profit that doth ariſe thereby Onto him: foz the 
moze Merchants that do refozt vnto it, the moꝛe wil be his 
pꝛofit. I doe not goe thether to fay there many dates that 
the Moes fhall haue any ſuch time to vſe anpe treaſon ae 
gaint me. And foz fo much as J doe minde to talke with. 
the king it Mall haue an end, and that within thꝛer dapes, 
and in this time vou may be in a readineſſe: And as touch 
ing the honour and credit that 2 hall get by making 02 
eſtabliſhing this trade, ik it pleaſe God that he doe accept 
the lame 3 will not giue it foz any treaſure, And the king 
cam 
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tan ſettle fhe fame with no other betters then with me, foz 
that he will eſterme me, and beare fome reuerence towards 
me, being once una wen bite bim that Jam ibe Captain 
generall of this Fflete, and the King of Portengales Cre 
baſſadour, rather then with aup other perfon whatioener. 
Furthermore wholdeuer be be that Hall que in my Mave, 
the Ling will thinke himſeile to be mockt oꝛ that 3] do not 
cfteme him, as one that is woꝛthy that J choulde gee to 
ſpeake with him, 02 els that J doe not kruſt him on his 
woꝛd. Beſides all this, J cannot give fo large inGrucions 
to him that 3 ould feno thether, that he might dee in all 
things which is needfull as much as 3 my ſelle: and if lo 
be that foz mp ſinnes be ſhoulde kill me, o2 take me as a 
pꝛiloner, it were a great deale better foz me that ther ſhuld 
chaunte to me all this foz doing of my duetie, then to res 
maine alpue, and not to doe the lame. And pou my kriendes 
remaining in the Sea and in god ſhips, as fone as vou Hal Tue Ge. 
heare that any of theſe things ſhall chaunce bnto me, get nerall de. 
vou hence, and carrie newes of this our diicouerie, and as termined 
touching this, let there be no farther talke, fer that J by oon 
the grace of God will goe to Calicut to fee the Ring. Wuben . 
that his determination was perceiued, they all allented that 
they were contented with his going: and therevpon they 
appointed him twelue of his men to goe with him, that is 
to fap, Diego Dias his Secretario and Fernen Martines the 
interpꝛetour, lohn de Sala, which was after ward Trraſurer 
ok the boule of the Indias c. So that with him in all ther 
were thirteene. They appointed alſo that in his ablence ther 
ſhould remaine foz Captaine generall his brother, Alfo her 
gaue commaundement that be ſhoulde not fuder any man 
to come aboꝛd his ſhip, and all thoſe that were deſirous to 

goe aboꝛd to commaund them to remaine in their boate oꝛ 
Almadias, Saeouer he left oꝛder with Nicholas Cocllo, 
that he ſhould come euery day with his boate as nere vnto 
p choꝛe as he could. Theſe things being ſetled, the next day 
after being Pundape, the xrviij. ol May, the Captaine genes 
rall did imbark himlelt with thoſe twelue beloze rehearled, 
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they all being apparailed in the belt attire that they had, € 
their boats kurniſhed with much moꝛe oꝛdinance, flags, and 
trumpets, which went al waies ſounding, vntill ſuch time 5 
p Captaine general came to land, wheras p Catual was tars 
rieng foꝛ him, being atcompanied with 200 Nayres, which 
attended ther continualip:befins many others b wer not of 
that companp, 2 besides many allo, p were of v towne. The 
The Cap- Captaine generall being diſunbarked, was ioyfully receiued 
N of p Catuall, é of + others v did accompany him, as though 
rir 125, they were very glad of his comming, x after É be was thus 
reteiued, he was taken into an Anvoz, which p Ring of ca- 
licut had lent to bꝛing him vpon, loꝛ pin this countrep they 
are not accuſtomed to goe a hoꝛlebacke, but in theſe Andoꝛs, 
Which are like vnto a hoꝛllitter, lauing p they are Wout any 
couer ouer them, x almoſt plaine,p fines therof are alſo very 
low. Each of thele Andoꝛs, when they will occupte p fame, 
are caried W 4. men vpon their ſholders, which allo doth run 
port w thẽ, at ſuch time as p king ¢ noble men do make a⸗ 
ny great iourny,o2 if fo be v they wil go a great ground in 
a mall time: fo2 they may trauell in d fame either fitting 
03 lieng, as they wil themſelues. Allo ther go with theſe cers 
tain kotmen, which carte with them hats, wher with to cover 
thofe p go in theſe Andoꝛs, which they do tall Bueys, ſo that 
by this meanes, they are kept from p ſunne ¢ the raint, ther 
are allo other Andoꝛs, d which haue ouer thẽ a cane bowed 
like vnto a hope, which for ÿ they are made very light, may 
eaſilp carie thoſe 2. men. The Captaine generall being moũ⸗ 
ted in this Andoꝛ, departed 15 the Catuall, who was carried 
in another Andoꝛ, to a town called Capocats, but all p reſt 
of the cõpany went aloe, the people of the country was cõ⸗ 
maunded by the Catuall to carie all ſuch apparel as our mé 
had bꝛought vp w thẽ, which was ther redeliuered vnto thê, . 
q being in Capocats, they ſtaid fo refreſh themſelues: Where 
the Captaine generall being in one houſe 4 the Catuall in 
another they did eate, k to al dur men was giuen to eat ſod⸗ 
den lich w vice € butter, beſides fruits of p countrep, which 
dixer krom ours very much, vet they are very god. The one 
ſozt 
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fort of theſe is called Lacas, and the other Mangas, howbeit 
they haue figs allo. The water p they did de rinite, was very 
exellent, as god as any in Portingal (Thus after they had 
eaten, they went againe to imbark themlelues fo; that they 
ſhuld go vp a riuer, which from thence runneth into the fea: 
the Captaine generall did imbarke himſelfe with his com⸗ 
pany into 2, Almadias, lieng the one cloſe to the other, which 
in p countrep they did call Eoſangada. The Catuali w bis 
traine were imbarked in manp others , and the people that 
came to the riuers fide to {ee and view our men were with⸗ 
out number, foꝛ fo much as that countrey is well inhabited. 
And after that they had gone in this riuer about a league, 
and that along the ſhoꝛes fine, they fay lieng a ground mas 
ny great ſhips, the Captaine generall with the Catuall be⸗ 
ing dilimbarked, did returne to their Andoꝛs, and following 
their wape, there reſoꝛted alwapes about them thoulandes 
of people to fee them, wherein they take luch a felicitie that 
the very women alſo with their children hanging at theyꝛ 
backes, did not fale the wape they went in, lollowing fo 
fred their eyes. From this place which J haue made menti 
on of, the Catuall did carrie him vnto a certaine Pagode of 
their Jdolls, into which when they were entred, he fol him 
that the ſame was a Church ol great deuotion, which the 
Captaine generall belécueo to be true, ta be fome church of 
the Chꝛiſlians, x therfore he gate the moꝛe credit there vnto, 
the rather foz that he fato p euer the pꝛincipall doze therof, 
there banged ſeuen little bells, e aloze the ſame there was a 
pillour made ol wier, the which was as high as the matt of 
a hip, vpon the top theresf there Rove a wether tock, made 
like wiſe of wier. This church was as great as a god Mo⸗ 
neſtarp, and was made all of tre ſtone, and couered oꝛ vay⸗ 
led auer With bꝛicke, which gaue an outwarde hewe, as 
though within fide it ſhoulde be of vorye faire woꝛkman⸗ 
hippe. Dur Captaine was very glad to ſe the lame, foz 
he thought himſelfe to be among Chꝛiſtians, and en⸗ 
tering within this Church with the Catuall, they were 
receiued by certain men, naked krom the girdle vpwarde, 
M. if, uu 
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and froin thence dolvne to the knee; couered weich certaire 
linnen cloth made of cotten, with p which their arme holes 
were couered alſo, without any thing Spon their heads, and 
vpon their loft cholders they had tertaine number of thꝛids, 
which came vnder their right ſhoulders, much like as the 
Pꝛieſts were wont to weare their ſtoles heere amongſt vs, 
when thoy went to Mavic Thele men are called Cafres and 
are Gentiles, which ferne in Malabar in their Pagodes, who 
Holy vra- With a ſpꝛinkle take water out of a certaine fountaine É 
ter of Ca thꝛebo the lame wpon the Captaine generall ¢ vpon the Ca⸗ 
licut tuall and on the reit o the companye . After all this 
Ren they gaue them Saunders in pouder to caſt the fame vpon 
„their heads as they did here their Athes,¢ as alfo they ſhuld 
do p like vpon p bratung of their armes, but they could not 
do lo, by reaſon of their apparrel which they had on, but vet 
they did not let to doe té on their heads :ſo going about this 
Church, they ſaw manp Images painted vpon p wal, wher⸗ 
of fome ther wer p had great teeth, which appeared to be ſo 
monttrous 5̊ they were of an inch of length without their 
mouth. Others ther wer p had fonte armes, r therwith wer

might enter into it: the going vp to the ſame tower, was by 
a ſtaire of ſtone: within this tower, which inderd was ſome⸗ 
what dark, was incloſed in ß wall a tertain Image d which 
Ae Ce- nen beheld a fat ok, for p they would not ſutker the to 
Dude. 80 nere § lame, laieng v ther was none é conto go thether, 
denued. cs beltithale ß wer Cafres hotwbeit they made a ſigne to the J. 
acer mage, naming p ame blur Navy, giuing Berby to vnderſtẽd 
Idolatey that it was hir Image. The Captain general fippoting the 
Ea 150 lame to be true, fell Spor his knees, with ö reſt of p eõpany 
Diucll, znaking their pꝛaiers but one whole name was Iohn de Sa- 
Gil la, 
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la, being in doubt whether + fame church wer of chꝛittians 
oꝛ not, foꝛ P he ſaw fo möſtrous Images painted on d wals, 
as he fel on his knees fain, If this be b diuel, 3 woꝛſhip god. 
The Captaine Generall that heard him fay ſo, loking vp⸗ 
pon him laughing. The Catuall and his companie as they 
came before this Chappell, did fall downe flat vppon the 
ground with their hands before them, and this they did 
À thre times, and after ward they arofe and made their pꝛai⸗ 
ers ſtanding. 
1 How and after what fortthe Captaine Ge- 
nerall was receiued in Calicut,& how hee 
tolde the king his meflage which he carri- 
cd, Cap. 17. 
Mom this place he went forward on his 
wap, vntilt ſuch time he came to Calicut, 
and at the entering of the lame, they tarri⸗ 
ed him 16 the refl of his company to anos 
y = ther Pagode,lpke vnto that which be had 
ene before, and when that he would haue 
entered into the Citie, the people were ſo manp, as well ol 
thole that came koꝛth of the fame foz to fé our men, as als 
1) fo of thofe that went with him, that loꝛ the multitude cf 
them, he could not goe in the ſtreets, inſomuch that the Des 
nerall meruailed to fe fo many people: and when as bes 
À {awe himteiſe to. chere,be gaue Cad great thankes, for 
bpeinging him bute that Citie, moſt humbly deſtring him, 
À Toto guide him, that he might returne to Portingale, with 
his whole roque ¢ vetire, After that he had gone While 
in that ſkreꝛte, into which he entered, foz that the people 
wer fo many that be could not paſſe thꝛough it, inſomuch 
that thole that did carry him vpon his Ando, were deiuen 
to go with the Catuall into a houſe. Thether came to beare 
the Captaine Generall companies the Catualis bꝛother who 
was à noble man, and lent by the kings commaundement 
to accompanie him to the kings pallaice, who alto bꝛought 
with him many Nayers , and before them Went manye 
Trumpets and Bagbuts, oppon the which they tent all 
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founding, And allo there was one Nayre which carried a 
Calceuer which he ſhot ok, now € then. After the Captame 

general ¢ this noble man Was thus topfully receiued, they 

toke their wap ſtraight to + pallaice, with a great noife, 5 

which thole inſtruments ¢ the people together made, which 

after p the Catuals bꝛother was come, gaue place ¢ folloíve 

od after them, with as great obedience as ik king had ben 

there in his owne perfon. There went alonz with the fully 

thre thouſand men with their wepons, bsſids thoſe p fas 

vpon b penthoufes, x at their dozes, which wer Wout num⸗ 

ber The Captaine generall was very glad to fe how well 

he was receiued, r laid vnto thole p be caried W him, with 

a mery coũtenance, how litle do they thinke in Portingale 

of this our gret receiuing with this they came to p kings 

pallate an houre befoꝛe h Bun let. The kings pallate (leas 

The de- Uing afine y the fame was made of earth) was very great, 
ſeiptlõ of Which leemed to be of a godly building, koꝛ v great multi⸗ 
the kings fude of trees Which did appeare betwerne p houſes, æ theſe 
pallaice, wer ſtãding in godly gardẽs in p which wer plefat flows, 
(inet hearbs, k foũtains of water to recreate p king Wall, 

for 5; he neuer goeth frô this pallace til p he departeth from 
Calicut. Out of this pallace there came ſũdey Cai males, x 

other noble men to receive p captain general, which bꝛought 

him to a certein gret court p was right befoze p gates, frõ 

thence they wẽt into 4. other ſeueral yards 62 courts, At h 

gate of each of Which, ther wer x. poꝛters, which gates they 

pated W giuing p people many € lũdꝛy blo tus, which d poꝛ⸗ 

ters heſtowed bpd the to make rome, p we might go in: ¢ 

being come to Plat gate which was in p houſe where the 

king himlelf was, ther came fo rth an old little man, which 

was Bramene Maior of h kings houſe, who imbzaced the 

captaine general, ⁊ caried him in W thode p wer with him. 
Bramene Maior is the kings high Peieſt, x the chiekeſt of 

the religious mẽ ol his gentility, At this entting the people 
{wonderfully pꝛeſled thẽlelues to go in, foꝛ that they fee the 

king but by great chaunce, as going but lew times abꝛoad 

out of his pallace, æ wold therfore haue entered W our mê 

to fe him. The multitude was fo great p there wer fome of

He had. vpõ him a iacket of fine 
cottem,p buttons wherok were of great pearle, ⁊ the butten 

holes were of gold thꝛecd, he had about his middle a white 

cloth made ol p loꝛſaid cottê,p which reched do bon vnto his 

knees, fingers of his bade ¢ toes wer ful ok rings of gold, 

in p which were let very fine fone,¢ on his armes ¢ legs 

many bacelets of golde:hard to this Eſtrado, there Was a 

certein pewer p which had a high fot wꝛought al of gold, e 

is of p making of y Flanders cups, æ that plaine, albeit they 

are greater t not fo derpe: in this was p Vite le which the ; 
king doth chaw in his mouth, w falte Axeca, which is an 75 baus 
apple no bigger thé a nut in con ſerua. This is catê in all 
p Indias, foꝛ p the fame doth make a god bꝛeth, dꝛieth b ſto⸗ 

mack « killeth p thirſt, which being chawed in paces be 
thꝛoweth p fame ont of his mouth, e taketh another. And 

foz § the king ſhuld not ſwallow p fame downe, there is 
prepared a veſſel of gold foz him to ſpit in, which is as big 

o2 litle bigger the a diſh, hauing a fot alfo of gold. Allo he 

bath a fountaine of gold which is ful of water wherw her 
Wwatheth his mouth, when he had made an end of chawing 

this Vitele which he is accuſtomed to take. 
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This Vitele is miniſtred bute him by an olde man which 
ſtandeth hard bp tye Eltredo, all the others that are in 
this plate holde their left hands afore their months, tothe 
end their breath Mould not come where the ing is, who 
tadeth the fame foz great diſcurteſie, ta ſpit oꝛ to ſcnieſe, ⁊ 
thereloꝛe there is none that bꝛeatheth aloꝛe the king. The 
Captaine General being conte inte this houſe, made reue⸗ 
rente to the king alter the bie of the Countrie, which is to 
{iene oꝛ beme daſwne (Hace tines, likting vp his hands as 
eso that pꝛallet God The king immediattp made ſignes 

mas willing him to dꝛawe niere vnto him, and 
ammaunded him to fit dowone in one of thofe feates which 
J haue ſpoken ol, who being thus ſet, the reſt of his men 
did enter and made him the Ipke reuerence, whom the king 
commaunded like wile to lit down right auer againſt him, 
and that there ſhould be giuen them Water fo2 their hands, 
that they might with the lame rekreſh themſelues ſince 
they were very hot, foꝛ although it was winter pet it was 
hot. After p they bad walhed their hands, he commaunded 
to be giuen them Figges and lacas to eate, and that foꝛth⸗ 
with, which they did receiue with a god will. The king 
was very glad to fe them eate , who was very earneſt in 
laking vpon them, and did laugh thereat . Alter ward her 
tok occaſion to talke with the old man that miniſtred vn⸗ 
to him this Vitele, and in the meane time our men did cal 
foz water, ſoꝛ that they were a thirſt, the which was giuen 
them fo dꝛinke by an Pewer of golde, and When our men 
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did vnderſtand ö order of their Drinking was to hold their 


cup ok height ouer their mouths, koꝛ § the Malabars do fake 
the fame foz an iniurie to touch p cup with their lips, they 
did therfore hold the fame ouer their mouth, in that oꝛder 
that part of the water fell into their thꝛoates + made fome 
of them to tough r vnto others it fell beides their mouths, 
and vpan their faces, which did runne downe vppon theyꝛ 
bꝛeaſts. All this the king was very gladde to fie, who los 
king towards the Captaine Generall, ſpake bnto him by 
an interpꝛetour, willing him to fpeak vato thofe that were 
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there, x to fell them his pleaſure, x liketwife to report vnto 
bim of theirs, with this the Captaine General was nothing 
contented, foz p; he thought the fame a dilgrating vnto him, 
€ anlwered by p interpꝛetoꝛ y he was the king of Portin- 
gales Ambaſſadour, which was a mighty king, x that the 
chꝛiſtian princes did not ble to receiue their imballage by 
a third perſon, but by themlelues, k that before verp few, x 
thole p were of great credit. And foz that he did accuſtome 
the fame order in p other countries from whence he tame, 
be wold not therfo2e biter his imbaſſage but only tuto p 
king himſelk, onto which the king anfwered y he liked wel 
therof t that it bula be fo oblerued x immediatly he com 
maͤunded the Captaine Generall ¢ Fernan Martines to be 
carried vnto another chamber which was adoꝛned with p 
like eſtate as the other was, x as wel hanged x alter y the 
Captaine general was ther, king came thether alſo, but 
dur men remained where they wer fürſt, x this was about 
fhe Sun let The king as ſone as be was come into this 
chamber went ta his beſtrado, there came no more with him 
but his interpꝛetoꝛ q the Bramene Mayor, € the olde man 
Which doth al wapes giue this Vitele vnto P king, € con⸗ The mel 
troler of his houle. The king € they being ther together, he face that 
alien or ß captain general of what part of p woꝛld he was vvas ſent 
€ what he told haue: ther vnto he anfinerco, that he was 10 Falls 
an Ambaſadour of a chzittian king of h Decivent part, x of . n 
a kingdome called Portingale, beſides many others, inlo⸗ s king of 
much p be is of a great power both in polſeſlions F people, Portingal 
€ much moꝛe in riches, all other things neceſlarie „ moꝛe 
then any other king of thoſe parts x hath lo ben fas b {pace 
of thele lx. eres, ſo 5 thoſe 5 haue ben kings his pꝛedecel⸗ 
ſours, hauing the fame bꝛought vnto them, hol $ in the In- 
dias there were chꝛiſtian kings e great noble men, in oſpe⸗ 
Hall p king of Calicut,thep were moued the rather to ſend 
to diſcouer p fame by their Captaines,¢ to make friendship 
with the king of ß country, æ to take them foz bꝛothers as 
reafon doth bind the king his Maiſter now to do » € fa bis 
ft them by bis Amballadoꝛzs, not p he hath any nerd ol their 
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víches foz that in his owe countries of golde € filuer and 
other things of great value, he bath moze therof then nerde 
did require. And as foz thofe Captaines whom he did ſend 
Onto this diſcoucrie, then haue gone in the fame a prare 02 
two, vntill {uch time as they haue conſumed their victnals 
and without finding of that which they fought foz; haue 
returned to Portingale, ¢ haue in baine ſpent great ſiuns 
ol money. But the king Don Manuel which reigneth as 
now, x is deſirons to make an end of this enterpꝛiſe, which 
was begun fo long time agone,foz that to them ther ſhuld 
not lack luſticient victuals, as there did vnto the others bes 
foꝛe, did therfore giue him thee ſhippes that were laden 
ther with, commaunding him not to refurne to Portingale 
without the diſcouerp of that king of the chꝛiſtians which 
is Loꝛd of Calicut, And if fo be} he ſhuld returne without 
bꝛinging him relation therof,be would then commaund his 
head to be cut off. And further he tilled him p ik ſo be p he 
ſhould chaunte to arriue at the place where the king was, 
to deliuer him two letters, which be told prefent vnto him 
the next day, foꝛ b it was then ſomwhat late. And alfo that 
be fhould tell him that he was his friend É beother,reques 
ſting him that fince that he doth fend fo far of to fake him 
dut, that in recompence thereof he would accept of his kin⸗ 
dꝛed, and kriendſhip, and alſo that he woulde lend him his 
Ambaſſadour foz the better confirmation of the fame, and 
p frõ thence forth they wold viſit one the other with their 
embaſſadours, as it is actuſtomed amongſt chꝛiſtian kings. 
The king chewed himſelfe to be well pleaſed with this 
An Am- Emballage, foz he tolde the Captaine Generall that he 
bafladour {nag very well welcome. And fince that the king ok Por- 
pra tingale would be bis friend € bother, he would be the like 
lac. ento him, and vpon the lame wold fend him bis Emballa⸗ 
pour, which thing the Captaine Generall did defire moſt 
carneftly, foꝛ that he durſt not Meto himſelfe afoze ß king 
his Maſter Wout him. The king did therfore pꝛomile him 
lo to do, that foꝛthwith, he wold diſpatch him thether, are 
ter p he was deſirous to know p whole eſtate of king of 
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Portingale perticularly,¢ how far of $ countrie lave from 
Calicut,€ hob long he had ben bpon that voiage. And foz 5 
part of the night was well ſpent, ö king willed him to res 
tire, demaunding of him firſt, whether he would goe lye az 
mongſt the Poꝛes oꝛ amongſt the Chꝛiſtians, who ant we⸗ 
red that he wold lye with neither of them, but alone, by 
himſelf. The king vpon his anfiwere commanded a certein 
Mare which was his factos to go é accompany p Captaine 
general, cõmanded to giue him al things p wer neceſſarp. 
How the Captaine Generall was minded to ſende a pre- 
ſent to the king, but his company would not conſent 
to the ſame, & how the Moores began to bring the 
Captaine generall out of credit with the king. cap. 18. 
He Captaine generall being diſpatched to 
go toward his lodging (although é foure 
houres of the night were paſt) the Catual 
€ the others P had accompanied him be⸗ 
foꝛe, did no lo the like, & they all going a 
oh . fot, ther fell ſuch raine, that p frets ran 
full therof,¢ therefoze he was dꝛiuen to cõmaund fome of 
his men to carry him vpon their backs, (not foz the water 
only) but foz é it would be late oꝛ euer phe could come to 
his lodging, with this Captaine general was fo angry, p 
be complained vpon 5 kings Factoꝛ, demaunding whether 
he meant to carry him about the citie all 5 night 02 not, 
who anſwered j he could do na other wiſe, foꝛ p p city was 
great æ ſcattered, t (o he carried him to his owe houte, to 
reſt himſelfe a while. And alter ward he gaue him a hoꝛſe, 
vpon p which he might ride. And fo 5 this horle was vis 
out a ſaddle, Captaine wold not accept the offer, ſaieng, 5 
yet rather he wold go a fat, x fo he went vntill fuch time 
he came to his lodging, where thole p did accompanp him, 
left him in a quo lodging. And befoze his comming, his men 
had bought thether his ſtufke, where p Captaine generall 
hauing reſted himſelfe, x being in great toy to fee fo god be⸗ 
ginning of his buſinelle, determined on the next dap being 
Teboldaie, to fend a pꝛeſent to the king. 
N. ii. And 
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And faz that he zen he coulo not lend the lame, but that 
the actoꝛ and tee Tatnall ſhould haue the ouerfight thers 
ot, did therefoꝛe lende fo them that they might haue the 
A prefent view thereof, who being come, he ſhewed the fame vnto 
For? king tgem, Which was foure Capuíis of graine,and re battes, 
of Calt- foure bꝛaunches of Cozall,tivelue Almalares,a farvell of 
Bꝛaſſe, in the which there were frauen peeces , a Cheſt of 
Sugar two Barrels of Dile,e two of honnie. The Factor 
and the Catuall hauing ſerne thele partels, began to laugh 
therat, laieng, that p fame was nothing to prefent the king 
withall, foz that the poꝛeſt Merchant that commeth to his 
port doth give him much moꝛe then the fame, wiſhing him 
that fince he would nerds give him a pꝛelent, to ſende him 
ſome golde, foꝛ that the king woulde not accept any other 
thing. At this their anlwere the Captaine general was ofs 
fonned,¢ lo he che wed himielle to be,faieng, that if fo be he 
were a Werchaunt oꝛ that his comming thether were to 
trade, he would then haue bꝛought him golde: But he was 
no Merchaunt but an Ainbatladour, which was the cauſe 
he bꝛought none with him, x that this which he doth now 
lend to b king of Calicut, is his own gads,€ not b king his 
Maiſters, who foz that he did not certeinly know that her 
ſhould haue met with the king ol Calicut, did therfoꝛe giue 
him nothing to pꝛeſent him withal : but at his nert returne 
knowing foz certeintie that be thall finde him, the king his 
gpaiſter will fend him golde, ſtluer, k other rich things. To 
this they anlwered and fayd that it might be ſo, howbeit it 
was arcuſtomed in that countrie, whatloeuer ſkranger he 
be that doth come ¢ lpeake with the king, he ſendeth hin a 
pꝛeſeut, which is according to ö greatnes of his eſtate. Gn 
to which the Captaine generall did reply, ſaieng p it was 
god 5ᷣ their cuſtome ſhuld be kept, x that foz the pꝛeſeruatiõ 
of the lame, he did make him this pꝛeſent, which is of no 
greater value, foꝛ the cauſe aboue laid: And therefore he de⸗ 
ſired them to ſuffer him to carrie the ſame to the king, 
which it ſo be y they wauld not let him doe that, then her 
would lend the lame backe to his ſhippes againe. 
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They aunſwered him that immediatelp he might fo do, as E 
he laſt determined, foo that they would not conſent that the 
fame ſhould be carried to the King. Mith this aunlwere 
the Captaine generall was berp angry, and fato into them, 
that fince they would not conlent that be ſhould lende that 
pꝛeſent to the Bing, he would therefore go himſelfe & ſpeak 
with him, and would now returne to his ſhips. This was 
bis meaning, to enfozme the Ring what had paſt about this 
pꝛeſent. They ſaid y it was well done fo to do, but foz fo 
much as they ſhould remaine with him in the Court a god 
while, it were foz them very netellarp to goe about a little 
buſineſſe in the meane ſpace, which they will go to doe, and 
immediately retourne to goe with him, inte that the Ring 
wold not be pleaſed that be ſhuld go without them: foz lo 
much as he was a ſtraunger, and for that there were mas 
ny Poꝛes in the Citie. The Captaine generall giuing cre⸗ 
dite to their woꝛds concerning their retourne, immediately 
um wered them that he would tarry fo2 their comming: Treaſon 
but they did not returne all that dape, foz that they were n 
enimies to the Captaine general, by realon of the Boies 5 . a cece 
who were his enimies allo, and had rereiued newes what 
he had done in Monſambicke, and of the taking of the Sam- 
buco in Mylynde, and that we were Chꝛiſtians, and that 
dur comming was fo difcouer Calicut. Bontaybo àlſo fold 
the Pwꝛes, that Hpices were oſteemed in Portingale very 
much, and that as he iudged they Wer not cone to diſtouer 
Calyrut, but to ſettie there a trade, and to cartie Spices ine 
to their Countvey,in the which there is of all ſoꝛts of Bers 
chatmts that come to Calycut by the way ok the ſtraichts 
and great Rove of golde and ſiluer; and hauing the Trade 
ſetled there; woulde redowne Onto the Bing great prófite 
thereby. To the which woꝛds the Mores gaue great care, 
and made their reckoning vpon Bontay bos (peach, and als 
lowed the ſame: That we being Chꝛiſtians and once come 
to ſettle a Trade in Calycut, their tommoditie then would 
fall ot the price they were at, and ſo would abate the mot 
part of their gaine. About this they layed their heads tenes 
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ther, to woꝛlte all meanes they conto pomible with the king, 
to take the Captaine generall pꝛiſoner, and to commaunde 
bis thips to be taken allo, and to kill all our men, and this 
the rather, foꝛ that in no wile they ſhould retourne to Por- 
tingale, to carry newes of Calicut. And herrevpon they tops 
ned thole that were in credit with the Ring, and went div 
to him, and one in the name of them all, ſaid vnto the king: 
mne Mores That be fhoulve not deceiue himſelfe with our men, foz 
Dedo co that the Captaine Generall was no Embaſſadaur but a 
che king there, that went to rob, which they knew foz moſt certaine 
by their Factoꝛs, which had certified. them, that alone as 
we Were come to Mon ſambicke, tober the Xeque went to 
pifite the Captaine general aboꝛd his ſhippe, and ſent him 
pꝛeſents, and eſtabliched with him friendſhip, and alſo gi⸗ 
uing him a Pilot to carrie him to Calicut, whether he laid 
that he would goe. He after this thot his Oꝛdinaunte at the 
towne, with the which he killed of bis Subiects, and toke 
certaine: Sambucos laden with Perchaunts , and handele 
both him and his like vnto Enimies , And being departed 
from thence to Mombafla;liketwile vnder  colo2 of friend 
ſhip, ſaieng that he was bound towarde Calicut, the Bing 
there vpon toke octaſion to fend to vilite the Captaine ges 
nerall aboard his ſhip, requeſting him to enter into his har 
bour, who being determined fo to doe, whether that it was 
koꝛ that he law within the lame many chips, 02 v he thought 
he cauld not make his partie god, did fipe away (o faſt, that 
he left one or his Ankoꝛs bebinde him: and from thence abs 
fo the Pilot ran away, which he caried from Monfambick, 
forte ill lpfe which, he lead with him, with {whipping ot 
him, and putting ok him onto other puniſhment. And being 
Departed from Mombaſſo, and came nere vnto Mylynde, 
did take perforce a Sambuco laden with Poꝛes, of d which 

there were fome that dyed in the battaile, ¢ others that are ) 
vet alive remaining taptiues. And foz that thoſe that were 
taptiues willed him to carry them to My lynde, ſaieng, that 
there they woulde giue him a newe Pilot to carrye hun to 
Calycut, by that meanes onely he came thether. and hauing 
there 
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thereby dhe Ring of Mylynde bene reteined der well, vet 
the Captaine generall would no moꝛe come a lande, fearing 
the hurts which he had done, and taking the Poze pꝛiloner 
which the King had ſent to vitit him, and would not deip⸗ 
ner him vntill uch time that he had a Pilot ſent him. ater 
by it might well be conũdered, that if fo be that he were an 
Embaſſadour and were come to maintaine peace, he would 
neuer haue bico thole diſoꝛders, but wold haue bꝛought the 
Kinga pꝛeſent with him. Ok this his demeanour, we giue 
ther to vnderſtand, às our dutie bindeth vs, that now thou 
maiſt doe as thou ſhalt thinke god therein lith this f 
newes the king remained amazed, and told the Sdoges that A 
be would determine himſelke what Mall be thought mot eth doubt 

conuenient: they ſeeing this, thought the fame not to be the full yvhaz 

wape to caufe the Ring to doe as they would haue him, and to doe. 

did after ward tell the Catuall thereof, who was in great 

credite with the Bing, requeſting him to perlwade with the 

Ring, not to receiue anp ſuch Emballage as that was, and 

the caufe thereof the rather was, that be toke this pꝛeſent 

fo2 fo ſmall a valew. With this the Catuall went immedi⸗ 

atelp to the Ring, who told him what fhe Wares had ſaid, 

to whom the Catuall gaue counfaile, to doe as the Bares 
had requeſted him: immediately the ing began to change 

bis countenaunte againſt the Captaine generall, but not (o 

much as the fame might be perteiued. But as fone as the 

Mares had knowledge by the Catuall concerning the pꝛe⸗ 

ſent that the Captaine generall would haue fent to p Ring, 

and that he would not confent there vnto, the Pwꝛes twke 

otcaſion to go to 5 Generalls lodging with a fained friends T faig- 

ſhip offering themſelues to inſtruct him what he ſhould belt eq friend - 

doe, and talking with him they fayd, that in that Country Mippe of 
it was accuſtomed that. thofe the which came from other the Mores 

places about bufinetle with the King, ſhoulde bing him 

a Pꝛeſent, and therefore it were god that her did lende 

him one The CTaptaine Generall being offended with 

that iniurpe they hadde offered him, and that the Catu⸗ 

all and the Riugs Factour would not conſent therevnto, 

2 did 
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did Sport the fame take occaſion to ſhew them thole peeces, 
the which he was minded foz to fend, who hauing lerne the 
fame; they laide to the Generall, that the Catuall and the 
Nattoꝛ had great reaſon to be offended thereat; foz that the 
une was nat a pꝛelent foꝛ to be ſent to a King, neyther 
would they wich him to) fend it;fo2 that it would be iudg⸗ 
ed that by the ſending thereof he did mocke the Ring: All 
this they tolde him, and as they ſaid as friends, in ſhe wing 
him their minde. Bontaybo told him alſo in the femme mana 
ner, meruailing what was the cauſe be bꝛonght no other 
things, ſince there was plentie of all things in Portingale 2 
But the Captaine generalt excuſed bimſelfe, ſaieng: that 
he was not certaine that he Mould come to Calycut. 


How the Captaine generallreturning ſpake with 
the King of Calycut, & how he gaue him licenſe 
con tometutne ynto his ſhips. Chap. 9. | 


5 ae LL this daye the Captaine generall was 
a EN greatly offended, foz that the Catuall ¢ the 


re) fados were not returned, fo that be was 
once determined to goe to the Court with 

, out them, vet he thought be to tarry till 
the nert dave, on which in the afternone 
they came, with whome he ſhewed himſelfe to be offended 
foz their long tarrieng. But they did aunſwere him touch⸗ 
ing that matter nothing at all, but talked ok other things, 
and fo went with him to the Court. And foz that the Bing 
was lomewhat chaunged, as J haue laid, againſt the Cap⸗ 
taine Generall, he did not commaund him to come into his 
refence in thie houres after his comming to the Courte, 
and then commaundement was giuen ther hould come no 
moze in with the Embaſladdur but two of his owne men; 
with the which he was offended, foxy he thought the lame 
(operating from his men, was not meant well, did therfore: 
carry 
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tarry with him Fernan Martines, and one Diego Dias, the 
which was his Secretarp. Weing come where the Bing 
Was, he did not receiue him fo well as at the firſt time, bat 
faid vnto him with a ſeuere countenaunce, that he had tare 
ried foz him all the day before, and he came not. The Caps 
taine general! aunſwered, that he did delerre his comming, 
foꝛ that he found himſelle wearp by relon of the long wap, 
foz be was Dery loath fo tell him the cauſe why he aid, foꝛ 
that he woulde not giue the King otcaſton to talke of the 
pꝛeſent that he would haue ſent him: But it did weil ap⸗ 
peare that the Catuall and the Factoꝛ would not haue hin⸗ 
dꝛed the fending of the lame vnto the King, but for) they 
well knew, be would haue made ſmall account thereof. And 
alfo they muſt of force haue told him that they had ſeene the 
fame. Neuertheleſſe it coulde not be excuſed, but that the 
Bing ſpake onto the Captaine generall thereof immediate e |. 
ly ſaieng: how that he had tolde him that che was belong⸗ Sa 
ing to a great and rich Ring, and pete he bꝛought no pres leth vvith 
fent front him, but an Emballage of fftendſhip onelpe, and the Cap- 
therefoze he could not fell what friendſhip he woulde haue e 
with him, ſince that he did fend him nothing. Unto this the 
Captaine generall did aunlwere, that there was no maruel 
that he did bring him nothing, for that he came not in al⸗ 
ſuraunce that he ſhould mate wich him. But now ſince that 
he bath ſeene him he ſhould well perceiue what bis Ring € 
Malter will hereafter ſende him, ik fo be that God wil giue 
him leaue to carry neines of this his diſcouery. And if fo 
be that he will giue credite to his Letters Which hee did 
zing with him, he fall then fe what the Ring doeth 
fend him woꝛd ok. The Ring in ſterde of demaunding his 
Letters, aſned him whether the king his Paller did fende 
him to difcouer ſtones oꝛ men, and if fo be that he did lend 
him to diſcouer men holw doth it chaunce then that hee ſent 
him no pꝛeſent. And ſince that it is manikeſt that hr had 
bought him nothing, he fayd as then that it was told hum 
that he had a Sancta Maria in golde, regueſting of him the 
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The Captaine generall was partly aſhamed fo fee the 
Bing fo altered, foꝛ that he had not brought him a prefent . 
And now mozeoucr fo demaund without all honeſtie that 
Image. To ohom he aunfwered, that the Sancta Maria, 
Which they tolde him of, was made of wode, and gylded quer 
and not ok Satie golde. And although that it were (vet 

would he not depart therewith) ſoꝛſomuth as the lame had 
pꝛeſerued him in the Sea, and had brought the fame from 
his Countrev. The Ring did not reply bpon this anſwere, 
but demaunded thole Letters the which the Bing had ſent 
him: ‘whereof the one was in the Portingale tongue, the 
other in the Arabian language. Theſe he tolde him wers 
fent in this o2der,fo2 that the Bing his Malter did not know 
whether ok theſe two langauges was vnderſtode in his 
Countrey. Wherefore he deſired that ſinte the Portingale 
language was not understood in bis Countrep but the Ara- 
bian, and that there were Chꝛiſtians of the Indias that did 
vnderſtand the lame, one of thoſe might read his Letter, and 
the rather for that the Poꝛes are enimies to the Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans, ok whom be was afeard,leatt that they ſhould chaunge 
the fenfe thereof . The Ring commaunded them fo to bee 
read: howbeit there could be founde no Indian that coulde 
read the lame, oꝛ at the leaſt would ſhew himſelfe that bee 
could read them. The Cgptaine general ſceing that there 
was no other remedy, but p the Bares mull nerds read the 
ſame, was dꝛiuen then to requeſt the Ring, that Bontaybo 
might be one of them. This was done, foꝛ v as he thought 
he would ſpeake and ble moꝛe truth then the others, foꝛ the 
acquaintaunce they had with him. The Ring commaunded 
the ſame to be read by other thꝛer, who hauing read blame 
„ firtt of all to themſelues, F afterward with a loude voyte Dez 
5 5 cine eared to the King the effect thereof, the which was That 
Dorin. às lone as the Ring of Portingale had knowledge, p he was 
gales Let- one of the mightieſt Pꝛinces of all the Incias, à Chꝛiſti⸗ 
lers to che àn, he Was defirous to haue a trade é a krienſhip with him, 
king oF fo2 that he might haue aut of bis Cauntrey » Spices » the 
Caiyeut spicy he hath in great plentic,foz which there tommeth Dis 
uers 
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ters from many places of the woꝛld thether to buy p fame. 
And therefore if fo be be will giue him licenfe to ſende foz 
the fame, that then he wil ſend vnto bintfrom bis kingdome 
many things which he hath not in his, as his Captaine ge⸗ 
nerall and Embaſſadour will tell him. And ik fo bo that 
with thole things he were not pleated , he totll ſende him 
money both of golde and ſiluer to buy them withall, ¢ how 
that as well of his Perchaundize as of the moncy,p Cap⸗ 
taine generall could ſhew him part. The King hearing this, 
as he was deürous that foz the increaſe ol his rents there 
ſhauld come many Merchaunts vnto Calycut, hewed him⸗ 
{cif to be wel plealed with this letter, z alſo made vnto the 
Captaine generall a better countenaunce then he did before, 
t alked him what Merchaundize ther were in Portingale Be 
named many, ſhewing how that of all he had bꝛought with 
him part, and alſo of their money, requeſting him licenſe 
to goe aboꝛd foz the ſame, and in the meane while he wold 
leaue in his lodging foure 02 fiue of his men. The Bing gi⸗ 
Hing moꝛe credite fo that which he ſpake, then to that the 
Moes had told him, ſaid bute him, p he might go in a god 
houre, x carie his men with him, foꝛ there was no netellitie 
that they ſhould remaine a lande, x that he ſhould being his 
Merchandize, x fell them as well as he could. Tlith this lye 
tente be remained well content, toꝛ (as he fato p Ring make 
him at the firſt an ill cauntenance) fo he thought y he weld 
not haue giuen him p lame, x with this licenſe he went firſt 
to his lodging, being by p Kings commandement accompa- 
nied with the Catuall: and koꝛſomuch as that dape was all 
ſpent, he would not goe abm2d that night. 
@ How the Captaine generall having licenſe of the King 
to go to his fhips,was ſtaid by the Catuall in pandarane, 
Chap. 20. 
He next dave after, which twas the laff dave of 
D „the Catuall ſent to the Captaine general 
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a Worle , howbeit without anye furniture to the 

fame, vpon which hee might goe to Pandarane: 

And koꝛ that the Poole came after that ozder, he woulde 
O. ij. not 
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not accept his otfer, but rather requeſted him foz one of his 
Andoꝛs, the which he (ent him immediately, and on the ſame 
he went to Pandarane, and all his men came after him on 
fle. There went to beare him company mange Nayres,the 
Catuall did remaine in Calicut, and when the Poꝛes bad 
notice that be ſhould there ſtaye, and that the Captaine ge⸗ 
nerall was gone towards his thips, ſuppoſing that he went 
for altogether, were fore amazed therewith, wherevpon the 
Moes toke occaſion to gor to the Catuall, with large of 
fers of money to purlue the Captaine generall, and onder a 
kained pretence to lay hands vpon him and to take hum pꝛi⸗ 
toner, foꝛ that they would finde occafion to kill him:and he 
by this meanes ſhoulde remaine in no fault thereof at all. 
And albeit that the Bing would puniſh him foꝛſomuch as he 
did keepe him pꝛiloner, yet they would not feare but to get 
him his pardon, Tlith this bꝛibe and pꝛomiſe he did depart 
immediately, and went in ſuch batt after him, that he palt 
by our men which did remaine behinde the Captaine gene⸗ 
rall, foꝛ that they were not able to goe much, by reaſon of 
the heate. The Catuall hauing ouertaken the Captaine ge⸗ 
nerall, alked him why be did make fo much haſt, oꝛ tober he 
wer now running away:this was ſpoken by fignes,p which 
the Captaine generall did vnderſtand, who aunfinered him 
allo by ſignes that he did runne away to fipe the heat. And 
being come to Pandarane, foz that his men as pet did not 
appeare, the Captaine general tolde the Catuall that her 
would not goe into the village, vntill his men were come, 
and there he tarried foz them in a houſe, wherein he reſted 
bimfelfe from the raine: howbeit they came net vntill it 
was almoſt Sunne ſet, foꝛ fo long he did tarry foz them be⸗ 
caufe they had loft their waye. But after that they were 
come, the Captaine generall tolde them, that then it thas 
not time to leaue him, whereas if fo be that they hadde 

come foner , bee hadde bene as then in his Shippe. 
Wiherevppon, immediatelpe her did demaunde of the 
Catuall a Boate 02 Pinnate foz to goe aboꝛde in, who 
foz that bee pꝛetended an other thing , aunſ ſwered 
him, 
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him, that it was verpe late, and that the chippes did vide 
farre, and going in the night he might mille them, and thers 
fore that it were a great deale better to tarie Untill p next 
dap. To p which the Captaine generall made him a plaine 
anfiwere, that ik fo be that he would not quer him an Al- 
madias 02 Pinnate, he woulde immediatlp returno to the 
king € complain vpon him, foꝛſomuch as the king bao lent 
him to his chips, and be would ſerme to ttay him, Which 
was very ill done, ſince that he was a Chꝛiſtian as they 
were This was ſpoken with ſuch a coulour as if he wold 
haue returned to Calicut . The Catuall fo; to diſſemble 3 Aer 
With hin the moꝛe, did make hun a countenante as though 5 Cacuall 
be Would giue him thirtie Almadias , ik he woulde haue 
fo many. Mowbeit he tolde him that he did counſell him 
fo2 the beſt, and to remaine. But if fo be that he would gos 
he was contented therewith. Thus on one parte he ſent 
to ſcke out Almadias 02 Pinnaces, and on the other part 
commaunded the owners of the fame to hide themſelues 
out of the way becauſe they pulo not deliuer the fame. In 
the meane feafon while they went to fake thofe pinnae 
ces, the Captaine Generall went along the water ſide, and 
fo2 that he had an euill ſuſpition of their dealing, foz that 
which they had done to him in Calicut , be commaunded 
Gonſallo Peres, à Marriner, with other two of his men, to 
go befoze as faſt as they could, x fee it they could finde Ni- 
cholas Coello W bis boats to wil him to kœpe himſelf out 
ok the wap. doꝛſomuch as he was afeard leat d the Catual 
{old ſend to take his boats, with all thofe that were with 
him in the lame, Gonſallo Peres with the other went about 
that buſineſſe whileſt the Catuall went in the meane ſea⸗ 
(on fo lealerly to pꝛouide foz this boat, that the night dꝛew 
on, ſo that it was thie houres within night ere he contos 
heare of any thing what her had done, and What foz that k 
allo to farrye the comming of fhofe that went to Ni- 
cholas Coello, the Captaine Generall was the willinger 
to ſtap there that night. After that the Catuall had placed 
the Generall in a Pores houſe, tolde him that pe woulde 
O. iit, (os 
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gos to fake out Gonfallo Peres, ¢ the other two that went 
with him. Bowbeit he came not backe till it was the mozs 
ning. And as lone as the Captaine Generall had fight of 
him, immmediatly he required a boate foz to goe in vnto 
his chippes. But as fone as the Catuall heard him, he then 
ſpake onto his Nayres that were there pꝛeſent in his lan⸗ 
guage, who akter ward Willed the Captaine Generall to cõ⸗ 
maunde his ſhips to be brought nere onto the ſhoare, and 
that being done He ſhoulde haue licenſe to goe his waxe, 
with this the Captaine Generall was ſomewhat akearde, 
howbeit he aunſwered him with a tout ſtomacke, that as 
long as he was on land, he would commaund no fuch mats 
ter to be done, koꝛſomuch as then his brother woulde iudge 
him to remaine in pꝛilon, and that he did commaunde the 
fame to be done moꝛe foz feare then any thing els, wher vp⸗ 
on he wold immediatly depart toward Portingal, without 


bum. ee 
The Catu To this the Catuall made anfinere with the others that 


Brea were with him, ſpeaking with a ſtoutneſle, that tf ſo be that 
pol OP he would not doe that Which as willed him to doe, p then 
they will not let him go a boꝛd To the which ſhewing 

himſelfe to be there with offended, he made anfivere that if 

fo be that they would not let him go, that then he wold re⸗ 

turne to the king of Calicut, and make his complaint, who 

if then he would ſtey him in his tountrie, p then he would 

be berie glad to dwel in the lame. The Catuall therevpon 

{willed him fo to do, k to goe to the king to make bis cont 

plaint, but vet foz all his laieng he would not conſent ther⸗ 

tuto,foz that he had commaunded the vezes ok his lodging 

to be kept ſhut, placing within the lame lundꝛy Nayres With 

their weapons. And ik fo that any of our men would gor 

foꝛth, there were appointed many of the enimyes to with⸗ 

ſtand them. Meuerthelelle it was Gods pleaſure that the 

Catuall durſt not venture to kill the Captaine Gencrail, 

noꝛ vet any of his men foz all that the Mores hadde bata 

bed him with a great ſumme of money, and foz all that be 

was in great credit with the sina, for hie lde in luch a 
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feate thereof, that be durſt not doe it. 
The cauſe why he required the ſhippes to be bꝛought to 
the ſhoare fide was, foꝛ that they being there, the Poꝛes 
might the better laye the fame a boꝛde, and fo take ibem 
and kill all thoſe that were within them, which thing foz 
that it did fo manifeſtly appeare to the Captaine General, 
he would not commaund the Shippes to ber bought anpe 
neerer . And alſo foz that the fame was fo apparaunt 
vnto the others of his men that were with him. They 
gaue him counſaile not to deale therein. The Catu⸗ 
all ſeeing that he would not commaunde thoſe Shippes to 
bee brought neere the ſhoare, and foz that there was no 
cauſe to faye him oꝛ offer him any wꝛong, and ſceing that 
hee could not kill him, did then beginne to requeſt him to 
boing bis Satles and the Rudder of the Sbippes a lande. 
With that the Captaine Generall beganne to laugh, lay⸗ 
eng, that he would neither doe the one, noꝛ pet the other, 
ſince that the king did giue him free licenſe to goe without 
any condition. | Pr 
And therefore her willed him to doe what be would, and 
how that of all the iniuryes which be had offered him, the 
king ſhoulde be made pꝛiuie, who he knewe woulde doe 
him iuſtice, but vet foz all this, both her and bis remay⸗ 
ned in ſome feare of ſuſpect, although they did not out wardly 
fheiv the fame. 11 Sa 
At length the Captaine Generall with the ret feigning. 
themlelues to be an hungred, and that they were vnpꝛo⸗ 
uided of victualls, did requeſt him that fome of his men N 
might goe to pꝛouide the ſame, and hee woulde remaine a⸗ fectuall 
lone, but foz all that the Catuall woulde not agree theres excuſe. 
vnto. Howe our men beeing in feare fo fe themſelues 
in luch a daunger. Then came Gonſallo Peres, ſuppo⸗ 
ſing that the Captaine Generall had ben at his liberty, and 
that they were tarrieng foz him and the others, who tolde 
him that bee hadde mette with Nicholas Coello, and with 
the others which tarrped foz him with they2 Boates a 


lande. 
This 
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This newes being bꝛought tothe Captaine Generall, her 
was atrito leat the Catuall chould know thereof, which 
if he had knowne indeed he would haue ſent Pinnaces and 
many men in them, loꝛ fo haue taken them. Therefoꝛe did 
he pꝛocure by all the meanes he could, that Gonfallo Peres 
fhoniae fecretlye returne, from thence onto their ſhippes, 
and put themlelues in god order. And alſo that he ſhould 
goe wich tbem and informe them in what tale he doth re⸗ 
maine. Nicholas coello hauing receiued this diſpatch, 
did koꝛthwith depart, and that in batt, and immediatly al⸗ 
ter he was departed, the Catuall was aduertiſed thereof, 
who font after him lundꝛie Pinnaces well appointed, but 
pet they could not ouertake him, and therefore they retur⸗ 
ned againe vnto the Catuall. Then the Catuall after that 
they were come did once moze requeſt the Captaine Gene⸗ 
rall to weite duto his brother to bring the chippes nere 


to the lande, but he could not perlwade the Captaine Des 


nerall fo to doe, ſaieng that ik he ſhould doe it, vet his bꝛo⸗ 
ther would not content there vnto, and although he would, 
pet he knew that the companve would not. To this the 

Catuall did teplye , that he thoulde not make him beleue 

that, foꝛſomuch as he did well know that all things ſhould 

be done as he would commaund. Hobwbeit the Captaine 

Generall told write no (uch letter, foꝛ that he was afeard 
of the bꝛinging of the ſhips (o nere the ſhoare, foꝛ the caules 

aboue mentioned.

Then the Cavtaine Genes 
rall perceiued by the countenance of his men y they feared 
leaſt they ſhuld be departed p one from p other p next day 
alter, as he himſelle luſpected the lyke, although he gaue no 
aut ward ſhew thereci,but rather had a confidence, that 
as fone as the king ol Calicut had knowledge after what 
ſoꝛte they were Fayed, would commaunde them to be re- 
leaſed, foꝛ that he did neuer ble with him double dealing, it 
was thought that the Catuall did Lape the Captaine Ge- 
nerall after this oꝛder, bocauſe he ſhould giue him fome rez The gene 
ward. And foz that he would giue as it were no outwarde e pia 
ſhew that he was offended, he would needs come to ſupper marneicd 
to him that night, at the which they hadde both Rice and at bythe 
Mens, which he commaunded to be bought the dap before, Catuall 
The Catuall did much meruaile to fe how little they did 
paſſe foz their cloſe keeping, after that ſoꝛt, and of the great 
conffancie of the Captaine Generall, that he woulde not 
commaund thoſe ſhippes to be bꝛought neere to the ſhoare, 
noz pet condeſcended to any of the other his requett , And 
for that bee thought that it was but a follye to kepe him 
pꝛiſoner, thereby the rather to conſtraine him to doe it, it 
was Gods pleaſure to put him in the head to ſette him at 
lpbertie, toꝛ feare leaſt that the king ſhoulde knolwe there⸗ 
of foꝛ that he gaue him free Ipbertie to gor to his ſhippes. 
The next day which was Saterday the lecond or June, her 
then talde him. that ſince he had certified the king that be 
would bring his Perchandiſe a land, he ſhuld command the 
fame to be bought. Foꝛ it was a cuſtome that whatſdeuer 
Merchants did come to calicut, he ſhould immediatly vp⸗ 
on the fame command his Merchandiſe to be bꝛought a land 
and his men allo, and they not to returne onto their ſhipe, 
vntill ſuch time that they had ſolde the lame, notwithſtan⸗ 
ding as fone as the Perchandile were come, he would then 
let him go aboꝛd his ſhips. And although his woꝛdes were 
with the Captaine Generall of ſmall credite to feno vnto 
his bꝛother a certeine diſpatch foz them, pet he did not lette 
ta tell him, that immediatly he would ſende foz them, if fo

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be that they wold giue him Almadias 02 pinnaces,in the 
which the lame might be brought, foz that his bꝛother 
woulde not content that bis boates ſhould come a lande, 
vntill tuch time that be were there himſelk, with this the 
Catuall was content foz that he thought to make himſelk 
pofleſſour of the Merchandile, hauing a ſpeciall hope that 
they were ofa great value, as the Captaine Generall had

And foz any thing 
elle bee was verp well, willing him that bee ſhould ſende 
him part of the Perchaundiſe to content the Catuall with⸗ 
all, that he might let him depart. And after that hee had ves 
ceiued the ſame, ik then bee would not let him go, he would 
then beleue that be did kápe him pꝛiloner, by the king of 
Calicuts commaundement, who hee knew would not com⸗ 
maund the lame, except it were to take his ſhippes, which 
be would not doe, but hauing time to arme bis owne 
Flat, ¢ fo fo fet vppon them, whereloꝛe bee aduertifed them 
that if fo ber he were not let at liberty, immediatly after 5 
the erchandile were landed, that then they ſhould not res 
maine there anp longer, but goe their wayes toward Por- 
tingale,¢ informe the king his Maiſter what bad chaun⸗ 
ted “bato him, and alfo what be had done, that there might 
bo be lof a Countrie of fo greate a pꝛofite foz Portin- 
e as that was, and alfo to tell him after what ſoꝛt that 
E did remaine there, and what confidence hee hadde in 
his highnelle that be would fend him luch a Flete of Hips 
and men, that by the fame be doth hope to be ſette at ly⸗ 
bertie, being allured that as nowe they woulde not kill 

him. 

Ve that carried thele letters being come to Paulo de 
Ja Gama, did deliuer them buts him, gining vnto him large 
inſtructions of all that which they had paſt, inte they did 
departe. Pow Paulo de la Gama hauing ſeene this Letter

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which was fent him from the Captaine General, did ſend Tis bro. 
immediatlpe the merchaundife with an aun were to this bers apiy 
Letter, in the whlch hee lapde, that DDD would not 
permit him to retourne to Portingale without bis come 
panpe . And ik ſo be that their enimpes would not (este 
him at lyberty, that then her did hope in GDD that he 
woulde ſtrengthen thole lewe that remained in the Klert, 
with wehome and with the Oꝛdinante that they haue, her 
woulde come and let him at lyberty, and of this hee might 
make full accompt, and of no other thing. 
The Perchaundile being landed, the Captaine Gene⸗ 
ral did deliuer the fame onto the Catual, and allo to Die- 
go Dyas whome he lefte foz Factour of the fame, and to 
Aluora de Braga the Scriuenoꝛ, who remained in a houſe 
which the Catuall had fought out faz them. In this lpace 
the Captaine Generall made himlelfe in a readpnelle to 
goe abode his thippes, but firit the Catuall did refoꝛme, 
and make himſelfe frientes with him. 
„ After. that hee was a boꝛde, her would fend no moze 
Merchaundiſe a lande, vntill ſuch time her heard newes 
the ſante were ſolde, neyther vet would gos anye more a 
lande, becauſe bee would runne in no fuch daunger, with 
this the Dares were grienoully offended, fo2 that they 
thought that il ſo be that he would come a land, that there 
they might doe him moꝛe hurte then a Seaboꝛde 
And loꝛ that they woulde the rather lo do, they beganne to 
make a mocke at the merchandiſe which he had lelt a land. 
Allo they wꝛought all the means they could to binder their 
fales therof,fateng p they wer litle oꝛ nothing worth. Pe al 
this p Captain general was infoꝛmed, æ foz pas he thought deuites of 
the king knew nothing ol all theſe things, neither pet What the Mores 
piſcurteſie the Catuall bad offered him, x foz that he ſhould . 
vnderſtand the caule way the Captaine Generall did not é aland- 
returne a land, neither vet wold fend any moꝛe merchan⸗ 
diſe, he did therfore fend him woꝛd within fine dapes after 
hy bis Fadour of all that they hadde done vnto him, 
and alla What iniurxe the Poꝛes hadde ſhewed him, 
P.ii. touch⸗ 
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touching their Merchants, pꝛomiſing notwithſtanding, that 
he would not let to be at his commaundement with all the 
whole fleet. Then the king ſeemed to be very greatly offen 
Ded foz that which they had done to p Captaine general, in⸗ 
ſomuch as he had ſent him vnto his ſhippes. But foz all 
that the Catuall went vnpuniſhed , although be fent the 
Captaine Generall woꝛde, that he would puniſh thofe that 
had fo bled him, which out of doubt were naughtie chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans, ſo that it did well appeare that it grieued him verye 
much to heare thereof. And as touching the Perchaundiſe 
be pꝛomiled to lende thether ſuch as ſhoulde buye the 
ſame, ag hee did indtede ſeauen oꝛ ryght Werchauntes, which 
ure Geatiles Gufarates, and with his Factour her fent a 
Nayre, which was a pꝛincipall honeſt man, to the intent 
hee might remaine in the Factoꝛpe with the Factour, to 
whome her gaue commaundement diligentlye to beware 
that there ſhoulde not tome any Moes to kill him. 
But foz becauſe that this was done but vnder couloure 
that the Poꝛes ſhonlde not ſeeme to ſubboꝛne the Mer 
chauntes, they bought nothing, but rather did abate the 
pꝛice, ot the which the Pores were berye gladde, and ſaid, 
that nowe it did well appeare that they were not alons 
that woulde not bupe of theyꝛ Perchaundiſe, yet foz all that 
ther durſt come no Mare to the Factozie, they once hauing 
notice that there was placeda Nayre by the kinges come 
maundement And if fo be that befoze they did not abide oꝛ 
loue vs, thep ten times woꝛſe loued vs after warde, ſo that 
tobenfocuer any of our men ſhould come a land, they recei⸗ 
ned the fame as an iniurie done onto them, ſpitting on the 
ground, ſaieng: Portingale, portingale. But our men which 
vnderſtode their meaning did laugh thereat, to the ende 
thereby they might fee howe little they did elkerme their 
doinges , foz fo the Captaine Generall commaunded them 
to doe. Nowe perceiuing that there was none that would 
buy of the Merchants, be ſuppoled the caufe to be foz that 
they lav in a place where there were no Perchaunts. 
And therfore luppoling that tf lo be that they were in Cali 
cut 
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eut, where other Merchants are, he ſhould fell the better, did 

therkoꝛe mnue p Ring of Calicut by a meffenger foz licenſe 

to fend the fame, which he gaue immediately, and comman⸗ 1 heirmer 
ped the Catuall to fee the fame bꝛought foꝛthwith, x to luch paid for 
as ſhould carrie them, to fé them paid at his oume coſtes by 5 king 
and charges, foꝛ that he would not that any thing ol p king him ſelle 
of Portingales, ſhuld be at any charges in his Country, and 

fo it was done: but foz all this the Captaine gencrali told 

neuer come moꝛe a lande, foꝛ that which the Catuall hadde 

done vnto him, and foz that Bontay bo which came to fé 
him manpe times, did gine him counfaile fo to doe, foꝛ that 

the Ring was moueable, and thereloꝛe it was pollible that 

the Pes would alter his minde, foz the great credite that 

they were of with him. But the Captaine general was ve⸗ 

ry warie, and becauſe that he was a Wane, he woulde not f 
much truſt him, neither pet woulde gine him account what Pontardo 
he was minded to doe: pet foz that he would lerme to haue not run. 
him in fome reputation that be thould bing him altwayes ed. 
newes of that which did palſe on choare, he departed with 

him both money and other rewards. 
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@ How the Captaine generall being defirous to re- 
tourne toward Portingale, ſent to demaunde ly- 
cenfe of the King to haue a Factor and a Scriue- 
ner, with ſuch Merchaunts as he thought good : 
& how the King cauſed the meſſenger with one 
other, that was found a ſhoare to be craried to 
priſon. Chap. 22. ole; 


he Perchaunts being bꝛought fo Calicut, 
he Captaine generall therewith gaue all 
his men licenſe to que and fe the Citie of 

„ Calycut, x fo bupe ther what they thought 
aad, ſo that there went out of each ſhippe 
2 cucry dap a man, and thoſe being returned, 
there went immediately others. And as thep went on this 
P. ij. oꝛder, 
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order, they were carried to the Wentiles boufes tober they 
had god chere, and alfo when occafion ferued might haue 
among them god lodging The like courteſie they did ree 
ceiue in Calicut, beſides they did repoꝛt vnto our men of all 
ſuch things as they had, and aller the ſelle fame manner, 
our men div beſtow amongſt them part of that they caried⸗ 
which were bꝛatelets of Bꝛaſſe t of Copper, Pewter, and 
apparell, which they carried to fell in Cahcut, oꝛ aye other 
place, where they might goe as quiet as in Liſhborne. 

From the lande there went abozd both Fither men ¢ Gene 

iles fo fell their Fiſh, Cocos and Hennes, which they gaus 
in trucke of bil ket and foz ready money. Others ther wer 
that went thether with their childꝛen, who carried nothing 
with them to (ell, but only their going was to fee our ſhips. 
The Captaine generall was very glad of their coming 
commanded fo giue them meate: this he did koz to increaſe 
the kriendſhip bet weene the Ring of Calicut them. After 
this oꝛder, the thips wer neuer without ſome, k thole v wer 
there, remained till fuch time that night dꝛew on, and then 
they were bid to goe their waye. After this ſoꝛt they ſpent 
their time till it was the r. day of Luguſt, the which was 
The ende the beginning of the ſealon wherin they might depart from 
of + vvin- the Coaſt of the India, and alfo foz that as then their win⸗ 
aie the fer did make an end. The Captaine general perceiuing the 
adias. quietnelſe of the people and Countrep, and the kamilparitie 
they bico with our men, and hom quietiy they went in Ca- 
licut, without receiuing either hurt of the Moores 02 of the 
Nayres, did credibly belæue that this came to paſſe, foꝛ that 
the Ring of Calycut Would haue peace and kriendſhip With 
the Bing his Matter, was the occafion that almoſt in thaw 
moneths that our men had trade in Caly cut they did reteiue 

no manner hurt, either of tge Mwꝛes 02 ol the Nayres. He | 
did therfoꝛe determine to eſtablich the Factoꝛie which was 
there, with all ſuch Merchandise as he had lelte at that pꝛe⸗ 
fent (although the leaſt parte thereof was lolde) foz that 
there was now layde a qua foundation oꝛ ground worzke, 
foz the next voyage when it chuld pleale che King his Par 
for 
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fier to ſende againe, and ik it might pleaſe God ko giue him 
life, that he might bꝛing him newes of this Difcouerte , fo 
that it ould not be needfull to make any new confent oꝛ az 
grement foz the Factoꝛie. And by the counſaile of his Cape 
taines and of the other Paincipalls of bis ſhips, he ſent vn⸗ 
to the Ring of Calicut a pꝛeſent, of {karfes of ſundzy cous 
lours, ot ſilkes, Coꝛalls and other things, which was carted 
vnto him by Diego Dias, deſiring the Ring to pardon him, 
foz that he was fo bold as to fend him that pꝛeſent, conſide⸗ 
dering he did the lame foz no other purpole, but onelpe to 
ſhew what ſeruitour he was of his, who is and will be al 
wapes at bis commandement, which was the occaſion that 
be ſent it, and not foz that he thought that things of fo final 
valew, were of ſufficient dignitie, foz to repꝛeſent a Ring 
withall of ſo great a power as he was. And if ſo be that he 
had in his cuſtodie, that which he might elteeme oꝛ think to 
be of a moꝛe woꝛthie price,be would ſende it with a belter 
god will. And foz that the time now dꝛew nutere p he deters 
mined to depar t, he oꝛdained foz the fame, and allo if fo bes 

that be did minde to feno any Emballadour fo the King his 
Maſter to confirme the amitie oꝛ friendſhip between them, 
be deſired him to commaund him to be in a readinelle, foz 
that he had a confidence that as touching that which he had 

agred vpon with his highnelle, as allo pꝛeluming on p gifts 
which he had receiued at his hands , phe might as he was 
deſirous, leaue in Calicut that actoꝛ with his Striuenoꝛ € 
the Merchandize which he had left, not onely foz a witnes ol 
a perpetuall peace & friendſhip ſetled ther with his highnes, 
but alſo foz a teſtimony of the truth of his Emballage, x ot 
that which d King his Paſter ſhuld feno heerafter, asfone 
as he had news of him, r alſo foz confirmatio of bis dicoue⸗ 
ry t to get fome credit in vort gale, he vid therkoꝛe fend to 
kiſſe his hands, requeſting him to ſend to p king his maſter 
one Bahar of cinamon, & another of cloues, ᷑ another of fone 
other ſpices, as fone as fato? did make any resp mony 
of his wares, he ſhuld pay foz p ſame, ſoꝛſomuch as at.y pres 
lent he had not wherewith to pape. Akter that Diego Dias 
had 
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had reteiued bis meflage, there paſt foure dayes afoze the 

Ring would conſent that he ſhould come in bis pꝛeſence, al⸗ 

though that he went euer day vnto his Pallaice. After that 

be had commanded him fo come into his pꝛeſence, he view⸗ 

ed how and after what fozt he came laden, and there vpon 

alked him with a krowning tountenance, what it was that 

he would haue: but Diego Dias at that time was afearde, 

that he would commaund him to be killed. But after that 

he had told him his meflage and would haue deliuered him 

the pꝛeſent, he would not fe it, but commaunded it to be de⸗ 

liuered to his Factoꝛ. The aunt were that be gaue touching 

the Captaine generall was, that ſince he would needes goe 

The kings his waye, he might fo doe: but firſt oꝛ that he doe depart, he 
send, mute giue him 600, Seraſynes, foꝛ fo it was the cuſtome of 
20 Dias. 8 Cduntrey. Diego Dias being returned with this pꝛeſent, 
E was accompanico by manye Nayres , which he feing » 
thought it to be for the belt: but as fone as be was come 

Diego Di- fo the Factoꝛie, they remained at the doze, and woulde not 
2s kept in conlent, that he 02 auy other ſhoulde come foꝛth . And after 
prifon, this pꝛoclamation was made in all the Citie, that vpon pain 
of death there ſhould goe abwꝛd our Flete no boate 02 Al- 

madias: but vet notwithſtanding all this Bontaybo went, 

and gaue warning ta the Captaine generall in ſecrete, not ta 

goe a lande, noꝛ confent that amy of his ſhould goe: foz that 

be knew foz moſt certaine by the Dares, that if fo he that 

he oꝛ they ſhoulde fo doe, the Ring would commaunde they 

heads to be ſtroken oft. And as touching all his faire woꝛds 

and quo entertainment, which he had chewed him vnto that 
pꝛelent, as alſo to giue him a boufe in the which his Were 

chandize might be layd, as allo the god entertainment that 

pur men had, was but meere dillimulation, and to the ende, 

he might haue taken him a lande with them, r fo haue coms 
maunded them all to be killed, which was to20ught by the 

indulkrie of the Moꝛes onely, which had made the Ring bes 

lerue, that they were theeues and went a rouing, and that 

he came not vnto his Barbour, but to ſteale ſuch Perchan⸗ 

pise as ſhould be bꝛought to the Citie, and allo to eſpie the 
Countrep. 
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Countrep, and after fo tome with a great Flate for fo ine 
nave the fame. In the ſelfe fame oder was the Captaine 
generall infouncd by two Malabars, which are Gentiles, be- 
ing therefore noto in a ſtudie what was beſt to be dene, hã⸗ 
Hing this aduertiſemelſt foz moſt certaine, as fone as it ras 
mat, there tame abœ:de the Generalls ſhip, a Gaue of the 
colour blacke, which was nafuralip boꝛne in Guynte, & bes 
longed tite Diego Diss aud alſo was a Chꝛiſtian, and had 
the Poꝛtingall tongue very well, who tolde him that Die- 
So Dias and Alvoro de Braga did remain in pꝛiſen, Chat 
aunſwere the Aing of Celycut had made to his meſſage, ? 
what he bad commaunded ko be done with his pꝛeſent ard 
alfa wat Dꝛoclamations there were made: Diego Dias, 
oꝛ that be thought god fo aiue dim knowledge of p Which 
bad paſt, had bꝛibed a Fiſher man to carrie this meũſenger, 
and chat in the night ſeaſon that be might not be kno wen. 
After that tze Captaine generall had beard all this, be teas 
much dirended thorewith : howbeit, for that her woulde te 
tie end ther co, would not depart, but did let pace that day, 
to fe whether that any v uld comte abo: him. Che nerte 
day Which was Dedneſdaper being the rbof duguſt, there „. 
came one only Pinnace 02 Amadia ato the Deneral in gers 
tds wech were fourd topes , Which bidught ine pꝛecious 
ſcones to ſell, and for that they came alter ſuch fort he toke 
them to be ſpies, and that their comming was To: nd other 
purpoſeè ditt to fir what they did: and by thts meanes her 
thought he might vnder ſtand in what reputation they were 
with the King This was fhe ottaſon the Captaine 
general did rectiue them with as god # tcountenaumte tas 
de did before, gung them nothing to vnderſtard v he kuew 
the wip ꝛildument of Die o Dias, and wold not thefefoze 
Rate hand vpon thofe, bent ‘pois ſuch as ſhoulde come “after: 
ward which as he thought Mould de of moze tredite) until 
ſucd time as he dad reeonered thoſe that wete impꝛiſoned 
Into fhofe allo he wꝛotꝭ a Letter by tdeſe Bepes, 
with lamed woꝛds, ſaieng that he did vnderſtaͤnde of they: 
impꝛiſonment:this was done in ſuch oder, that if fe be this 
Q. letter 
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jetter ſheuld haue tome to any other mens hands they couln 
not haue vnderſlod the fame, Thele Boves did deliuer vn⸗ 
to him this letter, who after ward told the king what great 
entertainment they had at the Captaine gencralls hands, 
Which made him to belceue that he knelne nothing of nthe 
imprisonment of his men, whercof he was very giad É did 
retourne and (end aboꝛd others, and thole that ſhoulde goa 
had warning giuen them nat to diſclole, that the: Jactour 
with the others did remaine pꝛiſoners. This was done by 
pollicie, fox that he made this reckoning to deteiue the Caps 
taine generall on this fort; untill ſuch time that he was a⸗ 
ple to lende a Flerte of wips vpon him, o til that the chips 
of Meca, ſyould come and take him. On this ſoꝛt went the 
Malabars aboꝛd, duto whom the Captaine generall made 
a god countenaunce, and commaunded them to be enter⸗ 
tained very Well: all this he did foꝛ v he fato none wozth 
the ſtaieng. On the Sunday next, there came fire principal 
Nala bars, with other fittcene which waited vpan them, in 
another Pinate. And foꝛ that the Captain general thought 
that faz thoſe the Bing would fend him bis Factoꝛ and his 
Seriuenour, he laid hands vpon them all, onely he lefte two 
Mariners in a pinate, by whom he ſent a letter to the kings 
Factors; weilten in the Malabars tongue, in the which he ven 
maunded faz the facto and bis Scriuenos, æ then he wold 
feno thaſe which he had ſtaid. The kings fados hauing peru⸗ 
ſed this letter, he enfoꝛmed d king of y which had palt, who 
comaunded the Factor 4 Striuenoz to be bꝛought home to: 
his houſe as pꝛiloners, that he might from thence ſend foz 
them, and to diſſemble therewith as though he knewe na⸗ 
thing of their impꝛilonment do canto them to he font from 
thence to the Captaine generall, ‘oe thahhe might ſend him 
thofe Malabars; which he had detained, Whole wines made 
exclamation foꝛ the impzilonment ol their hulbands And 
therefore the Bing was theuneꝛe willinger to fet dur men 
qt libertie, who afterinaro kemained a While in the kings 
Tactgzs haue. cn big ei a regi nt 
How the Captaine general ſeeing the delayes wer mada 
ata f OF 
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for that the Factor with the Scriuenor came not, did bring 


ing himſelf as though he wold depart. im⸗ 
i mediatly, ther wold thé fend them to him, 
did therkoꝛe on wedneldap, being the rritt, 
= of Auguſt commaand to wey his Anko,$ 
ing himlellr vnder laile And foz that the winde was 
tonttaty he was dꝛiuen to come to an Ankoꝛ foure leagues 
from Calicut viding in an open road, and there they remai⸗ 
ned till the next Saterdap, to lee whether they would lende 
their pꝛiloners. And perceining no likelihod thereo he went 
pet kurther intd the Sea lo far, that he ſcarcely conto de cry 
an land, 2 being at an Ankoz fo lack of winde, there cane 
thether a bont Wecertain Malabars, Which told p Captaine 
generall 5 tbeir comming was to ſceke him out, x to kel him 
B Diego Dias with bothers, wer in p kings pallaice, whom 
be minded to fond abard, which thing to be true they would Xermo de 
bind thetelues Pasip nert dap they Moulin be bꝛoughl. And ge the 
Htaule why they brought the not as then was foz that they ponin 4 
thought they ſhuld not overtake him. Now foꝛ p they ſawe gals from 
not p Malabars p the Generall kept as pꝛioners, thought p departing 
they were all dead. This craftie dealing was foz no other 
purpoſeʒ but to dally with p Captains. general; v to ſtap him 
with thole woꝛds that the King might in the meane tubito 
pꝛepare in Cahcut an armie of hips to (et spon him and to 
farry fos the ſhips ol Mecasto lopne with his Flerte. After 
this the Captaine generall commaunded thoſe of the towne, 
to gos their wap and not to retdurne without his men, oꝛ 
els their letters, faiz if lo be they did he would ſink them w 
his ozdinance. And alſo if immediately they did not returns 
with an anſwere, p then he would cut ot the heads of thoſe 
which he had taken , With this aunſwere, thoſe of the 
bh . Q. ij. towne 
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towne did departe, and immediatelye as fone as they bad 
winde, he made fale, and bearing along the Coaſt, came 
to Ankoꝛ at the Sunne fet ouer againſt Calycut 

be nert days our men deſcryed comming feauen Alma- 
dias, which tame abend the Captaine generalls ſhip, in the 
one whereot came Diego Dias and Aluoro de Braga; and 
in the others there came many others of the co untrev, how⸗ 
beit, there were none that durſt enter within their ſhips, 
but did put Diego Dias and Aluoro de Braga in his one 
boate which they had at their ſtearne, and after warde they 
themlelues fell further off, tarrieng foz the Captaine Gene⸗ 
ralis aunlwere. To whom Diego Dias ſain, That as fone 
as the Bing of Calicut knew that he was gone, he ſent foa 
him from his Factoꝛs houſe and che wed himſelle iopfull, as 
one that knew nothing of his impꝛilonment, and afked him 
what was the occaſion that the Captaine Generall toke 
thole men which be noth keep) as pꝛiloners, who after ward 
tolde him the.caule + wherevpon the King made aunlwere, 
that it was well done. He aſked him allo whether that bis 
Factoz bad demaunded at his hands any thing of gikt, ſpea⸗ 
king againſt his owne Factoꝛ which was thare pꝛeſent, foz 
that he knew wel inough v it was not long ago, ünce he cõ⸗ 
maunded one other to be killed, foꝛ taking certain bꝛibes ol 
Merchaunt ſtraungers. After all this, he willed him to tell 
the Captaine generall that he chould fend him p ſtone which 
be pꝛomiſed him to be fet in the Countrey, vpon the which 
there is a Croſſe and the ropall Armes of Portingale, und 
allo to know ol him whether he be content to leaue Diego 
Dias foz Jfactor in Calicut, and with the (ame be ſent him a 
letter foz the Ring of Portingale, which was confirmed 
and ſigned by the Bing, and witten by Diego Dias and 
with this Letter, he ſent Aluoro de Braga The Capa 
taine generall toke this Letter, which was wꝛitten in a 
certaine Leafe of a Palme Tree, vpon the which they doe 
ble. to wꝛite matters, that thall indure a long time, the efe 
fes whereof was this. se 80 11000 & expands ol 
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dife which they would put in his boate, and therefore ther 
willed him to being thethenithole Mala bars which he bad 
pꝛiloners, and that there they woulde fetch them. The 
Captaine Generall perceiuing that this was but a fetche, 
did will them ta goe their waye, foꝛ that be woulde haus 
none ok they: Merchaundiſe but thole Malabars to carrps 
to Portingale;as witneſſes of his diſcouerie. ctg 
And ik lo be that God of his diuine quoneio dae que 
him lple, h woulde very ſhostlx retourne to Calicut, and 
then they ſhoulde well knowe Whether that thoſe Chrittt, 
ans were theenes 02 not sas, the Pores hadde made. the 
king of Calycut belieueisaun, therefoze that was the. caule 
why be did them lo manifeſt wong, This being done 
her commaunded to hate of many peeces of Pzdinaunce, 
with the feare thereof they ranne theyꝛ wage. 
And ik (o bee that the kings ſchippes had bene in à ready⸗ 
nelle and a floate then had fent them againſt the, Caps 
tanie Genevall,but they 1were baled) bp foa-bpcante of the

Munger. Bolwbeit perteiuing that it lay nok in his power to 
do any moꝛe, he was therfoze contented onelp with the dil⸗ 
conery,and to batt Kno wne the Indiasje of their nauigati⸗ 
on What was commodidus fé the Colintrie/and to haue 
brought with him from thente examples ol the (pies, dꝛugs 
and precious ſtanes, as Ao of all other thinges that wers 
within the faite ritie And hauing there no moꝛe to doe he 
departed, carrteng with him thofe Malsbars Which he had 
taken, fo e to haus ſome agreement 
made with the Kind of Calicat at fhe returne of anpe other 
Iltet. The Thurkday after his departure being in calme a 
ſeague of from Calicutz khere cante towarde him to p num⸗⸗ 
ber ok lx. Tonys full of Souldiers, by the which the king of 
Calſcht thought to hand tante them⸗ Who lering them conta” 
ming tommenmbded his vꝛdingumte to be hol of ab chem, x 
that otfentinies, and il he had not done ſo they hond haus 
put him in grrate daunger tos that they followed bim 
an hödre and a halle. And by kealon ok a chowze ok 
raine which came vpon a ſodeine, the Captaine Generall 
was dꝛiuen a fen bord With all his Fhetese in the means | 
While the enimieg flende their Wape; and bearing hts 
courte towards My lincke in great talmes, @ that along the 
gdalt, thought cad ¢ conuenlent althdügh b King of Calicar 
had abuſed him funtzp wales, that ks the nerellitie p thole 
that chould keturne to Calicut, ould Bare of his kriendſhip 
and fauour to rettiue krom thence theyꝛ kadincz of Spices, 
tb vle as it were fome kriendſhip with theur Gnee that the 
king would be gladde thereof, in efpectatl: being exalted, 
did therefore write vnto him a letter in the Arabian 
tongue, 
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tongue, which was penned in that language by Bontaybo, 
in the which he did craue pardan foz the carrieng atwaye of 
thofe Malabars with him, which was done foz no other in⸗ 
tent then that they ſhoulde be as witneſſes of that the 
Which he had diltouered, as before her had ſent him w de. 
And for that he lefte no Fagozie in calycui (che Which be. 
was ſoꝛrie foꝛ) was fo2-feare Icalt that the Moes ſhoulde 
kill him, which was allo the occaſion that he was not ofs, 
ten times a land. Pet foz all that he did not leaue, but 
Woulde ba alwapes at his commaundement, fince that 
the king his Maiſler would be gladde of his kriend ſhippe ,. 
and alio-fazth with, waulde lende him in bis Frete, 
greate abundaunce of all ſuch merchaundiſe as he Doth: Dez: 
maund foꝛ, by the trade that from hence forth her ſhoulde 
haue with the Portingales in his Citic, would redound vn 
to him great profit. This letter was deliuered vnto one ck 
the Malabars fo tarrp the ſame a land to the place where it 
was tömàded to be deliuered And after ward be kne lu p the 
fame was deliuered to p king of Cal cut. Then p Captaine 
general going foz ward in his courſe , that along the coalt, 
on the nert Thurſday alter, he fell amongſt certeine rocks, 
with all his Alete, and from one af them that was inha⸗ 
bited there tame forth (unary, Winnares with men, within 
the ſame to fell. them fich zand other vidualls, The Caps, 
taine Generall did receiue them verx curteculy, tho conta, 
maunded to giue them both ſhirts and other things, of the 
which they were berpe gladde, where vpon he foke occaſton 
to athe them whether they woulde be content that there 
ſhoulde be erected a marke with a croſte in the fame, Wilh 
the royall armes of Lortingale,tn token that the.Portingals. 
are thepꝛ kriends ; And they aunſwered that thep were con⸗ 
tented, and thereby they well knew that we were chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans, and ſo was the marke placed, and fince that time it is 
called El Padron de Sancta Maria ob tothis dap by the 
foꝛeſaid name the rocke is called. rom hente as fone as, 
the night dꝛew on and that the winde began to blow ok the 
ſhoare, the Captaine Generall made ſaile, and keeping al⸗ 
tates 
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wapes along the coaſte on the Thurldaie aller, being che 
19, of September her fell with a godlp high lande, and 
harde to the fame there tape fire little Jlandes, and there 
he came to an Ankoꝛ, and going a lande to take in waler 
did there finde a young man, woch did demaund, concer⸗ 
ning the Captaine Generall, whether he were a Swe 024 
Chziſtian, they aunfwered him that be was a chpittian, 
This he did as it was thought with feare, leatt that they 
ſhould haue killed him, fozſomuch as in that place there 
were no chꝛiſtians. This poung man did carrie our men 
within a certeine riuer, x ſhewed them moſt excellent trac. 
ter the which illued out betweene certeine rocks, and for hig 
paines thep gaue him a red night cap. The next moꝛning 
following there came from the land foure others in a [mall 
boate a bod the Captaine Generall, which brought with 
them to fell many gourds and Colocombers and they wer 
demaunded by the Generall whether there were in that 
Countrie any Cinamon oꝛ Pepper. They aunfwered that 
there was nothing but Cinamon, and faz that he Was deft: 
rous to fe the ſame, he ſent with them two of his men, the Cinamon 
which at their return bꝛought W them tivo greene boughs grovving. 
of certeine trers which they doe take to be the ſame, repoꝛ⸗ | 
ting that thereof, there was a great groue, holobeit the fame 
was wilde. And at their retourne there tame with them 
moe then 20. or that Countrie men, which bꝛought to fell 
bers, gourds, & Colves milke. Alſo they requeſted the Cape 
taine Generall to fend with them certeine of his men, foz 
that ſhoꝛtly after,thep ſhould retourne with greate fore of 
dꝛie Cinamon, Mogges, and Hennes, but foz all their great 
offers, he would let none of his men goe, foz that her fea⸗ 
rod leatt the fame was ſome treaſon. The next dave after 
wefoze dinner, our men going a lande fo cut wode ſome⸗ 
what farre of, from the place where they were, fell on a 
ſoddeine bppon two Boates, the which lape harde by the 
ſhoare fide, RE 
The Captaine Generall woulde not immediatlpe pꝛo⸗ 
cure ta knowe what they were, till it was after Dinner, 
K. foz 
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tos then be thonght to know the fame, And being in a re⸗ 
dinelſe to depart, did firſt tommaund one of his Parriners 
to gu bp to the top, to fe whether that he could dilery anx 
other vellels a {ca boꝛd 02 not, who being there tolde him 
that he had fight of eight great ſhips which wer incalmed, 
With this newes he left his going to fe the others, € put 
himſelfe in a readineſſe, the winde was in {uch loꝛt that it 
might ſerue them both, e as they came within two leagues 
of our Fleete, the Captaine Generall made toward them. 
The enimies perceiuing that, did immediatlp flye toward 
the ſhoare And they bearing after this ſoꝛte, was bꝛoken 
the Kudder of one of the ſame, by reaſon Whereok thole 
that were within the ſhip were foꝛced to go in their boats 
toward the lande. Nicholas Coello who was next to this 
ſhip, went immediatly and lapde the fame aboꝛd, thinking 
inderde to finde in it fome greate ſtoꝛe of riches, hotwbeit 
there was nothing els but Cocos and Melaſus, which is a 
certeine kinde of Sugar made of Palmes oꝛ Date trees. 
Allo be founds therein manpe bowes, arrowes, ſwoꝛzdes, 
ſpeares and targats, and the other ſeauen ranne themſelues 
a ground, and foz that our men could not come nerre vnto 
them with their ſhips, they followed them in their boats, 
and from thence did beate them with their oꝛdinaunce, fo 
that their enimpes were dꝛiuen to leaue their ſhippes, and 
being vet the next dap at an Ankoꝛ, there came vnto him 
ſeauen men ok the country in an Almadlas, who tolde him 
that thofe eight ſhips were of Calicut , the which the king 
had ſent foz to take him, as by thole that fled away then 
vnderſtod, g 


How the Captaine Generall went to Anfandina to take 
in water, & alfo how he toke there à Moore © 
prifoner , which was ſeruant to the Lord of 
the Iland of Goa called Sabayo,the which was 
taken fora ſpie. cap.25. 
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ter that the Captaine General 
was thus infoꝛmed, he would tarrie 
there no longer, but immediatipe 
ame fo an Anko2 at the Jlande 
Hol Anfandina, the which Was dis 
€& aunt from thence as it were 
two Gunne ſhotte, where it was 
—dtolde him , there was excellent 
r. This Iland is but little, and but a league 
of from the firme land. There are in the fame many wars, 
and allo two conduit heads, made of free one of excellent 
werte water, the which are ſpꝛings and do rife ther, wher⸗ 
ol one is fire fte pepe. Alo in the fea about the layde zs 
land is great foge of ſiſh. Befoꝛe that the Dares did ble 
to fraficke to the Indias, the fame was inhabited by Gen⸗ 
tiles, in the which there were godly buildings, in eſpeciall Anſidina 
their Pagodes was a gwdly thing. And after that the Paes . 
which came from the red lea began to faile that wap, they Pate tie 
refozted thether alwapes to take in their water and ivoo, 
and did fo abuſe the inhabitants that they could not wel as 
bide the ſame, ſo that they left their dwellings ther, but bes 
fore their going awap, they plucked do lone almoſt all their 
Pagods, fo that they left nothing fanving but the verpe 
Chappell, the Ipke they did to all other their buildings, yet 
foz all that theſe Gentiles that wer of the firme land, Which 
belong to the king of Narſingas, had to this Pagode fuch 
denotion that from thence they would goe ſundꝛy times to 
make in the fame their pꝛaiers onto thee black ſtones that 
were lieng in the middeſt of the ſaid Chappell, 

The IJland is called Anfandina which in the Mala- 
bars language is called the fiue Jlandes, foz that rounde 
about the lame there lye the other foure . The Caps 
taine Cenerall hauing come to an Ankoz, ſent Ni- 
cholas Coello with his companye to diſcouer the ſame, 
who founde it according as afoꝛe is declared , and a 
godlpe place oz grounde, where they might newe 

Ni. graue 
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graue their ſhips. And foz that the Captaine Generall had 
a great courſe to run, and alſo foz that he knew not when 
to finde lo conuenient a place, he conſulted with the other 
Captaines to bꝛing their ſhippes there a ground. The irl 
{tip that they bꝛonght there a grounde, was the Sbippe 
the Which they called Berrio, And Whileſt they were thus 
otcupyed, there came many people to fell them victualls. 
At which time there came two finall Weickentines that 
hadde ont they: Standerds, and Flagges in the toppes of 
theyꝛ Maſtes, and within them theyꝛ Trumpettes and 
Dꝛummes, wherevppon they came plapeng, at thep2 pleas 
ſure. In thele Bꝛickentines there came manpe men, and 
they all at the Dare, and along the thoare five there Were 
other fine which came to ſuccour them tf they ſhoulde haue 
anpe neede . 

The Captaine Cenerall after that he hadde fight of 
them, had warning giuen him by the Malabars to bewart 
of them, foꝛ that they were rouers, and vnder a couloure 
of peace, did robbe all that they coulde fake. And after 
that her was entered into his thippe, be perceined that pá 

night haue taken them if fo ber that bee woulde haue cons 
ſented to lette them to come aboꝛde him, but hee woulde 
not agree to the lame. And thereloꝛe as fone as thep came 
within Gunme ſhotte, commaunded all theyꝛ Oꝛdinaunce 
to be hot at them from thole tivo ſhippes that were a 
floate. They tearing this ſhotte, gaue cut a lowde voice 
crieng, Tambarane, Tambarane, foz ſo then dos call God, 
and with this often ſhoting they dedde theyꝛ way. 
Nicholas Coello being as then in bis Boate, went afe 
fer them alwapes ſhoting his Oꝛdinaunce, tubo purſued 
them fo farre that the Captaine Generall was dꝛiuen ta 
put vp his flagge foz a ſigne he ſhoulde retourne, and fo he 
did. 


The next vape after the Captaine Generall with all 

his men beeing a land, woꝛking vpon the ſhip called Berrio 5 
here came in two litie Paraos to the number of twelue men 
of the Countrie, the tobich in their apparel ſeemed to a of 
gine 
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tome tountenaunte, who bꝛaught foz a pꝛeſent a bundell of Sugar 
Sugar Canes, and immediately as fone as they had deliue⸗ Cass 
red the fame, they alten licente to goe abwꝛd and to fe the Fe" 
(hips, for that they neuer fate any before. The Captaine ge⸗ : 
merall was greatly offended with this their requeſt, foz by 
that he feared leaſt that they were ſpies: and whileſt they 
were in this talke, there came thether other two Paraos, 
with as many moꝛe men. Whole that came firſt, ſering that 
the Captaine generall was ſome what growen in cholar, did 
will thofe that came after ward, not to come a lande but to 
returne againe. The hip Berrio being made in a redinelle, 
t after ward that the Generalls ſhip was brought a ground 
to be new rigged, and hauing a lande about hir, all the other 
Captaines, there came a man in a little Parao, who famed 
to be of the age of foꝛtie peares, and not of that Countrey, 
foz that he had vpon him a Sabaco of fine Cotten, which 
reached do wne to his heeles, and about his head a tocke 02 
towell, which allo couered part of his face, and at his gy 
della Fawchin 02 Skeyne. And alſwne as he leapt a lande, 
he went immediately to imbꝛate the Captaine generall as 
one that bad ſeene him oꝛ knowen him befoze,and after the 
felfe fame fort he vled the other Captaines, telling them that 
he was a Chziſtian, and bozne in Italy, and that her tuas 
brought into that Countrey ok a childe, and that bis dwel⸗ 
ling was with a Poble man that was a Poze, talled Sa- 
bayo the which was Loꝛd of a certaine Jland called Goa, 
lieng about twelue leagues from thence / and had fozty thou⸗ 
(and hoꝛſemen within the fapd Iland. And foz that bis ha⸗ 
hitation was amongſt the Pores, he obferucd their lawe, 
howbeit it was but foz an outward thew, but inwardly in 
bis foule be was a Chꝛiſtian: and being in Sabayos boule 
it was tolde him, that there was come by Sea to Calycut 
tertaine men in ſhips, thereof there was neuer feene p like 
in the Indias, and that there were none that vnderſtode 
their language, and allo that their bodies were conered ouer 
with cloathes . And When he had vnderſtanding of the 
fame, be immediatelpe iudged them to be Frangnes , fo2 fo 
K. iij. they 
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they do call thofe that are Chꝛiſtians in that Countrep,and 
foz that he was delirous to fe them, had therefoꝛe aſked Ape 
cenfe of Sabayo, ſaieng that ik fo be that be woulde not giue 
him licenſe to goe and ſee them, that be knewe verxe well 
that he ſhould dye with very thought and anger: by reaſon 
whereol be gaue him licenſe, by whome be fent them 
woꝛd, that tf fo be that there were in his Countrey anye 
thing v they had neede ok, they ſhuld haue the ſame, in eſpe⸗ 
cial (bippes and victualles. And moꝛeouer, tf they woulde 
come and dwell in his Countrey; he would be very gladde 
thereof, and would giue both them and theirs lutficient lye 
uing, with the which they ſhould liue berp honourably. 
After that he had ended thus his talke, the Captaine ger 
nerall aſ ked him perticularly foz the Countrep of sabayo, 
and other things: Wlberebppon he requeſted of the Cap⸗ 
taine generall a cheœſe foz to ſende lo a companion of his, 
which remained in the firme Lande, for that it was agrerd 
betwerne them, that if lo be that he were well entertained, 
that he woulde lende vnto him a token in ſigne thereof; 
This kinde of dealing made the Captaine generall ſuſpect 
him, notwithſtanding, he commaunded a cheele to be gts 
uen him, and alſo two newe loaues, the which he fent to 
his companion as afozefaie , and he remained alipayes 
talking with the Captaine Generall: His talke was fo 
much, that fome times her diſcouered bimfelfe to ber a 


ſpre. 
Paulo de la Gama, which noted the lame, alked of 
‘cerfaine countrep men what hee was, and they vp and 
tolde him, that he was a Rouer, and that he had laide as 
bode other Shippes, which had bene there brought a 
grounde before that time. The Captaine Generall being 
thereof inkoꝛmed, commaunded him to be carried abwꝛde 
his ſhippe, which was then a grounde, and there be coms 
maunded him to ber well whipped to confeſſe, whether 
that all oꝛ anpe parte of the fame was true that her had 
tolde him, and alſo what he meant by bis comming thee 
ther, and whether he were a Poze 02 à Chzillian, wha 
aun⸗ 
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duntiberes that he was a Chꝛiſttan as he had fain before, al 
the tefl he denied, é therekoꝛe the Oencral fought one other 
moꝛs Crucll toꝛment then Whipping, which was by hanging 
dt him vp by his members by a pullev, to hoiſt him vp and 
done: and by the great paine toby he ſuflered there, he 
requeſted to be let do wne, foz that as then he would teil 
him the truth: and being come downe, he declared that her A notable 
Was à (pie, and was fent thether , to diſcouer how manpe en 
men the Captaine generall had, and what weapons, fofos“ asa 
much as he was ill beloued along all that Coaſt, betauſe 
he was a Chꝛiſtian. And that there were manyz Atalayas a kinde 
5 Foyſts placed. in euery Baye oꝛ Bricke to {ef vnon him: of boates 
hoiwbeit they durſt not vntill luch time as there came the⸗ ſo called 
ther other koꝛtie great Uellells, which were a making in a 
readineſle foz to iopne with thole that are armed, and foto 
{et vpon him, and to take him: and therekoꝛe in the mrane 
{pace he was ſent to knowe what he ſayd she aflirmed al⸗ 
(o; that he knewe not certainelpe, when thole foꝛtie faple. 
woulde come, This much he declared after that he had re⸗ 
teiued thꝛie oz foure fozments all the reit they vnderſtod 
by coniectures; oꝛſomuch as he did not perticularlye declare 
the ſame. pista od Mea Fans 
The Captaine general ſceing that he would declare no 
moꝛe ; was contented with the aduitce he had giuen him, 
and commaunded him to pꝛilon vnder the batches ; foz fo 
carrie with him vnto Portingale: alſo to be cured verye 
well, and to giue him ſome rekreſhing of bidualics. Afters: 
ward be tolde him that he did not minde fo keepe him pꝛi⸗ 
foner to haue him as his Captiue, but to carte him ento the 
Ring his Palter, to the ende he might tell him fone nelbes 
o of the Indias; Rndwing verve well that he would rewarde 
hint, Noto the Capfaint generall hauing Knowledge ok the 
tommingiot his enimies would therefore farrie no longer 
then Whileſt his ſhip was neto dꝛelling, the which was done 
in ten dayes. 
At this inftaunt the Captaine generall was offered foz 
the thippe) the which chippe he had taken of the eight, that 
did 
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did ſet vpon him a fhoufand Fandns, but he old nok fake it, 
ſaieng that be wold not fell any thing p was bis enimies, 
but commaunded the fame to be burnt. The Captaine Gee 
neralls (hip being ready and the water being taken in, bee 
immediately departedrypon the fifth daye of October, and go⸗ 

ing a Sea boꝛd, about a two hundꝛed leagues from that A⸗ 
land, then the Maze which he carted. with him as pꝛiſoner, 
fing there was no other remedie, ſaid, that now be would 
tell him the truth how that indeede he did dwell with the 
Sabayo, to tubam wozd was bꝛought that the Captain ge⸗ 
nerall went wandꝛing vpon the Deas, as one that knewe 
not where he was, and therefore there was in preparing a 
great sete foz to take him. The Sabayo hauing notice 
thereok, commaunded him to goe thether to viũte him, and 

to marke how they went, and alſo tof whether that hes 
could bꝛing them to Goa, which if fo be that he conto being 

to paſſe, he would as then tape hand vpon them, foz that the 
fame went that they were valpaunt, and ſo meant to Bápe 
them to make warres ageinſt other Rings his next neigh⸗ 
bouts, Theſe newes the Captaine Generall was glad ko 
henre of, and gaue him krom thencefozth better entertain. 
ment, x allowed him both apparell and alfo money, & alters 
ward he was made a Chziſtian, to whom he gaue foz name 
AMoore Gaſpar, in bondur of one af the the Rings, called Magus 
shriftened Of that name, and foz that the Captaine generall was bis 
God father, he gaue him the title of his ſurname, and ſo euer 
after he was called Gaſpar de la Gamas. 3 enn lions 
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Ollowing from hence his courle 
& towards Mylynde, whether her 
woas minded to returne fo take in 
there an Embalſadour, he went 
al wapes in cruell ſtoꝛmes, which 
the Captaine generall continuaily 
indured, vntil ſuch time he had ere 
Os fred the goulfe, x hauing altvapes 
N the winde right againſt him „it 
Was the occaſion that the ſhippes 
made but (mall wap, and therefore it was the longer time 
befoze he entered the gulfe. But ter that he was entered 
within the ſame, he was again troubled with great calmes, 
which on the Sea is very troublelome, not only for the go⸗ 
nerning of their ſhips, but allo with the heat, which is moꝛe 
hurtfull vpon the ſea, then vpon the land, foꝛ that ther is no 
roucritig to defend the Sunne, whereon with the fame one Men fit. 
ly men are ſtiffeled vp, as hath bone Fere in the vopage to⸗ Jeg vrich 
ward theIndias, And as J lap the winde hating courſing the Sunne 
thus with the heates, the pace of many dapes together, did onely. 
after ward returne and bꝛeake vp in contrary windes to go 
fo ward, and very qui to gor back ward. But the Captaine 
generall being loath to go backward, wold yet rather tarte 
ther tober he was, as indeed he did. And when he perteiued 
that the winde was fo great and the Seas went fo high, 
that there was no tarrieng foz him with his ſhippes, then 
was he dꝛiuen of foꝛce to keepe the Seas, ſometime on this 
boꝛd, and ſometime that, ſo that both he and his men pal⸗ 
fed great troubles, by reaſon they all had inough to dee to 
gouerne their ſhips. And hoping that after fo great formes 
there would come faire weather, were dꝛiuen once moꝛe fo 
pray foz thoſe great calmes which they had before, And 
when they ſawe that this weather was like to endure maz 
ny dayes, and that their water beganne to faple them, was 
the occafion that the Captaine Generall commaunded the 
fame to be deliuered by oꝛder. 


And 
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Aid going in this mecemitic,ano alfo with fowle weather, 
the people began to fall ſicke with a diſeaſe in their gums, 
as they did in the riuer, De buenas Sennalcs, when as they 
went to Galicut,¢ alfo their armes and legs did ( well, bes 
fives other ſwellings which did rife in their bodyes, by reas 
fon of a peſtilent ſtinking humour, which did café them into 
a lacke, and of this new infirmitic, there dyed to the num⸗ 
ber ok thirtie perlons. And after that they began once to die, 
and had continued this kinde of weather vppon the Seas, 
ther aroſe ſuch a feare amongſt thoſe that did remain aliue, 
that they fared in the ſame, as it were men amazed, and be⸗ 
Lecucd verely that they ſhould neuer goe from thence, foz 
that as they thought this kinde of weather was alwayes 
durable there, and that the fame was the cauſe that it indu⸗ 
red ſo long. The Paſters and Pilots of the Flerte were of 
the lyke opinion, which made the reſt beleeue it the foner , 
that by this meanes the crye of all thole that were there, as 
well ok them that were ſicke as of the other, was great, 
laieng that ſince the weather would not ferue them to goe 
from thence, pet they requeſted him not to be an occaſion 
of their death, but rather confent to retourne tinto Calycut, 
oꝛ els to fome other place in the Indias, and being ther, to 
recetue what God ſhuld appoint them, rather then to dye in 
thofe ſeas ok lo terrible diſeaſes, for which ther was no like 
lihode of any remedie, in eſpeciall hauing lacke of all other 
things, as of victuals and water, which as then they began 
to want, by reafon that by their long continuaunce in the 
faid place was all ſpent. The Captaine generall fering the 
great feare that his men were in, and foꝛ to animate them 
the moze,fapd vnto them all on this ſoꝛte, requeſting them 
to be content, and not to beleeue that ſuch weather as was 
there courſed by them on that forte, was alwapes lyke to 
continue, foz if fo bee that it were fo, then there woulde 
be no Pauigation from the Goulph to the Strayghtes of 
Meca, noz to Mylynde, noz vet from anpe other plate, 
by the which they ſhoulde paſſe: And that it was not vn⸗ 
pollible, but that they might ſomewhat digreſſe from 

their 
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their right courſe, and therefoꝛe they met with thole calmes 
and windes which they indured, pet thoſe he fatde ſhould 
haue an ende, and with the fame, their troubles will lpke⸗ 
wiſe ende. 

But foz all this, the Marriners Woulde not beléue: 
him, foꝛ that in this trouble they had continued fours mo⸗ 
nethes, and alſo that there were dead of thepz kellowes „ 
thirtie perſons: fo that there were fo felwe of them remap⸗ 
ning, that there was not to euerp ſhip firtene perſons left wolull 
to gouerne the lame: and of them there were fome; that Bote 
were verpe ſicke of the diſeaſe aboue ſapyde. y this 
meanes they fell into ſuch a deſperation, by reaſon that 
they thought they ſhoulde goe no further, and as they doe 
aftirme, that Paulo de la Gama, and Nicholas Coello, bres 
ing both of them Captaines made agrœment each of them 
in theyꝛ Shippes to the other, that tf fo be that there 
woulde come anpe Minde, ‘by the which they might 
refourne into the Indias, that then they woulde lurelxe 
doe fo, 

Being thus determined, vppon a ſodapne there 
tame a freſh gale of Minde, with the which the Flerte 
might goe foꝛwarde, and with the fame in ſixteene dapes 
they came within ſight ol lande, being on a Medneldap 
the ſeconde of Febꝛuarpe: at the which the Parriners re⸗ 
iopced in ſuch ſoꝛt that by meanes of the lame, they had 
foꝛgotten theyz troubles and daungers that they were 
pall, and gaue onto God great thankes foz all his gra- 
cious beneſiłes. iia 

And bohen that they, hadde light of the Lande; they 
founde themſelues fo nere onto it, that the Captaine ge⸗ 
nerall gaue commaundement to call about into the Sea, 
id much as might bee thought ſufficient foz to ſtape vntill 
the mozning , the which being come, they went foꝛth⸗ 
with foz to reknowledge the Lande, and foꝛ to fee where 
they were, koꝛ that as now there was none that knewe 

the fame ; although that one ol the oꝛes ſapde, that 
thep bade then taken theyz Courſe direclpe towardes 
tk Mon- 
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Monſanbique, which ſtandeth betivene certaine Zlandes, 
ſtanding cuer againſt them, thꝛer hundꝛed leagues of the 
ſhoꝛe, whereas the people of the fame Countrep are conti⸗ 
ually ſicke of the fame dileaſe, that our men were. The 
moꝛning being come he went fo reknowledge the land, and 
came before a godly great Citie, which was walled round 
about and within the lame, very faire and high houſes, and 
in the midſt of the fame there was a great Pallaice, which 
ſtod very high, and famed to be ok a godly building, all this 
they law very well out of their hips . This Citie is called 
aus Beige Magadoxo, which ſtandeth at the ende of the faid goulfe in 
of Maca the Coaſt of Act hiopia, à hundꝛed & thirtene leagues from 
doo. Mylynde, the ſcituation whereok J ſhall declare hereafter. 
And foz that the Captaine generall knew the fame to be a 
Citie of Bares, when as hr went along the Coal, 
hee commaunded fo (hate of manye perces of Ozdi⸗ 
naunce, and allo koz that he coulde not tell how farre her 
was from Mylynde, from thence foꝛward he Fapeo in the 
night, becanfe he would not pale the fame, Foꝛthwith, on 
Saturday being the fifth of Febꝛuarie, lieng ouer againſt a 
village of the Moꝛes, which they call Pate, being a hundꝛed 
and thee leagues from Magado xo, there came from thence 
eight Terradas which is a certaine kinde of Boates of that 
Countrep: being all full of Souldidurs „ and made they 
wape ſtraight to warde dur Fleerte, from whence we ſhot fo 
many pecés of Oꝛzdinaunce, that they thought themlelues 
happy to haue eſcaped by running awape. Howbeit our men 
did not followe them foz lacke of winde. The'nert Pun⸗ 
dave fallo wing, the Generall art iued at Mylynde, and bez 
ing there, the lung ſent to viſite the Captaine General’ 
with lundꝛpe frech victualls, lending him word alſo, boto” 
glad her was of his comming + The Generall aunfwered 
him againe, by Fernan Martinés ; by Whome hee Tent 
him a Pꝛeſent: and for betauſe of thofe that were ſicke, 
whome hee was deſtrous to haue curede, her tarryed 
there fine dayes, in the Which time, there died ok them 
many, HOD Svea ' 
At 
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At this pꝛeſent bythe kings licenſe, he cauſed to be fet a 
land a marke, in token of friendſhip. And alter that he had 
pꝛouided himſelle of vickuals, he departed on a wednelday 
in the mooning, being the rvii. or Febꝛuarie, with an Cine 
baſladour whome the king did ſende, to the king of Por- 
tingale,foz a perpetuall confirmation of friendſhippe bes 
tweene them. 


Of che death of the Captaine Generalls brother, 
and of the burning of one of the ſhips called 
Saint Raphael; & alſo how he arriued in Por- 
tingale, and of the honour the king gaue him at 
their meeting. cap. 27. 


A not men inough to gouerne the whole 
«| Stlete, he thought god and that by the ad⸗ 
<A = uiſe of the other Captaines, fo burne one 
A ES of thoſe ſhippes, and that the fame ſhould 
be Saint Raphael, which they determi⸗ 
ather, foꝛſomuch as the fame was al open, 
and they had not bꝛought him a grounde as they did the 
others, and alſo determined to burne the ſame vppon the 
ſhoels of Saint Raphael, onto which place they came on The Ra- 
the Sunday following, where (What foz taking in of her N 
furniture, as alfo foz burning the ſame) he (pent fine dates, burned. 
and during that time krom a village the which is called 
Tangata, there were bought fo fell many bens. This bees. 
ing done the Captaine Generall departed, hauing with him 
in his ſhippe his bꝛother called Paulo de la Gama, and on 
the. xx. ol Febʒuarie be found himſelle with onely Nicho- 
“tas Coello in the Bland of Zenziber, which ſtandeth in the Tue lle 
altitude ot fire degr tes, lieng but ten leagues from the firme of Zenzi- 
land. This Iland is berye greate with the other two that ber. 
ſtandeth neere vnto it, whereof the one is called Pemba, 
and the other Mofya, and are verpe fertill, and haue in 
them great ſtoꝛe of bicualls. Their groues are of Oꝛenge 
D. ili. tres, 
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tries, which bꝛingeth forth godly Oꝛenges. They are in⸗ 
habited by Mares, which are but a weake kinde of people, 
and they haue but mall ſtoꝛe ok weapons, howbeit they 
goe very well apparelled, in ſilke and fine cloath made of 
Cotten, the which they doe buye in Mombaſſa, of Mer⸗ 
chants of Cambayo , The women haue (foge of ie wells 
of golde from Sofala, and of filuer from the land of Saint 
Larence, They are merchants + their trade is in the firme 
land, and thether they do carry victuals to fell in litle boats. 
Cach of thele Jlands hath a king of himlelfe, the which ale 
fo doe obferue Mahomets latue as all the reſt of the ſub⸗ 
iectes doe. 

As fone as the king of Zenziber hearde that the 
Captaine Generall was there arriued, he ſent to viſit him 
and ſent him great pꝛeſents of the fruits of the country, re⸗ 
queſting him of his kriendſhip, to the which he agreed, Af 
ter all this be Departed on the firſt of March, and came to 
an Anko, before the Jlands of Saint George in Monſan- 
bique, and the next day after he ſent a marke to be erected 
within that Jlande, where at his going thether he heard 
Malle, x without any conuerſation with thofe of Monfan- 
bique he departed . And on the third of March he came to 
the Jland of Saint Blaſe, where be ſtayed to take in his 
water, and to victuall himſelfe of Sea woulles, and of So- 
litarius, which they falteo to eate whileſt they were on the 
ſea, and foz the fame they gaue God great thanks. After that 
they were departed from thence (being once before putte 
back with weſterly winds) which blow right againſt them, 
God of his godnes ſent them ſo pꝛoſperous a winde, that 
on the twentith ok Match, they hadde doubled the 
Cape of Buena Efperansa with great pleaſure, foꝛſomuch 
as all thofe that tame fhetber were all in health and verie N 
ſtrong, and as they thought were all in god liking to ar⸗ 
riue at Lifhborne, 

And finding bere a colde Minde which endured well 
twentye dayes , did fet them ina god fortvardnefle tos 
warde the Jlande of santiago, which by thep2 Sea cardes 
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was bythe Pilots we known not fo bee at the vttermoſt 
a hundꝛed leagues from thence . Some there were that 
thought themſelues to bee with the lame, but it was not 
ſo. : 
ere that godly and fapꝛe winde did faile them, and 
foꝛſomuch as the Captaine Generall would nerdes knowe 
where that be was, (foz that hee coulde not tell) by reaſon 
there fell certeine ſhowzrs which came from the lande⸗ 
warde, he commaunded to make as much wape as they 
coulde poſſible. And going after this forte, on Thurldaye 
being the xrv. of Apzill, he commaunded the Pilot to let 
fall his Plomuuet, who founde that they were in xxv. fas 
thome. 

Pet in all that daye, failing and keeping the ſelfe 
fame courfe , the leall water that they came to, was at 
xx. fathome, and therefoꝛe the Pilottes iudged themſelues 
to bee vppon the ſhoels Del zio Grands. All the reſt of 
this vo page perticularlype what aduentures the Captaine 
Generall did palle, vntill ſuch time as he came to the J⸗ 
lande of Santiago, J coulde not come to the knowledge 
thereol, but only boty that as they went neere to the fame, 
Nicholas Coello fo carry the king newes of this diſcoue⸗ 
rie, did on a certeine night a parte himſelfe from the Caps 
faine Generall, and followed bis courſe vnto Portingale, 
where hie arriucd at a place called Cafcais on the r. of Ju⸗ 
lp, in the peare of our Woe God. 1499. who infoꝛmed 
the king of all that the Captaine Generall hadde pat in 
the dilcouery of the Indias, and of the commodptpes that 
he had bꝛought with him from thence, OF whole diſcouerp 
the king was fo gladde to heare ok, and that they might 
trade into the Indias by fea, as when he was pꝛoclaimed 

“King of the kingdomes ol Portingale. ob after that the 
Captaine Generall founde miſſing Nicholas Coello he 
went koꝛwarde on his courſe towarde the Jlande of San- 
tiago , foz becaufe his Bꝛother was berye ſicke of a 
Eyfllicke, and alſo foz that his Shippe made but {mall 
wape, foz that the was all open , and therefore her 
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did kraight there a Caruell which he found there fo2 to car 
rye him to Portingale before that he ſhould dye, Who lett 
there John de Sala foz Captaine of his ſhip as 3 fayd be⸗ 
koꝛe, who as fone as the ſhip was new rigged, had charge 
ta being the fame to Portingale, from the which place the 
Generall departed, with his bother in the Caruell, whole 
inätrmitie did daylp intreale, in luch fort that the Captaine 
Generall was dꝛiuen to beare with the Jland ok the Fer- 
ceras, And beeing there aͤrriued, cammaunded that his bꝛo⸗ 
ther might be bꝛought a lande, where he was fo cruellpe 
handled with his diſeaſe that be dyed thereok, who at his 
end ſhewed himſelfe to be a god and perfect chꝛiſtian, and 
a very honeſt Gentleman, After that he was dead and bu⸗ 
ried, the Captaine Generall departed toward portingale, 
who came to Belen in the moneth of September, in the 
ſelke lame pere. 1499. being two pere € two moneths paſt 
after his departure frd Lifhborne, with 108. men é of them 
came backe but fiktie aliue, which confinering theyꝛ great 
trauaile and trouble that they had paſt, was berpe much 
After that the Captaine Generall had giuen God greate 
thanks foz that he had efcaped fo many great daungers, he 
font woꝛd of his arriuall onto the king of portingale, Who 
fo2 the great pleaſure that he receiued of his comming fent 
Don Diego de la Silua de Menefis, Lod of pottugalete, 
with many other Gentlemen to receine him as they did, x 
bꝛought him vnto p court Wan exceeding great number ol 
people, that came thether to fe ſo new & rare a matter, as 
that was of p Captaine General, not onely foz that hee had 
done, but allo for that they toke him foz dead: being come 
to the kings pꝛeſente, his highnelle gaue him fo great an 
honour as ſuch a one deferued, who by the dilcouerie of the, 
Indias, did giue ſo great a gloꝛie vnto the eternall God, 
and honour and profit to the crowne and kingdome of Por- 
tingale, and a perpetuall fame to all the woꝛld. Akterward 
he made him knight, x to him and to his heires foz euer he 
gaue foz armes the ropal armes of Portingal, x alfo to fet 
at the fate of the Scutchin two Does the which ther call 
Gamas, 
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Gamas, Alſo he gaue him towarde this bis lining thee 
hundꝛed thouland Reis a peare,the which may be Woꝛth of 
out money 200. pound a yeare, and this to be pated out 
of the tiths of the ith in the village of sinis, Poꝛeouer hee 
pꝛomiſed him to make him Loꝛd of the fain village, foꝛſo⸗ 
much as he was bone there, And vntill fuck time that he 
could giue him p ſame, he allowed him a thouſand crofuns 
a peare, the which he did well perfourme, from that time 
koꝛ warde, and after that he had receiued the poffedion ther: 
ol, he did paſſe it ouer vnto the houſe appointed, foꝛ the cons 
traction of the Indias, Pozeouer he graunted him that af» 
ter the trade of the Indias was ſetteled 02 eſtabliſhed, that 
then he might lade foz his aw account to the ſum ot. 200. 
Duckats in ſpices, that without paieng foꝛ the fame any 
cuſtome at all. Alfo he gaue him other pofetions = rents 
and a bill of remembꝛaunce to make him Loꝛde . As foz 
Nicholas Coello, he made him a Gentleman of his houle, 
and gaue him polſelliona, and did allo we him fome recom⸗ 
pence toward his charges. The king himlelke with this 
new dilcouerie did increaſe his titles with a newe and a 
famous ſtile, ok Loꝛde of tye conqueſt and nauigation of 
Aethiopia, Arabia, Perſia, and ok the Indias, 


Hoy the king of Portingale did nominate A pe- 
dro al Verez Cabral for Captaine Generall of 
a Fleete towarde Calicut, for to fettle there a 
factorie, and of his departure from Liſhborne.

Coina certainlye knobone to the king of The pre- 
e, =p) haw Fortingale, that from bis kingdome there 5310 5 
is a nauigation to the Indias, and alio of 6. 
the innumerable riches, ¢ that ther are in age. 
A thoſe parts among the Gentiles, ſundꝛpe 
ä CTChpꝛiſlians, did therfore determine to pros 
ſetute and follo we the diſcouerye of the fame , giuing all 
pꝛaiſe and laude vnto the eternall vs koꝛ his great bene⸗

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fits chat he bath beſko wed vpon him, to let hum be the Brit, 
that bath diſcouered this new woꝛlde, the which hath al⸗ 
wapes biene fo ckoſe tpon the Sea, that there hath bane 
none in all Europe that durſt aduenture that ware. 
Wut hie not remembꝛing the trouble of his ſpitite, ney⸗ 
ther vet the ſpending of his trealure, noz the daunger of 
his ſubiects, woulde neuerthelelle take this moſt famous 
enterpꝛile in handeloꝛ that there might bee in the Indias 
publyched the Euangelicall lawe, to the ende that thole 
kinde of loft people, might reteiue the ſame, as alſo foz 
the increaling, not onelpe of his owne treaſure, but gene⸗ 
rallye the benefite of all his ſubiects. 

And that the fame might take the better effet, be 
determined to giue the attempt (ik it were pollible)to ſet⸗ 
tie a Factoꝛpe in Caly cut by gentleneſſe, for as hee once 
vnder lende that the dwellers in the fame were inclined to 
trade, he thought that after this ſoꝛt there wold grow bez 
terne them and vs conuerſation, and fo a kriendſhippe, 
the which might be an occafion that they woulde incline 
themſelues to heare the woꝛde of God preached, And bees 
ing thus fullve determined, he commaunded to ber in a 
reaoineio agaiuſt the next peare following, a Flerte of ten 
Hippes and two Caruells, which ſhoulde gor well laden 
Wil all ſuch thinges as Vaſco de la Gama ſhoulde in⸗ 
foꝛme him to bee ſpent in Calycut.

he could not fend to know perfectly. Mith this Caruel he 
font a man of that Countrep foz a ſhew, by what kinde of 
people the lame was inhabited. This Caruell being de par⸗ 
ted, the next day alter being the ſecond dax of Map, the Cap⸗ 
tain generall departed with all his Flate, bearing his courſe 
toward the Cape Buena efperanta , the which was from 
thence almaſt 200. leagues, which is a great and fearfull 
guſph to palſe, by realon of the great windes which doe 
courte in thole partes, moſt of the time. And being vnder 
faple in the ſame, on the xii. ol Wave there appeared in the 
A comet Element a great Comet with hir beames, the which came 
a 5 in gut of the Oꝛient, and foz the ſpate of x. Daves did alwayes 
the clemêt appeare as well in the night as in the daye, alwaxes inlarg⸗ 
ing his beames. On Saterday being the rxiii.af Pap, there 
came amonatt all the Fleete {uch a ſloꝛme from the Poꝛth⸗ 
eaſt, that all the Fleete was faine to take in their faples, 
hauing the Seas very high mingled with prette ſhowers of 
raine And toꝛ that the fame ſtoꝛme was afterivarde ſome⸗ 
what abated, they bꝛought themſelues vnder their loꝛeſailes 
againe, and at night the winde being altogether calme, ſuch 
ſhips as wer left behind, did ſpꝛed out allo their ſpꝛit ſaile, ta 
ouertake thole ) went beloꝛe. And going by a quarter Wind, 
q following their courfe by the South, the fundar being the 
rritit,of May, the winde beganne to increale, which was the 
occaſion that the Captaine generall commanded their faites 
to be taken in, and to kardle vp their ſpꝛits lailes, the tnbich 

being done, the like did all the other Captaines, and going s 
on this fort on Sunday, bet werne x. and xi. of the clocke of 
the day. did begin to arme in the Noꝛthweſt a ſpo ute, with 
the which the winde talmed in ſuch forte, that the lailes 
did beate againſt the Maſt, and the Pilots being (not as pet 
acquainted with the ſecret ſignitication of a ſpo lote ) ſoꝛ that 
they 
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they had not trauapled thole ee thought the fame to bre 
a ſigne ef faire weather, and of great calmes: by reafon 
whereof , they neuer made any kinde ol alteration in anxe 
thing, appertaining to their fayles . Upon this on a Suns 
dape, there came ſuch a winde and fa furious, that then 
they had no time to amapne and fake in theyꝛ layles, by 
realon whereok, there were foure Dhippes ſunke without ur (i 
efcaping one perſon of them all, and or one, of thefe was an 
Captapne one Bartholomew, Dias, The other leauen ves temp e 
mayned balfe full of water, which they had taken in, which 
Icke wile had ſunke, ik lo be that parte of theyꝛ faples had 
not bene toꝛne. 

And after that the winde verred to the South welt they 
bare with the fame, the which was fo great that they were 
dꝛiuen to roue all that dape and the nett night following 
without ſailes, ſo that the one could not fé the other, & how⸗ 
ſoeuer as pet the returne of any other wind was not come, 
they were dꝛiuen to ſuch daunger that they thought there⸗ 
by they ſhould lofe their lines, foꝛſomuch as the reſt of the 
Flerte was fo caſt away before their eyes, where with they 
were ſtroken into a very great penſiueneſſe. The next dap 
the winde being fometuiat tncalmeo , with the fame the 
Ilckte did ioyne thenifelues together againe, and immediat⸗ 
ly after, the winde came to the Call and Poꝛtheaſt, which 
was ſo great that it made the Seas to goe higher then euer À 
they did before , and ſo the fame endured the ſpace of xx. Ph Mik 
dapes: and all this time the thippes lave a bull, although | pak 
they pꝛoued fue times to hople vp their faples,as aloꝛeſaid. S 
Now the Seas went fo high to all theyꝛ iudgements, they 
thought it vnpollible ko the chippes to eſcape; foz ouer and 
beſides that, by the woꝛking of them it was thought, that 
lometime they did hoyle vp theyꝛ ſhippes aboue the Ele⸗ 
ment, and other times when the ſhippes began to deſcend, 
they fell as it were dawne a monſtrous hill, that they fea⸗ 
a they onto be all ftoalloweo bp; in the Intralles of the 
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in the night of fire, The tackling with the other furniture 
of the Dhippes , with the great force of the winde, made 
tuch a terrible noyſe, and was fo fearefull to heare, that 
the fame is incredible to be bel@eued, but by thoſe onelye 
that endered atid patted the fame , with the fozce of this, 
the Fleete Was feparated into fand?y places . The Cap, 

taine Generall bare vp with Synion de NMyranda, and Pe- 
dro de Tayde, whether the winde would carry them: all 
the others Went at Gods mercie.

lea on the other, which canfeth the fame to ſhew very pleas Quyles. 
ſant, it tandeth in ix. degrers to the South, x is alſd greate 
and full of people. Their houſes are made of lime ¢ Hone, 
in the which there are godly chambers , Their king is a 
Moꝛe, and fa are theinbabitants,the naturall people of the 
Countrie are a kinde of blacke people, and thoſe that are 
ſtrangers are white, their common language is Algarauta, 
They doc apparell themſelues very richly, in eſpeciall the 
women, foꝛ they carry alwaies vpon them great fore of 
iewels of gold. They are great Perchants, foz their trade 
is of the gold that commeth from sofala, and from this citie 
it is diſpearſed to all the Countrie of Arabia Felix, q other 
plates, and therfoꝛe there reſoꝛt thether many merchaunts 
fed other places. Ther are alwaies in this poꝛt many ſhips 
which lyeth alwapes a ground when they haue no nerd of 
the. Thele chips haue no nailes, but are ſo med together w Shippes 
ropes made of Cairo, ¢ pitched ouer with wildincenſe, ſoꝛ vvithout 
becauſe as in all 5 countrie there is no other kind of pitch. nailes. 
The winter in this countrie doth begin in Apꝛill, é ma? 
keth an end in September. The Captaine Generall bers 
ing come to the harbour of this Citie, and hauing obteined 
ol the king a fafe conduct that hee might fend. him a mete 
ſenger, did ſend vnto him Alonſo Hurtado, who went ac⸗ 
companied with ſeauen of the pꝛincipals of their chips, and 
that they might {yew themſelues in moꝛe countenaunce x 
authotitie, they went in their beſt apparell. Bieing come 
befoze the king, he repꝛeſented dato him the meſſage which

The king thus bes 
ing loked foꝛ, at the length he came in an Almada, being 
well accompanied with ſundꝛie Centlemen in other boats, 
lpkewiſe furniſhed, which allo. were fet out with flags, and 
had in them thole that ſounded vpon trumpets grommets, 
» Sagbuts, which made a wondertull great noile; No le the 
kitig being tome where the Captaine Generali was tarts 
eng foꝛ him, all his oꝛdinance went or in luch ſoꝛt with 
ſuch a foꝛce, that it made the fea to tremble, wher with the 
king and all his traine) foſomuch as they were not attu⸗ 
The mee. ffomed onto the lame, were greatly ateard. As fone as the 
ting ofß ddinaunce went of; the king e the Cantaine General met,

But after wards her 
did inſiſt very much, not to giue any pleadges at all, foꝛſo⸗ 
much as thofe that were Moꝛes were verye ſoꝛrie fo {re 
our men in Calycut, and gaue the king tounſell to ſende 
none, ſoꝛ that in giuing of any he might wel tudge therin p 
the Captaine Generall had but little confivence in him, and 
by this meanes he ſhould remaine diſhonoured. Pet foz al 
this Alonſo Hurtado did Hill inſiſt in his demaunde. In 
this encountrie they ſpent thee dates, At the end the king 
hauing a deſire to haue a trade ſetled with ours, loꝛ the be⸗ 
nefit that might redound vnto him by the lame, did cons 
ſent to Alonſo Hurtado his requeſt, in giuing the pleadges 
that were demaunded, which being come to the Captaine 
Generalls knowledge, he began to make himſelfe in a reas 
dineſſe to goe and ſpeake with the king, and to remaine a 
land thꝛer 02 foure daies, apointing in his place Sancho de 
Toar, to whom he gaue cammaundement that there chuld 
be made foz thofe pleadges at their comming abwꝛd quo 
enterteinment, and to loke well vnto them, and not to ves 
liuer them to any that Mould come to demaunde them, al⸗ 
though they came in his name. 

On the rxviii. daye of December the Captaine Genes 
rall put bimfclfe in his bef apparell, and carryed With 
him thirtie of the pꝛincipall men of his Flerte, which 
ſhoulde remaine with him a lande, with others that were 
the kings ſeruauntes, which ſhoulde attende vppon him 
as vpon the kings often perſon. Dá commanded allo to ber 
carrped with him all the kurniture foz his Chamber and 
Kitchin, with his Cupboꝛde of Plate, in the which there 
were many rich pécces of ſiluer gilted. 

Pobe being with all theſe thinges in a readyneffe to 
depart, there came from the Citie ſundꝛy pꝛincipall Nayres, 
which were commaunded by the king to attende vppon 
the Captaine Generall, accompanped with manye 
men, beſides others that came founding vppon Trum⸗ 

pets, 
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of the Eaſt India. 
pets, other vppon Sackbuts and other inſkrumentes. 
The Captaine generall being infoꝛmed that the Ming was 
tarrieng foz him in a certaine Galerie, which onelye foz to 
receine him in, he had commaunded to be made harde by the 
water ſide, toke his boate and went toward the choꝛe, be- 
ing accompanied with all the other boats of p Flerte, which 
went all in god oꝛder, and fet out with manye flagges and 
trumpets, which being io ned together as wel theſe as thole 
that came from the Citie, made a wonderkull noyſe. With 
this came thole pledges abo2d the Generalls ſhip, into the Pleadge : 
which they were loath to enter, vntill ſuch time that P Cap⸗ poorde 
taine generall did dilimbarke himſelke a lande, Guina ther? vrhich A 
by fo vnderſtand that they wer afeard that they being onte feare to be 
aboꝛd, he would returne againe into the Fleete, and fo take dak en cap- 
them foz captiues. They did ſtand fo much vpon the ſame, 
that Aries Correa was faine to tell them, that without as 
ny fufpition they might enter into the ſhippe, foꝛſomuch as 
the Captaine generall was not come thether foz to deteiue 
the Ring, but onely foz to get his god will, with this they 
were contented, to goe abwzde, pet it was with fome keare, 
that he would take them taptiues. In the meane while that 
we were about this the Captaine generall landed Where 
there was tarrieng foz-bim fundyp. Caymales and Pynaca- 
les, and other pꝛincipall Nayres, being accompanied with 
many others. And before that the Captaine generall coulde 
{et bis fete on the grounde, be was taken vp, and put in 
an Ando? 02 chaire, in the which be was carried to the Se- 
rame, accompanied with the multitude aboue faive . Being 
tome to this plate, he entered into a certaine houſe where 
the Mina was, whome he founde in this oder The 
„houſe was hanged ouer with Carpets, oz as they call them 
Alcatifas, at the ende whereof, there was a certaine place 
where the Bing was ſitting, made much Ipke Onto a lpttle In. kin 
Chappell, and ouer the Rings head did hang the cloth of E Po | 
ftate,of vnſhoꝛne Crimfon veluet, and onder him and about cuts fare 
him, were twentie cuchions of filho, The Ring himſelfe & furn- 
was all naked, ſauing that about his middle he had a cloth ue.

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made of Cotten, which was white as fnoíve, and wꝛought 
ouer with golde. On his head he had a night cap of cloath 
of golos; which was made of the faſhion of an head peece oz 
ſkull. On his eares be had hanging certaine Jewelies, of 
Diamonds, Haphpꝛes and Pearles, of the which ther was 
two bigger then WMalnuts. On his armes from the elbow 
to the hande he had ſundꝛye Bꝛatelettes of Golde, in the 
which there were precious Sones. „ and that without 
number „ and ok a wonderkull valewe. Pozeouer on his 
legs from the knees downward, and on the fingers of bis 
handes, and the; ges of, his erte, and eſpecially on his great 
toe, there was a ring, in the which there was a Rubie fo 
great and fine, that it gaue ſuch a light as was wonderkull: 
amongſt al which ſtones, ther was a Diamond bigger then 
a great Beane. But all this was nothing in compartion of 
his girdell, which was made of Golde and Stone that the 
fame was abaue all price; and out of it there came luch a 
reſplendour oꝛ b ꝛightnes, that it blinded mens bes tg Jaks 
vpon it. f 

There Love harde by him a Chaire ol Eltate of golos 
and filuer, wꝛought in the bef manner, full of precious 
ſtone, and of the felfe fame fozt was the Andoz in the which 
he was bought. from his Pallaice, which alſo ad there, 
Allo there were twentie Trumpets, whereof ſeauenterne 
were of ſiluer, and the other tha of goloe , the mouthes 
Whereof, were finely wꝛought and fet with fone, Alſo ther 
was a Baſon of golde in the which he did ſpit, and certaine 
perfuming pans of ſiluer, out of the which, ther came an er⸗ 
cellent ſmell. And foz eſtate fake ther wer lightned certain 
Lampes of Ople, which were after the Peres oꝛder, the

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Crimſon seluct a verve fine Carpet, two clothes of Arras, 

the which were very rich, the one with figures, and the other 

with grane woꝛkes. Ok this pꝛelent, and of the Emballage 

which the Captaine generall had done vnto him, as it appe⸗ 

red, the Ring was very glad, and tolde the Captaine gene⸗ 

rall that he might goe to his lodging to reſt himſelfe, oꝛ els 

to his ſhips as he would himſelfe, foꝛ that he thought ne⸗ 
tellarp to lend foz his Pledges, which are Gentlemen and 
daintely bꝛought vp, and could not awaye with the Dea, to 

tarry there longer. And whilet they were ther, he was al⸗ 

ſured, that they would neither eate noꝛ dꝛinke foz ſuch was 

their cuſtome, And ik (o be that the Captaine generall wold 

goe to his ſhips, and come the next day againe, to make full 
agreement and content about the oꝛder of the trade in Ca; 
heut, he would then fend thafe Pledges againe. The Caps 

taine generall hauing god confidence: in thoſe his wozdes, 

went ko his ſhips, leauing behinde him with his Kuſte, As 

=!" lonfo Hurtado with other ſeauen. And being at the water 

ide ready to departe, a ſeruaunt of one of thole Pleadges, 
went befoze aboꝛd in a mall Pinnace, and tolde them that 
the Captaine generall did retourne abmade; this meſſenger 
Was bent by the commaundement of the Clearke and Con⸗ 

toller of the Rings hauſe a) aha ſhoulde faye) to gine 
air fis . counfavte to come their waxe, dubich ther did, as 
one as they heard what the laue had tolde them in their 
language, and with that they leapt into the Dea, thinking to 

take that Pinatce in the which the flaue went. As ſwne as 

Aries Correa fawn this, he leapt into his owne boate; which 
was harde bye the hips five with ce rtaine of bis Parriners 
and rowing with force take two of the Pledges, and alſo 
there 02 foure of thafe that were in the Pinace, the other 

led and carried the Catuall with thein, which was allo one 
ok the Pledges. This being concluded, the Captaine gene⸗ 
rall came aboꝛd, who after that he had knowen what had 
paſſed, becauſe that thofe Pledges the which he had in his 
cuſtodie, ſhould not returne and runne their wape, he come 
maunded them to be put vnder the batches of his ſhip, and 
afters 
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afterward fent to complain to the King of that tebich they 

had done, laieng all the fault vpon the Clarke ¢ Controller. 

Mio be (ent woꝛde after what foat they remained in his 

hip, pꝛomiſing, that ik fo be 5 be wold feno him his ſtuſte, 

ſuch of his men as remained a land, he would immediatly 

ſende thoſe Nleadges which he had: and foz that it was 

night, there was no moze at that time done. The next daye 
following, the Bing came to the water fides, accompanped 

with xii thouſand men, and ſent with the Captaine Gene⸗ 

ralis ſtufte and men, to the number ok thirtie Almadias:s 

for that they might returne with thofe Pledges that did rez 

maine aboꝛd, Hotvbecit foz all that they were fo many, pet 

there durſt none of them come neere the thips,fo2 the feare 

they ſtode in of our men, which remained in the Flete,teatt 

thep wold take them, and fo they returned with the fame az 

gaine to land. The Captaine Generall ſeeing the feare that 

they mod in ok his Fleete, ſont the next dape in certaine of 

his owne boates thoſe Pledges that he had in cuſtodie, cond⸗ 
maunding that they ſhould goe and fee them deliuered ſom⸗ 

what alwfe of from the fleet, that bꝛought him his men and 

ſtuffe, And while they were deliuering the fame, Araxame- 

noca which was the eldeſt of the Pledges, leaped into the 

water vppon a ſodaine, with intent to runne awap, but foz 

all that he could not elcape, foꝛſomuch as our men caught 
handelaſt of him. The other that remained, Whileſt gur 

men were thus bufico fled lpkewile. The wke did Alonſo 
Hurtado pꝛactiſe with fine of thoſe that wer with him. The 
Captaine generall meruailed to fe how little honeſtie 02 

truth they bico, did thereloꝛe commaund Araxamenoca fo 

be well loked vnto. And being thace dayes paſt, and pet the 

Bing not {ending foz him, he had pittie to fee him that in ſo 

manx dayes he had eaten nothing, and ther vpon he fent him Fes ae 
to the King, alſo be fent fundsy weapons which were taken en 
of his mens, and requeſted him fo fend the other two of his generall 
men that were pet a land, which the King did ſende, being covvara 
moued there vnto, moꝛe foz ſhame then otherwiſe, for that fanhicge 
05 had bzoken his woꝛd ¢ om Nolu being thee Dave Infidels 
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patt, and there came no kinde of aunf were vnto the Caps 
taine generall, thereby he had ſutkitient tryall 02 vnder ſtan⸗ 
ding how variable he was, and therefore he woulde karrxe 
no longer foz his aunſ were, but ſent vnto him to knowe 
whether be wold make an end of the agrement 5 was be 
gun betwerne them, and foz the conclufion of the ſame her 
would ſende Aries Correa which tame with him foz Fac⸗ 
toꝛ. Howbeit foꝛ the better alluraunte therof,be willed him 
fo fend him certaine Pledges. This meflage was ſent fo the 
Bing by a certaine Gentleman called Franciſco Correa , 
which did oer himſelk to carry the fame, when all the reſt of 
the Fleete was akeard, leaſt that the Ring woulde take him 
pꝛiloner, oꝛ command him to be llaine. To this meſſage p 
king made anlwere h be was well pleaſed to agree to haue 
the Trade letled, and that he choulde lende vnto him Aries 
Correa about the fame oꝛ whom els he ſhould thinke god. 
The pled But firſt of all he tolde him that be woulde ſende two Pez 
Tebis phewes of one Goſarate, which is a great rich Perchaunt, 
aboord. foꝛ pledges, which indeed was fo done. After that thoſe pled⸗ 
ges were entred, immediately departed toward the land A- 
ries Correa, to whom the Ming commaunded to be giuen a 
faire houſe to Ipe and reſt himſelfe and to lay his Perchan⸗ 
dize in, which he bꝛought with him, which houſe belonged to 
Gofirate, who was Grandfather to thofe two Pledges, that 
the king had (ent, But he commanded that fozafmuch as A- 
ries Correa, wàs yet not well knowen in the Countrey noz 
atqutained with their oꝛders € prices how he might fel his 
Merchandise,noz pet what the buyer ſhuld giue, to inſtruct 
him therein. But he did not ſo, but rather cleane contrarye, 
foꝛaſmuch as be was a friend to ß Moses of Meco, which 
were great enimies vnto our men, not onelpe foꝛ that they 
were Chꝛiſtians, but foz feare leaſt that foz our cante thep 
ſhuld lofe part of ther credit which they had in Calicut, by 
meanes wherok they take their Merchandise foz what price 
ſo euer they would themfelues, And allo foz the feare they 
tonceiued of them many times, the Gentiles durſt not come 

cut of their dozes. f 
They 
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They kein alſo that hauing our Sracdosp ſetteled there; 
they ſhould be great loſers, not onelp in their Merchandise; 
which would be in vale w leſſe worth, as alſo in their Quiz 
tes, Dꝛugs 4 pꝛecious ſtones, which would be moꝛe woꝛth ¢ 
better eſteemed. And that was the cauſe that alwaies Aries 
Correa was ouerthwarted in all things p he went about to 
buy, with offring moꝛe then he did foz the ſame, after é the 
pꝛice was bp any of ours made, then euer they did befoze, 
fo 5 by this meanes alwayes he was loꝛced to pap the deve 
rer foz his dꝛugs c ſpices. And if lo be that at any time he 
would ſpeake with p King, they did trauell all b they could, 
that fome of them might be alwayes pꝛeſent to withſtand ¢ 
ſpeak againſt him in all things. They did not this onely thẽ⸗ 
Les, but found meanes allo by Semicide, which was Ad⸗ 
mirall of the Sea vf Calicut, e à naturall Poze,p he ſhould 
not confent 5ᷣ̊ thole p remained in p Factoꝛp W Aries correa 
ſhuld go aboꝛd p Fleete, x moꝛeouer if any chip wauld pres 
ſume to come niere to p ſhoꝛe, not to cõlent ; it mud return, 
ſaieng, p the Ring had ginen ſuch cõmandement The Tap⸗ Theta 
faine general being aduertiled of all this, e ſuppoling the cane co. 
fame to be of a ſuſpition of treaſon, cammanded to wep and neral! had 
bing himſelke vnder fatle to goe out of that harbour, and good 
there to enter into councell with his Captaines what were o AO 4 
beſt foz him to do, foꝛ that be was afeard leſt whilelt p her hace. 
remained in that harbour he might be fet vpon by b king of Moores 
Calicuts Iflite, ſo be troubled. The Ring after p he knew 
what the Captains generall had done, that he minded to 
go his way, demaunded of Aries Correa the cante why he 
went out of his harbour, who aunſwered him that he did not 
know certainelp, wherfoꝛe without it were foꝛ the iniuries 
which the Poꝛes had done onto him, & fo told him p whole 
deder, loꝛ that he knew the ſame. The king vpon this wil⸗ 
led him to fend againe foz the Captaine generall, who im⸗ 
mediately after that he knew, what the king had ſaid, retur⸗ 
ned, & the Ring fozthwith commanded that the Poꝛes ſhuld 
not from thencekoꝛth vſe anye ſuch villanp. Be alfo take az 
wape the Golarate from the companpe of Aries Correa, 

P. ii. vnto 
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vnto tobom he cane charge fo inſtruct him inthe oꝛder of 
the Countrep, and did put in his place another which was a 
very honeſt man, and a friend of ours, (although he were a 
Mane) whole name was Cofebequin, This man was alſo 
in Calicut of god tredite, and the head of all the Moꝛes of 
the Countrep, that were naturallp boꝛne there, which were 
alwapes in controuerſie with the Bares of the Cayro, and 
of the Straights of Meca, of the which the Admirall was 
head. Allo the Ring gaue commaundement, that to the end 
our Merchaunts which were in the Factoꝛie might fell the 
better, and allo bupe they? Spices at the better bande, and 
with quietneſle, they ſhoulde remwue theyz Factoꝛie to a 
houſe of Cofetequin, the which fade harde by the water 
fide, And of this houſe, a gikte was giuen to the Ring of 
Protingale foz euer by wziting, the Copie whereof, foꝛſo⸗ 
much as the Captaine generall ſhould carry it with him, 
was incloſed in a Tablet of golde, to the which the Ring did 
ſet to his firme and feale, alſo the Rings pleaſure was, that 
vpon the top of the boule there ſhould be fet a flagge, with 
the royall armes of Portingale, that all men might knowe, 
that the fame was his. Mhich after that the Captaine ges 
neral had knowledge ol, he ſent vnto the King great thanks 
foz the lame, and from that time foꝛ warde they had inditfe⸗ 
rent god fales by the helpe of cofebequin , who did aide 
them therein. As fone as thofe of the Countrey had vnder⸗ 
ſkanding that our Factoꝛpe was by the Bing fo fauoured-, 
they lykewiſe did the lyke. Alter ward our men might que 
whereſoeuer they would without any moleitation, and as 
ſure as they might in Lithborne, So the kriendſhippe bes 
tweene them and our men, was after ward very god.

€ How at the requeft of the King of calycut, the 
Captaine Generall fent to take a fhippe of the 
Moores, and alſo aftet what fort the fame was ta- 
ken, Cap. 24. 
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= Dilett this kriendſhip continued betweene 
our men and the Citie, and they being in fo 


great a friendſhip and concoꝛd one with a⸗ 
e nother, on the next later dap following there 
N did appeare to thole of Calycut, a greate 
CANSA ſhip of the Pores, which was far ock, going 
from Coching toward Cambaya. And as lone as p fame 
was diſcryed, the king fent woꝛde to the Captaine Gene⸗ 
rall, requeſting him that foz bis fake be would ſend to take 
the fame fhip, foz ouer and beſides that, there were in the 
ſame certeine Elephantes, vet was there one which excee⸗ 
ped them all, the which de woulde haue bought . And al⸗ 
though he had offred foz him moze then he was woꝛth, pet 
he would not ſell him. Albeit the owner was a dweller in 
Coching, and therefoꝛe he moſt earneſtly requeſted him to 
fend to take the tayo ſhippe, foꝛſomuch as it did ſo highlye 
touch his honour and credit: vnto his requeſt, the Captaine 
Generall made aunlwere that he would doe it with a gad 
will, although that he was informed that the ſayd ſhippe 
was great, and that there were within it bery many men 
both Marriners and ſouldiers, and that the fame could not 
be taken without fome loſſe of men, and therefore it was 
requiſite that he confented that his men might kill thoſe É 
were in the ſhip, wherevnto the king agrerd. This being 
concluded, the Captaine Generall commaunded that Pedio 
de Tayde with his Caruell, ſhoulde goe take the foꝛeſayd 
ſhip, and that there chould gos with him a young Gentle⸗ 
man called Ed warte Pacheco, which was thought to be a 
valiant touldier, and with thefe there was a Co. men 
The king allo ſent certeine ores in the Caruel, that thoy 
Mo might view the order of their kighting. The Caruell 
being onder (aile gaue chace vnte the fhippe till it was 
night, which being come, they lott ſight of the ſame, and gos 
ing a long the coat all the quarter of the Mone, they ſawe 
where he was riding at Ankoꝛ, and then Edwarto Pache- 
co tommaunded to beare with him, and found thoſe Pores 
P. ili. with 
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with their weapons ina readineſſe ta defend themlelues 

withall, howbeit as they were hoiſing vp thepꝛ Sayles, 

This (hip thep eaſily iudged the lame to be of 600. tun, and that with⸗ 
a gs in it there were zoo. fighting men, the moſt parte inbercof 
8900 ve- Were bowe men, Edwarto Pacheco woulde not lave the 
ry vvel ap lame a bœꝛde, foꝛ that he was commaunded to the contras 
pointed. Tie, biit to ſinke im it᷑ it were poſuible. And hauing bꝛought 
him vnder his lpe, he commaunded to amaine. The Dawes 

making as it were a motke of the lame, gaue a lowd crye 

and plaide vppon their Inſtruments, and alter this they 

fhotte off certeine Oꝛdinaunce which they had, and manye 
arrowes, making there with a ſhew of readincile that they 

were in. They were antwered by our men with ſhot, or the 

Which there chaunced a Pellette to ſtrike harde vnder the 

boſſome of the ſhippe betwiene winde and water, where 

there was made a hole by the which there entered a great 
quantitpe of water. After this they ſhotte againe, with the 

which were there many of them flaine e hurt, x the other 
trembled with the feare they had of our Oꝛdinaunte, with 

this they bare toward the bape ol Cananor, the which was 

harde by, where there were riding at an Anko; foure ſhips 

of the Mores, amongeſt them her came to an Ankoꝛ. Now 

being within the fapo Bape, arriued allo with the Cars 

uell Ed warto Pacheco, who commaunded bis Oꝛdinaunce 
to be ſhotte at them, and with the fame had taken them 

all, ik ſo be that there had not come certeine Paroas of the 

Moꝛes to ſuccour them, the which were in the poꝛte, and 

as they were fighting the night came on, which was the 

cauſe that al thoſe Paroas were not by him deſtroied. In al 

theſe encounters there was no moze then nine hurt ol our 

men, which was done by their arrowes. 

Night being come, Kdwarto Pacheco bought him⸗ 

felfe forth of the Baye and came to Ankoꝛ harde by an 

Ilande, foꝛ that her was there moze ſurer then in the Bap, 

whereas they might haue fette his ſhippe on fire, And als 

though that it were contrarpe to his commiſlſion, pet foz 

all that her retourned in the moꝛning, and iopned himſelle 

with 
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with bis enimpes, who as fone as it was daye, woulde 

haue ranne thepꝛ wape, andas they beganne to make 

ſaple, he entered vppon them in the Baye, ſhoting of bis 
Oꝛdinaunce, with the which her rake the laide 
Shippe, and by this meanes they peelded, with this thoſe The 

of Cananor that were ſtanding at the water ſide, were Moot 
verpe fore agréeued and woulde haue come to fuccour Jedes. 
them, who after that Edwarto Pacheco beganne to diſpend men. 
his Dadinaunce amongeſt them, ranne lpkebwile they 

Wwayes, 

This being done, bee went towarde Calycut, to the 

which harbour her arriued the next dave, where the Ring 
came to the water fide to fx the ſhippe, foꝛ that they twke 
the (ame foꝛ à miracle, and gaue our men great pꝛaiſes 
The Captaine Generall commaunded the ſhippe ts bee ves 
liuered vnto the king with ſeauen Elephaunts that were 
within the fame, which were worth in Calycut thirtpe 
thouſand crownes, ouer and beſides this, there was found 
in it great ſtoꝛe of merchaundiſe, befives thoſe men whom 
hee toke captiues. Alſo he ſent the king woꝛd that her nes 
ded not to meruaile that fo ſmall a Caruell as that was 
could take ſuch a great ſhippe, foz that in matters of grea⸗ 
ter waight he woulde be at his tommaundement, foz the 
which be ſent him great thanks, and peated him to lende 
vnto him thoſe men that had done fo notable an act, whom 
he did receiue very well, and with great honour, and gaue 
them great gifts, in eſpeciall ta Ed warto Pacheco. 
Some aftirme that after that the king had ſeene this faz 
mous act that our men had done being ſo few, he had them 
from thence loꝛth in ſome feare, x was deſirous to fee them 
diſpatched out of his countric, æ therefore did conſent onto: 
tout treaſon, ol the which 3 will ſpeake of heercalter. 


Of the Oration which the Moores made to the king, 
concerning the entétteining of our men, and what 
agunſwere there was made, & alſo pollicie vied a- 


gamft them. Chap. 25. . 
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th the taking of this chip the Mares of Ca- 
fSax\icut were greatly alrighted in minde, and fore 
be lottended with b king foz that he made fo great 
account of our men, which as they thought 
— das done to reuenge their iniurpes, and foz the 
hatred oꝛ enupe they had conteiued againſt vs, though tne 
pene the king made moꝛe account of our men then he did 
ok them. By this meanes as they thought, it was no other 
but to pꝛauoke them to leaue his Countrie, in eſpeciall foz 
as much as our men bought them ſuch great ſtoꝛe of Mera 
chanvife x as much god as they did, and bꝛought as great 
ſtoꝛe of ſpices as they did: Wherefore they determined to 
make vnto the king an Oꝛation concerning the ſame mat⸗ 
ter. And being ioyned together (pake in the name of them 
all, one on this ſoꝛt. 
FE Mpagathar ok all the Malabars , nothing leſſe migh⸗ 
Etie then the mightieſt king of the Indias, ¢ moft feare⸗ 
full amongeſt thofe that are feared of all the Pꝛinces of 
the fame, Wie cannot but meruaile much that thou ha⸗ 
uing thele two qualpties, wouldeſt imbale thy felfe to 
receiue into thy Countrie thele p are enim pes to thy law, 
t ſtraungers to the cuſtomes of thy kingdome, r laſt of al, 
Doc rather appeare to be rouers then merchants. SE thou 
doeſt reteiue them for want of {uch as ſhoulde bring vnto 
the Citie thole kindes of merchaundile that they do being, 
oz elſe carrie away thole kinde of Spices that they are Des 
ſirous ot, we would then allo we thereof, But there are to 
manp that doth the ſame, and men that thou halt knowne 
ofa long time, and by the long continnance of them art acs 
quainted with their fidelitie which haue encrealed to much 
thy rents, that thero we are a god witneſſe . But thou bas: 
uing forgotten all this, wouldelt roceiue thole whom thou 
diddeſt not knowe, and doeſt fauour them fo much, that as 
mongeſt fo manp, and ſuch a multitude of qua ſubiectes as 
thou haſt, wouldeſt make choice ol them, that they thoulde 
reuenge thy iniuries, as though thine otnne ſubieas were 
not fuffictent men to doe the ſame , By which derde thou 
‘ dock 
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doelt abale thy po wer lo much; that we foz very ſhame, € 
foz that we are bound of duetie to bring it into thy memo⸗ 
rie. oꝛ tf fo be p thou well conſider what it is to make thé 
reuͤengers ol thy iniuries, € giue them in reſpect thereof 
fo great honour, it is as it were to ſhewe them ‘plainly a 
certeine kinde of weakneſſe which inderd is not in thy lub⸗ 
iects, but rather doeſt bolden them to make {mall account 
of ther e fo after ward to do that which we doe well know 
they will do, which is to rob from all merchants that com 
meth towards thy poꝛts, to deſtroy thy country, x at length 
to take the Citie, which is the end ok their comming into 
theſe parts, æ not to loke foz (pices, and this is moſt true, 
that from their countrie vnto this is almoſt ſiue thouſand 
leagues by ſea, with returnes and ſtoꝛmes that the fame 
voyage hath, oner and beſides the great daunger of the Dois 
age,€ the charges of tge making of their great chippes, and 
kurniſhing the fame with oꝛdinance, befines the ſtrengthe⸗ 
ning ok them with men, much moꝛe all this bering wel no⸗ 


ted, it is plaine that foz all their greate gaines which 

they might haue by their (pices in Portingale, their loſles 
would be grrater, in comming lo far for them, which is a a 
maniteſt prmfe that they are rather pirats then merchants, one; 


that vvee 


which come into the country to rob and take thy citie, as vere ta- 
they will do, if fo be they do place themſelues once within ther pirats 
the fame, And when they thal pollelle the fame bonte which then wer- 
thou diddelt gine them foz a factoꝛie, they will matte there hants. 

a koꝛt, from whence they will make ther ware, When thou 

ſhalt thinks leat of it, which thing will come to pale, and 

now the rather, ſince that thou doeſt commaunde the fame 

to be made by thy ſubiectes. But this as we ſaie wee voc 

Ming to thy memoꝛie moze foz the god will which we doe 

old to ther, then foz any profit we doe loke foz, And if it 

foꝛtune that thou wilt not remember vs, there are other 

cities in Malabar where we maye make our habitation, 

whether foz our fakes will be bought all ſtoꝛe of ſpices. 

Duer and befives all this, the lopaltie which we doe owe 

vnto ther doth make vs to feare moze the lolle of thy eſtate,

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then to tare foꝛ curotune profit, se UM Em Dad ets doar 
As fone as the Dore had made an end of pis Dati 
the king did qratifiethenvall very much, and tolde them 
that be woulde haue a ſpeciall care of all that which they 
had remembꝛed him of, and how in the ſelle lame ſoꝛte hee 
why be re fuppoſed p matter indted wold come to patie. Che ottatfon 
queſted that the king take to requeſt the Generall to fend to fake 
to tale that ſhip, was to ſes the erper ience of their valiant minds, 
thethip € alto toby he did conſent top lading of their chips, was to 
ol Meca. the end there might remaine in the countrie their monpe 
which they bꝛought to buie merthaundile wilhall Paced? 
ding as he did to luch merchants as tome into his part’ 
Allo at the lat he did pꝛomile that he woulde not foꝛſake 
them foz anp ſtraunger. Pet foꝛ all this, the Modes did not 
rematne-fullp ſatiſſiod, becauſe the king did not command 
bs to Depart out of the citie ol Calycut, ‘and not fuffer dur 
men to trade ther any longer, foꝛ that was the pzincipalleſt 
thing that they did pꝛetende. Howbeit they woulde not 
let but entermeddle in all our matters, elpetiall in the buts 
eng ok our Spices, which they did openly buye , and fent 
them ſecretly vnto other places. This was done with a 
determinar, ſoꝛ ̊ they conto not away with dur men, but 
wold reſiſt them, our men bering thus refitten might then 
haue occaſion the better to defend themſelues, € fo by this 
meanes they would reuenge their quatrels openly by ſigh⸗ 
ting with our men. This they had great doſire to do, think⸗ 
ing to deſtroy our men openly, loꝛ that they were manye 
moꝛe in number then ours were, they hoped that when this 
matter was once begun, that then che king wold take their 
parts, Alſo they wꝛought by all meanes pollible to bang 
the common ſoꝛte of people on their fide, intiting.⸗ 
them againſt our men, with matters which 
they made them belaue that our 
men bad done againſk 
seep ete 
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V meanes ol this lubtile dealing of the 
=] dus | Dores, there paſt the moneths before the 
} ce Sado? could get anp ſpices moꝛe then be 
E bad, to lade two chips withallsingich was 
n great griefe to the Captaine General, 
g foꝛſomuch as thereby be perceiued verye 
well that the friendship of the king was not ſleadlaſt, but 
that he was a lpar, and a man that ofa no truth at all. 
And tf fo be that he had not tarried there ſo long time as 
be did, fearing that in no other poste hee ſhould finde ſutfi⸗ 
cient lading foz bis ſhippes he weuld haue fallen out with 
him, and fo haue gone to fome other place. But koꝛalmuch 
as he hadde bene there at fo greate charges, he dilſimuled 
athereſwith onely tole whether with his gua will he might 
lade there oꝛ no. The Captaine Generall ſceing thelt ail 
athinges were but Delapes: , lent onto the king, requeſting 
him to remember thoſe pꝛomiſes he hadde made tinto 
the Factour, that within twentpe dapes he Waulde dez 
luer ſutficient lading foz the whole Flerte, and that no we 
there were thꝛer moneths paſt, and pet there was no moe 
laden then two ſhippes The occation, whereot he did not The ki 
Jnoive, and therefore he was the Willinger to fatter the 4 ny? 
fathe,and that with great patience, hoping alivayes that he plainly of 
wold giue ozder foz the lading of the reit of the Fleet. Wut doblenes, 
nom be lawe howe all things went, and knew that it was 
impoſſible to make an ende thereok. 
Jeoꝛ although he had pꝛomiſed that his Fierte Monta be 
the fir chat ould be laden before anp other ſtraungerg, 
Rai E. ii. | and 
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and that he was enfozmed foz moſt certeine, 5 the Poꝛes 
had bought foz a leſle price great ſtoꝛe of Spites, and ſent 
the lame to other places, whether they would, he thereloze 
regueſted him yet to haue him in his remembꝛaͤnte, fotu 
it was time foz him to Depart towards Portingale, deſixing 
him to diſpatch him as he hadde pronitled-, The Hing as 
fone as he had heard what the mellenger ſayd, did ſhewe 
as in an outward appearance greatly meruailing that our 
{hips remained pet vnladen, and aunlwered that hee was 
very ſoꝛrie thereloꝛe, and that he could not beleue that the 
Moes contravie to his commaundement had bought ſpi⸗ 
ces vnder a coulour, and ſent the ſame a baꝛde lome other 
ſhip whether it plealed them, he hauing giuen commaun⸗ 
dement to the contrarie, namelp, that the Poꝛes Mould not 
buie any ſpices in hugger mugger. Affirming that té it be 
fo they had fo deceiued him, he woulde puniſh them there⸗ 
foꝛe. pan this immediatly he gaue commaundement to 
take thoſe Mippes that were laden with Spices, with cone 


dition that they ſhoulde pay foz the fame the price that the 
Nothing Mazes had bought at. The newes was brought forthwith 


more ac 


dectable ONO the Mares , AND as there was nothing moze acceptas 
core ble vnto them, then to haue occaſton to kall out with our 
Mores thé men, fo therefoze did one of the principall Mares beginne 
to quarell to lade his ſhippe firſt, and that openlpe with all ſoꝛtes of 
& fall out Spices and Dzugges- And foz that cholar miabt the moze 
nen. intteale in dur men, to take thole (pices, her found meanes 
+ that certeine Bares which the ratos twke to be his ve⸗ 
rye friends, and allo certeine Gentiles, ſhoulde make him 
belcue that if fo be that har did not fend to take that thip, 
that was a lading, that then he could not baue lading i 
ficent foz the Flerte. 

The Factoꝛ gaue credit vnto this report, and therebpon 
{cnt woꝛde to the Captaine Generall, what the Vozes and 
Gentiles had tolde him, and that he thought their fapeng to 
be true And therefore fince the king of Calicut had giuen 
him licenfe to take all ſuch Spices as the Po) es had las 

den, her might the better nowe take that hippe. 
How⸗ 
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Wolwhelf the Captaine general was loath. to deals ther with 

taz all the Kings licenle, fo he knew him to be an incon⸗ 

tant man, and waping alle the great credit, that the Pozes 

were in with him, he was afeavo leat that after, they had 

taken the ſaid ſhippe, the Wares thꝛough the Rings fauour 

would rife againg them, And this was the aunt were that 

Was {ent to the Factoꝛ: vet foz all that he did require him 

once moꝛe to take that ſhip, laieng, that it be did not, that 

then the king ſhuld be in hazarde to lofe ſuch Perchandize 

as he had ther:nenerthelette the Captaine general wold not 

meddle there with, and peelding foz that bis determination 

{afficient realon to the contrary. But the Factor on b other 

part ceaſed not to make vnto him (undzy reque ts, and pꝛo⸗- 

teſtations, that he ſhould paye all ſuch lolſes and damages, 

as ſhould bap vpon the Ring of Portingales Perchaundize, 

by his defaults, foꝛ that he woulde not deale with the ſapde 

chip. Thus fince he fato there was no other remedie, he co 

feuten there vnto, although it were againſt his will: ¢ thers 

fore the xvi. day of December, the Captaine generall ſent 

woꝛd to thole that were abwꝛd p chip, that was thus laden 

by the Mazes, by the oꝛder tubich was ſent him krom the 

Bing of Calicut, to commaund them to depart, and foz als 

much as they made but little reckoning thereof-be fent the 

next dave, all his boates to bꝛing hir within the harbour. 

Alter that this repoꝛt tame to the owner of the ſhips know⸗ 

lenge’, they made the Pores pꝛiuie herreok, Whercok they 

were very glad, foꝛ that by this meanes there was offered 

‘onto them occaſion to fall out with our men. Berrevppon, 

they began in a furious outrage, running out of their doꝛes 

dike madde men, complaining vpon vs aud gur people, by none

men. And after that they had thus done, they ranne to the men. 
Ring, with whom went the owner of the ſhip, complaining 

«alo vpon our men for the detaining of his fhip, fateng that 

eur men had bought and laden much moze, ſpices € dꝛugs, 

then that the Perchaundize came vnto which they bande 
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bedüghk Wien ther potobéit their prine was fuch, that they 

were tontent with nothing vin as Thbeues ald Pirates 

mould haue all, At khis inttant kaͤme the zes, which did 

beio de helpe him very much, doclaring many things ‘again 

dur menz x how much the King was in fault, foe ſutering 

ihem wichen khis tic, reglletking him mot earueſllpe tu 

Piti Ebert’ Teche to'reneting thei lee which they had rer 

Lined: The Wing as he Was inen tant and without anxe 
Hbelitie, did gratmt them the fame. As foro as the Dares

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thouland duckets,¢ alia take all ſuch of ours as wer found 
aliue foz captiues, although they were hurt, of the which 
there were foure that died After all this, the Captaine gene⸗ 
rall ſcring that in all that dape the ising of Calicut fent no 
meſſenger to excuſe himſelfe of the fac he put the matter 
in queſtion, wheras it was determined that he koꝛth with 
Huld reuenge thole iniuries that were paſt, foz feare leaſt⸗ 
ir he ſhould delay lo to doe, that then the ising might haue 
time to arme bis Fleete, which would not then be fo cafelpe 
dane. This being determined. our men put themfelues in a 
readiueſſe, to lay aboꝛd x. great ſhips, which lay in b har boꝛ 
full of zes à thele at the firt would haue dekended them⸗ 
lelues, pet foz all p our men did iopne with them, ¢ kought Ture. 
with them fo valpantly, that they bꝛake their oꝛder, killing uenge 
man of them, and of thofe that remained fone leaped into a 
the water and were dꝛowned, others hid themfeines in their enen 
ſhips, and other were taken alive, whom the Captaine ge⸗ Calicunis 
nerall commaunded to pꝛiſon, that they might alter warde 
ſexue 02 Mariners in the Flet, The chips being thus come 
into gur mens poſſellion, they found within the ſame ſome 
Spices and other Perchaundize which were hidden within 
then; alio they found thee Clephants, which the Captaine 
gencrall counnanudsd-to be killed and faltem for their bictu⸗ 
alls, he cammaunded alſo thole Pores that were flaine to 
he tolu, and there was faund ol them 600. The hips being 
diſcharged of all that they had, they wer ſet a fire before all 
the Citie, in the fight of many that came to the water fide 
to luccoꝛ them, whom being Manes, as they were comming 
in their Almadias, our men encountered and fought with 
fheinbne they durſt not gos fortvard foz feare of the oꝛdi⸗ 
taunce. This was a wonder to thoſe of the Citie, to fe ten 
pes, burnt together, The king allo was orp therefore foz 
at he could not lend to fuccont them. But if that which 
was done this day was a wonder to the enimies to behold, 
then p next Dap was much moꝛe to be meruailed at, foꝛ the 
Captaine generall not being contented with the burning ol 
thele chips commaunded bis air in the night to be bꝛoughbt

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as nere the ſhoꝛe as he could, the one ſome what feparated 
from the other. They had allo their boats before them, that 
they might reach the mof part of the Citie. As ſone as the 
moꝛning began to appeare, immediatelp all the great Dot» 
naunce went of amongſt their houſes, which after that the 
enimies had ſeene, and how nere our ſhips lay to the ſhoze, 
they began to ſhwte at the with mal pres which they had 
without hurting any of our men, howbeit of our oꝛdinance, 
fo2 that the enimies came running in flockes, there was no 
piece that mil, and by that meanes there were manpe that 
fell, and the athers that dꝛew towards the Citie, where our 
oꝛdinaunce alſo had made a great deſtruction, as well in the 
Tempies of their Sods, as in their dwelling houſes, The 
feare was fo great amongſt the Citizens, that the Bing of 
Calycut himſelfe was dꝛiuen to leaue his Pallaice, and to 
gor out ot the Citie, foꝛ that our men went thether to leeke 
hem out with their pellets, ſo that hard at his heeles they kil⸗ 
led a Nayre, which was a noble man, and ouertbacive part 
of che kings Pallaice. This deſkruction dured no moze but 
this Dare : and w hilelk it was a doing, there appeared fino 
chips p wer comming to the barbo2, which as fone às they 
had pífevico vs, went their way, E& therefoze this fight cealen, 
The Captain general made after the w al bis fleet to pan; 
derane, which is a Bort not far of, where there was other 
ſeuen nerre to the land ready to ſuctour them, in which there 
came à multitune of Moꝛes to defend them, and foz that dur 
ſhips could not come nerre vnto the ſhoꝛe, they lefte them. 
And the Captaine generall contenting himlelfe with that 
which he had done in calycut, foꝛ that it was berpe late to 
make his voyage toward rortingal, went toward Cochin; 
t ther concluded a peace, to fee whether he might lade ther, 
for ibe well knew tt, that ther was moze Pepper thetf in 
Calicut, 
éjHow the Captaine generall arriued at the harbour 
adioyning to the citie of Coching, & ther he con- 
dcluded a peace betweene him & é the King, & af⸗ 
terward began to — his fhips, Cap. 37.

Be EM Caine generall toke two {hips of p Poꝛes, 
which after that they had dilcried our ſhips, 
bare as nere the ſhoꝛe as they toulde, foz 
5 teare of our ſhips, but our men toke them 
asa E and when they were diſcharged of certayne 
Rice bio they carried, the Generall cauſed them to be feé 
a fire, and fo following bis courſe he ariued at Coching the 
xx. ol December, which ſtandeth in the Paouinte or Mala- 
bar, xix. lengurs from that parte of Calycut, going into the 
South, and being in ix. degrers toward the Poꝛth. The lci⸗ Coching 
tuation therof is along the riuer, in the which the Sea doth fandeth 
enter „ by meanes  inberçof: the Citie fkandeth as it inde 
were in an lande and that verpe rong y foz that there tu 
is no comming to it, hut by tertaine wapes. It hath belon⸗ aria ther- 
Ning vnto it, a godly great and a ſure oꝛt, which ipeth bes ol. 
fore the mouth of this riuer. The land round about is wa⸗ 
try and low, and made into Jlands: they haue final ſtoꝛe of 
viduals, but fo2-all that thole which they haue is herp freſh. 
This Citic is buvlded much after the manner ol Calycut, 
and is inhabited by Gontiles and lundꝛy Waves fr cr gers, 
iuhich are come thether from manye places, and are great 
Perchaunts, amongſt — chere are tw chat haue fitito 
fhippes apece, 
In this Countrep is great Rnscofpenper; and the moſt 
parto that they haue in Calycut commeth krom thence 
But foꝛaſmuch as in calycut there are moꝛe ſtoꝛe of Mer⸗ 
chaunts which come from other places, thereloꝛe the fame 
is viecher then goching.. The hing is a Gentile, and is 
of the behauiour and pꝛopertie of the Bing of calycut: 
bofubeit he is verye pwꝛe, by reaſon his Countrey is but 
mall, neither can he cammaund any money to be coined in 
bis Citi. 
The Bings of coching are in great ſubiection to the 
Rings of calicut, fo as okten as ther chanceth a new king to 
Salt. ſuc⸗ 
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ſucceꝛde in Calycut, he immediately goeth to Coching, and 
diſpollelſeth him that bath the ſame, of the whole kingdome 
and kaketh poſleſſion himſelle theref,fo that by this meanes 
it lpeth in his hands, whether he will reſtoꝛe that Bing to 
the crowne againe 02 not. Alſo the Ring of, Coclung is 
bound to aide and accompany the Ring of caly cut in bate 
taile againſt any other Bing, allo he is bound fo dye in / the 
religion of the Bing of calicut. Che Captathe generall, be 
ing come fo this harbour, did there lot fall his Anker 5) foe 
that he was afearde to ſend Gaſpar with a meſlage to the 
Ring, leaſt he would runne awape, he chwied rather to ſend 
one whole name was Michael logue; which although hen 
were a Gentile x a ſtraumger, pet be tame vnto dur Klerte, 
with intent to turne Chꝛiſtian, ſaieng that he would gos foz 
Portingale : where vpon the Captaine generall tole otcaũi⸗ 
on to baptize him, and gaue him the name of Michael, & foz 
bis ſurname as he was called before. By this man be fent 
to p Bing of Coching his mefage,certifieng him of all that 
they had paſt in Calicut, ¢ alſo p the Captain generall had 
bꝛought w him great fore of Merchandise to giue in trucke 
fo? ſuch commodities as there were in Coching, with the 
which il fo be that the Bing wer not contented, that then he 
would buy the fame foz ready mony, toberof he had bꝛought 
with him great ſtoꝛe, and therefoꝛe his requeſt was that in 
trucke of his merchandize, oz foꝛ his ready money he would 
giue him lading foz foure ſhips. The anfivere that the king 
made to this meſſenger, was, That he Was very glad of his 
comming to this his Poꝛt, fo that he was wel inſoꝛmed ot 
his ſtrength and valiantnelle, and therldꝛs he ettemed them 
all the better, as Hereafter he Hots well petceine. And as 
foz ſuch Spices as he had there, he would giue him f: ſamo 
in trucke of his Merchaundize p he had bought with hum

The Captaine Generall was well contented theres 
with, who had the lending of thofe pleadges (o quietly a 
land, foꝛ a god beginning, and therefore he lent immediatly 
fod Factdz of this lading Gonſallo Gilbarbota , Which 
was ſent befoꝛe with Aries Correa, and foz his Striueno: 
he ent Larenco Moreno, and fo) Interpꝛetour one cals 
led Maderade Alcuſia . Allo the Captaine Generall coms 
maunded to be delinered vnto them and to feruc them in 
all kinde of affattes,foure baniſhed men. a f 
The king hauing notice of the comming of the Fracto2 
à land, ſent to receiue him the Kegiſter of the Citie, who 
went actompanped with many noble men of the Courte, 
wha bꝛought them before the king. This king even as his 
rents did farre differ in value from the king ok Calycuts, 
fo he did Alf differ very much in his elfate, not onely foz p 
kurniture of his perfor, but alfo of the place in the which 
he was in. Foz there appeared nothing elſe but the ver ve 
bate walls. The king himlelke was fitting within certeine 
grates, made much Ipe a Theatre „ with the which the 
Whole Houle was compaſled aboute , and there was, The king 
attending vppon him berte feto men The Factor bering of Cocos, 
conte before the king, did pꝛelent vnto him a pꝛeſent whith, er in 

e Captaine General lent him which Was a Walon DÊ, vyealth & 
Huerta wah his bands in, full of Salazne aud a greate Rateto 5 
Ewer of filuer full of role water, belides certeine bꝛaun⸗ kins of 
ches of Copall, this pꝛelent the king receiued ‘Dery igpkul⸗ Colyeut 
fully, giuing vnto the Captaine General great thanks. foz 
the lane, and after that he had talked a while with the face 
toꝛ, and with Larenco Moreno, he tommaurtded them ka 
be todged, and fo there remained thole theca land, beſides 
the other fotire baniched men.

Moꝛeouer be told p Caps ner of the 
taine general p in Grangalor àre pꝛieſts inbofecrotons are uing their 
not ſhauen as ours are, but oncip in p midſl of their heads prieſts dif 
they leaue tertein haires, al pᷣ reit is hauen, x allo they haue fering {0 
deacons & ſubdeacons. They conlecrate w leuened bꝛead E 
with wine made of raifons;foz they haue no other in v coũ⸗ 

try. Their chiloꝛẽ are nat baptiſed vntil xl. daies after their 

birth; withont they be ſickly. Thoſe y ate chꝛiſtians do cũ⸗ 

fee thẽlelues as we do, they receine ; ſacrament e burp d 

dead as we doe. Ther 
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They doe not vle the holy Oyle, but in ſterde of the ſame 
they doe bleſſe them, ec when that any die, they gather man 
of themſelues together, and foz the fpate of viii.daies, thee 
doe cate abundantlp, and after ward they celebrate the ob⸗ 
ſequies of the dead. They make their teſtament befoze they 
de, ¢ thofe P du not fo, the next heire ſhal inherit their lands 
and gods E if fo be that the hul band die ũürſt, the wife thal 
haue her dawꝛie, on candition that the ſhall not marris in 
one whole peare after, when that they enter in theirichur⸗ 
ches, thep take holy water. Their opinion is that there are 
fome Cuangeliſts, whole wꝛitings they haue in great ve⸗ 
neration. They faſt the ent and the Aduent with greate 


lolempnitie; and tate regard nat to bʒenke the ſame, during 


this time they doe exertiſe themſelues in pꝛaier, x on Ca⸗ 
ſter euen they neither doe eate noꝛ dꝛinke anything till 
the next day. They doe Ole to heare Sermons on holy Fri⸗ 
day at night, they obferue the day of the reſurrection with 
great ſolempnitie, with the two other daies following, and 
alſa the ſunday next following, foz that Saint Tamas on 
that day did put his hands into Chꝛiſts ſide, they do kecpe 
it with great ſolempnitie , acknowledgingthereby that the 
fame was no fantaſie oꝛ dꝛeame. Allo they krepe holp with 
great deuotion the Aſcention day e Trinitie Sundap,¢ the: 
Aſſũption of dur lady, hir birth Cundlemas day x Chꝛiſt⸗ 
mas dap x all the dpolfles e Sundaies, as wel the Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans as g Gentiles. And they with great deuotion keep p lirſt 
dap of July in the honout ot S. LHomas, they could peelde 
no reafon oꝛ caule tubp they dos obſerue that daie They 


haue gfrpers of Negroes which dae liue very chaſtip ao! 
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there ave ghunnes al the lame ojver Theit Puioſts doe! 


liue verpe chiaſtix z fuꝛ it fo be that they doe not ſo, they are 
depziued kroin celtbꝛating. Thete can be nu ſeparating uf 
the man and woman, but welt oꝛ illthey muſt liue together 
till death dae feparate them. Thep receiue the Sacrament 
2 times in ths phare „they haue amongſt them igteatel 

Dortauirs;andapew fcholes;in the which are read the Px 
pets and alto there were in times palt 1 rer nor?! 
JS cn fogs’ 
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doctoꝛs, which haue left the Scriptures of the olde q newe 
Welament well expounded 02 interpreted. Their apparel 
is after the oꝛder of § Poꝛes. They haue their Dap which 
they do call Intercalor, hich is of 40. houres. They know 
holu the day paſſeth away by the Sun e the night by the 
ſcars, faz they haue no clocks. The Captaine generall was 
very glad ok the companpe of this Ioſeph t his bꝛother to 
carry them to Portingale,foz whom he commanded a god 
cabine ſhould be giuen them in his ſhip. 


Of the great Fleet of fhips that was ſent out of Calicut 
to fight with the Captaine Generall, and what was the 
cauſe that ours did not fight with them, And alfo of 
bis departure from Coching toward Portingale, and 
how in his way he was driuen to Cananor,

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that he ſhould haue any nerd OF men, to lend him word, he 
would pꝛouide him theror hs Captaine Generall anſwe⸗ 
red tgat as pet be had no ſuch neede, foz that with thofe 
lew that be had with him, he truſted in God, to giue them 
to vnderſtand, what ill councell they had kaken, to come 
ea him out, foz that he had well experimented they 

ſtrength. Truth it wasche Generali belerued ſteadkalk⸗ 
Ive as her hadde ſpoken, in reſpoct of that which hee before 
had paſt in the harbour oꝛ porte of Calycut . Firſt with 
ten great pipes! Which her founde there, as alſo with cers 
teine that were there a grounde. And although the cipa 
mpes were ſcouring vp and downe in the Sea, pet therby 
it was apparaunt that they durſt not tome to the place 
where bee was, by a league, foz all that they ſhewed them⸗ 
felues to be fet in oꝛder to fight. The Captaine Generall 
perceiuing theyꝛ intent, cauſed to wey Ankoꝛ, and hauing 
his Sailes ſpꝛead abꝛoade, departed with all his Flerte 
towarde his enimpes, in the which there went thofe 
Pleadges Malabars, which the Ring ol Cochiog hadde 
giuen vnto him. Mowbeit his determination was, bo re⸗ 
tourne againe to Coching, and ſo to deliuer them. 
And going alter this forte » there fell vppon them on a foz 
dayne luch a greate ſtoꝛme which came with a contrarpe 
winde, that he was kaine to retourne and to come to an 
Ankoꝛ againe, fo that hee coulde not beare with his enpa 
mies. 

The next dape following which was the fenth daye 
of Januarye. içor, the winde came about in ſuch fozte 
and fo large, that the one Flerte might lave the other az 
boꝛde. The Captaine Generall breing deürous there, 
o, founde vppon a ſodeine milſing one of his greate 

Shippes, in the which went Sancho de Toar, tinto 
Whome it did well appeate, by reaſon it was night, that 
he had foꝛgotten himſelle. And foz betauſe that next vn⸗ 
to this ſhippe, this was the pꝛincipalleſt of all the Flerte, 
in the which were placed the chiefeſt men, it was not 
thought god to fight without him, the rather foz that in 

the 
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the others he hadde but feive men, and ol them the mot 
parte were ſicke, and of the enpmpes were fo manpe 
asthe king of Coching had ſent him woꝛde. 

And as the winde was pꝛoſperous ko goe foꝛz warde Me mak- 
on his topage towarde Portingale, ano verve irant to n po, 
retourne towarde Coching, he departed, making his (cale, 
courſe into the Sea with his whole lte. Aiter whome 
the whole Iltete of the enimies followed, all that vaye till 
it was night, and then they loft theyꝛ companpe , and fa 
retourned. Thus going in his courſe, he beganne to come 
fort thole Nayres Which tere. delivered onto him foz 
pleadges., with manpe plealaunt tales, the which was 
the caule that they fell to theyꝛ meate, beeing there dayes 
there, had eaten nothing of fiue dates of they failing, and 
vpon the xv. ol Januarie, he came within ſight of Cananor, 
which lpeth flat noꝛth from coching, and is in the coaſt of 
Malibar, xxxi leagues from coching. 

«- Cananos is a greate citie, confitting of houles made of The di 
Earth, and coucred over With bꝛogde Kone 02 fate, there (ciprion 
are in this Citic maup Mes that are great merchants, of the 
which trade in all kinde of; merchaundile. There is ape tovvnc of 
iopning buto this Gite a godly Baie, but there is in this Cananor. 
Coat na great {tore of Bepper , no moze then dotb ſerue 
their owne turnes. Holubeit they haue greate ore of Gin⸗ istic 
ger, Cardamomony Tamarindos, Mirabolanos,Cany fiſto- 2 eine 
la, and ſuch ipke. There belong onto this Citie certeine caries, 
pales ok water, tuberin there do bꝛerd Lagartos, the which 
are lpke Onto the Crocodiles that are in the riuer of Ni- 
lo, which are fo great that they doe cate: inen, ik lo be that 
they maye come by them. Their heads are great, and they 
haue two oꝛders of teꝛth their bꝛeath is as ſwert as mucke, 
and their bodies are couered ouer with ſhels. Alto about this 
citie there are in buſhes great adders, which are verp full 
of poiſon, ſo that with their bꝛeath onelp they do kill men: 
allo there are Wats fo great as kites, which in their beans 
dos ſeeme much like vnto a Foxe, hauing ſuch manner of 
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Thele the Gentiles doe fede vpon, foz that they are plea⸗ 
fant and werte. They haus moꝛ eduer in this Citie plentie 
both of fich, lleſh, x fruits, x as foz rice p commeth vnto the: 
from other places. The king is a Gentile, and a Bramene, 
her is counted to be one of the thre of the pꝛouince of Ma- 
labar, but he is not fo rich noz of fo great a power as is the 
king ok Calycut, noꝛ pet as the king of Coulan, Unto this 
harbour arriued the Captaine General, and came to an ane 
Rog, (not onelye foz that the king had requeſted him fo to 
doe) but alfa faz that he minded to take in there fome Ci⸗ 
namon, whereof her had none pet a beoꝛde, ſo that there her 
toke in 400. Muintalls, and might haue had much moꝛe, 
but he would not take it, whereloze it was thought that 
he wanted monep: wherevpon the king fwke occafion to 
lend him tod, that ik fo be the lacke of money were the 
cante thatihe toke no moze thereoł, oꝛ any other ſpices, her 
was then much fo blame , foz that bee woulde truſt him 
with much moze ik neede fo required, vntill her returned 
backe againe, her oꝛ anp other. Her was the willinger to 
{end him this offer, foz that he knewe the true dealing of 
the Portingales, and howe well they mainteined thep2 
pꝛomiſe: and foz that bee did beare vs fo greate god will, 
the Captaine Generall made him aunfivere, giuing him 
greate god thankes foz the lpberall offers her hadde made 
him: promifing that if her liued, bee woulde enfozme the 
king his maiſter of the greate god will that be doth 
boare him. And once this, bee maye bee allured to haue 
him alwapes foz his friende. After this was deli⸗ 
uered vnto him an Embaſladour „ whome 
the king of cananor ſent to the king 
of Portingale to intreaſe a 
further friendſhip bes 
tweene them. 
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What had chaunced to the Captaine generall vn- 
till ſuch time that hee arriued at Monfanbique, 
and from thence to Lifhborne, and how Sancho 
de Toar, did difcouer the Ilande of Sofala, 
Chap.

ſodainly vpon them, being hard by the ſhoꝛe five, violentlpe A Mip of 
they ranne vpon it, by meanes whereok, there was kindled the ficete 
in the fame a great five, fo that nothing was ſaued, but ones alt avvay 
ly the men. Following their courte in this tempeſt, thep 
patt by Mylynde, onelp foz that they tould not take barboz 
there, noꝛ on any other land but only Monſanbique, which 
he toke in bis waye, as well foz the want they bad of wa⸗ 
ter, as allo to new rig their ſhips, foꝛ p they went all open. 
In the meane while he (ent Sancho de Toar, to diſco⸗ 
ver Sofala, and from thente to refourne towarde Portin- 
gale , with relation thereof. The ſhippes being all 
in a reabdinetle,thep returned toward the Cape Buena efpe- 
ransa, and ther by reafon of another great ſtoꝛme, that ouer⸗ 
toke them, there was ſuot out of a ſhip a great perce of De 
dinaunce, which ſhip was neuer (ene after in all that boy- 
age. After fo many great and cruell ſtoꝛzmes, and other great 
daungers, which are innumerable to weite of, be paſt the 
fozeſaid Cape, the xxii.of e fell on Nihitſundaye, 
Gb. tit, and 
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and fo following their courſe, tame to an Anko2 at Cabo 
Diego Di Verde, where he found Diego Dias ( whoſe company he had 
as found [off befoze, when as he went toward the Indias) woho was 
Verd Fe, dꝛiuen into the rod Sea, where he did winter, and loft bis 
his ro. boate, and where allo oped the moſt part of his men, and foz 
age. that his Pilot durſt not venture to carry them to the Indi- 
as, did return toward Portingale. And fo after that he came 
out of the red Sea, what with hunger, thirſt, and other pif 
eafes, all his men were confumed fauing ſeauen perfons : 
herein Gad of his great godneſſe ſhewed a miracle, fore 
ſomuch as in many dapes befo2e,they were not able to go» 
uerne their fatles,fo2 that they were fo feeble and weake. 
The Captain generall ſcing that ther came no moꝛe thips, 
Departed towards Liſhborne, wherevnto he came the laſt 
dape of July in the peare of our Loꝛd 501. And after that 
he was arriued, in came the ſhip, which Mot off the prece of 
Oꝛdinaunce in the ſtoꝛme, before that he doubled the Cape 
Buena eſperansa, and after him came alſo Sancho de Toar; 
who went to diſcouer Sofala, and made relation thereot to 
un 125 be a ſmall Iland, ſtanding hard to the firme lande, and that 
3150 a it was inhabited by blacke men, which are called Cafres; 
ted, and that out of the firme lande there commeth much golde, 
where, as they ſap, there are mynes thereof. And foz that 
cauſe there goe out of the Indias thether many Vozes, that 
receiue the fame in trucke of Merchandize of (mall valew. 
Moꝛeouer he brought with him a Bore, which was giuen 
him in pawne ok one of his men, which he ſent into p firme 
land foz to view the fame, This Dore gaue large inloꝛma⸗ 
tion thereol, as hereafter 3 hall declare.

The Captaine generall with the other Captaines peruſing 
this letter, did then determine, p it was not requifit,fo leaus 
the Caruell in Solala, foꝛ that they had but few men, which 
was not aboue foure froze. And with this they thought it 
conuenient to go to-Quiloa, Where they founde a baniſhed 
man, whom Pedro Aluares had left there, who like wiſe in⸗ 
foꝛmed the Generall, what pedro Aluares bad paſt in Cali- 
cut, the Which he had learned of certaine Moes, and allo of 

the (hips that he had loſt. From thence he went to Mylinde, 
where be talked with the Bing which tolde him as much 
moꝛe as the baniſhed man had done. And hauing the ſame 
they take foz tertatne, he went quer to the Coaſt of the Indias, to the 
their voy which he came in Nouember, and fell to an Ankoz in An- 
aac mans fadina, where be thought conuenient to take in his water. 
And being there arriued, there came in vpon a ſodaine, ſea⸗ 
uen great ſhippes of cambaya,tubich were bounde into the 
Straights. The Wares wold haue fonabé with our flete, 
but our oꝛdinaunte was the cante that they durſt not lapse 

vs aboꝛd, and fo they went their way. After this, the Caps 
taine generall departed to Cananor: Where he talked with 
the king, which certified him of that Which had likewiſe 
patt in calycut with Pedro Aluares, and what he had done, 
and how he offered him lading foz thole ſhips which he had 
brought with him. Alſo be certifico him, how deſirous be 
was to be at the King of portingales tommaundement; vet 
foꝛ all theſe faire woꝛds, the Captains generall waulde not 
take in there any lading, vntill ſuch time he had ben at Co- 
ching with the FJactoꝛ, toward which place he departed, and 

in his way he toke a ſhip which appertained vnto p Maes 

of Calycut, the Which dekended hir folfe bery valpauntlye, 
but 
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biit Alter ward he commaumded to ſet the ſame a fire. And 

being ariued at Coching, the Factoꝛ with the rar of bis cõ⸗ 

pany went to vilüte the Captaine general! aboꝛde his ſhip, 

who told him that the King was greatly offended with Pe- 

dto Aluares, foz p he went his way without trekking with 

him, ⁊ for carrieng away his pledges: pet this notwithſtan⸗ 

ding, both he F thy rel of bis companp wer alwapes curte⸗ 

ouſip vntertained. In p niſht they wer bꝛaught into his pate 

laice,p there they might remaine : if lo be p in p day they 

wer aup thing deſirdus to walk abzoad, then they wer tera 

ded vpen by certain of his Nay res, which were commanded 

to attend vpon thein, kee them company foz feare of the 
Moes, faz that they did nat loue them, but rather were de⸗ The mali 
ſirdus to kili them, inſomuch, that before they went to the riculneite , 
Pallaice, they did one night {et fire to the houſe, wherein of en 
they din ipê: whereof the Ming hauing knowledge, from OO" 
chence foꝛth he had them to his Pallaice, and (o tommaun⸗ 

deu from that timo fa) Warde the Nayres tô “take arate af 


them Mozenuer, he was told what ill ſales he ſhoulde finde 

there of ſuch Merchaundize as he had bꝛought, fay that the 

Maes had perſwaded the Merchaunts of the Countrep to 

giue lyttle for the fame ; ard allo adiiſed thoſe that fell the 
Popper and other Spices, that they ſhould not fel! the fae! 

hut fa ready money, and not in trucke of erchaundize! x 
thereloꝛe then tolde him that if ſo be he had hꝛonaht no mo⸗ 

ney to bupe their Spices withall, that then he ſhoind make 

no reckoning of the fame, And therefore ‘for that the Ci: 

nerall had brought none, he would tarrie there no longer, 

but returned ta Cananor,to take in there his lading, Where. 

the King wat fo great a friend to the Ring of Portingale, 

that tube he vnderlld that he had brought no moren, he 
remained his ſuretie fora thonſand Quintall of Pepper, E 
foꝛ fiftie af Ginger, & for foure hundꝛed a fiftie Nuintall of Quintal! 
Cinamonitriives ſome linnen cloath which is made of Al- Ja 100. 
gadon 5 vntill ſuch time he had made fales ol all Inep Mere vvaight. 
chandie as he had brought with hii, which he had Icfte in 
Cananor, in the hands of a Factoꝛ x two criuenoꝛs, and (o

from thence he Mould returne with the fick winde, p fobicb; 
as then did begin to blow, and therefore he would tarry no 
longer. To toe intent therefore they ſhuld not depart with⸗

The Captaine generall ſceing this his curteous dea⸗ 
ling, did commend onto bis tuſtodie certaine of his men, the 
which he left with him, foꝛ that he had ſent with Fedro Al= 
uares Cabral Embaſſadoꝛzs ta portingale. This lading bee, 
ing taken in, then on the xv ol December, ther did appeare 
in the Sea iver. paraos, which were paſt the Mount Dely. 

UUhereok the King Having knowledge, he ent: woꝛd imme⸗ 
diately fo the Captaine generall, that thoſe were the Flerte

of Caheut it Were gad he ſyuld command his men to diſunbark them⸗ 
Lent box. lelues their oꝛdinante:vnto which d captain general made 
Paravs to aun were, that he would not fo doe. Foz if fo be that the 
58 85 as enimies came with that intent, he had a hope in God ; be 
E85 i houldheable to delend himſelfe · and with that he put him⸗ 

crail ferreira xeadineſſe. Ts next day following, which was the 


vida ot December; before dᷣ dawning ol p dap, ther was 
come into the Ban to the number of 100. ſhips and paraos, 
ich wer all full of Hanes, beeing ſent of purpofe;fo2 that 
tye Ring of cahcut was informed, that they were there ta⸗ 
king in or their; lading, fo that he thaught by that meanes 
that neither ſhip noz man ſhonid eſeape, and cheretoꝛe they 
lap as they did about the Baye . As fone as the Captaine 
generall had viewed them, he remoued from the place wher 
be was at an Ankoꝛ, and baought bimícite into the middes 
of the Baye, leauing oꝛder with bis thips, that then ſhould 
lay on load with their oꝛdinaunte inbich they had, with the 
which he commaunded then koꝛth witz to begin to ſhwt olf: 
which was done in ſuch logt, that they did neuer teaſe. And 
if lo be that he had not done lo, douutleſſe the enimies told! 
baue laid their Hips aboꝛd, by reaſon there were fo manpe: 
Do that it was vnpollible foz him to-elcape, it Ood of his 
go dnelle had not fauoured him, and pꝛouided bybis mercie, 
that the enimies bought no Oꝛdinaunte with them. 
dm Wheres 
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Witherefore they were the bolder to diſpend amongſt them 

their ſhot, with the which there were many very fore hurt, 

duer and beſides great numbers that were ſlaine, and their 

Ships and Paraos ſunke, foꝛ they durſt not venter to lay our 

fips. abwꝛd, noꝛ vet had killed oꝛ hurt anp of dur men: The 

fight dured vntill fuch time it was Sunne ſet, then the eni⸗ 

mies helde vp a flagge. But, foꝛ that he feared they meant 

thereby fonte deteipt, he did not leaue olf ſhoting: foz other⸗ 

wile then might haue thought be had fo done, foꝛ i he was 
wearied, oꝛ els faz fears. But it was nothing ſo, fa they did 

it faz the deſire they had of peace, in reſpect of the hurt and 

loſſe of their men, which they had recetued at our mens This flag 
hands, whereby they were dꝛinen to ſuch netellitie , that if was a ſign 
fo be that the winde had ſerued they had hoyled tp thepꝛ & requel 
faples and gone thep2 way.and therefore: they kept bp their 
flagge. The Captaine generali percei uing their meaning, 

(and foꝛ that the moll part of his Oꝛdinaunce was backen, 

with the continuall Moting thereok, did aufivere them to:th 
another flagge, which was done by the conncell and conlent 

of the other Captaines: aud immediatelye vppon the fame, 

they ſent a More, lohich came in a ſmall Boate vnto him, 

whole meſſage was, to demand peace till the next day, which 

was by him graunted, with this condition, that they Monin 

tarrie no longer in the Waye, bat go into the open Sea, x fo 

they did. The general (although b wind was partly again 

him) made like wiſe his courſe into the Sea, although it wer 
troubleſome vnto him. The Forces conto not doe the lyke, 

fo2 their ſhippes and varaos can beare no ſaple but with a 
foꝛewinde. Pet foz all the trouble that was pat the Gene⸗ 

rall came to an Ankoꝛ hard by them, and foꝛ all that he vivo 

in the night a great and vigilant watch, by the which they 

bearde the enimies rowing in their boates towardes our 

Ifleete, vet befoꝛe that they were knowen, they wer almoſt 
vpon him: their intent as it was pꝛeſuppaſed, was to fet our 

legte a fire The Captaine Generall fearing this, com⸗ 
maunded to vyere moꝛe of the Cabella, tbat he might ke

After that the Captaine ger 
nerall had doubled the Cape of Buena Efperansa With bis * 
Whole flerte, being at the furtheſt end of the currents, be f 
fent the fame to Montanbique, to remaine there tnbticit 
her went to Sofala,actozding as he was commaunded by 
the king. Ve carried in his companie foure of the ſmal⸗ 
let ſhippes of the whole Flate. Bis going thether was 
ndt onely to fix the ſcituation of the ſame, and to fe he / He gocth 
ther there were any place conuenient there foz to make a frit co So 
fast, but allo foꝛ to regrate their gold, and this was pone in Fala to s. 
erb. dayes. Che frindibip bet werne the king of Sofala and ee 
dim, was agreed vpon, and that he might from thence forth golde 
fettie the factozic there. After that this was ended, there 
patted betwerne them ſundꝛie prefents from the one to the 
other. And hauing concluded, the Captaine gencrall depar⸗ 
ted from thence, and retourned to Monſanbique, and in 
going out of the riuer there was loft one of the ſhips, but 
foe men were all ſaued. Being aͤrriued at Monfanbique be 
immediatly renewed with the gouernour the olde kriend⸗ 
{hip which in times pa had bene befiveene them, and by 
bis condeſent was left there a facto, which Was deliuered 
vnto him with other moꝛe of our men, which remained in 8 
the Fado zie for no other purpofe but to pronide almaies 4 inte 
vicualls for ſuch Fletes as ſhould touch there, either go⸗ tor che 
ing oz comming from the Tn dias. Chis being finiſged, € Factory. 
hauing made an end of the Caruell with all his ozdinance 
placed he departed toward Quiloa , with intent to bꝛing

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him to be tributarie to the king of Portingzles the oꝛder 
whereok he carryed with him in his Kegiſter which her 
meant to put in execution, by realon of the euill intertein⸗ 
ment be gaue ta Pedro de Aluares Cabrall. And being 
come to this harbour 02 poꝛt, the king went to viſit him, 
a ſeaboꝛd, which her did onely foz the feare that he was in, 
for the iniurie which he had done to Pedro Aluares, After 
that he was come thether, there arriued allo Steuen de la 
Gama, that came with other fine ſhips, which he departed 
withall out of Portingale « o when the Captaine Cee 
nerall eſteemed the king but fora Ilyas, and had got him a 
ſeabwꝛde, he would not truſt him on his pꝛomiſe anp tare 
ther, but did innnediatly thꝛeaten him, that if fo be that her 
would not pap tribute to the king of Portingale, he weuld 
tommaund him to pꝛilon, onder the batebes of his ſhippe. 
Mith the feare herreol, he pꝛomiled to give him perreip two 
thouland Miticaes of gold, and foz the aſſurance of the pais 
ment thereof. he gaue in pledge a pꝛincipall Dae, whome 
they dos call Mafamede Aleones, one whome be hated, fz 
that he was a feard leaſt be wold take the kingdome from 
him, foꝛ that he himſelle hadde blurped the fame from the 
right king. After that he lawe bimícife at libertie, and in 
the citie, he woulde not accoꝛding to his pꝛomiſs fend his 
tribute, but rather hoped that the Captaine Generall wold 
haue cauſed the pleadge to be killed, by reafon whereof 
he ſhould be ridde of an enimie. But the Daze, ſceing that 
the tribute came not. was faine to pay the fame himſelfe, 
and there vpon the Captaine Generall did deliuer him.

The others 

with the feare they had conceiued to fe this puniſhment, 

did deliuer all that they had, which was much, and that vez 

rp god merchaundile, which was immediatly commaunded 

to be deliuered vnto Diego Hernando Correa, that went 

fo? Fatto2 to coching, and fo he gaue oꝛder that the fame 

fhould be carryed a bwꝛde another ſhippe. 

All the childꝛen which were a bwꝛde the ſapde ſhippe, 

were carryed abwzde the Oenerall, for that he hab made 

pioinife to make them all Friers, and ko place them in 

dur Ladyes Church of Belem, as alter warde he did. 

Phe ret of the merchaundiſe which wers of the mea⸗ 

ner forte’, and of mall value 5 hee gaue the ſpoyle of them 

to his men. The ſhippe beeing vnladen of the gods, conto 

maundement Was giuen to Steuen de la Gama; to fet the 

lame a five This was done after: that the Caes were 

diiuen vnder the Batches, to renenge the death of thoſe 

that were Maine in Caly cut.

Kom hence went the Captaine an embal 
“> Generall to Cananor,and being fadour fe: 
3 come thether to an ankoꝛ, he ſent ro ð king 
b Embalado, which he brought . 
with him foz the king, who told 
him that be was come, and that 
his deſire was to ſpeake with 
him. The king heerevpon come 
maunded to be made a bꝛidge of 
Timber, Which entered into the 
water as karre as it was pollible. The fame was couered 
ouer with Carpets, and other rich clothes, and vpon it tos 
ward the lande five, was framed a houſe lpkewile made 
of timber, couered ouer as the bꝛidge afore ſapd, which was 
made foz the meting of the king and the Captaine Gene The mee- 
rall. The king wing the firft that was come, tame accom: [re e, 
panped with ten thouſand Nayres, and with many Trum⸗ the Cap- 
pets, and other inſtrumentes, which went founding and taine Ge- 
plapeng before him. Alter that the king was entered into nerall at 
this boufe, there were placed the Nayres on the Beidge, ener 
thole that were appointed to receine the Captaine Gene⸗ 
rall. MAho Landing there, anone came the Generall in his 
Boate accompanied with all the Boates of the fete, bee 
ing richly couered ouer and fet out with theyꝛ Flagges, be⸗ 
fides that, they carrped certeine Oꝛdinaunce in the pꝛoer 
of they? Boates. Alo there were many Dꝛummeg and 
Trumpets with them, and with Moting of the Oꝛdinance 
the Captaine Generall diümbarked himſelle, beeing ace 
companted with all bis Captaines, and with fundap of his 
men, which went all armed. 
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There were carried before him tino great Baſons of fitz 
uer and gilt, which were to walh his hands in, couered ouer 
with fine peeces of Coꝛall, and other fine things which they 
doe greatly cliente in the Indias, The Nayres vielo⸗ 
ing the lame, did meruaile to fe the delicatneſſe of sur 
men. 

4 With this the king came as farre forth fo vecetue fhe cape

ſetvehich faine gencrall as the gate of his place, where be imbꝛaced 
the king him, and after warde they returned together to the place 
of Portia from whence the king came forth, where the Captaine ge⸗

Cananor MR whieh, although if was not the kings cuſtome to fit, 
pet he did at that time foz the Captaine Generalls fake. at 
this pꝛelent was concluded the kriendſhip betivérne the king 
of Portingale and him, fo that immediatly after that the 
Factorie was fetled in Coching, minding to dos the lyke 
in Cananor, where as fone as the fame was done, he wold 
lade certeine of his ſhippes, and after all this the Captaine 
Generall veparted toward Calycut.

Rom hence the Captaine Ge⸗ 
. E nerall being come to the har⸗ 
RSA 8 3 bour of calycut; afore they

hurt with his oꝛdinaunte, vntill 

ſuch time he hadde ſerne whether the king woulde ſend 
hint any mellenger o2 not. And tarrieng foz the lame, there 
tame 
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tame a boꝛde him, a boate with a flag in the lame, in the 
which there was a Frier of the oder of Saint Fraun- 
ces, whome after that aur men had light of him, they iudg⸗ 
ed to be one of thoſe that were in the company ok Aries 
Correa, remained captiue. This frier belt entrod into the 
ſhip, ſaid Deo gracias, by the fame he was knowne to be à 
e, hol wbeit to extuſe hiniſelfe he laid that he cams after 
that ſoꝛt, that they might the rather content onto bis conte 
ming above, being ſent with a moeflage from the king 
to the Captaine Generall, about the letteling ol a trade 
in calicut, Unto this the Captaine generall made aun⸗ 
fivere; tommaunding him not fo ſpeake thereof, entiil 
{uch time the king had fatifticn him fo2 all that he had tas 
ken in the Factoꝛp, When he confenteo to the death or A- 
ries Cortea, and the others thas were with him. In this mat⸗ 
ter they ſpent thaw dates With mellages to e ro, without 
auge continfion, foz that the Poꝛzes did withſtande the 
ſame. E 9771 e 
The Captaine general perteiuing 5 all thele delaies were 
but lies to ſnend the time, he ſent him then Word that hee 
minded not to tarrie foz anfivere any longer then none, a 
the ſanie to be with effect, and to contplic With him, 02 elle 
he would make him molt eruell warre, with fire e lwoꝛd, 
and that koꝛthwith he wold begin it vpon luch his lubiects 
as ho had taken prifoners And becauſe the king ſhould no 
thinke them to be woꝛds onclp; he commaundved to being 
him a running glalle of an houre, and therrvppon he tolde 
the Mare that went with the mellage, that of thole Cla 
fes there ſhould runne fo many, and as fone as they were 
ended, without any kurther de lay he wonld command all Ihe 
that to be done, which he had font him word off. But all MO 
this tould not moue the king to perkoꝛme anve thing that keepeno 
he had pꝛomiled, he was (o intonſtant and giuen to change, promife 
with euerxe vaine laieng of the Wares: and the outward vith the 
ſhew that her made of peace, was but feigned, by reafon pata 
of the feare her had conceiued in himlelke, ko ler lo greate a por ate 
fleet in his poꝛt oꝛ harbour, by p which he feared to reteiue his power 
Do. ii, ereat 
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great loſſe, whereof the Mares did allure him the contras 
rye , Which was the occafton that he kepte no promife . 
Upon this the Captaine generall as fone as the time was 
come, commaunded to bee ſhotte off a pete, which was the 
ſigne be gaue to the other Captaines, fo commaund thofe 
Malabars fo be hanged, which were departed amongſt the 
Fltete . After that they were executed, he commaunded 
their flete and handes to bee cut off, which were thꝛowne 
into a Parao and ſent a ſhoare with two Boates well ars 
med, and a Vetter for the king of Calycut wzitten in the 
Arabian tongue, in p which bee fignified vnto him 5 in ſuch 
manner, he would pape him foz all bis faigned Ipes which 
he had ſpoken onto this pꝛeſent. And as foz his kinges 
gods, which he did deteine in his hands, he woulde reco⸗ 
ter them a hundꝛed folde. After all this, he gaue comman⸗ 
dement, that in the night there ſhuld be bꝛought thee ſhips 
as nere to the ſhoare as they could, that the next day with⸗ 
ont ceaſing there ſhould be ſhot all the great Oꝛdinaunce 
that they had at the Citie, with the which there was great 
hurt done, beſides the kings boule which was ouerthꝛo won 
therewith, and ſundꝛie other houſes of the pꝛincipall inha⸗ 
bitaunts. This being done, he departed towarde Coching, 
leaning to kepe that Coaſt fire ſhippes which were well 
appointed, of the which was named foz Captaine Gene⸗ 
rall one called Vincente Sodre, to remaine with them in

Alſo 
there was deliucred vnto hima Pꝛeſent, which P Ling his The king 
Malter had fent him: which was à rich Crowne of gold, full Ci Porta 
of Jewells, a Cholar of golde all inameld, two Fountaines ſent A 10 
of filuer wꝛought, two Arras clothes of Jmagerp woꝛke, a the king 
coſtly Pauilion, a peece of crimfon Satten, and another of of Co- 
Sendall, all which p King did receive with great pleafure, hing. 
And foz 5 he vnderſtod not inberefoze euer of thele things 
ſerued, he requelled to be inkoꝛmed of the lame.

he would apde him to conquere others. Be willed him alfa 
not to feare thoſe Letters that the Bing of Calicut hadde 
ſent him, loꝛ that they were nothing els but to put him in 
feare, and bring him fo be a traitoꝛ as he was, being there⸗ 
fore fo deſtroped, and that from bencefoztb there ſhoulde bee 
made ſuch cruell wars againſt him, p he ſhuld haue inough 
to doe to defend himſelfe, much leſſe to make warres againſt 
others. All this be tolde him, foz the fuccour of thole chips 
which chould remaine in the Indias, 

Thele woꝛdes were ſpoken afore many of bis Nayres, 
of the which the Bing was berpe gladde that they heard 
them. And foz that we had knowledge that in reſpect of the 
friendſhip that they had with the Moꝛes, they were verve 
ſoꝛye that we had the Factoꝛy graunted in Coching. 
Therefore the Captaine Generall pꝛomiſed vnto the Bing 
that kroꝛn cananor bf woulde ſoꝛthwith ſende him the⸗ 
ther a Frio of hips from whence he was minded fo Des 
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Now alter that he had laden bis ten ſhippes, aro was a 
Dea boꝛde, three leagues from pandarane , he had know⸗ 
ledge of the nine and twentie great ſhippes of the Mo zes, 
that went to feeke him out. And as fone as he had ſight ot 
them, be conlulted with his Captaines to fight With them, 
tpon whom with the winde that did begin to blowe, they 
did beare. 

This being agreed vppon, the Generall began lo beare A battaile 
toward the Enimies. Vincente Sodre, Pedro Raphael, and by fea be- 
Diego Pieres,fo2 that thepa hips were great faylers, went tween our 
befoze them all, and theſe were the firſt that did giue the on⸗ spa ge 
{ef vpon two of the chiefett chips. Vincente Sodre, fought of Calicht 
with the one alone, and pedro Raphael, and Diego Picres 
with the other. Their meting was with ſuch a “balpaunt 
minds, that out of both the Enimpes ſhippes there leapt 

many into the Sea. The fight indured no longer, but vn⸗ 
fill ſuch time the Captaine generall with the other ſhippes 
dꝛewe nere, who did alwapes Bote off at them. In the 
meane while the reſt of the Enimies did beare all that they.

And within ſeauen dapes alter, there fell a 
great leake in the Mip y Lewis Cotine Was in, x foz that it 
Was in ſuch a place that they could not come by it, they 
were therefore dꝛiuen with all the Jfleete to retourne to 
Monſanbique, to ne rigge the fame, Now the winde was 
ſcant, they were faine to remaine in a certeine creeke, vntill 
che was finiſhed, and alter warde they retourned to their 
vopage, and at the Cape of the Coꝛrentes they were 
fo duertaken with loꝛmes which came ſodeinlp, and with 5 ;

Being come where 
the king was, his grace honourably reteiued him, according;

pound vnto the king to moſt certeine gaine and pꝛolit, be⸗

And foz 

that God doth well perceiue the iuſt quarrell the king of 

Calycut bath to make him warres, that he will therefoze 

Both com àide and fuccour him therein, vpon the charges of thofe that 

mons & are innocents thereof. This they did not onelpe tell our

255 and Some of them allo that were in credito with the king, 
our men. and ought vs no great god will, did openlpe faye, that 
ik (o bee that the king of Calycut did come with a grea⸗ 
ter power then they hadde, they would imme diat lpe deli⸗

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wer dur men bnto him, fince the warres were begunne in 
reſpect of vs and foz our ſakes, they did put in hazarde the 
loſſe of their kingdome. The king meruailing much of the 
boldneſſe of bis lubiects, aunſwered them with louing 
woꝛdes, laieng that they had offended him verie foe with 
thepꝛ vaine ſpeach, alſuring them, that ik fo be that the 
king of calycut woulde come and {eke him out, pet be 
woulde notwithſtanding oefende bimfelfc , onely foz that 
hee well knoweth, that God will fauour him, foz his iuſt 
dealing in defending thoſe chꝛiſtians, as he had taken vp⸗ 
pon him to doe. But foz all this his fubtects coulde not ber 
well pacified, thereof fome were deſirous to fet vppon our 
men, but pet thep durſt not, foz that the king had allowed 
them a gard to attend vppon them, and alfo appointed a 
ftrong place foz their lodging. Upon this, there came newes 
that Vincente Sodre was come to Coching, who had left 
greate hurt done along the coaſt of calicut, both by water 
and by land. 
Ok whole comming all our men were very glad, 

foz that they were befoze in great danger But the Factoz 
perceiuing that they came not a land, ſent the Captaine ge⸗ 
nerall woꝛd by Laurenco Moreno, the terteintie they heard 
of the warres, which the king of Calycut was minded to 
make vppon the king of Coching, and where hee was at 
that pꝛeſent in a readineſſe foꝛ the ſame. Requeſting him ä 
on his behalfe, and requiring him in the name of the king The Cap- 
of Portingale, that he woulde fozthwith difimbarke him⸗ l ck 
ſolfe, toꝛ that with his being in coching they were certein eth him- 
they ſhould remaine conquerours, pelding ſufficient reaſon felfe for 
foz the fame, € other wiſe that they were in greate daun⸗ deling on 
ger. The Generall aunlwered, that he was appointed chelande. 
foz Captaine Generall of the Sea, and not of the lande, 
and did thereloꝛe remaine in the Indias , onelpe to kepe 
the ſeas. 

Meuertheleſſe ik fo be that the king of Calycuf 
had prepared his warres againſt the king of coching, by 
ſea, he would haue defended him, but fince it was by lande, 


he 
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he had nothing to doe withall, but to fuffer the king fo des 

fend himlelke, koꝛ that he would depart to dilcouer the redde 

Dea. The Facto? vpon this determinate anlwere, did once 

moꝛe fend bute him, requiring him on Gods behalfe, and 

the king ol Portingales that he would not leaue them fo, 

for that the king of cochings power was but ſmall to des 

fend bimfelfe withall, in thele warres againſt the king of 
Calicut, who had begun the fame onely and foz none other 

tauſe, but to deſtroy our Factoꝛie.

Tith this aunlwere the Bing ok Caly- 
cut remained in ſome feare, and inderd without any hope ol 
victoꝛp, if fo be that it had not bene foz his dune ſouldiers, 
which gaue him countell to ſend to overcome certain towns 
of Coching, which lay hard thereabouts, he Would halte lett 
the warres.

Concerning whom 
by certaine ſpyes that the Bing of Coching had in that Ze 
land, he vnderſteod that he had made himſelle in a readines, 
to defend himlelfe againſt the Captaine generall, hauing res 
die in armes thee lhouſand Napꝛes of the which were leas 
uen hundꝛed bow men, and foꝛtie with ſhot, beũdes all their 
houles well foztifico with ſundꝛy trenches round about. 
Alſo he had by Sea certeine paraos with Oꝛdinance in the 
ſame, which the Ring of calycut had giuen him. Thele wer 
alloat in a certaine har boꝛ, where our men pꝛetended to dil⸗ 
imbarke themiclues ; which were there placed, that they 
ſhoulde refit our comming into that place, if that it were 
pottible: About this place there was great ſtoꝛe of boates, all 
furnished with Oꝛdinance: but the enimies at the length, 
were dꝛiuen to runne a wap, lo that our men remained quis 
etly in the harbour, where there ſtod in the water, yea, euen 
vp to their girdles a great number, alwaies foꝛfending our 
landing, thang at vs both ſtones, and ſpeares, and The great 
{hating off their arrowes in great plentie. Wut as ſone as 'valicncye 
our Oꝛdinaunce began to go off, then they deſperatelp began of the 
fo run away and giue place. Bowobeit, thep being aland, did 1 
fo iopne themſelues together, that in (uch loꝛt v they gaking the yr 
our men inough to do to Diftmbarke themlelues foz that the enimics 
fame was bo valiantip by them reſiſted. landing. 
And foz all that cur men could doe, they woulde ne⸗ 
uer leaue the l elde alt gether, but by a lpttie and a lyt⸗ 
tle they retired themlelues to their Palme trees foz to haue 
amongſt them luccour:and there What with the hinderance 
E that 
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that our men found by thole trees, they delended themſelues 
a ſmall time. But akter ward they ranne awaye, and that 
without oꝛder, ſo that our men followed them to the vtter⸗ 
moſt, in eſpetiall the Conſtable of Francifco de Alburquer- 
que, whom they call Pedro de lares, tubo found himſelfe as 
lane with thaw Nayres which came toward him. The one 
of thefe {hot an arrow, which ſtrake him in the bꝛeaſt, and 
foꝛ that he woꝛe a bꝛeaſt plate, it did him no harme. And as 
the Nayre lofed off his arrow, went off lyke wiſe his thot; 
and ſkrake the Nayre in the bꝛeaſt, lo that he ouerthꝛewe 
him, and after ward ſhot off another pace vpon one of the 
others that remained, and killed him allo. By the third he 
himſelle was hurte in the legge with a certaine weapon, 
which they doe call a Gomya , and with the fame her that 
hurt him would haue run awaye, but at length this pedro 
lares, killed him with his [word. Thus all the enimies ber⸗ 
ing put to flight, Franciſco de Alburquerque did then de? 
termine to march toward the Capmalls houle, wher he had 
gathered together all bis force, which was ſome what ſtrong 
by reafon of certaine trenches that be had made about the 
fame, The Captaines were diuided on both ſides of the J⸗ 
land, and each of them had their men with them, and in the 
middes of the Jland were placed thofe of Coching. In this 
oꝛder they went all burning and ſpoplyng ſuch Townes as 
there were, and that without any reſiſtaunce. Going in this 
oꝛder, there tame certaine paraos from calycut on that fide 
of the glande which Ed warte Pacheco had the charge off, 
who foz ᷣ they were many in number did leape a land, ¢ ema 
counter with  forefaid Ed warte pachecho, had giuen him 
the ouerthꝛowe, (if Franciſeo de Alburquerque bad not 
bene) who tame thether with thofe that he had in charge.

At the firſt meeting were ſome ol 
our mien hurt with their arro wes, luhich they ſhot ſtanding 
behinde their Palme trees, which to them were a very gen 
bulwarke. Our men, ſceing that as they were, and having 
thole trees fo2 their delente, they could not make them te re⸗ 
moue, did then remoue themſelues, and got on the one ſide ol 
them, ſhoting at them with their Croſſebowes and Calés 
uers with the which there were ſome llaine; and the reſt fled 
a wap vnto their Townes, after whom our men followed fo 
eagerly, that there was made a great ſlaughter, pea, karre 
greater then in the lieldes, ſoꝛ that there they were ſperpe⸗ 
led € heere they toke them altogether in their ſtreets; where 
they might the better deale with them. The Towune being 
left alone, was immediately let a fire, the ſpople therof was 
giuen to thoſe Nayres of Coching which went with him: 
this rewarde Franciſco de Albufqutrque gaue vnto them, 
that thep ſhoulde nat thinke his tomming into the Indie, 
Was to robbe any man, but rather to reuenge ſuch iniuries, 
as were ſhewed to the kung of Coching, 
f Now at his returne with this victoꝛp, he was iopkullpe 
The king receiued at the Kings handeg, who regueſted him, not to 
it no chin trouble himſelfe any farther; foz that he indged himfetfe fo 
keth him be well renenged.

wMmediatly after this was the king of Cas 

IJ licut aduertiſed of the loſſe of thoſe paracs, 
and alſo of all the ſucteſſe that our men had 

in thoſe wars, foꝛ the knowledge wherot he 

2 vied all diligence, in refpec of the great de⸗ 


e fire he had to turne vs ont of the lodizs,fo2 

that naturally they could not abide vs. And feariig leaſt that 

we ſhuld take their countrie ktom them, they were lo much ur da 
the ino2e deſirous to hunt vs away. Chis thing they poor 1% o 
cured with great inſtance, and aifo were the occafion that wer mo é 
we ſhould haue no Wepper. Making this account, that earneſt 10 
if fo be that we Mould goe without the fame vnto Portm- hunt our 
gale, it would be the octalion, that we would not retourns See 
againe to the Indias, By this meanes therfore we were De Counttie 
uen to pꝛouide foz the Flerte in their riuers, and that with 

ſuch a number of men, that we could neuer haue aboue a 

1200. quintall of Pepper, of 4000. Bahares „ that the Mer⸗ 

chants had pꝛomiſed, and pet this we got With great ſhot 

of Oꝛdinaunce, and hurt of our men, and with inũnit edz 

ding of bloud of the enimies. 

In the ende, the king of Calycut kound the meanes by 
merchants his friends to perl wade with the merchants of 
Coching, to gine to the Captaine general no moze pepper, 
excuſing themſelues with the warres. Ulhich thing was 
done in ſuch wet, that neither with the requelt of the king 
ol Coching „ neither with anpe giſte that was giuen 
them bp Franciſco de Alburquerque, hœ coulve mous

oy porſwade them to gine them emo moꝛe Pepper Pow 
the hope of our men loꝛ haning the fame anps moe in 
Coching baing pack, Alonfo de Alburquerque with ve- 
dro de Iayde, and Antonio del Campo, were dziuen to 
ſteke koꝛ the fame at the citie of coulan, which they did the 
ſerer, foꝛ that they knew that the geuerndurs of Towne 
were delirous of cur factoꝛte, fhe which was offered to pe · 
dro Aluares Cabrall, and the Loꝛde Gumerall) Whole that 
thus went thether, were fuily bent tonnake warres againtt 
them, if lo be that thep woulde not gine them lading foz 
to2p? fhipsiAdohto de Alburquerque being departed from 
Goehing with rertaine Captaines, came into the post of 
the Citie ul Conan; the Which ſtandeth twelue leagues 
from coching, and from Cowarin xxiiii. the which is bes 
yond the ſame, bearing toward the South. * 
This Citie (as 3 ſape) befoꝛe that Calycut was buil⸗ 


gti ded, was the princtpall of the Pozuince of Malabar) and

the citie, the greateſt and mot pꝛincipalleſt 392 of all that Coatt, 


of Coulã. Notlwithſtanding, as yet their houles be both greate and 
kayꝛe, and fo are alſo thep2 pagodes and Chappells come 
parabie to theſe of Calycut. Their harbaur 02 hauen ts des 
rie god, they art well pronided of all ſoꝛtes of vicualls, 

the people are in condition lpke vnto thole of calicat, 
The inhabitants are Malabars, Gentiles, and Moes, 
and the Pores are berie rich and greate merchauntes, in 
efpecially ſince the warres beganne betwerne Calycut and 
bafo? many merchauntes of calycut leite the fame, and 
notre dwell there, They doe trade in Coromandyll, cei- 
lan, in the Jlands of Maldyua, Bengala, pegu, Comatia, 

and in Malaca. 

he king ok this conntrie is Loꝛde of a greate Ring⸗ 
dame, wherin are many great Cities and rich, which haue 
belonging vnto them ſundꝛye godlpe harbonrs, by realon 
whereolk pis cuſtomes are great, and foz that cauſe they 
are riche of Treaſure, and are able to make a greate 
power of men of warre, which are fos the mote 
parte men but of lyttle ſtature . He bath alwayes in bts 
gard 
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guard. thꝛer hundꝛed women, which doe ble bowes and are 
perpperte in the l kill of ſheting. They haue abont their A gard of 
bꝛeaſts certaine vands of lynnen ¢ of Hike, with the which „an 
they doe binde them fo harde, that they are no hinderaunce bovves & 
vnto them in their Hating This king hath foz p moſt part arrovres. 
gl his time, war with the king ol Narlings, Which is a great 
trouble tuto him. Me doth continuallꝑ oꝛ fo2 the moſt part 
remaine in a Citie, the which they doe call Calle. The Cos 
uernours of Goulan are as it were Aldermen, in the Which, 
there is a certaine Church, which p Apoltle Saint Lhomas 
builded, comming thetber to pꝛeach the Catholiks faith, by 
reaſon wherol, there were great numbers that turned Chata 
ſtians, as well of the Gentiles, as other wiſe, (o that of them 
there are pꝛoteeded from generation to generation the num⸗ 
ber of twelue thouland houſeholders „ that are ſcattered a⸗ 
bꝛoad in the Country woher they haue their Churches. The 
Ping of Goulan letiug hom many were daplre conuerted 5 
and the daunger thercof, did baniſh him out of his Couns 
trevo who being thus gone; went to a Citie called Malapur, 
Ipeng along that Coaſt, and is parcell of the Bingdome of 
Narfingas. And vet being there, foꝛ y be was (o followed bpp 
Gentiles and by b Chꝛiſtians of Coulan, did apart himſelfe 
to b Mountains, wher they affivme y he dyed, x from thence he as 
be Was baenabt to be buried in coulan , in à vaute y was baniſmed 
made in the foꝛeſalde Church. This Church is now cuer⸗ y country 
growen, with buſhes and fontes, foz that the Citie is diſin⸗ 
habited, onelp there remaineth a poze More, Which docth 
kope the fame, foꝛ that there are no Chꝛiſtians neere dido 
it: and there he liuztb vppon the alma of all thoſe p com⸗ 
meth thether in Pulgrimage, alwell ot Chziſtians as of the 
Gentiles, fo2 à eres doth not let to giue their almes like⸗ 
wile onto hum, fez that he was buried in their Countrey , 
Alonſo de Alburquet que being tome to the Darke? of this 
citie, the Gauernours hauing knowledge theroß they come 
to vilite him a bard his thip, where within the fance there 
was ſetled a peace, d which was made vpon condition, that 
we ould haue our Factoꝛv in the Citie, æ allo ſhould haus 
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Ihe cou. ag much lading of (pices and other commodities, as would 
1 Bes lade pꝛelently thoſe Hips, the which immediatly they went 
va about to proutde . In the meane while that our men wers 
rvith the there, and whileſt that the one ſhip toke in bis lading, the 
inhabitáts other two kept abꝛoad in the ſea, to watch all ſuch as pat 
8 this pp front other places and thoſe that they could diſerie, were 
e. hꝛought, fome with their quo wills, and others there wert 
bꝛought againſt their wills, to ſpeake with Alonſo de Al- 
burquerque , aànd to ſhew him obedience as to a Captains 

general of p king of Portingales. He offered no hurt to any, 

but onely to the Moꝛes of the red ſea: foz all ſuch of them 

as he toke, he would caule their ſhips fir to be ranſacked, 

and after ward to be burnt, in revenge of that they had done 

to Pedro Aluares Cabrall., of the which thole of Coulan 

were greatly afraid. The houte foz the Factoꝛie being fini⸗ 

ſhed, and the ſhippes laden, Alonſo de Alburquerque lefte 

there fo? Factoꝛ, one Antonio de Sala, with tte ſcriueners, 

the one talled Rodrigo Aranfo, and the other Loparabes 

lo : and foz interpꝛetour one talled Madera, and two Fri¢ 

ers foz Chaplaines, with others, the which in all were rr, 

And fo leauing them in peace, he departed toward coching.

gide him. Ouer and belides all this, that the Perchauntes 
Mores did offer him great helpes toward the fame . After 
the felfe fame ſoꝛte, did Franciſco Reynel wzite vnto him a 
kewe dapes after, and how that the king of caly cut was 
pꝛeparing of ſouldiers, beſides that her had commanded much 
oꝛdinaunte to be made, and that the Pores of Coching were 
greatly in his fauour, and therfoꝛe he did aduertiſe him not 
fo truſt much vnto them: within two daies after the receipt 
of thele letteres the king ol coching wẽt to bifit Franafco 
de Albuquerque and after the fame manner told him that 
which he had learned of terteine Bramenes that tame from 
Calycut, and willed him to beware € to fozefce what daun⸗ 
ger be was into lote Coching;if fo be that ther did remaine 
no arniie of defente foz that purpoſe.

Vich this aun were, the Ring was latitkied: and fi nte 
fhat Franáfco de Alburquerque could haue no moze Pep⸗ 
per then that he had, which was but a (mall quantitte, por 
deterutined to Depart toward Portingale, hut firſt he would 
nominate him that chould remaine in the Indias foz Cap⸗ 
taine generall, that the Ring ol Coching ſhould vnderſtand 
the fume. And foꝛ that he knew, that he that was appeyn⸗ 
ted, would thinke it very dangerous to remaine there, with 
fo few men as be was able to leave him, he durſt commit 
it to nont ot his Captaines. Ho ſubeit after that he had offe⸗ 
red tlie ſume to them all, and they were not willirng to ace! 

Edwarte cept it, laſt of all he gaue tye gouernment to Ed warte pache- 
Pacheco cho, who did accept it with a great god will, moe foz to 
auß oe ferue God and his king, then foz any profite be knewe that 
general hee laub get in remaining in fhe Indias. do 
for thie And when it was maca pꝛead abꝛoad giknotuhe to the 
India? king of Cichihg star Edwartepacheco fads he hat was 
appointed, ge was well pum a tgerewilh, foz that he hadde 
heard befoze ol his valeur. This being concluded vppon, 
Franciſco de Albutquerque inade o fail, tarrieng with him 
all the volt of the Flerte. But firſt he gane the king to ens! 
derſtand that he did carepithe lune nofurther then to gas! 
nano, foꝛ becauſe ot the gfleete ot cult, which night en⸗ 
conmer with hun, and fo woꝛke hum fome dilplealare in dis 
wise poze 
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Por, where he minded to flap(as he did) procuring the ly⸗ 
bertic of Rodrigo Reynel and the others that were there , 
This determination being knowen to the Bing of Ca- 
lycut, he fent him word, that it were not reg uiſite that bee 
ſhouln haue him awap, but rather offered him, ik fo be that 
he would tarrie, to giue him the Pepper that he had promis 
fed to delpuer . But hearing this, he ſuppoled that he gaue 
the ſame out, that Rodrigo Key nel with the others, ſhould 
be the moze deſirous to remaine in the Indias » At this in⸗ 
ſtaunt came in Alonſo de Alburquerque which retourned 
krom Coulan, and the time being ſpent, he would not tarrye 
there any longer, but with the reſt went toward Cananor . 
And being there arriued, there tame a letter from Rodrigo 
Reynel, in the which he wrote onto him, that the Ring DE 
Calycut was certainly bent to ſet vpon Coching, immedi⸗ 
atelp after that he were gone. And that all thoſe diſtimula⸗ 
tions which he did vie in offering to giue him Pepper, was 
but foꝛ ſeare he had conteiued that he would haue burnt his 
ſhips, which were as then in his harbour. This newes the 
Captaine genera! kept clofe to himſelfe, that the fame ſhuld 
not come fo peares of Edwarte Pacheco, vnto whom was 
lefte the hippe in the which be went, and two Caruells, of 
the which were Captaines Pedro Raphael and Diego Pie 
eres, beſides a ſhippe boate, 

Alſo thep lefte him foure ſcoꝛe and tenne men, and thole 
whole, that were needkull, foꝛ all the reſt were ſiche. Allo, 
there was left him, the mol parte of the Oꝛdinaunce, with 
the mot parte of the munition that they were able to ſpare. 
Now being knoten to them all, of the great potvet that 
the Ring of Calycut had in a readineſſe, they did then mere 
uaple, that Ed warte Pacheco would accept the ſame, in eſpe⸗ 
cially, foz that he remapned with fo mall a Flecte. Some 
therefore there were that gaue out and ſapde, God haue 
mercie vpon Ed warte Pacheco, and thoſe that doe remapne 
with him: ſuppaling that in very drede, he ſhoulde not el⸗ 
tape.

They de: que, Frauciſco de Alburquerque , and Nicholas Coello 
N that departed alter warde, were caſt awaye, Pedro de Tai- 
and falo de Was dꝛiuen to Quay loa, and entering vppon the Barre, 
tovvardes his Shippe was there caſt awaxe, with the moſt parte 
Portingal of his men, by meanes whereof be went to Monſan- 
bique in a Zanbuco, where after warde her dyed . Her lefte 
there a Letter wꝛitten of all his ſucteſſe, and alſo declaring 
in what eſtate the Indias did remaine, which her come 
maunded to be deliuered to any Captaine that ſhould come 
thether from Portingale. 

Alonſo de Alburquerque „and Antonio del cam- 
po came to Lithborne the thee and fiventeth of Auguſt, 
in the peare aboue ſapde, and tolde the Bing of the eſtate of 
the Índias, who alfo pꝛeſented him with foure hundzed 
weight of the greate fede of Pearles, which is called 
Alhofer 02 Ragges, and with 144. pounde weight of great 
Pearle, of greate eſtimation, and eight Oyſters, in the which 
the fame do grow: and alo a Diamond Tablet, the which 
Was as bigge as a greate Beane, beſides many other tetos 
ells, and allo two hoꝛſes out of rerſia, the which were great 
runners.

Ban de Alburquerque being departed towardes 
portingale, Edwarte pacheco Which remained ‘for: 
Captaine Generall in the Indias, hauing a while ſkaped 

in 
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in Canânor ts fake in there his victualles „ brought him⸗ 
felfe onder ſaple, and came to an Ankoꝛ tothout the point 
of Cananor., and from thence hee ſent pedro Raphacll 
to goe a long the Coaſt, and to cante all ſuch Shippes as 
he coulde diſcrpe to beare with the Captaine, and to res 
knowledge him foz their Cencrall, At this inſtaunt was 
Diego preres à netos rigging of bis Carnell in Coclupg. 

And all theſe Shippes that were bꝛought before the Gene 4 

rall „ gaue an account whether they were bounde , and 
What they carryed, and allo of whence they were. And ik 
fo bee that hee founde anye Pepper, he woulde take the 
ſame, as he did front ſome other ſhippes that were bound 
to Calycut, in the which oꝛder hee bien ſuch rigour, that 
after warde he was feared of all men. 

hileſt hee was thus at an Ankoz, there tame bppon 

him in the night a Frete of twentye and fine Salle ok 
Dhippes, which vppon a lodeine made him to coniecure 
that they were of calycut. And feing himſelke in luch 
daunger, he commaunded to let Apps their Gabells by 
theyꝛ Balſts, foꝛ that vppon fuch a ſodeine they coulde not 
wepe thep2 Ankozs with thep2 Caplfeines , and with the 
fame he cut and made his courſe into the Dea, to bꝛing 
himſelfe in the winde of thoſe Saples, vppon whom her 
commaunded to fhate off all his Oꝛdinaunce. And as they 
were ſhippes laden with Nice, ſo ranne they their ape as 
faſt as thep coulde. Some there were that ranne a grounde, 
and moze hurt had bene done, had it not beene foz a greate 
ſhip of the Mores that came in their company, in the which A abade 
were well neere to the number of 400, Moes, that were of (kirmith 
the kingdome of Cananor. Theſe thinking that they might vrith an 
take our ſhippe, came ſodeinly vppon them, alwaies Hating 1 
of their arrowes, and we aunfwering them likelolſe with me, 
our Oꝛdinaunce. This ſkirmiſh continued till it was al» 
moſt dap, and then they tolde what they were. After that Ed⸗ 
warte Pacheco had thus well beaten him with his Oꝛdi⸗ 

naunce, with the which were nine of his men ſlaine, belides 
many that were hurt, they tolde what they were, 
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And foz that there durſt not paffe anye Ship by foz feare 
that they chuld be taken, the Captaine Cenerall departed tos, 
Wards Coching, and in the wave he fought with certeine 
ſhips of the Pes, fome he burnt, and others her loke, bes 
five thoſe that were lune. Thus with greate victoꝛie her 
arriuld at Coctnug, aud landed at the Caſtle, where he tne 
ſterllod e by the Factour,that the newes of the pꝛeparation 
that the king of calycut had made foz the warres was moſt 
true, and that the king of coching tod in grrate feare 
the reat, fo: that the Poꝛes that were inhabitantes of Co- 
ching, Were againſt their king foz the mainteining of theſe 
warres againſt the king of calycut. The next day follow⸗ 
ing the Captaine Generall went to viſite the king of Co- 
clung, carrieng his boats with him well armed and fenced, 
with certeine paueiſes made cf Boꝛdes, and ſette with 
Jlagges, beũdes certeine Oꝛdinauntce which they had in the 
lame, with the which be ſhewed bimfeife to be verye topa 
full, the rather that the king might take occafion to be mere 
rie: who after that he vnder ſtode how {mali a erte there 
was lekt to defend his countrie withail, he could not be but 
verpe penfattue, and ſayde vnto the Captaine Generall, 
What that the Poꝛes of Coch. ng hadde tolde him that hee did not

en told him, the Captaine general went to fe 
a ss the ſtreights, x to foztifie them, which had 
dE veio) (EA great nado thereof. But they all were we! 
1 SS furnithed ſauing onelp the foꝛd, which be 
commanded to be fortified with ſtakes, that ther might en⸗ 
ter no beflells of the cnimtes. In the meane time be was 
aduertiled by a Letter from Rodrigo Reynel, that a pꝛin⸗ 
cipall Maze of coching, and beſides diuerſe others, did pros 
ture all that they could to leaue the titie, that P king might 
remaine alone, æ that thervpon this Mae bath come twice 
to ſpeake with the king of Calycut in his owne behalle, and 
in the name of the others. This newes troubled the Caps 
taine Generall a while, howbeit to diſappoint them of their 
ſuttle dealing, and that the fame ſhoulde take no effoct, her 
thought it necellario to execute this pꝛincipall Bore , that 
the others might conceiue fome feare thereof . This being 
Enotone to the king of Coching , be woulde not content 
there vnto, thinking that ik fo be that he were executed, the 
others would make a mutenie immediatly, and then there 
chuld be no victualls bꝛought into the citie, foz that thoſe did 
pꝛouide the citie therewith in trucke of their merchandiſe, 
and therefore he thought bef to dilſlemble with them all. 
The Captaine Generall feing that the king woulde not 
content there vnto, tolde him that he waulde talke with the 
Mares himſelfe, and that he had thought to ble fome poli⸗ 
cie that none of them ſhauld depart out of the citie. But firſl 
be commaunded all his olune men to obeye him in all ſuch 
occasions as ſhould be nxdfull o2 requifite, which tomman ⸗

tell and Paraos, and alſo did them ſundzie other iniuries, at 

they cal $ the which the Poꝛes ol Coching much meruailed, namely, 
Capitaine hoo he could fuffer fo great trauaile, and therfoze they gaue 
General gut, that he was the dinell, 
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How the Captaine Generall made an entrie into 
Repelyn,and alſo how he departed towardes 
the ftraights of Cambalan, there to tarrie the 
king of Calicuts comming. Chap. 66. 
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A this inftant was the king ol Co- 
ching aduertiſed that the king ol 
Calicut was come to Repelin;to gas 
ther his power together, and fo to go 
krom thence to Coching bp the 
kraights of Cambalan, After 5 ſelfe 
ſame manner did Rodrigo Reinel, 
bite vnto him, who lap as then ve⸗ 
Es es yp ficke,and afterward dyed, which 
the king of Cal ycut hearing, commaunded fo be taken all 
that he had. This being kno we to the Wares of Coching 
that the king of Calycut Was in Kepelyn, they wold haue 
giuen occaſion to the townes men to haue runne awap, but 
there was none that durſt venture to doe it, ſoꝛ feare of the 
Captaine Generall. To after that he knew fo2 certeintye 
ok his being in Repelyn., and that all men might vnder⸗ 
ſtand how little he did cite the king of Calycut and his 
tower, and armie of ſhips, did one night let tpon a towne 
of the countrie of Repelyn, at ſuch houres when all were 
a ſleepe, and did let fire to the fame. And after that it was 
well kindled, our men were knowne, and immedtatlp there 
tame many Paires, as wel of the towne, as alle from other The cap- 
places thereabouts adiopning. The Captaine Generall was raine gene 
foꝛced to retire, that with great daunger, vnto his boats, tall & his 
with fiue of his men hurt, and of bis enimies there were Mon infor 
many flaine and hurt, € pet foz all that, thole enimies that ~~, 
remained aliue, followed him a gad while. And as our men theyr 
returned toward coching, there were thot by them ſo maz boates, 
ny arrows which fell bpon their boates, that their targets 
were all couered with the fame, 
This being knowne to the king of coching, that he was 
come to the Callle, he went to viſit him, koꝛ that he atcoun⸗ 
Mm. ted 
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ted that enfcrpzife foz a great matter, in efpecially the king 

of Calycut beeing there pꝛelent, who had in a readineſſe fo 

greate and mightie a power, and ſo he faite. At the 

which the Captaine Generall laughed, and therewithall he 

tolde him that be woulde deſire no moze but that the Ring 

of Calicut would once come, foꝛ that be woulde fight with 

him a battatle, and then woulde be apparaunt the valiant⸗ 

nelle of his men. They of Coching being now all quiet, as 

allo the Captains general hauing made vnto the principais 

an Oꝛation, he pꝛepared his men in a readinefle foz that he 

minded to Depart to the ſtraights of Cambalan. And in the 

meane while he lelt in the ſhippe xxv men with the maſter, 

which was called Diego Perrere, ſuhom he lefte foz Cap⸗ 

taine in his ablence, and alſo as well kurniſhed with Dante 

nance and ſhot, that they might defend themſelues the bets 

ter. The names of thofe that tarried with him J do omit, 

as alſo thofe that remained in the Caſtle. Thole that the 
Captaine Generall carried with him, were to the number 

ok xxiiii men: and in one of the boats he appointed foz Caps 

taine, him that went foz Captaine in the Caruell Santa 

Maria, whiles the was a rigging, with rrii men. The caps 

faine Generall went in another boate, in the which with 

bimfelfe there were one and twentie men. Amongſt them 

all their number was lxriii men, who alt both fhofe 

that were in the Caruell, and thofe that were in the boats, 

being all confetied, and hauing receiued the Sacrament, 

the Captaine Generall departed to the ſtraights of Camba-

of Apꝛill. 1504. Thus departing with great pleaſure, and

fo2 that they were many, 3 doe not rehearſe. The fostes of 
inſtruments that they had foꝛ the wars were ſo manp and 
diuerſe, that when they began to play vpon the ſame, it was 
thought that heauen and earth woulde iopne together. 
Ouer ¢ beſides the great multitude of the people, the which 
did couer the whole earth. Whole that went in the vangard, 
as ſone as they came to their ſetling, did giue fire to theyꝛ 
oꝛdinance, which as they lay neere to the Caruel, ſo it appe⸗ 
red partly a miracle, that there was no perce that did hurt 
it. Holobeit dur Oꝛdinance being Hot off, did all light full 
amongſt the enimies, and killed many of them, although it 
was before dap, the wyich vntill Sunne did riſe „ were in 
diſcharging out of the Caruell, aboue vxx.ptetes. 
Alter all this, the whale Flecte of the enimies beganne 
to come out ot the rivers of Repelyn , Which were 169. 
Soyſtes, that is to ſap, thꝛes ſcoze and fire paraos the which 
hadde theyꝛ defence of fackes of Cotten, which deuiſe Was 
giuen them by the Italians’; that our Ozdinaunce ſhoulde 
not hurt their men. re Sten N 
Each of theyꝛ boates 02 Poraos had fino pices of Drs 
dinaunce in them, and fire and twentie men, of the which 
there were fine in euer y varao that had their Caleeuers, and 


all the reff were boty men 
Allo there were twentie of theſe Foyſts, all cheined tos 
oe Pn. gether,

gether, for to fet vpon the Caruell . Allo there were liit. 
Catures, beſide thirtie greate Barks, each of theſe hadde 
his peece of Oꝛdinaunce, and ſixteene men, which ſerued 
in hum with ſundꝛy kindes of weapons. 

Beſides all theſe armed vellells, there went other furs 
niſhed with men, which beeing all together, it ſermed that 
the whole riuer was couered ouer, in the which Flert were 
well neere x. thoͤuſand men, and of this fete was Adme⸗ 
ral Nabeadarin, and foz ice Admerall the Loꝛde of Re- 
pelyn. Certeinly to fee them altogether vpon the water and 
lande, was a greate terrour, all of them beeing balfe nas 
ked, fome of coulour blacke, and others of a Darke Taw⸗ 
nye, And vppon their weapons the Sunne did fo gliſter, 
that they appeared as though they had beene [woꝛdes, and 
newly ground, and fo lpkewiſe did their targets, the which 
were of ſundꝛie coulours, and ſhewed berp gallant And foz 
that our men Moulo ſtand in the moꝛe feare of them, they 
gaue out great cries: and laroms. After this they beganne 
to found vppon their inttrumentes of warre, which noyſe 
contynued alwapes „ nowe after one ſozte, and then after 
another. 

Our men bearing amongſt ſuch a multitude, and bie 
ing in theyꝛ Caruell and theyꝛ boates, coulde ſcarcelpe bet 
dilcerned, foꝛ with the Fiete, they occupped almoſt all the 
paſſage, by meanes of ropes they gaue the one the other, 
which ropes were wounde about with cheynes, that they 
ſhould not cut them a funder. And after that they hadde 
done this, commaundement was giuen, to giue fire to the 
Ozdinaunce, with the which the nee were receio 
ucd, Cat 

At this indian thofe Napꝛes that were E Coding 
did all runne awapye, onely Grandagora and Frangora ree 
mained foz that they were in the Caruell: other wiſe they 
woulde haue gone as the others did, which had bene no 
matter, but that they ſhould ſer how valiantly our men Des 
fended themſelues in the battell, into the which apr went 
in a great heate. 


d 
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The Dadinantice went off fo often, and Iyketvite the 
{mall hot, that there was none that coulde fé one another, 
fog: the lmoake of the fame. The Caruell and the Woates 
did fo flame in fire, and did fo cruelly handie the enimpes 
al the fick entering, that there were toꝛne in peeces Tome 
of their Paraos, sand manpe ot their men llaine and hurt, 
without any of ours hurt, oꝛ Landing in any daunger thers 
ol at all. By this time, the enimpes were come, within the 
thꝛowe of a Dart. Howbeit, as they were many, and that 
without oꝛder, the one did hurt and hinder the other, ſo that 
they could not fight . Pet notwithſlanding, the rd. paraos 
that went beloꝛe, did trouble our men berpe much with 
theyꝛ Oꝛdinaunce which they had, floꝛ that they went chei⸗ 
ned together. 
Our men being wearied and hurt » andthe bate 
taile hauing endured a god while, the Captaine Generall 
tommaunded a Saker to ber ſhotle at them, the which till The eni- 
that time had not berne hot at the enimies. and after that 1 . 
the fame was twice diſcharged, they att lied, and foz that fed, doe 
they laye very thicke together „it did immediatlpe linke run cheiz 
foure ot them; and with that they were all ouercome, and vvaye. 
lo they ran theyꝛ Mae. Che tefinue of the pa raos Which did 
continue in the battaile ; were eighteene ſunke, and thir⸗ 
teene fledde awape, theirefione gaue place, in the which 
there were of eo enimpes greate numbers ſlaine and 
hurt. 
After all this came fhe Wise Admerall called the Loꝛd of 
Repelyn, with another (quadzon, and gaue a proud onſet, 
ſo did the king of calycut dine the lyke vpon the land. 
This battaile was farre moze vehement then the ‘fir, 
in the which were manye moꝛe of the enimpes llaine, 
then before, as appeared by the water which was ol the 
toulour of blond, Pet foz all this, the Loꝛde ol e 
made lo inde outeryes, cammaunding them to lape the Care 
uell abwꝛde, but for au chat they durſt not venture to 
Doe it, but rather viere delicous to goe spits bese ape ther 
allo that Were a land dis the like.

Jt was nov at this pꝛeſent paſt Cucnfona;from the time 
the battell did firſt beginne, in the which were of the eny⸗ 
mies ſlaine, not onely by land, but alſo by water. 350. men, 
which were knowne, belides others, the which were aboue 
à thouland: and ol our men there were ſome hurt, but none 
flatne, And although theyꝛ pellets were made ot café pꝛon, 
vet they did no moze hurt, then a fone beeing thꝛowne.

Generall neuer made any reckoning of the king of Calicut 
noꝛ of bis foꝛce, but foz al that did overran the Countrie,¢ 
deſtroped it, ſome there were of them that made a greate 
wonder thereat, x ſayd that dur God did fight foz vs, wher⸗ 
vpon they loſt all the hope they had foz euer to giue vs the 
ouerthꝛowe, and from thence foꝛth they had themlelues in 
no reputation, but rather were very ſoꝛie that it was theit 
euill bap to come in the aide ot the king of calycut. Choſe 
that did moſt repent themlelues of their comming, wer fabs 
tects te the king of Coching, foz that their countries were 
ſcituated along the riuers, which did put them in the moze 
feare of the Captaine Generall, that be wold ſet fire to their 
townes ¢ houles, oꝛ other wiſe deſtroie them. And foz that 
cauſe, they determined to leaue the king of calycut, wold 
matze no moze wars againſt our men, moꝛe thé that which 
was paſt alreadie. 


And 
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ppon this condition, they returned to the king ol Co- 


And 
ching, with whom they retoncyled themlelues, and thoſe 

that did thus were, one called Marugata, Muta Cayma’, 

‘and his brother, and Confins, who immediatly after the 
ibattatie, did fo ſecretlp depart from the kinge of Calicuts 
Campe, from whente they went to the land of Vaypin, 

to fay there, till they might fee their time, as J haue fayd, 

But when the king of Calicot had knowledge that they 

were gone, and allo vnderſtoode where they were become, ine 
pe was very (ory therskoꝛe, which allo was the occalion se Calicut 
that he renewed all his griefe, that hee had conceyued fo? much bla 
his ouerthꝛow, which he had recepued at our mens hands, meth his 
that were (o few. MUherupon he tooke occaſion to rebuke captaíncs 
his captaines, ſaving, that they were good foz nothing and 598 
that through their defaulte our men continued and kept throvvne 
theſe paflages . And if fo be, that thep had had any ſhame, by fo fevv 
they would 02 this time haue deyuen them from thente, in 
efpectallp hauing geuen fo often the enterpaite to palſe the 

ſame Then thofe two Italians that were prefente, did 

replie vnto the king, that although our men had done moſt 
valiantlp, pet that which they did was like onto the dedes 

or deſperate men. Notwithſtanding, that they were not ar” 

ble to dekende themſelues long, from fuch a power as his 
was, in efpecialty, not hoping to haue any fuccour . And 
therefore they willed him to fet vpon them often times, 

foz by that meanes it was pofltble to take them. Some 

alto of thofe kinges and noble men that came to fuccoure 

the king, and that were defirous of warres, did confirme 

that which the Italians had faide before, addinge moꝛeo⸗ 

uer, that God doth permitte his enemies lometime to haue 

the victoꝛie, ſoꝛ a moze greater loſſe vnto them, and there⸗ 

foꝛe it were good ſaide they, that he followed his friends 

counfell ano pꝛooued their ſtedfaſtneſſe. And although it 

were ſo, that be had not the victoꝛie immediatlye, vet her 

chould not therefore dilpairo .

Mith this 
anſwere, d inhabitants of coching were fully ſatiſtted, ¢ fo 
minded not to remoue themlclues from thence, vntill (uch 
time the battell were fouabt The Captaine general fer to 
encourage them the moe, commaunded before them all ta 
pitch a long fate in the ground, the which Was made harp 
at p one end.

ramppers, about the which our men killed fome of them. 
This being knowne to the king of Calicut, that the Cap⸗ 
taine Generall came thether to mete with him, he com⸗ 
maunded his ſouldiers with a out ſtomacke to {et vppon 
him and take him aliue, the better to reuenge himſelle on 
him at his pleaſure. About this there was a great ſkirmiſh 
and many of the enimies were ſlaine without taking of 
the Captaine Generall, neither pet could they make thepz 
rampiers. As the moꝛning came on which was the Alcen⸗ 
tion Day, the other sfleete did appeare,p which was not far 
off, and by this, the Captaine generall was retired vnto his 
boates, but it was with great trouble, becauſe of the great 
multitude of the enimies which came vpon him: howbeit 
he imbarked both himſelfe and his men without lacking az 
ny of them, but there were of the enimies many llaine and 
hurt. The point being noto clere & vnkurniſhed, the eni⸗ 
mies came and placed themſelues there, and then they bes 
gan to ſhote oft their Oꝛdinaunce at vs, to the which wer 
did aun were with ours, doing them great hurt therewith, 
koꝛ that all our thot went amongſt the enimies, where they 
lap open, and our men were well fenced, therefo2e their oꝛ⸗ 
dinaunce could doe vs no hurt. The king of Calicut ſccing The king 
this, ſent woꝛd to his Fleete that they ſhould rowe a pate, of Cali- 
and come to helpe and deliuer him krom the daunger and „ 
feare that our mien did put him in. The Slate being come, gen 
it was a fearefull fight to beholde them, foz that there was for ſucco: 
dziuen before them certeine rates, the which went alwaies to reſt 
burning, with intent to {et the Taruells on fire, and alter of bis 
them an hundꝛed and ten Paraos full of men t oꝛdinance, x 
many of them cheined together, and after them a hundꝛed 
Catures in the fame manner, and foure ſcoꝛe Tonis de cox- 
ia ancha, and in each of them thir tie men, beſides theyꝛ oꝛ⸗ 
dinaunce, and the eight caſtles in keeping of thele, the which 
ſtode hard by the point, foz that the cbbe was not as pet 
altogether entered. The enimies came with great clamo2, 
making great laromes and cries, and plaieng vpon inſtru⸗ 
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ments accounting vs as duercome already, and with this, 
they thot off fo many peces of Oꝛdinance as it was won⸗ 
derkull fo ſe, and with their fagots which they bꝛought bes 
fo2e them burning, they dꝛew very nécre to the Canizo, 
Which was placed befoze the Caruells, and therefore they 
could not come to {et the Caruels a fire, neither any other 
of all the leete. Nherekoꝛe, all thoſe that went befoze, did 
iopne with the Canizo, and there with did gine vs battaile, 
€ without all doubt they had cloled with vs at this time, 
if this defence had not bene. In this fodaine fight which 
Was very great, the battel indured a god while, vntill ſuch 
time the ebbe came on, and at this time the enimies receis 
ued great hurt, not onely in their Fregates that were toꝛne 
in preces and ſunke, but alfo many of their men that were 
flaine and hurte. The Ebbe being come, the Paraos with 
their Cafles did put off from the poynt, and ko the ende 
they ſhould goe the lwikter, they were rowed with boats. 
Thele came right towards the Caruells, and in the grea⸗ 
teſt of them all went foꝛtie fighting men, and in the other 
of the middle fort in each of them fine and thirtie, and in 
the leer ſoꝛt thirtie men. All thele were botomen ¢ thot , 
and beides that they did carrie Oꝛdinaunce, and fode all 
abroad, which did ſhewe fo terrible and monſtrous a front, 
as was fearful to be ſœene, the rather being fo great a flat, 
in compariſon of our mall power to defend them, we bas 
ning but two Caruells ¢ two boats But this was p day 
wherein God did well ſhew, the great regard he had to pres 
ſerue vs, for that neither the fight of fo many men, and fo 
many ſoꝛts of ayes whereby they had compalico and be⸗ 
{et vs, neither pet ſuch a Flerte, that was fo great and 
mightye, with the fearefull cryes that the Enimies did 
make, noꝛ the terrible thundering of the Oꝛdinance, could 
any wapes diſcourage oꝛ make vs afeard. The greater of 
the Cafties being come hard to this defence, did then hate 
off all his oꝛdinance at the Caruels, the Captaine genes 
rall commaunded to ſhote at the fame with a Saker , the 
which cauſed the ſaid Calle to ſtand wauering, but pet did 


them 
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them little harme, neither pet with another pace that they 
ſhot off foꝛthwith, with the which Captaine generall was 
fo fav, tbat he lifted vp his eyes vnto heauen, ſaieng:Loꝛd, The prai- 
doe not retourne my finnes to my face at this tine, aud cr gag 
this he laid with ſuch a loude vopce, that fome there fuere „ge in 
that heard the fame. In the meane while came the other che bitter 
Paraos, which did fet themſelues right equal with the firſt, neſſe of 
€ with the comming of theſe, the battell did increafe moꝛe keact. 
and moꝛe derp ſtoutly on all parts Their arrowes came 
fo thicke, which made fo great a ſhadow , that ſometimes 
ther appeared neither heauen noz earth, with p great fmoke 
of their Oꝛdinaunce. The Captaine gencrall did tourne, 
and commaund to thefe at the great Calle the Saker as 
gaine, x as with d other ſhot paſt, they had lonfobat haken 
their pzon works which were not very ſtrong, ſo with the 
fame ſhot they pꝛeſently bꝛake, ¢ after p the pꝛon woꝛkes 
were thus bꝛoken, ſome ol their beams being like wiſe carte 
ed alway, with certeine of their men ſlaine, with y fame our 
men gaue a great cry, æ the Captaine general falling down 
on his knees, gaue God great thankes, x returning to Hot 
the Saker againe, did carrie away another row of beams, 
with manp moze Maine and hurt, and the Oꝛdinaunce bes 
ing ſhotte off againe, it was all toꝛne in paces in a ſmall 
ſpate, and fo the enimies went with their Cafile further ok, 
but the others remapned there fighting very ſtoutly. And 
after this, both parts endured moze trouble all the day foz 
lo wing, then in all the battells that were paſt:but in the 
ende, we did ſo much hurt vnto their Caſtles, and lunke and 
rent fo manp of their Paraos in peres, tye enimies could 
not abide the fame,¢ therfore they rank thente. The fight 
did endure till euenſong time, x began in p moꝛning:of the 
enimies wer many flain,as after ward was forme in p wa⸗ 
ter, ot vs none, noꝛ any hurt, but only benfed with a thot 
which went thꝛough p Admiral, p bullet went among mas 
ny that were there, but they receiued no harme. 
The Captaine generall ſeeing the enimies went their 
wape, followed them in their Boates, and (uch paraos 
| Pp.if, 
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as he had, ſhwting alívapes at thoſe that were vppon the 
point Arraul, with the king, and with the foꝛce of their 
Oꝛdinaunce made them runne awap, leauing behinde them 
llaine thre hundꝛed aud thirtie men. This being done, he 
then returned to his Caruells, where that euening came to 
viſit him the Prince of Coching in the bebalfe of the king, 
Who ſent to excuſe himſelfe that he could net tome to vifit 
him in his owne perſon. But be ſent him againe woꝛd, that 
be wold receiue no diſcharge, vntill ſuch time he knew his 
heuines was paſt, but pꝛaied him fri hence forth to beleeue 
better in God, foꝛ that the daungerous dave of the Caftles 
was paſt, and be remained in the paflage as he did befoze, 
all lafe, and in readineffe to ſerue him. The felfe fame daie 
came to viſit him certeine noble men, of thofe that were of 
the king ol Cochings ſide, with whome there was made 
great triumph foꝛ this victoꝛie:and like wiſe there went to 
fo him many Mores Merchants which bꝛought him great 
pꝛelents, ſuppoſing to get of him thereby great friendſhip. 
He receiued them very gently, pꝛaieng them to be true ſub⸗ 
tests to the king ol Coching, foz thereby they ſhould finde 
him allured at any time whenſoeuer he might ſkand them 
in anp fede, where vpon they faithkully pꝛomiſed fo to do, 
E to binde them the moꝛe, he made them very great chere. 
Allo the next day in the moꝛning the king ol Coching came 
to viſit him, who imbꝛaced him with as great gladneſſe as 
could be deuiſed, ſaieng that he did wel perfoꝛme which 
he had promiled, in giuing the king of Calycut the ouers 
thꝛowe. But vnto this be anſwered, that he had not perfoꝛ⸗ 
med all his pꝛomiſe, ſince that he did not put him on the 
Caluete, but he was not in fault thereof, foz that the king 
kept bimfelfe al wayes farre from him. He detlarer alfo to 
the king diuerſe other matters of pleaſure, which the king 
anſwered in like manner, pꝛailing very much his valiant⸗ 
nes, æ that he had wel fene God did fight foz vs, aſking of 
him loꝛgiueneſſe foz É diſtruſt he had in him, c how great⸗ 
ly he was bound to ſuctour him, declaring allo that the af 
faires of Portingale were very great, and confedina em 

wile 
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wile that be thꝛough bis woꝛthineſle had made him king. 
after this victoꝛie the inhabitants of Coching did café oft 
the feare they had of the king of Caly cut, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that 

neuer from thence foꝛth they fede in anpe dead ok him, 
neither pet made account of his babilitpe.

This councell of Nabeadarin was repꝛoued by the 
kings and noble men which were there then allembled, € 
efpecially of the Loꝛd of Kepelyn, which faid that the king 
ought not to goe awape, neither foz the greatneſſe ol the 
winter that ſhould come, noz pet foz the loſſe of bis men, 
but rather to continue, giuing vs manye battailes, vntill 
ſuch time he did fake vs, and not onely pꝛocured the des 
ſtruction of vs in Coching , but alſo of thoſe that were in 
Cananor and Coulon. And that immediarly it were expedi⸗ 
ent they fent men of credit with letters to affirme, that they 
had boꝛded our Caruells with their Caſtles, and had alfo A fubtile 
flaine vs all, and taken our ſapd Caruells, and therefoꝛe ee A 
that they could kill all thole that were there, as they had le to 
pꝛomiſed. To the lame effect therefore the king did wꝛite haue 
immediatly and the Pecs alſo, but there was no credite brought 
giuen to the ſame, foz that there was other newes ſent on sar 
befo2e,and therefore the laſt was taken foz falle . Peuers 1 RR 
theleſſe foz all that, by the induſtry of the Poꝛes the which no Aca 
did dwel in thoſe two toons, our men were in great dans 
ger, and durſt not come ouéof theyꝛ Factoꝛpes, and in

The Captaine Generall hoping ol thepꝛ comming, did tar⸗ 
rye there all that night, but in the moꝛning he fato no likes 
lybod thereof, and meruailing what that thoulde meane, 
was infozmed by two Bramenes that the king of Calycut 
was gone with his whole power vnto Repody n, and that 
at that pꝛeſent hi was there.

ſhould finde him very rich, x in his pꝛoſperitie, and then he many 
would receiue reward of him. And with this he departed, gifts 
the Ring with all his ſubiects remaining verpe heauie foz 
is departure. Poꝛeouer, the Ring wꝛote vnto the king of 
ortingale of all Ed warte Pacheco ſucteſſes in the warres, 
and what he had done foz him. After this the Captain ge 
rall departed toward Cana nor, the xxvi.of September, ta⸗ 
rieng in bis companye thofe Captaines which ſhoulde ree 
maine in the Indias His god wil ¢ intent was, to come to 
an Anko? in the harbour of Panane,and there to viſite the 
King of Tavor. But by reafon of the ill weather they had, 
and their naughtie Pilots they could not reach ö lame, but 
were dꝛiuen to Calycut and pandarane. And from thence 
be commaunded Pedro Raphael and Diego Pieres to go bee 
fore the Flerte, and to loke out, whether they tould ſer any 
chips of the Po ꝛes. Being ariued at pandarane,¢ bearing 
along the Coaſt with a ſmall winde, there came vpon them 
p. paraos of the xbii.ſhips that wer ther a lading. Our men 
hauing fight of them, began forthwith to hate at them 
with their oꝛdinaunte. The other Captayns being a Sea 
bod, and hearing the found of the oꝛdinance, did returne, 
and bare as cloſe by the Tee as they could. 
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And hauing ſight of the thips of the Shores fo be à ground, 

came to Canan or by the Captgine gencralls tommaunde⸗ 

ment, who im mediately entered into counfaile,in p which 

it was determined by the whole tonlent of his Captains, 

that they ſhuld fight with thoſe Roꝛes, and that they ſhuld 

goe in their boates, foꝛ that their ſhips could not conte nere 

onto them, by reafon they were within the Barre. And foz 

2 the enimtes were many, that therefore thep ſhould do 

hat they could to clofe with the ſhips, the which as fone 

15 they had done, they ſhuld ſet the ſame a fire. This being 
appointed, the Captaine general with all ß other Captains 

ofthe Filetes did imbarke themſelues in their boates, the 

which were in all xv. in the Which all the louldiers of the 

f Flete did imbarke themſelues, and that with à great cou⸗ 
N Fon rage foz that they went to fight with their enimies. Theſe 
„eine Moes as 3 ſapd, had their ſhips within the Barre, Ipeng 
Moores a- one clofe by another, with their ſtearnes toward the land, 
zainſt fo and in the moſt part of them wer many ſouldiers, pd Which 


fevv finall were men of coulour white. Their weapons were bowes 
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and arrowes, and alfo they had much oꝛdinaunce. And oft 
the land, at the entering ok the barre were placed two per⸗ 
ces of oꝛdinaunce vpon a ſmall bulwarke wylch they had 
made. Our men bearing neere to this barre, had fight of the 
Capfaine generall, and boty the Caruells were ſomewpat 
farre off the ſhoꝛe, and that they came not, foꝛ that p wind 
Was but mall, and therefore were perfoꝛce dꝛiuen to ree 
furne backe foz them, x to bꝛing them by foꝛce of the dare 
Within the Barre, fo2 to ſuccour tyeir boates. The other 
Captaines (although they law him returne) went kozward 
by force of the dare, and at the entering of the Barre, che 
Pellets fell as though it had rapned amongit them. Wut 
foꝛ all this they entered, hating of all their Oꝛdinaunce 
But as their enimies were karre moze then thep, fo theyz 
arrowes were withont number. And foz that dur men by 
reaſon ihey wer ſom what low vnder their (ips, wer open 
without anp defence, therekoꝛe did they receitie great hurt, 
not onelp by their odinante, but allo bp their arrowes. 
Heere 
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Herre as it appeared, was all the force ef the bat : and 
foz all the ſtoutneſſe that was É eiwed by the bese’ „vet 
dur men entred into the middes of all the multitude ol the 
ſhot, vy force of the oare, in ſuch fo2t ÿ it appered as though 
the boats did flpe, the men crying gut S. lames, S. Iames,

About p fame time b Tritt tum de la Silua had —.— 
this ſhip a bord, Alonſo d la cocta did the like Bufo ancz 
ther, which be fake to be p Admirall, af p whichra Turke 
Was Capftaine With all his co: npanp, Which wete maine, 
And at the boꝛding of this Dip were, thꝛowen fark a mul⸗ 
titude of ſtones and darts, that it was a Wonder to fe. It 
chaunced that befo2e our men came to this ſhip, the eni⸗ 
mies (hating at them with a peece, h Which as lieng tps 
the vpper, decke e, with p recopling it rent out a perce of the 
ſhip foe, fo p ther was made fo great a hole, ⁊ the emimies 
not regarding it, thought it moze needfull to ſuccoꝛ p foꝛe⸗ 
part of their chip. And when our boat came hard a boꝛd v 
fame fide where this hole was, our men did enter by the 
fame. The firſt that entered, was Alonfo) Lopes Malter, x 
another Aluoro Lopes, who was p kings ſerttant, is nom 
fotinho. Clark ke in Santaren, with Diners others. Thele alto⸗ 
gether. with thole p same after ward, ſo touigbt with their 
enimies, that in the fame confia there were many ſlaine; 
others hid themlelues vnder the hatches, z allo others lept 
into p water, at p which time the maſt part of them turre! 
dꝛowned to), that chep wer laden with forts of male. Im⸗ 
mediatelde ane Pero Alonſo de. Aguy lar layde another

alfa Edwarte Pacheco, Vaſco Caruallo, Antonyo de Sal-

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The valpauntly. And as fone as they had taken this chip, they 
e for inuntediatelp (ct the ſame a fire, and tt toke the fame very 
api iro furtoully,fo that thereby their enemies were fo exccrdingly 
shefea, & Afeard, that the moſt part of them leapt into the water and 
drovvne Dzotwned themſelues. While this was a doing, thether 
theſelues. came the Captapne generall, with the C aruells, and being 

entered within the Barre, he lefte them. Then one of the 

peces that were on the lande was thot off with a pellet, 

which ſtrake the Caruell of redro Raphael in fuch foot, € 

in ſuch a place, that with the fame were thee of his men 

llaine and ten foze hurt, and foz lacke of winde, the floude 

carried him vnder the foꝛecaſtle of a ſhip, of thoſe that wer 

not as pet lapd aboꝛd, the which had many men , And foz 

that the hippe was higher then the Caruell, who had the 

fame under bis ſpꝛit ſaile, therefoꝛe the enimies did enter, 

and handeled our men very ill, foz that thep altogether did 

let vpon them. Allo there was another prece ſhot, with the 

which the Maſter of the Hip was ſlain, being at the helme 
gouerning the Caruell, which being thus left at randon, 

befoze that there came any other to the helme, the Caruell 

fell vpon certaine Rockes, where the remained till the bats 

taile was ended. The Captaine generall vie wing the dan⸗ 

ger that pedro Raphael was in, commaunded him to ber 
ſuccoured, and fo it was done. Then our men entering in⸗ 

to the Caruell, the which was full of oꝛes, they behaued 

Herevvas themfelues (o valpantly, that they made them fipe awaye, 
a great hut notivitbitanding all our men that were within p Cars 
flaughter nell were ſoze hurt. In the meane (pace, all the ſhips of the 
e POF enimies were burnt, and this allo at the laff, in the which 
1 lpeck of was burnt great foe of Perchaundile, fo2 that the tame 
9 was laden. Which was done the rather, foꝛ that vpon the 
battailes land there were many of the enimies Sobich wer alſembled 
tought. together. And foz that of our men there were many hurt, 
the Captain generall came his wap with all his Captains: 

toward their ſhips, where he leund that there were flame 

of 
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af dur men xxb. and hurt an hundꝛed and proii, men. Wut 
foz all this the victozie was great . Foꝛ quer and beſides 
the burning of the ſhippes with all their riches, the which 
was much, the Captaine generall was giuen to vnderſtand 
by the Poꝛes of Cananor, (fa the which place from thence 
be went) that ther were Maine in this battell two thouland 
men. Mith this ſpoyle the king of Calicut remained fo ill 
contented; that frd that time foz a god While after, he could 
not reſtoꝛe himſelk, foꝛ that his loſſe was great, beſides that 
the Mores went from Calycut:, by reaſon whereok there 
was fo great neceſlitie ¢ lacke of Lidnals khere, that the ct 
tie remained almoſt vninhabited. 


Of the ſafe arrival! of the captaine General! at Liſh- 
borne, and of the gieat honour the king Don Ma- 
nuel gaue to Edwarte Pacheco, chap. 80. 


— e next day after , the which was the firſt 
dap of Januarie, the Captaine Gencrall de⸗ 
DN parted toward Cananor, foz that there her 
; / went to take in the reſt of bis lading. And 
8 being there arriued, the Factoꝛ gaue him to 
vnderſtand of the great victoꝛp that he had 
gotten in Pandarane, and boto the Mares were very pen⸗ 
fue for the fame fulpecting that from thente fozth all our 
men might remaine in the Indias, and that without feare. The num 
Foz as their prive was before this victoꝛie great, fo they2 . é 
pretence was alwayes thought to be, to kill both the Fac⸗ tar 
toꝛ and all thoſe that remained with him. The like tale allo vy nich 
did the king of cananor alwapes tell. The Captaine Dez vere left 
nerall being readie to departe , before his going he in che ln 
made an Dzation orto Manuel Telez, and thoſe that rez ear 
mained with him touching that which they ſhould doe, tais Telez the 
eng before them the great ſeruice that Edwarte Pacheco Captain $ 
had dane, and therefore be woulde atue him no greater a gencrall 
Flirte then Franciſco de Alburquerque left, and am hun⸗ 
pred fighting men in it. But after that he was departed, 
| | Tt. iii. there 
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there were in the Indias no moze warres, foꝛ that the king 

of calycur remained as in caſe afoꝛeſaid. The Captaine ges 

nerall being Departed from Cananor toward Portingeale, he 

ariued at Mylinde the firſt day of September, where with⸗ 

gut comming a land, he fent Antonio de Saldanua to pᷣ ets 

ie, ſoꝛ many rich prices which he had left theres¢ had taken 

beloꝛe at the Cape Quardatum, where he went toward the 

Indias. And from thence he directed his courſe toward Qui- 

Da, fa recouer ther b kings tribute which PD king wold not 

pap.sfrom thence he departed the tenth dap of Febzuarpe, 

Without chauncing vnto him any thing woꝛth the wꝛiting, 

ar riued at Lithborne the 22. dap of June. 525. with two
